ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

"An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  Railroad  Companies/'  approved 
March  5,  1885,  created  (Sec.  1)  a  commision  to  be  styled  "Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commissioners,  to  consist  of  three  suitable  persons  to 
be  appointed  by  the  governor." 

Section  2  ot  said  act  provides  that  within  thirty  days  after  this  act 
shall  take  effect  the  governor  shall  appoint  two  persons  who,  with  the 
then  railroad  commissioner  shall  constitute  the  commission,  who  shall 
hold  their  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1887,  and  until 
their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  that  the  governor  shall 
after,  and  within  thirty  days  of  the  organization  of  the  legislature9 
appoint  three  railroad  commissioners  to  succeed  those  whose  terms 
have  expired  in  Januarys  1887,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  two 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 

la  accordance  with  these  provisions  of  law,  commissions  were  is- 
sued by  the  governor  on  the  eighth  day  of  January,  1887,  to  Horace 
Austin,  John  L.  Gibbs,  and  George  L.  Becker.  On  January  12,  1887, 
the  commissioners  met  and  organized  by  choosing  Horace  Austin 
president,  E.  S.  Warner  secretary,  and  A.  K.  Teisberg  clerk. 

LEGISLATION    OP    1887. 

t 

The  act  for  the  regulation  of  railroad  companies  approved  March  5, 
1885,  provided  among  other  things  that  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioners  "  to  investigate  and  consider,  what,  if  any  amendment 
or  revision  of  the  railroad  laws  of  this  State  the  best  interests  of  the 
State  may  demand,  and  they  shall  make  a  special  biennial  report  on 
said  subject  to  the  legislature." 

In  obedience  to  this  requirement  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
missioners, whose  term  expired  in  January,  1887,  made  such  a  report 
to  the  last  legislature.  This  report  contained  the  draft  of  seven  laws 
which  had  been  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General,  and  were  by  him 
approved,  under  the  following  titles,  viz. : 
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1.  '*  An  Act  to  regulate  common  carriers  and  creating  the  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  defining 
the  duties  of  such  commission  in  relation  to  common  carriers." 

2.  "  An  Act  relative  to  the  issuing  of  false,  fraudulent  and  part 
paid  and  unpaid  shares  of  the  stock  of  railroad  companies  and  pro* 
viding  a  penalty  therefor." 

3.  "An  Act  regulating  the  proceedings  of  railroad  companies 
desiring  to  increase  their  capital  stock." 

4.  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  taxation  of  persons,  copartnerships, 
associations,  carloaning  companies,  sleeping  car  companies,  corpora- 
tions and  fast  freight  lines  engaged  in  the  business  of  running  curs 
over  any  of  the  railroads  of  this  State  and  not  being  exclusively  the 
property  of  any  railroad  company  paying  taxes  on  their  gross  re- 
ceipts." 

5.  "  An  amendment  to  the  constitution,  to  he  section  5  of  article 
10,  entitled,  'Control  of  Railroads,'  an  act  submitting  the  same  to 
the  people  for  adoption  or  rejection." 

6.  "An  Act  for  the  taxation  of  railroad  companies." 

7.  "An  Act  to  regulate  the  furnishing  of  cars  and  the  shipment 
of  carload  lots  of  freight." 

The  commissioners  also  submitted  to  the  legislature  in  this  report 
the  full  draft  of  two  laws  amending  the  Grain  and  Warehouse  Laws 
of  the  State  under  the  following  titles,  viz.  : 

1.  "  An  Act  to  regulate  grain  warehouses  and  the  inspection, 
weighing  and  handling  of  grain  at  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth, 
and  defining  the  duties  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission 
in  relation  thereto." 

2.  "  An  Act  to  regulate  the  warehousing  and  handling  of  grain  at 
all  points  in  Minnesota  except  at  the  cities  of  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
and  Duluth."  t 

Tl»e  supreme  court  of  the  State  having  at  the  January  1887  term 
decided  that  section  15  of  the  act  of  March  5. 1885,  requiring  railroad 
companies  to  permit  any  person  or  company  to  construct  and  operate 
elevators  and  warehouses  at  regular  way  stations,  in  consideration  of 
an  annual  rental  of  one  dollar  *ras  unconstitutional.  The  commis- 
sion in  a  supplemental  report  submitted  to  the  legislature  the  draft  of 
an  act  upon  this  subject,  which  was  prepared  especially  to  meet  the 
views  laid  down  by  the  supreme  court  in  the  decision  referred  to. 

Of  the  acts  so  drafted  and  submitted  by  the  commission  to  the  leg* 
islature  the  first  one  named  became  a  law  with  some  essential  changes 
and  modifications      The  second,  the  third  and  the  fifth  were  also 
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passed.  The  fourth,  the  sixth  and  the  seventh,  and  the  two  bills 
amending  the  grain  and  warehouse  laws,  as  well  as  the  act  with  ref- 
erence to  grain  warehouses  on  the  right  of  way  of  railroads,  all  failed 
to  receive  Unfavorable  consideration  of  the  legislature. 

The  act  creating  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  and  de- 
fining the  duties  of  such  commission  was  approved  March  7,  1887. 
It  repeals  (Sec.  21)  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  therewith, 
uid  directs  "  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  and  govern 
the  existing  railroad  and  warehouse  commissioners  appointed  by  vir- 
tue of  an  act  approved  March  5,  1885,  who  are  hereby  clothed  with 
the  power  and  charged  with  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  this 
act" 

In  its  main  and  essential  features  it  follows  the  "act  to  regulate 
commerce "  passed  by  Congress  and  approved  Feb.  4,  1887.  That 
act  controls  and  regulates  inter-state  commerce.  The  act  of  our 
State  legislature  aims  to  do  the  same  thing,  so  far  as  comon  carriers 
are  concerned  who  are  "  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  passengers 
or  property  wholly  by  railroad  or  partly  by  railroad  and  partly  by  wa- 
ter, when  both  are  used  under  a  common  control  management  or  ar- 
rangement, for  a  carriage  or  shipment  from  one  place  or  station  to 
another,  both  being  within  the  State  of  Minnesota. 

The  passage  of  these  two  acts,  one  by  Congress  and  the  other  by  the 
State  legislature,  simultaneously,  each  creating  a  commission  clothed 
with  similar  powers  and  charged  with  like  duties  and  responsibilities, 
the  one  having  charge  of  inter-state  commerce,  and  the  other  the  con- 
trol and  regulation  of  local  commerce  within  the  State  of  Minnesota 
marks  the  commencement  of  a  new  era  in  the  relations  between 
common  carriers  and  the  public. 

With  these  laws  in  force,  and  with  a  federal  commission  organized 
under  the  act  of  Congress,  and  a  State  commission  created  by  the 
State  law,  each  within  its  proper  sphere  acting  in  harmony  and  in  the 
same  general  direction,  there  are  no  questions  arising  affecting  the 
policy  of  common  carriers  to  the  public  which  are  not  clearly  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  one  or  the  other. 

While  the  congressional  act  and  the  state  act  are  in  their  essential 
provisions  for  the  most  part  in  harmony  with  each  other,  and  are  ex- 
pressed in  almost  the  same  words,  yet  there  are  some  important  differ- 
ences to  which  the  attention  of  the  people  of  the  State  should  be 
called. 

The  inter-state  commerce  law  prohibits  passes  and  free  transporta- 
tion except  that  common  carriers  may  give  free  carriage  to  their  own 
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officers  and  employes,  and  may  exchange  passes  or  tickets  with  othe 
railroad  companies  for  their  officers  and  employes 

The  State  act  provides  (Sec.  2),  subdivision  (a),  "that  ail  charg 
made  by  any  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for 
any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers and  property  aforesaid,  or  in  connection  therewith,  *  *  *  • 
*  *  *  shall  be  equal  and  reasonable,  and  every  unequal  and  unrea- 
sonable charge  for  such  service  is  prohibited  and  declared  to  be  unlaw- 
ful;" and  in  subdivision  (b)  of  the  same  section,  declares  against 
undue  or  unreasonable  preferences,  in  both  cases  using  the  language 
of  the  ijnter-state  law  regarding  the  same  subjects.  By  virtue  of  these 
enactments  in  the  federal  law,  passes  and  free  transportation  have 
been  effectually  cut  off,  so  far  as  interstate  commerce  is  concerned. 

But  our  State  law  effectually  nullifies  these  benificent  provisions 
copied  from  the  inter-state  law,  by  a  proviso  in  section  one  of  the  act, 
that  "  nothing  in  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent common  carriers,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  from  issu- 
ing passes  for  the  free  transportation  of  passengers." 

Upon  this  subject  of  passes  and  the  free  transportation  of  persons, 
the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners,  in  their  report  tor  the 
year  1885,  remarked  as  follows : 

"  It  is  also  a  question  to  be  considered  how  far  the  issuing  of  passes, 
so  largely  in  vogue,  affects  the  revenues  of  the  road.  Every  passenger 
who  pays  his  fare  has  the  right  to  protest  against  the  issuing  of  any 
pass,  as  the  paying  passenger  pays  some  proportion  of  the  fare  of  the 
non-paying  passenger.  This  opens  a  discussion  of  the  pass  system, 
which  now  maintains  throughout  the  United  States.  The  total  abo- 
lition of  the  system  would  add  to  the  revenues  of  the  roads,  equalizing 
burtherns,  and  would  increase  the  revenues  the  State  derives  from  the 
taxation  of  the  gross  earnings,  and  would  tend  to  reduce  passenger 
rates  the  country  over.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Congress  will  fully  con- 
sider this  question  in  the  proposed  national  supervision  of  railways." 
(Report  1885,  page  22). 

Again  in  1886  the  commission  reaffirms  and  reiterates  its  views  as 
given  in  the  report  of  1885,  with  reference  to  the  injustice  of  the  pass 
system,  (page  15,  report  1886),  and  declared  (page  23)  that  discrimina- 
tion in  rates  of  freight  or  fare  are  not  consistent  with  right,  justice, 
and  the  public  welfare. 

The  inter-state  commission,  in  its  first  annual  report,  thus  char- 
acterizes this  sort  of  discrimination: 

"  The  evils  of  free  transportation  of  persons  were  not  less  conspic- 
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J  nous    than   those  which  have  been  mentioned.      This,  where  it  ex- 
tended beyond  the  persons  engaged  in  the  railroad  service,  was  com- 
monly favoriteism  in  a  most  unjust  and  offensive  form.      Free  trans- 
portation was  given  not  only  to  secure  business  but  to  conciliate  the 
favor  of  localities  and  of  public  bodies,  and  while  it  was  often  de- 
manded by  persons  who  had  or  claimed  to  have  influence  which  was 
capable  of  being  made  use  of  to  the  prejudice  of  railroads,  it  was  also 
accepted  by  public  officers  of  all  grades  and  of  all  varieties  of  service. 
In  these  last  cases  the  pass  system  was  particularly  obnoxious,  and 
baneful,  for  if  any  return  was  to  be  made  or  was  expected  of  public 
officers,  it  was  of  something  which  was  not  theirs  to  give,  but  which 
belonged  to  the  public  or  to  constituents. 

A  ticket  entitling  one  to  free  passage  by  rail  was  often  more  effect- 
ive in  enlisting  the  assistance  and  support  of  the  holder  than  its  value 
m  money  would  have  been,  and  in  a  great  many  cases  it  would  be 
received  and  availed  of  when  the  offer  of  money,  made  to  accomplish 
die  same  end  would  have  been  spurned  as  a  bribe. 

Much  suspicion  of  public  men  resulted,  which  was  sometimes  just,, 
tat  also  sometimes  unjust  and  cruel;  and  some  deterioration  of  the 
moral  pense  of  the  community,  traceable  to  this  causa,  was  unavoid- 
able while  the  abuse  continued. 

The  parties  most  frequently  and  most  largely  favored  were  those 
possessing  large  means  and  having  large  business  interests. 

The  general  fact  came  to  be  that  in  proportion  to  the  distance  they 
were  carried  those  able  to  pay  the  most,  paid  the  least,  for  the  poor 
man  had  seldom  any  ground  on  which  to  demand  free  transportation, 
while  the  rich  man  was  likely  to  have  many  grounds  on  which  he 
could  make  it  for  the  interest  of  the  railroad  company  to  favor  him, 
and  he  was  sometimes  favored  with  free  transportation,  not  only  for 
himself  and  his  family,  but  for  business  agents  also,  and  even  sometimes 
for  his  customers.  The  demand  for  free  transportation  was  often  in 
the  nature  of  blackmail  and  yielded  to  unwillingly  and  through  fear 
of  damaging  consequences  from  a  refusal.  But  the  evils  were  present 
as  much  when  it  was  extorted  as  when  it  was  freely  given." — (Report 
of  Inter- State  Commission  for  1887,  pages  7-8.) 

The  Inter-State  Commission  in  thus  treating  of  this  discrimination 
and  evil  speaks  of  it  as  a  thing  of  the  past,  which  has  been  overcome 
by  the  beneficent  law  under  which  the  commission  was  created*  And 
so  as  far  as  inter-state  commerce  is  concerned  free  passes  are  no  longer 
issued. 
The  act  creating  this  commission  contains  the  same  enactments  in 
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the  same  language,  and  the  result  in  this  State  would  have  been  the 
same  but  for  the  proviso  in  section  one  of  the  act  above  quoted,  thai 
"Nothing  in  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
common  carriers  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  from  issuing 
passes  for  the  free  transportation  01  passengers." 

The  experience  of  the  past  shows  that  railway   managers,  officers, 
and  boards  of  directors  will  not  of  themselves  do  away  with  this  un- 
just discrimination.     Experience  under  the  inter-state  law  shows  how 
easily  the  abuse  is  corrected  when  it  is  undertaken  in  the  name  and  ! 
under  the  majesty  of  law. 

It  is  the  conviction  of  this  commission  that  the  issuing  of  free 
passes,  as  now  practiced  in  this  State,  is  an  unjust  discrimination  as 
against  every  passenger  that  pays,  and  thus  opposed  to  the  spirit  of 
the  act  passed  for  the  regulation  of  common  carriers;  that  it  is  a 
fruitful  source  of  corruption;  that  it  is  injurious  alike  to  public  and 
private  interests,  and  to  the  interest  of  the  companies  themselves, 
and  that  it  is  one  of  the  chief  obstacles  in  the  way  of  proper  and 
necessary  reform  in  railway  management  and  the  control  thereof 
under  the  authority  of  the  state. 

The  proviso  to  section  one  of  the  act,  with  the  exception  above  no- 
ted of  "passes  for  the  free  transportation  of  passengers,"  and  trans- 
portation to  stock  shippers  with  cars,'1  applies  to  property  only,  not 
to  persons. 

The  Inter-State  Commerce  Law  (Sec.  22)  contains  the  following 
clause:  " Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  any 
common  carrier  from  giving  reduced  rates  to  ministers  of  religion." 

The  act  passed  by  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  contains 
no  such  provision.  Almost  the  first  question  raised  before  the  Com- 
mission under  the  new  law  related  to  this  subject. 

The  decision  of  this  commission  upon  this  subject  will  be  found  in 
another  part  of  this  report,  properly  indexed,  in  a  letter  addressed  to 
E.  W.  Winter,  Esq.,  general  manager  of  the  C  ,  St.  P.,  M.  &  0.  Rail- 
way Co. 

Section  7  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State  has  the  follow* 
ing  clause,  which  is  not  contained  in  the  Inter-State  la*w,  nor  has  it. 
so  far  as  this  commission  has  any  knowledge,  been  enacted  into  law  by 
any  of  the  other  States  of  the  Union  : 

Sec.  7.  (a)  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  charge  or  receive  any  greater  com- 
pensation, per  ton,  per  mile,  for  the  contemporaneous  transpoi  tation 
of  the  same  class  of  flight  for  a  longer  than  for  a  shorter  distance 
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over  the  same  line,  in  the  same  general  direction,  or  from  the  same 
original  point  of  departure,  or  to  the  same  point  of  arrival;  but  this 
thai]  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  any  common  carrier,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  charge  as  high  a  rate  pet  ton,  per  mile, 
for  a  longer  as  for  a  shorter  distance. 

THE  LONG   AND   SHORT  HAUL  CLAUSE   OF  THE  ACT. 

Section  6  of  the  act  passed  by  the  State  Legislature  is  as  follows : 

Sac.  6.  That  it  shalV  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  charge  or  receive  any  greater  compen- 
sation for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  of  like  kind  or  class  and 
quantity  of  property,  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance  over  the 
same  line,  the  shorter  being  included  within  the  longer  distance;  but 
this  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  any  common  carrier,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  charge  or  receive  as  great  compen- 
sation for  a  shorter  as  for  a  longer  distance. 

Provided,  however,  That  upon  application  to  the  commission  ap- 
pointed under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  common  carrier  may,  m 
special  cases,  after  investigation  by  the  commissioners,  be  authorized 
to  charge  less,  for  longer  than  for  shorter  distances,  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  passengers  or  property,  and  the  commission  may  from  time 
to  time  prescribe  the  extent  to  which  such  designated  common  carrier 
may  be  relieved  from  the  operation  of  this  section  of  this  act. 

Section  4  of  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Law  relates  to  the  same  sub- 
ject. The  differences  between  the  two  sections  are  in  each  designated 
by  italics;  the  words  so  marked  in  the  one  act  not  being  found  in  the 
other. 

8ection  4  of  the  Inter- State  Commerce  Law  reads  as  follows: 

Sic.  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  charge  or  receive  any  greater  compen- 
sation in  the  aggregate  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  of  ike 
kind  of  property,  under  substantially  similar  circumstances  and  condi- 
tions, for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance  over  the  same  line,  in 
the  same  direction,  the  shorter  being  included  within  the  longer  dis- 
tance ;  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  any  common 
carrier  within  the  terms  of  this  act  to  charge  and  receive  as  great  com- 
pensation for  a  shorter  as  for  a  longer  distance;  provided,  however, 
that  upon  application  to  the  commission  appointed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  such  common  carrier  may,  in  special  cases,  after  in- 
vestigation by  the  commission,  be  authorized  to  charge  less  for  longer 
than  for  shorter  distances  for  transportation  of  passengers  or  property; 
and  the  commission  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  the  extent  to 
which  said  designated  common  carrier  may  be  relieved  fr«>m  the  oper- 
ation of  this  section  of  this  act. 

Under  section  six  of  the  State  act  the  commission  has  had  one  and 
bat  one  application  for  the  suspension  of  the  long  and  short  haul  pro- 
vision of  the  law. 

This  application  was  made  by  the  Minneapolis  &  St*  Louis  Railway 
Company* 
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The  papers  filed  by  the  company,  and  the  opinions  thereon  by  the 
commission,  are  given  in  full  in  this  report.  The  decision  of  the 
commission  was  against  the  application,  Commissioner  Austin  dis- 
senting. 

It  is  now  believed  that  the  principle  embodied  in  the  provisions  of 
Sec.  6  of  the  State  act  is  acquiesced  in  by  common  carriers  in  Min- 
nesota, and  that  the  rule  is  general  and  without  exception. 

The  inter-state  law  enacts  that  no  advance  shall  be  made  in  the  rates, 
fares  and  charges  which  have  been  established  and  published  by  any 
common  carrier,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Sec.  6,  ex- 
oept  after  ten  days  public  notice.  Rates,  fares  and  charges  may  be 
reduced  in  inter-state  commerce  without  notice,  but  may  not  be 
thus  advanced. 

Our  State  law,  Sec.  8,  subdivision  (b),  provides  that  there  shall  be 
'•  no  change  of  classification,"  "and  no  change  shall  be  made  in  the 
rates,  fares  and  charges  which  have  been  established  and  published  as 
aforesaid  by  any  common  carrier,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  section,  except  after  ten  days  public  notice. 
The  State  act  forbids  either  an  advance  or  a  reduction. 
The  commission  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  well  to  prohibit  by  law 
common  carriers  from  reducing  rates  at  will,  and  that  the  inhibition 
against  advancing  rates  except  upon  proper  notice  is  all  that  is  neces- 
sary to  guard  the  interests  of  the  public. 

The  common  carriers  of  the  State,  so  far  as  is  known  to  the  com- 
mission, have  shown  themselves  ready  to  comply  with  the  law  which 
relates  to  the  filing  and  publication  of  tariffs. 

In  other  material  points,  such  as  those  relating  to  reasonable  and 
just  charges,  forbidding  special  rates,  rebates,  drawbacks  and  unjust 
discriminations,  undue  or  unreasonable  preferences,  concerning  inter- 
change of  traffic,  making  the  pooling  of  freights  unlawful,  prohibiting 
combinations  to  prevent  continuous  carriage,  in  relation  to  the  pow- 
ers and  duties  of  the  commission  and  methods  of  procedure  before  it, 
and  its  manner  of  conducting  business,  there  is  substantial  accord 
both  in  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  State  act  and  the  act  of  Con- 
gress, and  the  Commission  finds  that  in  its  general  results  the  opera- 
tion of  the  law  has  been  favorable  both  to  the  roads  and  the  public. 
Many  of  the  evils  in  the  conduct  of  railroad  affairs  are  disappearing 
from  view,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  law  will  be  amply  vindicated  by 
its  ultimate  results.  , 

COMPLAINTS. 

A  full  exhibit  of  the  complaints  made  to  the  commission  and  of  the 
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action  taken  with  regard  to  them  will  be  found  appended  to  the  report. 
The  commission  has  no  power  to  correct  an  alleged  abuse  upon  an  ex 
parte  statement.  It  is  neither  despotic  or  autocratic  in  its  sphere,  but 
it  is  a  tribunal,  created  by  the  State  to  hear  complaints,  to  investigate 
them,  and,  when  found  to  be  real  and  relating  to  practices  or  omis- 
sions on  the  part  of  common  carriers  which  are  unlawful,  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  correct  the  same. 

In  most  cases  the  commission  has  found  that  in  the  first  instance  it 
19  a  wise  and  satisfactorv  policy  to  open  correspondence  with  the  com- 
mon carrier,  with  a  view  to  adjust  the  matter  complained  of. 

The  railway  companies  have  been  prompt  to  respond  to  letters  so 
addressed  to  them,  and  in  very  many  instances  a  satisfactory  adjust- 
ment has  been  reached  without  further  procedure.  Either  the  com- 
plainant has  been  mistaken  in  his  facts,  or  if  a  wrong  has  been  done 
it  has  been  the  fault  or  mistake  of  an  agent,  which  the  manager  would 
correct,  or  the  complainant  and  the  company  have  misunderstood  or 
misapprehended  each  other,  and  the  commission  has  been  able  to 
make  a  satisfactory  settlement  without  a  resort  to  more  stringent 
measures. 

U  is  the  experience  of  the  commission  that  this  disposition  of  many 
of  the  complaints  made  is  more  satisfactory  in  its  results  to  both  par- 
ties than  could  have  been  effected  in  any  other  way. 

There  are  some  cases,  however,  which  cannot  be  thus  disposed  of, 
and  which  demand  and  receive  the  more  formal  action  of  the  commis- 
sion. With  a  view  of  giving  such  proceedings  an  orderly  course,  the 
commission  has  adopted  a  series  of  rules  of  practice  in  cases  and  pro- 
ceedings before  it,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  report. 

Some  of  the  cases  which  have  occupied  the  attention  of  the  com* 
mission  deserve  a  notice  in  the  body  of  this  report  because  of  their 
public  importance,  and  because,  also,  they  have  been  taken  to  the 
courts  for  a  judicial  interpretation.     Such  are 

1.  The  order  relating  to  switching  charges  in  Minneapolis. 

2.  Milk  rates  on  the  I.  ft  M.  Division  of  the  C.,  M.  ft  St.  P.  By. 

3  Passenger  rates  on  the  St.  P.,  M.  ft  M.  Ry  and  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railroad. 

4.  The  complaint  of  the  Mankato  Jobbers  Union  as  to  rates  on 
the  C,  St.  P.,  M.  ft  0.  Ry  from  Duluth  to  Mankato. 

SWITCHING  0HARGB8  IN  MINNEAPOLIS. 

This  was  a  complaint  made  originally  in  1886!  on  the  part  of  the 
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shippers  and  manufacturers  of  Minneapolis  that  the  switching  and 
transfer  charges  in  that  city  were  grevious  and  excessive,  and  de- 
manding that  the  same  be  reduced  by  the  order  of  the  board. 

A  hearing  was  had  before  the  board  as  then  constituted;  but  before 
a  decision  was  reached  a  new  commission  was  appointed,  and  in  the 
meanwhile  the  legislature,  in  the  act  to  regulate  common  carriers, 
etc  ,  approved  March  7,  1887,  took  up  the  subject  and  made  the  fol- 
lowing enactment : 

Sec.  7.  (c)  There  shall  in  no  case  be  more  than  one  terminal 
charge  for  switching  or  transferring  any  car,  whether  the  same  is 
loaded  or  empty,  within  the  limits  of  any  one  city  or  town.  If  it.  is 
necessary  that  any  car  pass  over  the  tracks  of  more  than  one  company 
within  such  city  or  town  limits,  in  order  to  reach  its  final  destination, 
or  to  be  returned  therefrom  to  its  owner  or  owners,  then  the  company 
first  switching  ot  transferring  such  car  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
entire  charge  to  be  made  therefor,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  company 
or  companies  doing  the  subsequent  switching  or  transferring  thereof 
for  its  or  their  reasonable  and  equitable  share  of  the  compensation 
received,  and  if  the  companies  so  jointly  interested  therein  cannot 
agree  upon  the  share  thereof  which  each  is  entitled  to  receive,  the 
same  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commissioners,  whose  decision  thereon  shall  be  final  and  conclusive 
upon  all  parties  interested,  and  the  said  board  are  authorized  to  estab- 
lish such  rules,  regulations  in  that  behalf  as  to  them  may  seem  just 
and  reasonable  and  not  in  conflict  with  this  act. 

This  enactment  provides  that  there  shall  in  no  case  be  more  than 
one  terminal  charge  for  switching  or  transferring  any  car  whether 
loaded  or  empty  within  the  limits  of  any  one  city  or  town,  how  the 
same  shall  be  collected,  and  in  case  the  companies  doing  the  work 
cannot  agree  upon  a  reasonable  and  equitable  division  of  the  charge 
so  made  provision  is  made  for  a  determination  thereof  hy  this  com- 
mission. 

No  application  has  been  made  to  the  commission  to  act  under  this 

section. 

The  complaint  with  reference  to  switching  charges  in  Minneapolis 
continued  after  the  passage  of  this  law 

On  the  7th  of  July,  1887,  after  considerati  >n  of  all  the  evidence  sub- 
mitted, the  commission  issued  its  order  establishing  one  dollar  as  the 
maximum  charge  for  the  switching  or  transfer  of  any  car  at  or  within 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis. 

On  the  8th  of  July,  1887,  this  order  was  served  upon  the  following 
companies,  to- wit: 

The  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba. 

The  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha. 

The  Northern  Pacific. 
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The  St.  Paul  &  Duluth. 
The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul. 
The  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis. 
The  Minneapolis  Eastern. 
The  Kail  way  Transfer  Co.  of  Minneapolis. 
From  this  order,  so  served,  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba 
Railway  Co.  appealed  to  the  District  Court  for  Ramsey  County,  on 
the  twenty -first  day  of  July. 

The  grounds  of  this  appeal  are  stated  as  follows: 

1.  The  said  order  was  made  without  jurisdiction  in  the  said  Board 
of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners  to  make  the  same. 

2.  The  rates  charged  by  the  said  appellant  for  the  switching  services 
referred  to  in- said  order,  according  to  the  regular  tariff  of  the  said 
appellant  therefor,  are  reasonable  and  just. 

3.  The  rates  for  such  services  sought  to  be  fixed  and  established  by 
the  said  order  are  unreasonable  and  unjust,  because  the  same  will  not 
afford  to  the  said  appellant  a  reasonable  compensation  for  such  ser- 
vices. 

4.  The  said  order  was  served  on  this  appellant  more  than  (10)  ten 
days  prior  to  this  date,  to-wit :  on  July  8,  1887,  and  no  judicial  pro- 
ceedings to  enforce  the  same  have  ever  been  commenced  by  the  Attor- 
ney General  of  said  State  in  any  court  thereof. 

On  the  sixth  day  of  August,  1887,  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
4  Omah;i  Company  served  on  the  commission  notice  of  an  appeal  to 
the  District  Court  for  the  Second  Judicial  District  of  Minnesota  for 
Ramsey  County. 

The  grounds  of  this  appeal  are  not  stated  in  the  notice. 

On  the  25th  of  July,  1887,  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Omaha  Company  filed  its  bill  of  complaint  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
United  States  for  the  District  of  Minnesota,  against  the  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Commission,  asking  this  court,  for  reasons  therein  stated, 
to  declare  the  order  refeired  to  void  and  of  no  effect,  and  asking  that 
the  defendants  be  perpetually  enjoined  from  proceeding  any  further 
under  said  order,  or  in  any  way  or  manner  enforcing,  or  attempting 
to  enforce  the  same  against  this  company,  and  that  until  the  final 
hearing  the  defendants  be  so  temporarily  enjoined. 

On  the  25th  day  of  July,  1887,  the  court,  upon  the  filing  of  this  bill 
of  complaint,  made  an  order  requiring  defendants  to  show  cause,  on 
the  1st  day  of  August,  1887,  at  ten  o'clock,  why  a  provisional  or  tem- 
porary injunction  should  not  issue,  as  prayed  for  in  said  bill,  and  com- 
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manding  and  enjoining  the  defendants  from  doing  anything  to  enforce* 
said  order  until  the  further  order  of  the  court. 

To  this  complaint  the  commission  made  answer  in  due  time,  and  a 
motion  was  made  to  dissolve  the  restraining  order. 

The  motion  was  heard  by  Judge  Nelson,  at  Chambers,  and  on  the 
12th  day  of  December,  1887,  he  filed  his  opinion  granting  the  motion, 
thus  dissolving  the  injunction.  The  opinion  is  published  in  full  ia 
this  report,  and  is  commended  to  your  attention. 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Company  also  appealed  to  the 
District  Court  for  the  Fourth  Judicial  District  of  Minnesota  from 
this  order,  and  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Minnesota,  the  same  proceedings  were  had  on  the  part  of 
this  company  as  above  stated  in  the  case  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Company. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Company  also  appealed  from  the  same  order 
under  date  of  July  28,  1887,  to  the  District  Court  of  Ramsey  County. 

The  Minneapolis  Eastern  Railway  Company  also  appealed  from  the 
same  order  to  the  District  Court  for  the  Fourth  Judicial  District  of 
Minnesota. 

The  Railway  Transfer  Company,  of  Minneapolis,  and  the  Minne- 
apolis &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company  likewise  appealed  from  this  order 
to  the  District  Court  for  the  Fourth  Judicial  District  of  Minnesota 

The  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  Company  has  not  appealed  from  the  order, 
but  has  been  notified  by  the  commission  that  no  steps  would  be  take  a 
to  enforce  the  same  until  the  questions  involved  had  been  heard  and 
determined  by  the  courts. 

MILK  RATE8  ON  THK  I.   A   If     DIVISION  OP  THE  0.,  M.    &   ST.    P.    RY.  CO. 

In  May,  1885,  the  attention  of  the  board  was  called  to  the  subject 
of  milk  rates  between  Farmington  and  St.  Paul,  and  between  North  • 
field  and  St.  Paul,  by  shippers  living  at  Farmington,  the  charge  being 
that  whereas  the  distance  from  Farmington  to  St.  Paul  was  thirteen 
miles  less  than  from  Northfield  to  the  same  place,  yet  the  charge  for 
transportation  was  the  same. 

This  was  claimed  to  be  an  unjust  discrimination  against  Farming- 
ton.  The  complaint  and  report  of  the  board  thereon  may  be  found 
in  the  report  of  the  board  for  1885,  page  429-430 

Notwithstanding  the  opinion  given  by  the  board  in  1885,  that  the 
case  stated  did  not  constitute  an  unjust  discrimination,  the  same  par- 
ties in  1887  brought  the  same  question  before  the  new  commission 

At  about  the  same  time  the  Boards  of  Trade  Union  of  Farmington, 
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Northfield,  Faribault;  and  Owatonna  made  complaint  to  the  commis- 
sion that  the  rates  made  by  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  Ry.  Co.  on  milk  were 
unreasonably  high,  and  prayed  that  the  company  be  required  to  change 
the  same  and  adopt  such  rates  and  charges  as  the  commission  should 
declare  to  be  equal  and  reasonable. 

This  complaint  alleged  that  the  rate  from  Owatonna  to  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis  was  four  cents  per  gallon,  and  from  Faribault,  Dundas, 
Northfield  and  Farmington  was  three  cents  per  gallon. 

The  commission  thus  had  both  questions  before  it,  one  that  there 
was  an  unjust  discrimination  in  charging  as  much  from  Farmington, 
which  is  nearest  to  St.  Paul,  as  was  charged  from  Northfield  and  Fari- 
bault, and  the  other  that  there  was  an  unjust  discrimination  in  charg- 
ing more  from  Owatonna,  which  is  most  distant  from  St.  Paul,  than 
was  charged  from  the  other  stations  intermediate,  and  that  all  the 
rates  were  excessive. 

The  complaining  parties  and  the  company  were  all  heard  at  the  same 
tine. 

After  hearing  the  testimony  produced  and  the  statements  of  all  the 
parties,  the  commission  after  consideration  of  the  subject,  made  an 
■  ©rier,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  found  in  this  report,  that  the  rates 
from  Owatonna  and  Faribault  (  being  the  more  distant  points  )  to  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis  should  not  exceed  two  and  one-half  cents  per 
gallon. 

The  examination  of  the  question  having  developed  the  fact  that  the 
Minnesota  &  Northwestern  Railroad  Company,  running  a  road  parallel 
4o  the  Iowa  &  Minnesota  division  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
k-  Paul  road,  had  a  rate  of  two  and  one-half  cents  oer  gallon  on  all  milk 
'.transported  by  it,  regardless  of  distance,  the  commission  expressed  its 
"approval  of  this  arrangement  of  that  company. 

The  order  of  the  commission  upon  this  subject  was  dated  Aug.  3 

vm. 

1  It  appearing,  in  October,  that  the  company  had  not  complied  with 
fte  order  of  the  commission,  the  commission  published  the  tariff  of 
fates  which  they  had  declared  to  be  equal  and  reasonable,  and  caused 
£e  same  to  be  posted  at  all  the  regular  stations  on  the  line  of  the 
Jmra  &  Minnesota  division  in  this  State,  as  provided  in  subdivision  (f) 
ifaec  8,  of  the  act  approved  March  7,  1887. 

The  company  still  neglecting  and  refusing  to  carry  out  the  recom- 
mendations made  and  published  by  the  commission,  application  has 
Wen  made,  through  the  attorney  general,  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
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United  States,  pursuant  to  subdivision  (g)  of  sec.  8,  of  the  act  last 
ferred  to. 

The  answer  of  the  railway  company  to  this  application  to  the  Supreme 
Court  for  a  mandamus  is  given  in  full  in  this  report,  to  the  end  that 
the  people  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  may  be  advised  of  the  attitude  of 
this  eompany  in  relation  to  the  act  approved  March  7,  1887. 

PASSENGER   RATES    ON  THE   8T.    PAUL,   MINNEAPOLIS   A   MANITOBA,  AJtfX* 

NORTHERN  PACIFIC   RAILROAD   COMPANIES. 

The  question  of  passenger  rates  in  Minnesota  received  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  in  1886,  and  on  June 
4th  of  that  year  an  order  was  made  that  the  maximum  rate  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  should  not  exceed  three  cents  per  mile  for  all 
tickets  purchased  before  entering  the  cars,  provided  that  no  railroad 
company  should  be  required  to  carry  any  passenger  for  less  than  five 
cents. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  road  was  excepted  from  this  order,  whi  t 
was  to  go  into  effect  July  1,  1886,  and  o  l  June  26th  the  Burlingt<?r... 
Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  Company  was  allowed  to  charJJ« 
three  and  one-half  cents  per  mile.  0:> 

On  the  29th  of  June,  1886,  the  order  was  modified  so  far  as  the  St 
P.,  M.  &  M.  Railway  Company  was  concerned,  as  shown  by  the  fol 
lowing  resolution  of  the  Board : 

"  Whereas,  At  the  time  of  the  issuing  of  the  order  of  this  board  ii 
the  matter  of  passenger  rates,  on  June  4,  1886,  the  investigation  rate 
the  business  of  the  company  for  the  current  year  had  not  been  made 
and  the  decrease  in  business  was  not  apparent,  therefore,  Resolved,  ir 
view  of  such  decrease  in  earnings,  and  especially  in  view  of  this  reduc 
tion  in  freight  rates  by  said  company,  the  board  deem  it  just  and  ex 
nedient  that  said  order  be  modified  in  its  application  to  the  St.  Paul 
Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company  to  cover  round-trip  ticket* 
only." 

On  the  18th  day  of  August,  1886,  the  order  was  modified  as  far  a* 

the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  was  concerned,  by  the  follow 

ing  resolution  of  the  Board : 

"  Whereas,  The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  has  made  a 
reduction  in  freight  rates  corresponding  with  that  made  by  the  St, 
Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company  of  Aug  1,  1886. 

"Resolved,  That  pursuant  to  understanding  with  this  board,  the 
order  of  this  board  in  the  matter  of  passenger  rates,  dated  June  4,  1886. 
be  and  it  is  now  modified  in  its  application  to  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company,  providing  that  said  Northern  Pacific  Railroac 
Company  may  charge  the  same  local  passenger  rates  as  are  no? 
charged  by  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company/ 
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The  reasons  for  these  modifications  to  these  two  companies  are 
given  in  the  resolutions  above  quoted.  On  round  trip  tickets  the  rate 
was  reduced  to  three  cents  per  mile.  On  single  trip  tickets  the  com- 
panies charged  the  former  rate. 

On  the  19th  of  May,  1887,  these  companies  were  notified  to  appear 
before  the  commission  and  show  cause,  if  a:iy  there  be,  why  the  rate 
of  fare  on  their  lines  in  the  State  should  not  be  changed,  so  that  the 
rate  should  be  fixed  at  three  cents  per  mile,  as  had  been  done  on  the 
other  roads  of  the  State,  with  the  exceptions  noted,  by  the  order  of 
Jane  4,  1886.  The  hearing  was  fixed  for  June  14,  1887.  On  that  day 
the  heanng  was  postponed  at  the  request  of  the  companies  to  June 
17th.  On  June  17th  the  attorney  for  the  companies  appeared  and 
nade  argument  why  the  order  should  not  issue,  and  asked  until  July 
1st  to  file  statistics  showing  why  the  order  should  not  issue.  The  re- 
vest was  granted. 
On  July  14th  these  statistics  were  filed 

On  Nov.  10,  1887,  the  commission,  after  examining  the  whole  sub- 
let in  connection  with   the  annual  reports  of  the  companies  in  ques- 
on  for  the   year  ending  June  30,  1887,  issued  the  order  requiring  the 
>mpanies  to  change  their  passenger  rates. 

This  order  was  served  Nov.  11, 1887.  The  final  order  was  served  on 
le  companies  Dec  1,  1887. 

The  St.  P.,  M  &  M.  Ry.  Co.  appealed  from  this  order  Dec.  1,  1887, 
to  the  district  court  of  Ramsey  county.     The  court  is  asked  to  set 
•ride  and  vacate  the  order  upon  the  following,  among  other  grounds: 
First  —  The  order  is  made  without  jurisdiction  in  the  board  of  rail- 
road and  warehouse  commissioners  to  make  the  same. 

Second. — The  rates  of  fare  charged  by  the  appellant  for  the  trans- 
portation and  for  the  service  referred  to  in  said  oider  according  to 
the  regular  tariff  of  appellant  therefor  are  reasonable  and  just. 

Third. — The  rates  sought  to  be  fixed  and  established  by  said  order 
tie  unreasonable  and  unjust,  because  the  same  would  not  afford  to 
the  appellant  a  reasonable  compensation  for  such  transportation 
The  act  of  March  7,  1887,  subdivision  (d),  section  15,  provides  that 
^  tto  appeal  as  aforesaid  shall  stay  or  supersede  the  order  appealed  from 
0  80  far  as  such  order  shall  relate  to  rates  of  transportation  or  to 
■odes  of  transacting  the  business  of  the  appellant  with  the  public, 
unless  the  court  hearing  or  deciding  such  case  shall  so  direct. 

Upon  the  application  of  the  company  in  this  case  the  court  directed 
•  stay  of  proceedings  under  the  order.  Here  the  case  rests  at  the 
writing  of  this  report  so  far  as  the  St.  P.,  M.  &  M.  Ry.  Co.  is  concerned. 
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The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  has  neither  obeyed  the 
order  or  appealed  therefrom.  Following  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
the  commission  has  caused  a  notice  to  be  posted  at  all  the  regular 
stations  on  all  the  lines  operated  by  this  company  within  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy:

To  the  Northern  Pacific  Bailroad  Company : 

Whereas,  At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  held  at  the  office  of  said  Com- 
mission in  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  in  said  State,  on  the  tenth  day  of  No- 
vember, 1887,  and  pursuant  to  section  eight  of  chapter  ten  of  the 
General  Laws  of  said  State,  as  the  same  were  enacted  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature  thereof,  a  notice  or  order  was  made  and  issued 
by  said  commission  and  duly  served  on  you  on  the  eleventh  day  of  said 
month  of  November,  in  which  notice  or  order  it  is,  among  other  things, 
provided  as  follows,  namely:  "The  commission  therefore  declares 
that,  in  its  judgment,  it  is  reasonable  and  expedient  that  the  railroad 
company  herein  named,  to-*it,  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Compa- 
ny, do  change  its  rate  of  fare  for  the  transportation  of  passengers; 
that  said  company  shall  not  charge  a  rate  exceeding  three  cents  per 
mile  for  all  tickets  purchased  before  entering  the  cars :  provided,  that 
said  company  shall  not  be  required  to  carry  any  passenger  for  less 
than  five  cents. 

"  Therefore  this  Commission  recommends  and  directs  that  you,  the 
said  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  shall  alter  and  change  your 
schedule  by  the  adoption  and  substitution  of  a  rate  not  exceeding 
three  cents  per  mile  for  all  passenger  tickets  purchased  before  enter- 
ing the  cars,  provided  that  you,  the  said  company  shall  not  be  re* 
quired  to  carry  any  passenger  for  less  than  five  cents  " 

And  Whereas,  you  have  neglected  and  refused  for  more  than  ten 
days  after  and  since  the  service  of  said  notice  or  order  upon  you  to 
substitute  such  tariff  of  rates  and  fares  or  to  adopt  the  same  as  re- 
commended and  directed  by  said  commission,  as  in  and  by  said  notice 
or  order  you  were  advised  and  directed  to  do,  and  do  still  so  neglect 
and  refuse  to  substitute  such  tariff  of  rates  and  fares  in  lieu  and  place 
of  the  schedule  of  rates  and  fares  then  in  force  on  your  road. 
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Now,  therefore,  toe,  the  said  commission,  do  hereby  publish  and  de- 
clare the  said  schedule  of  rates  and  fares  which  were  recommended  and 
prescribed  in  and  by  said  notice  or  order,  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  namely:  three  cents  per  mile  for  all  tickets  purchased  before 
entering  the  cars,  (provided  that  no  one  fare  shall  be  less  than  five 
cents)  is,  and  shall  hereafter  be  considered  as  the  legal,  equal  and 
reasonable  maximum  rate  and  fare  to  be  charged  or  collected  on 
your  roads,  lines  and  divisions  within  the  State  of  Miunesota,  in  all 
cases  where  the  journey  for  which  the  ticket  is  bought  is  commenced 
and  ended  within  the  limits  of  the  State;  and  that  the  same  is  now  in 
force  and  effect  and  that  your  schedules  of  rates  and  fares  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers  are  amended  and  changed  accordingly. 

You,  the  said  railway  company,  your  agents  and  employes  will  act 
Accordingly  or  answer  for  a  violation  of  the  statute  in  such  case  made 
and  provided.  By  order  of  the  Commission,

regard the  order  of  the  commission  as  above  given,  a  circular  has  been 
published  to  the  traveling  public,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy :

To  the  Traveling  Public: 

The  Minnesota  Railroad  Commission  have  issued  an  order  reducing 
passenger  fares  on  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad,  over  all  portions  of 
its  lines  within  the  State,  to  a  maximum  charge  of  three  cents  per 
mile  (save  that  no  ticket  need  be  sold,  or  ride  furnished,  for  less  than 
five  cents,  however  short  the  distance),  and  notices  to  that  effect  have 
been  posted  at  the  passenger  stations  on  said  lines.  At  the  time  of 
making  the  order  a  similar  order  was  made  as  to  the  "  Manitoba  " 
road,  and  would  have  been  posted  along  its  various  lines  within  the 
State,  had  not  the  District  Court  of  Ramsey  County  taken  the  respon- 
sibility to  stay  proceedings  as  to  that  company  till  the  19th  inst. 

Our  information  leads  us  to  believe  that  the  Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
road Company  intend  to  ignore  the  order  and  have  instructed  their 
tieket  agents  to  disregard  it. 

The  order  is  now  in  force,  and  should  more  than  the  rate  prescribed 
by  it  be  exacted,  the  commissioners  suggest  that  any  passenger  desir- 
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ing  to  avail  himself  of  the  reduced  rates  should  tender  the  exact 
amount  of  fare  to  the  agent  (not  asking  him  to  make  change)  and  de- 
mand a  ticket  before  entering  the  cars  If  the  ticket  should  not  be 
furnished,  then  that  the  passenger  enter  upon  his  journey  without  a 
ticket,  tendering  to  conductor  same  amount  offered  the  agent,  and  in- 
forming him  at  the  same  time  why  he  has  no  ticket. 

Should  the  conductor  insist  upon  a  higher  fare,  the  passenger  can 
then  make  his  election  of  paying  (under  protest)  the  sum  demanded, 
reserving  the  right  to  prosecute  the  company  for  a  violation  of  the 
railroad  law  enacted  last  winter,  or  of  standing  upon  his  legal  rights, 
at  the  risk  of  being  ejected  from  the  car.  If  ejected,  the  passenger 
might,  the  commission  believe,  pursue  his  common  law  remedy  in  the 
courts  of  damages  for  the  trespass  upon  his  person,  or  institute  pro- 
ceedings for  a  violation  of  the  railroad  act,  or  both  The  commission 
hopes  to  be  informed  of  every  case  of  violation  of  the  order.  The 
facts  of  each  case  should  be  fully  stated  in  writing  and  verified  by  oath 
of  the  passenger  or  some  witness  to  the  transaction.

The  same  legal  questions  are  involved  in  the  enforcement  of  this 
order  as  are  raised  in  the  case  of  passenger  rates  on  the  St.  P.9  M  & 
M.  Railway.  This  latter  case  is  now  before  the  courts,  and  the  de- 
cision there  will  govern,  as  far  as  it  goes,  the  controversy  between  the 
commission  and  the  Northern  Racific  R.  R.  Co.  on  the  subject  ot  pass- 
enger rates. 

In  addition  to  the  legal  points  made  by  the  St.  P.,  M.  &  M.  Ry.  Co. 
in  their  appeal  from  this  order,  the  Northern  Pacific  R.  R.  Co.  raises 
another  issue,  as  follows :  That,  being  a  corporation  created  by  act 
of  Congress,  it  is  not  subject  to  State  regulation  or  control. 

It  will  be  time  enough  to  consider  this  latter  point^rhen  the  courts 
have  passed  definitely  upon  the  issues  raised  by  the  St.  P.,  M.  &  M.  Ry. 
Co. 

COMPLAINT  AGAINST  THE  CHICAGO,  8T.  PAUL,  MINNEAPOLIS  A  OMAHA, 
THE  CHICAGO,  MILWAUKEE  A  8T.  PAUL,  AND  THE  CHICAGO  A  NORTH- 
WESTERN RAILWAY  COMPANIES  FOR  A  VIOLATION  OP  SECTIONS  2,  7, 
AND   8,  OP  THE  ACT  OP  MARCH  7,  1887. 

The  following  pages  of  this  report  sets  out  in  full  the  text   of  the 
complaint,  and  the  action  taken  by  the  commission. 
It  only  remains  to  add  that  the  C,  St.  P.,  M.  &  0.  Ry.  Company 
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has  appealed  from  the  order  of  the  commission,  dated  July  22,  1887, 
to  the  district  court  for  Ramsey  county,  and  has  appealed  to  the  same 
eourt  from  the  order  of  the  commission  dated  Aug.  4,  1887. 

These  appeals  to  Federal  and  State  courts,  injunctions,  restrain' 
ing  orders  and  stays  of  proceedings,  as  herein  set  forth  show  the  tem- 
per and  disposition  of  the  railway  managers  of  the  State  with  ref- 
erence to  State  control  of  common  carriers.  Nearly  every  effort 
made  by  the  commission  to  assert  the  supremacy  of  the  State  has  been 
met  by  an  appeal  to  the  courts;  and  every  move  with  reference  to 
rates,  classifications,  methods  of  doing  business  with  the  public  is  re- 
sented as  an  impertinence. 

The  amounts  involved  in  the  cases  now  in  the  courts  are  not  large, 
and  if  decided  against  the  companies  would  make  no  perceptible  de- 
crease in  their  revenues 

Notably  is  this  true  of  the  order  effecting  milk  rates  on  the  I.  &  M. 
division  of  the  Milwaukee  road,  and  of  the  order  effecting  passenger 
rates  on  the  St.  P  ,  M.  &  M.  and  N.  P.  railways. 

In  the  latter  cases  the  question  is  simply  whether  the  companies 
shall  sell  single  trip  tickets  at  the  same  rate  which  they  now  sell 
round  trip  tickets. 

In  the  former  case  it  is  with  reference  to  a  rate  on  a  single  article 
of  traffic,  on  a  very  small  portion  of  the  extensive  lines  of  road  be* 
long  to  that  company  in  Minnesota. 

It  is  the  principle  of  State  control  and  State  regulation  which  is 
now  at  issue  in  the  courts. 

The  individuals  composing  the  commission  are  not  asserting  them- 
selves; they  are  exercising  a  public  trust,  and  discharging  a  public 
duty.  Upon  all  subjects  within  their  jurisdiction  they  s^ieak,  when 
acting  officially,  in  the  name,  by  the  authority,  and  with  the  sanction 
of  the  State  of  Minnesota. 

With  no  personal  end  in  view  and  no  object  to  serve  but  that  of  the 
highest  public  good,  they  confidently  appeal  to  the  people  of  the 
State  for  such  co  operation  and  support  as  may  render  their  labors 
decisive  of  the  best  possible  results 

The  legislature  of  1887  passed  an  act  (chap.  18,  General  Laws  1887,) 
to  prevent  accidents  from  fire  in  railway  cars,  and  defining  the  duties 
of  the  railway  commissioners  in  connection  therewith. 

The  first  and  second  sections  of  the  act  read  as  follows: 

Sbctiox  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  commissioners  of  the 
State  to  make  careful  and  diligent  inquiry  into  the  construction  of  and 
the  best  means  of  heating  and  lighting  passenger  and  sleeping  cars 
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.run  on  any  of  the  railroads  within  this  State,  with  special  reference 
to  the  safety  of  the  passengers  traveling  therein,  and  more  particu- 
larly to  their  safety  from  accident  by  fire;  and  the  said  commissioners 
shall  make  a  special  report  on  the  subject  to  the  legislature,  at  the 
next  regular  session  thereof. 

Provided,  That  said  commissioners  may,  if  in  their  opinion  the 
safety  of  the  passengers  should  require  it,  give  notice  in  writing  to 
any  railroad  company  or  corporation,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
•this  State,  or  doing  business  herein,  that  said  companies  or  corpora- 
tions, or  either  of  them,  shall,  at  a  day  to  be  designated  in  said  notice, 
and  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  service  of  the  same,  cease 
and  abandon  the  use  of  kerosene  and  all  other  oils,  also  illuminating 
or  combustible  fluids,  in  said  cars  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the 
same;  and  provided  further,  that  said  companies  shall,  within  sixty 
(60)  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  adopt  and  put  in  use  upon  all 
sleeping  cars  operated  by  them  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  some 
invention  or  appliance,  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  commissioners, 
better  Calculated  to  prevent  the  shutting  or  closing  of  upper  berths  of 
said  cars,  in  case  of  the  overturning  of  such  cars,  or  of  other  accidents, 
than  the  means  now  in  common  use  for  the  purpose. 

Ssc.  2.  Each  of  said  railroad  companies  shall,  within  sixty  (60) 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  equip  each  passenger  or  sleeping  car 
run  or  operated  by  it  within  the  State,  with  fire  extinguishers  for  the 
■extinguishment  of  fire,  one  to  be  kept  in  each  end  of  each  of  such  cars, 
to  be  maintained  in  good  condition  for  use,  and  in  a  safe  and  conven- 
ient position;  and  each  of  said  companies  shall  also  equip  and  provide 
•each  of  such  cars  with  two  (2)  axes  and  two  (2)  saws,  one  (1)  of  each 
of  such  tools  to  be  kept  upon  the  inside  and  one  (1)  of  each  upon  the 
outside  of  each  car,  and  to  be  kept  in  convenient  places  for  use  in  case 
of  accident. 

In  the  discharge  of  the  duties  thus  imposed  upon  the  commission, 
•considerable  time  and  attention  has  been  given  to  the  various  devices 
for  heating  and  lighting  passenger  and  sleeping  cars. 

Many  of  the  railway  managers  have  shown  a  hearty  interest  in  these 
subjects;  the  horrors  attending  railway  accidents  in  this  northern 
climate,  which  spring  from  the  car  stove,  are  generally  appreciated. 
The  commission  find  with  reference  to  this  subject  that  it  is  not  so 
much  a  question  of  expense  with  the  corporations  concerned  as  it  is  to 
ascertain  what  is  really  the  best  and  most  effective  method  of  car 
heating  and  car  lighting,  which  is  free  from  the  dangers  which  are 
now  so  apparent. 
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While  the  commission  is  not  prepared  now  to  give  any  conclusions- 
upon  the  subject,  it  expresses  the  hope  that  before  the  meeting  of  the 
next  legislature  some  substantial  progress  will  be  made  in  the  direc- 
tion indicated  by  the  law. 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Company  has  been  particularly 
diligent  with  reference  to  this  matter.  Its  experiments  have  been  in 
the  direction  of  steam  heating  of  cars,  and  it  is  believed  that  this 
company  is  likely  to  find,  if  it  has  not  already  done  so,  a  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  problem. 

There  are  also  other  substitutes  and  devices  intended  to  take  the 
place  of  the  car  stove,  some  of  them  the  invention  of  our  own  citi- 
zens, which  are  now  on  trial,  and  which  may  be  found  entitled  to 
honorable  mention  in  the  special  report  to  be  made  to  the  next  legis- 
lature 

An  unusual  degree  of  interest  has  been  manifested  by  railway  man- 
agers and  master  mechanics,  and  the  subject  is  receiving  much  con- 
sideration among  skillful  and  experienced  experts. 

All  sleeping  cars  now  running  in  this  State  are  equipped  with  an 
appliance  to  prevent  the  closing  of  the  upper  berth  in  case  of  over- 
turning of  the  cars  or  other  accidents.  Since  the  passage  of  this  law 
one  of  our  own  mechanics,  Mr.  Chas.  F.  Ward,  of  the  St.  Paul  & 
Duluth  road,  has  put  in  operation  a  device  on  the  sleeping  cars  of 
that  road.  It  is  automatic  in  action  —  simple  and  inexpensive  —  and 
the  commission,  after  an  examination  of  the  same  in  practical  opera- 
tion, are  of  opinion  that  it  is  well  worth  the  attention  of  railway 
managers  who  use  sleeping  cars  in  their  trains. 

The  proviso  at  the  end  of  section  .three  of  this  act  authorizes  the 
commission  to  modify,  suspend  or  nullify  the  operation  of  sections 
two  and  three.  No  application  has  been  made  for  such  action  and 
the  commission  has  not  felt  called  upon,  in  the  exercise  of  its  discre- 
tion, tojmodify,  suspend  or  nullify  the  sections  referred  to. 

CLA88IFIOATON8   OF   SMALL  PACKAGES. 

One  of  the  beneficent  effects  of  the  inter-state  law,  and  of  the  law 
of  this  State,  is  the  tendency  which  has  been  developed  towards  a 
classification  of  freight,  which  shall  be  uniform  in  all  sections  of  the 
eountry.  Much  confusion  in  freight  rates  has  been  caused  by  differ- 
ent classifications.  The  commission  records  with  great  satisfaction 
the  progress  which  is  being  made  in  this  direction. 

The  changes  which  have  been  made  in  this  State  however,  affected 
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the  charges  made  on  small  packages,  by  so  increasing  the  rates  that 
numerous  complaints  were  made  from  all  parts  of  the  State. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  action  of  the  commission  upon  this  sub- 
ject, and  to  the  fact,  that  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  made  by 
it,  the  railway  companies  have  modified  their  charges  with  reference 
to  small  packages,  so  as  to  meet  the  views  of  a  large  number  of  per- 
sons who  have  an  interest  in  this  subject.

INSPECTING   AND  WEIGHING  GRAIN. 


We  call  attention  to  the  reports  of  J.  A.  James,  State  Inspector, 
George  W.  Marchant  and  H.  A.  Norton,  State  Weighm asters,  and  be* 
speak  for  them  a  careful  perusal.  They  contain  much  valuable  in* 
formation,  and  many  suggestions,  which  should  be  carefully  weighed 
by  all  persons  interested  in  the  grain  trade.  The  business  has  already 
reached  great  proportions  and  is  annually  increasing.  The  receipts  at 
the  terminal  points  are  sufficient  to  touch  the  pride  of  every  citizen 
of  the  State.  How  to  manage  this  vast  business  so  as  to  protect 
the  interests  of  all  parties  has  engaged  the  earnest  thought  of  the 
commission.  The  responsibility  is  very  great,  but  it  has  been  as- 
sumed in  the  spirit  which  the  large  interests  involved  demand. 
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A  good  deal  of  time  and  attention  h;<s  been  given  to  this  depart 
ment,  and  we  think  that  we  can  say  that  the  inspectors  and  weighers 
bare  honestly,  faithfully  and  efficiently  performed  their  duties.     The 
high  character  of  the  work  is  sufficient  proof  of  this;  Minnesota  grad- 
ing is  commended  everywhere. 

The  work  of  inspection  iB  done  as  follows:  An  inspector  goes  onto 
the  track  where  the  grain  is  received,  opens  a  car,  and  after  careful 
examination  fixes  the  grade.  He  also,  by  careful  tests,  fixes  the  dock- 
age. He  then  makes  out  a  ticket,  giving  the  inspection,  which  he  ^ 
places  in  the  car,  and  proceeds  to  the  next  one.  He  also  keeps  a 
record  which  shows  the  number  ol  each  car  inspected,  its  grade  and 
dockage,  if  there  be  any. 

If  the  buyer  or  the  consignee  who  represents  the  shipper  is  not  sat- 
isfied with  the  inspection  he  calls  for  a  reinspection  of  the  car  to 
which  exceptions  are  taken.  The  car  is  then  reinspected  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  rule : 

RULE   XXIII — RBIN8PB0TI0K. 

In  case  any  owner,  consignee,  shipper,  or  warehouseman  shall  be 
aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  any  assistant  inspector  on  any  lot  of 
grain,  and  snail  desire  a  reinspection  of  the  same,  he  shall  lmmedi- 
*Wy  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  chief  inspector  or  chief  deputy  in 
charge  of  the  district  where  the  grain  was  originally  inspected,  of  his 
desire  for  a  reinspection.  accompanied  with  the  sum  of  one  (1)  dollar 
if  upon  a  car  load,  and  if  on  a  boat  load  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars* 
which  sum  shall  be  returned  to  the  party  desiring  the  reinspection, 
should  the  grade  of  the  original  inspection  be  not  confirmed;  said 
chief  inspector  or  chief  deputy  inspector  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
either  in  person  or  through  his  first  assistant,  cause  a  new  inspection 
of  the  grain  in  question,  and  shall  cause  the  reinspection  of  such  grain 
to  be  carefully  made,  taking  into  consideration  the  quality,  condition 
and  weight,  and  carefully  noting  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose ;  and  the  grade  determined  on  by  said  chief  inspector, 
chief  deputy  or  his  first  assistant,  shall  be  considered  as  the  proper 
grade  of  such  grain. 

RULE  XXIY. 

After  such  reinspection,  should  any  party  interested  in  said  lot  of 
pain  feel  himself  aggrieved  and  desire  to  appeal  from  same,  he  shall 
then  make  such  appeal  in  the  book  of  appeals,  and  deposit  with  the 
duef  deputy  the  sum  of  five  (5)  dollars,  if  upon  a  carload,  and  ten 
00)  dollars  if  upon  a  boatload,  which  sum  shall  be  returned  to  him 
tf  his  appeal  be  sustained,  and  said  chief  deputy  shall  immediately 
transmit  notice  of  the  same,  together  with  all  the  facts  and  a  fair 
ttttple  of  the  grain  in  dispute,  and  all  evidence  in  the  case  in  his  pos- 
tegion  to  the  chief  inspector,  who  shall  thereupon  immediately 
transmit  the  same,  and  the  sample  of  grain  so  sent,  together  with  all 
facte  so  submitted,  to  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  who 
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will,  at  their  earliest  convenience,  render  their  decision  and  determine 
the  grade  of  the  grain  in  dispute;  which  decision  shall  be  final  and 
binding  upon  all  parties. 

Kin  case  such  appeal  is  not  taken  before  the  grain  in  dispute  shall 
have  lost  its  identity,  then  the  right  of  appeal  shall  be  deemed  waived 
and  no  longer  exist. 

The  certificates  of  inspection  fixing  the  grades  of  grain  are  of  great 
value,  as  they  are  accepted  everywhere.  They  are  of  great  assistance 
in  enabling  the  people  of  this  State  to  sell  their  grain,  not  only  in  the 
markets  of  this  country  but  in  Europe. 

The  practice  which  prevails  in  the  weighing  department  is  given  in 
the  report  of  the  State  Weighmaster  at  Minneapolis,  George  W.  Mar- 
chant,  and  to  it  we  invite  attention. 

A  great  many  irregularities  occur,  and  a  good  deal  of  inconvenience 
arises  from  the  fact  that  all  the  warehouses  at  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis are  not  public  warehouses.  It  is  a  condition  of  affairs  which 
ought  not  to  exist.  Make  all  the  warehouses  at  terminal  points  pub- 
lic warehouses  and  the  business  can  be  so  systematized  as  to  place  the 
strong  arm  of  the  State  around  every  grain  grower  of  the  Northwest. 
The  large  farmer,  who,  perhaps,  owns  his  own  warehouse,  can  easily 
dispose  of  the  products  of  his  soil  without  the  assistance  of  a  grain 
law.  He  can  visit  the  markets  of  the  world  with  his  samples,  and 
thus  dispose  of  his  crop.  Not  so  the  small  farmer;  he  is  at  the  mercy 
of  the  grain  dealer.  To  him  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  have 
the  grain  business  surrounded  by  as  many  safeguards  as  possible.  The 
commission,  in  their  annual  report  of  1886,  appreciating  the  necessity 
of  more  stringent  regulations,  embodied  their  views  in  a  bill,  which 
they  urged  the  legislature  to  enact  into  a  law.  It  failed,  however,  to 
meet  with  favorable  consideration.  It  is  hoped  that  the  next  legisla- 
ture will  take  a  broader  view  of  the  whole  subject,  and  promptly  enact 
a  law  making  all  the  warehouses  at  the  terminal  points  public  ware- 
houses.  Such  an  act  would  prove  of  inestimable  value  to  the  small 
farmer. 

THE  OFFICE  OF  REGI8TRAR. 

E  S.  Warner,  secretary  of  the  board,  is  ex-officio  registrar,  and 
has  carefully  managed  the  affairs  of  the  office.  The  whole  subject  is 
ably  discussed  in  his  report,  and  little  need  be  said  by  the  commission. 

In  the  management  of  the  grain  business  the  office  is  a  very  im- 
portant one.  The  stamp  of  this  office  upon  a  warehouse  receipt  gives 
it  value.  The  holder  of  such  a  receipt  can  at  any  time  go  through  the 
books  of  the  office  and  find  a  full  description  of  every  outstam^ng  re- 
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eeipt  and  ascertain  the  amount  of  grain  in  the  warehouse  to  cover  it. 
More  than  that,  he  can  take  the  receipt  issued  by  a  public  warehouse 
and  trace  the  grain  to  the  identical  cars  which  were  used  in  hauling 
it  from  the  country.  Large  sums  of  money  are  required  to  handle  the 
grain  business.  The  banks  of  the  State  are  not  only  taxed  to  their 
utmost  capacity,  but  large  amounts  are  borrowed  of  Eastern  banks. 
These  warehouse  receipts  are  used  as  collateral  security  and  give  char- 
acter to  the  whole  business. 

The  importance  of  the  whole  grain  business  of  the  State  has  been 
carefully  considered,  and  the  commission,  in  dealing  with  the  subject, 
bare  felt  their  way  carefully.  The  high  character  of  Minnesota  grades 
most  be  maintained.  What  is  worth  doing  at  all  it  worth  doing  well. 
The  commission  have  endeavored  to  give  protection  to  the  interests  of 
all  parties. 

The  maintenance  of  integrity  in  grades  and  in  the  weighing  of  grain 
at  these  terminal  points  is  simply  an  effort  to  establish  fair  dealing 
between  buyer  and  seller  under  state  authority.  The  commission  feel 
that  their  efforts  in  this  direction  challange  and  justify  the  confidence 
of  the  people  of  this  State.

Refusal  to  correct  bill  of  lading. 

Piled  April  13, 1887. 

Complainant  alleges  that  some  time  previous  to  March  24, 1887,  he 
had  two  buggies  shipped  from  Columbus,  Ohio,  via  Washington 
Heights,  where  they  were  rebilled  for  Albert  Lea,  where  they  arrived 
orer  above  named  company's  road.  Prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  bug- 
gies Mr.  Green  received  a  bill  of  lading  from  Columbus  on  which  the 
tariff  was  guaranteed  at  $1.96i  per  hundred  and  the  weight  given  at 
eight  hundred  pounds.  When  the  buggies  were  transferred  at  Wash- 
ington Heights  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  was  added  to  the  weight 
and  the  transfer  bill  of  lading  was  sent  with  the  buggies  to  the  agent 
at  Albert  Lea. 

Mr.  Green. objected  to  paying  freight  on  this  excess  weight,  weighed 
the  buggies  and  found  that  the  agent  was  demanding  pay  for  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  pounds  more  than  the  actual  weight,  and  declined  to  ac- 
cept the  buggies  unless  they  would  accept  pay  at  the  rate  guaranteed 
in  the  original  bill  of  lading  on  the  actual  weight  of  the  buggies,  and 
they  have  remained  in  the  company's  possession  since. 

On  April  12  another  buggy  arrived  for  Mr.  Green  from  Columbus, 
at  a  stated  weight  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  pounds.  Now  the  agent 
informs  Mr  Green  that  he  cannot  have  this  buggy  unless  he  will  pay 
for  one  hundred  and  forty  pounds  as  excess  on  its  given  weight,  or 
take  the  other  buggies  at  their  estimated  weights. 

The  complaint  was  forwarded  to  the  company  with  the  following 
letter  accompanying  it,  and  the  reply  given  below  received,  which 
ended  the  case :

•£.  J.  Ives,  Esq.,  Pres.  B.,  C.  R.  dk  N.  Ry.  Co.y  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa: 

Dear  Sir: — We  inclose  for  your  consideration  a  communication, 
dated  April  12,  1887,  from  John  A.  Lovely,  as  attorney  for  Leroy  C. 
Green,  of  Albert  Lea,  who  makes  complaint  through  said  attorney 
against  your  company,  and  especially  as  to  the  treatment  received 
from  your  company's  station  agent  at  that  place.  We  invite  your  at- 
tention to  the  methods  complained  of,  and  particularly  as  to  the  course 
of  Mr.  Truesdale.  His  conduct,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  should  be 
thoroughly  inquired  into,  and  if  the  charges  in  Mr.  Lovely's  com- 
munication are  found  to  be  substantially  true,  he  should  be  summarily 
dismissed  from  the  company's  service.  We  apprehend  that  every 
railroad  company  clothes  its  station  agents  with  power  to  correct 
overweights  (as  well  as  underweights)  when  the  weight  at  which  they 
were  billed  is  found  to  be  excessive,  as  determined  by  the  test  of  the 
scales;  and  if  we  are  right  in  this,  then  the  refusal  of  your  agent  to 
make  the  corresponding  deduction,  after  the  weighing  in  his  presence 
demonstrated  the  error  of  one  hundred  pounds  in  tne  re-billing  at 
Washington  Heights,  was  simply  a  willful  and  inexcusihle  violation 
of  duty  But,  however  this  may  be,  we  shall  be  glad  to  hear  what 
you  have  to  say  in  excuse  of  your  agent  (provided  always  that  the 
facts  are  accurately  stated  by  Mr.  Lovely)  in  his  refusal  to  deliver  the 
second  shipment  for  the  alleged  reason  that  the  first  had  not  been 
paid  for.  the  company  still  retaining  possession  of  the  goods  embraced 
in  the  first  shipment. 

Wherefore  your  company  is,  pursuant  to  subdivision  (b)  of  Section 
13  of  an  act  passed  by  the  last  legislature  of  this  State,  entitled  an  act 
41  To  regulate  common  carriers,  etc.,"  approved  March  7.  1887,  called 
upon  to  satisfy  the  complaint  above  mentioned,  or  to  answer  the  same 
in  writing  within  twenty  (20)  days  from  this  date;  or  in  default  this 
board  will  take  such  further  proceedings  in  the  premises  as  the  law 
and  the  nature  of  the  case  appear  to  them  to  require.

C.  J.  Ives,  Esq. ,  President  and  General  Superintendent, 

Dear  Sir:  Referring  to  yours  of  the  18th,  enclosing  letter  from 
Secretary  Warner,  and  complaint  of  Jno.  A.  Lovely  in  hehalf  of  L. 
C.  Greene. 

I  am  not  surprised  at  receiving  such  complaint  which  Mr.  Greene 
threatened  to  make  some  days  ago,  and  which  threat  did  not  deter  rae 
from  doing  my  duty  in  the  premises.  To  explain,  on  March  31st,  the 
two  buggies  referred  to  on  inclosed  copy  of  W.  B.  B.  179,  from 
Washington  Heights,  were  delivered  to  Mr.  Greene's  drayman,  who 
in  turn  hauled  them  up  town  and  unloaded  them  at  Mr.  Greene's  liv- 
ery stable,  whereupon  Mr.  G.  notified  the  drayman  that  he  would  not 
receive  the  buggies  on  account  of  freight  charges.  The  drayman  no- 
tified me  of  the  fact  and  I  immediately  (same  morning)  went  to 
Greene's  place  of  business  to  ascertain  what  the  trouble  was.  He  in- 
formed me  that  weight  and  charges  were  too  high — claiming  that  he 
had  weighed  the  buggies  and  found  that  they  fell  short  of  weight 
billed.  I  did  not  see  them  weighed.  I  then  told  him  that  I  would 
gladly  make  right  any  excess  in  weight,  but  as  rate  was  in  accordance 
with  our  tariff  I  could  not  make  any  correction  in  rates,  but  recom- 
mended that  he  accept  the  buggies,  pay  the  freight  on  actual  weight 
and  send  our  receipted  bill  to  consignors  who  could  collect  the  al- 
leged overcharge  at  that  end  of  the  line.  This  he  refused  to  do  and 
I  had  the  buggies  hauled  back  to  our  depot. 

On  April  19th  we  received  another  buggy  (see  copy  W.  B.  B.  59,  from- 
W.  Hghts.)  and  billed  at  550  pounds,  and  having  had  so  much  trouble 
with  the  former  shipment,  and  in  order  to  do  Mr  Greene  justice,  as 
well  as  ourselves,  we  weighed  the  last  mentioned  buggy  and  found 
that  actual  weight  was  680  pounds.  I  again  called  upon  Mr.  Greene 
and  told  him  that  we  had  weighed  the  buggy  and  found  it*  was  billed 
130  pounds  under  weight,  and  if  he  would  accept  the  first  lot  as 
billed  I  would  allow  the  last  to  remain  as  billed — thus  allowing  the 
over  weight  on'  last  buggy  to  make  up  short  weight  on  first  lot.  To 
this  proposition  he  demurred,  and  became  very  angry  because  we 
weighed  the  buggy  and  refused  to  accept  either  consignment  unless  at 
weights  shown  on  his  bills  of  lading,  which  were  less  than  actual 
weight.  Of  course  I  most  emphatically  refused  to  accede  to  his  re- 
quest. I  wish  also  to  say  that  we  did  not  decline  to  deliver  the  buggy 
fast  received  on  actual  weight. 

On  the  thirteenth  inst.  Mr  Greene  sent  an  order  by  his  drayman 
for  the  three  buggies,  and  they  were  all  delivered  him  and  charges 
collected  on  actual  weight  as  per  our  warehouse  scales.  I  would  also 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  through  rate  of  1.96£  per  cwt. 
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is  claimed,  while  in  fact  the  through  charges  on  both  shipments  are  at 
a  less  rate  per  cwt. 

The  fact  of  the  whole  business  is,  Mr.  Greene  is  provoked  because  he 
did  not  get  his  buggies  at  weights  called  for  on  bills  of  lading.  In 
Lovely's  "  P.  S."  he  states  that  "'his  is  the  only  case  of  the  kind  in 
Albert  Lea  where  Trusdall  has  added  any  freight  on  account  of  ex- 
cessive weight,  etc."  While  it  is  not  a  daily  occurrence,  it  frequently 
"happens  that  we  are  obliged  to  make  corrections  on  goods  that  are 
billed  less  than  actual  weight,  as  well  as  to  correct  billing  for 
shipments  billed  at  more  than  actual  weights,  and  in  this  particular 
Mr  Greene  has  not  been  discriminated  against,  as  our  records  will 
show 

In  all  my  (fifteen  years)  railroad  experience,  I  have  never  before 
heard  of  a  complaint,  until  this  one,  as  to  my  manner  of  doing  busi- 
ness and  my  courteous  treatment  of  our  patrons.  I  have  nothing 
personally  against  Mr.  Greene,  and  if  I  had  it  would  be  very  short- 
sighted in  me  to  let  it  interfere  with  business  matters,  and  am  sure  I 
do  not  know  why  he  should  endeavor  to  do  me  injury. 

I  have  tried  to  explain  fully  all  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  can  sub- 
stantiate them  with  affidavits  of  myself  and  other  witnesses,  if  neces- 
sary. 

I  think  Mr.  Warner  does  me  injustice  in  voluntarily  suggesting  my 
dismissal  from  the  service  of  this  company,  on  the  one-sided  exagger 
ations  of  the  complainant.  With  all  due  respect  to  our  honorable 
State  Commission,  I  would  state  that  the  wav  bill  on  which  Mr. 
Greene  claims  an  overcharge,  was  dated  in  March,  and  prior  to  the 
taking  effect  of  the  inter-state  law,  and  being  an  inter-state  shipment, 
it  is  not  in  their  jurisdiction.  Please  note  inclosed  correspondence, 
in  which  prompt  effort  was  made  to  dispose  of  the  buggies.

Damages  for  sow  killed. 

Piled  May  25, 1886. 

On  October  19,  1885,  a  thoroughbred  Chester  White  brood  sow 
owned  by  Mn  Ewert,  was  killed  by  a  freight  train  owned  and  operted 
by  the  above  named  railway  company.  The  sow  was  killed  on  a 
crossing  on  Mr.  Ewert's  land  which  he  holds  under  contract  from  the 
Southern  Minnesota  Extension  Company,  the  railway  company,  how- 
ever, having  reserved  right  of  way  through  said  land.  The  right  of 
way  was  not  then  and  never  had  been  fenced.  If  it  had  been  the  sow 
would  not  have  gone  through  it,  as  she  was  large,  weighing  perhaps  500 
pounds.  Mr.  Ewert  considered  the  sow  worth  $25,  but  at  the  time 
offered  to  take  $15,  which  the  company  refused  to  pay. 

The  claim  was  presented  to  the  company,  who  asked  time  to  investi- 
gate. The  following  correspondence  explains  the  position  taken  by 
the  company :

This  claim  is  for  the 
value  of  a  brood  sow,  weighing  over  five  hundred  pounds,  killed  by 
one  of  your  freight  trains  on  the  nineteenth  of  October,  1885,  about 
11  o'clock  A.  m.    The  claim  is  for  $25. 

The  exact  location  is  the  N.  W.  i  of  sec.  11,  T.  106,  R.  46,  Pipe- 
stone county.  Your  letter  of  the  11th  inst.  says,  that  "the  supreme 
court  of  Minnesota  has  decided  that  a  railway  company  is  not  liable 
for  the  killing  of  swine  or  sheep,  a  legal  fence  will  not  turn  them." 

We  have  referred  your  letter  to  the  Attorney  General.  A  copy  of 
his  reply  under  date  of  Sept.  16,  1886,  is  herewith  enclosed. 

In  addition  to  this  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  we  now  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  your  right  of  way,  where  this  animal 
was  killed,  is  not  now  fenced  and  never  has  been. 

The  facts  and  the  law  being  as  stated,  we  think  you  cannot  justly 
refuse  Mr.  Ewert  the  recompense  he  demands.

Gentlemen  :  Your  favor  inclosing  a  letter  from  Mr.  Roswell  Mil- 
ler in  which  he  says  that  "  the  supreme  court  of  Minnesota  has  de- 
cided that  a  railroad  company  is  not  liable  for  the  killing  of  swine  or 
sheep.  A  legal  fence  will  not  turn  them,"  has  been  duly  received. 
Mr.  Miller  is  mistaken  in  the  scope  of  the  decision  of  our  supreme 
court.  The  case  to  which  he  doubtless  refers  is  that  of  Halverson  vs. 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  32  Minn.,  88.  In  that 
case  the  court  held  that : 

"  Whenever  the  building  of  a  fence  would  have  prevented  an  acci- 
dent to  domestic  animals,  then  the  negligence  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany in  not  fencing  its  road  is  the  cause  of  the  iujury,  and  the  com- 
pany would  be  liable,  regardless  of  the  species  of  the  animals.    In  the 
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case  of  sheep  or  swine  this  would  be  a  question  of  fact,  depending  on 
the  size  of  tne  animals."    Yours  truly,

After 
Mr.  Miller's  letter  to  us  of  Sept.  24,  1886,  we  had  supposed  that  the 
liability  of  the  company  was  conceded. 

With  reference  to  the  value  of  the  animal  killed  we  are  not  in- 
formed as  to  what  your  investigation  shows.  If  it  throws  any  light 
upon  the  subject  the  board  desires  to  be  informed  thereof. 

The  statement  of  the  complainant  is  that  it  was  a  thoroughbred  Ches- 
ter White  sow,  heavy  with  pigs,  weight  450  pounds,  and  worth  $25, 
but  that  he  has  offered  to  take  $15.  The  difference  between  the  com- 
pany and  the  claimant  is  $5. 

The  board  would  rejoice  to  hear  that  this  vexed  question  about 
which  so  much  has  been  written  has  been  amicably  settled.

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When  you  are  informed  that  there  is  no  fence  whatever  at  the 
point  where  these  sheep  and  this  hog  were  killed,  it  is  difficult  to  find 
any  ground  upon  which  to  base  your  assertion  that  the  company  is 
not  "  legally  liable9*  in  these  cases. 

The  commission,  in  view  of  the  laws  hereinabove  referred  to,  copies 
of  which  are  inclosed,  and  considering  also  the  opinion  of  the  attor- 
ney general  heretofore  sent  you,  feels  constrained  to  ask  you  to  recon- 
sider your  conclusion  as  to  your  legal  liability  in  these  cases. 

If,  however,  you  are  unwilling  to  do  this,  or  doing  it,  your  position 
remain  unchanged,  the  commission  will  thank  you  for  your  further 
Advices  herein.

It  would  not  make  any  difference  whether  we  should 
build  fences  or  not,  in  so  far  as  hogs  and  sheep  were  concerned. 
Fences  do  not  keep  these  kind  of  animals  from  getting  on  our  right 
of  way  and  being  trespassers,  instead  of  us,  and  I  can  see  no  good 
reason  why  we  should  pay.

Dear  Sir:  Referring  to  your  favor  of  fourteenth  inst.,  enclosing 
complaint  of  Hon.  Frank  A.  Day,  State  senator  from  Jackson  county, 
as  to  business  at  Fairmont,  I  have  investigated  the  matter,  and  the 
following  is  the  result : 

We  are  unable  to  find  that  we  have  ever  quoted  to  any  one  a  rate 
from  Fairmont  to  Buffalo 

We  have  made  .no  change  whatever  in  our  rate  to  Chicago  from 
Fairmont  the  past  season.  It  has  been  20  cents  to  Erumholz,  Hodges 
k  Hyde,  or  anyone  else  who  ships  grain,  without  any  variation. 

We  cannot  find  that  any  one  of  our  agents  has  quoted  any  rate  to 
Mr.  Eromholz,  or  anybody,  to  Buffalo,  or  given  noties  of  any  advance 
in  the  rate  to  Buffalo  from  Chicago.  Such  advance  took  place  about 
December  20th — 2£  cents  per  100  pounds.  It  is  possible  that  if  Mr. 
Snunholz  was  shipping  to  Buffalo,  he  himself  obtained  the  rate  from 
Chicago  from  some  line  agent  there  and  that  if  he  got  notice  of  an 
advance  of  the  rate  from  Chicago  to  Buffalo,  it  was  from  such  agent. 

I  find  the  fact  to  be  that,  when  Mr.  Erumholz  went  into  the  market 
at  Fairmont,  the  grain  buyers  formerly  doing  business  there  raised  the 
prices,  evidently  tor  the  purpose  of  securing  the  grain  as  against  Mr. 
Krumholz,  which  is,  however,  a  matter  with  which  we  had  nothing 
to  do,  and  we  knew  nothing  about  it  at  the  time.  It  was  not  based 
upon  any  concession  made  by  us  to  the  other  grain  buyers.  They 
pdid  us  just  the  same  rates  of  freight  as  Mr.  Erumholz  —no  more,  no 
less  —  and  we  do  not  consider  that  the  rate  of  20  cents  from  Fairmont 
to  Chicago,  which  is  less  than  one  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  is  an  un- 
reasonable rate. 

We  do  not  know  whether  the  other  grain  buyers  are  pooling  or  not. 
We  have  had,  however,  occasion  ourselves  to  suffer  from  combinations 
of  grain  buyers  to  keep  prices  below  what  we  thought  they  should  be. 
For  this  reason  we  have  pursued  a  liberal  policy  in  allowing  parties  to 
occupy  locations  on  our  right  of  way  for  suitable  houses,  and  have 
given  them  the  same  facilities  and  rates  that  we  have  given  to  others.

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On  April  25,  1884,  a  fire  alleged  to  have  started  from  sparks  from 
one  of  the  company's  locomotives,  caused  the  destruction  on  the  land 
of  Mr.  G.  H  Bennett,  through  which  the  Pipestone  branch  of  above 
named  company's  lines  runs,  of  about  1,200  trees,  ranging  from  2  to 
25  feet  high,  and  valued  at  $490. 

On  April  1,  1885,  a  fire  caused  by  one  of  the  same  company's  loco- 
motives  destroyed  trees,  fence  posts,  manure,  etc.,  on  Mr.  Simon 
Price's  land  to  the  value  of  $281.50. 

The  complaint  was  forwarded  to  the  railway  company.  The  reply 
was  to  the  effect  that  as  far  as  Mr.  Bennett's  damages  were  concerned 
they  did  not  exceed  $50,  which  the  company  had  offered  to  pay  him, 
bat  he  had  declined,  stating  that  if  his  trees  were  not  damaged  to  any 
greater  extent  he  would  make  no  claim  on  the  company.  This  offer 
was  made  on  June  10,  1884,  and  the  company  had  not  heard  anything 
farther  about  the  matter  until  the  receipt  of  the  letter  from  the  com- 
mission, but  the  company  was  still  of  the  opinion  that  $50  would' 
cover  all  the  damage  sustained  in  this  case. 

In  regard  to  Mr.  Price's  claim,  the  company  had  at  the  time  of  the 
occurrence  of  the  fire  made  a  thorough  investigation,  and  found  that 
the  fire  had  not  resulted  from  any  negligence  on  their  part,  and  that 
it  did  not  start  on  the  right  of  way,  and  hence  they  refused  to  pay 
damages.

The  complaint  in  this  case  was  to  the  effect  that  the  rate  on  stone- 
ware, in  car  loads,  from  Bed  Wing  to  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  on 
April  1,  1887,  was  raised  from  seven  and  one-half  cents  per  hundred, 
which  it  had  been  for  the  last  three  years  at  least,  to  nine  cents  per 
hundred  pounds.  Mr.  Rich  thought  even  the  seven  and  one-half  cent 
rate  excessive  and  that  five  cents  would  be  about  right. 

In  reply  the  company  admitted  that  the  rate  had  been  seven  and 
one-half  cents  prior  to  April  1st,  and  since  then  nine  cents.  The 
seven  and  one-half  cent  rate,  however  was  a  special  rate,  which  "of 
course,  under  the  present  law,  had  to  be  cancelled." 

Taking  into  consideration  the  distance  hauled,  and  the  value  and 
volume  of  the  article  moved,  the  company  thought  that  nine  cents 
per  hundred  for  forty -one  miles  was  a  very  reasonable  rate. 

A  copy  of  the  company's  reply  was  sent  to  Mr.  Rich  who  made  the 
following  reply :

DbarStr: — In  reply  to  the  inclosed  correspondence  of  the  Mil- 
waukee road,  would  say  that  I  came  in  charge  of  this  business  over 
three  years  ago,  and  the  rate  on  our  ware  to  bt.  Paul  at  that  time  was 
1\  cents  per  100  pounds,  and  it  remained  at  that  figure  ever  since,  and 
I  never  knew  that  it  was  a  special  rate. 

Speaking  of  the  volume  of  the  business  from  this  city  to  St.  Paul 
on  this  class  ot  goods,  it  amouuts  to  about  100  cars  per  year,  and  the 
value  of  a  carload  of  it,  averaging  the  weight  at  30,000  pounds,  only 
amounts  to  about  $300. 

The  average  weight  of  our  cars,  loaded  with  stoneware,  is  30,000 
pounds,  and  a  5  cent  rate  gives  the  company  $15  a  car  for  a  haul  of 
40  miles,  which  we  think  a  fair  rate. 

The  rate  on  this  same  class  of  goods  from  Chicago  to  St.  Paul  is  20 
cents  per  100  pounds,  which  gives  them  $6J  for  a  haul  of  410  miles,  or 
it  gives  them  on  the  haul  from  Chicago  to  St.  Paul  14^  cents  per  mile, 
tgainst  37£  cents  per  mile  from  here  to  St.  Paul  at  a  5  cent  rate. 

Now,  we  claim  that  if  tney  can  haul  this  ware  from  Chicago  to  St. 
Paul  for  14£  cents  per  mile  per  car,  it  is  asking  nothing  unreasonable 
for  them  to  haul  it  from  here  to  St  Paul  at  37$  cents  per  mile. 

I  will  state  further  for  your  benefit  in  judging  whether  they  can 
&rd  to  haul  thn  business  at  the  rate,  that  for  one  year  I  had  a  rate 
from  here  to  St  Paul  and  Minneapolis  over  a  road  that  hauled  the 
WhU  150  miles  of  $15  per  car,  and  we  loaded  the  cars  to  their  full  ca- 
pacity of  40,000  pounds,  and  yet  the  Milwaukee  people  claim  this  7£ 
tent  rate  was  a  cut  rate 

We  still  claim  that  5  cents  is  a  just  and  fair  rate  for  this  service 
performed,  and  trust  you  will  furnish  us  relief  to  that  extent.

Discrimination  in  Grain  Rates  in  Favor  of  Medford. 
Filed  June  4,  1887. 
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The  complaint  in  this  case  was  that  by  Tariff  No.  579,  May  7,1887, 
the  rate  from  Medford  to  Minneapolis  on  grain,  flour,  etc.,  was  9  cents 
per  100;  distance  65  miles;  while  the  rate  on  the  same  commodities 
from  Owatonna  to  Minneapolis,  a  distance  of  71.  miles,  was  11  cents 
per  100  pounds,  or  1  cent  per  100  more  for  each  additional  3  miles,  a 
violation  of  sec.  7  (a)  chap.  10,  General  Laws  1887,  which  prohibits  a 
"higher  rate  per  ton  per  mile  for  longer  than  for  shorter  distances 
over  the  same  line,  in  the  same  direction,  from  the  same  original 
point  of  departure,  or  to  the  same  point  of  arrival." 

The  company  pleaded  guilty  to  charging  33.100  cents  per  ton  pei 
mile  higher  from  Owatonna  than  from  Medford.  The  company's  ex-  i 
cuse  was  that  in  adjusting  their  rates  under  the  new  law  they  had 
overlooked  the  above-quoted  provision,  but  they  declared  their  will- 
ingness to  make  the  correction,  which  was  done  as  we  were  advised 
by  letter  dated  June  22d.

Unreasonable  and  Excessive  Bates  on  Transportation  of  Milk 

Filed  June  22,  1887. 

The  complaint  in  this  case  is  that  the  rate  of  three  cents  per  gallon 
in  ten  gallon  cans  for  the  transportation  of  milk  from  Owaton:^-  and 
Faribault  to  St,  Paul  and  Minneapolis  is  excessive,  unreasonable  and 
unequal 
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In  the  company's  reply,  dated  June  30,  1887,  Mr.  Tucker,  assistant 
general  manager,  says :  "  They  (the  rates)  may  be  unequal  if  unrea- 
sonable; they  are  unreasonably  low  for  the  service  performed  — by 
passenger  train  —  and  are  twenty -five  per  cent  less  than  the  same  com- 
modity is  charged  into  New  York  with  longer  distances,  and  hundred 
times  larger  volume  in  favor  of  New  York.  I  am  frank  to  say  it  is  hard 
to  appreciate  complaints  from  boards  of  trade  that  one- tenth  of  a  cent 
per  gallon  on  milk  handled  on  passenger  train  one  mile  is  unreasona- 
ble. With  what  is  the  comparison  made  that  enables  such  a  conclu- 
sion ? 

!  It's  not  first-class  rates  by  freight  train,  and  was  made  low  to  en- 
courage the  trade  under  the  hope  and  the  promise  that  when  the  trade 
was  fostered,  it  would  be  advanced.  This,  as  usual,  has  been  for- 
gotten." 

|       On  July  13th,  a  hearing  was  had  in  the  case,  both  sides  appearing. 

|  On  August  4th  the  order,  embodied  in  the  following,  was  issued  and 
served  on  the  company,  but  they  neglected  and  refused  to  adopt  the 
rate  recommended.

Whereas,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
mission of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  held  at  the  office  of  said  commis- 
sion in  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  on  the  fourth  day  of  August  last,  and 
pursuant  to  section  eight  (8)  of  chapter  ten  (10)  of  the  General  Laws 
of  said  State,  passed  and  enacted  at  the  twenty-fifth  session  of  the 
legislature  thereof,  A.  D.  1887,  a  notice  or  order  was  made  and  issued 
by  said  commission,  and  duly  served  upon  said  company,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  copy,  namely: 

To  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company, 

Gentlemen:  It  appearing  from  your  schedule  of  rates  and  charges 
for  the  transportation  of  milk  over  and  upon  the  Iowa  &  Minnesota 
division   of  your  road,  that  you   charge,  collect  and  receive  for  the 
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transportation  of  milk  over  and  upon  said  line,  from  Owatonna  and 
Faribault  to  the  cities  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  three  cents  per 
gallon  for  ten -gallon  cans;  and  from  Dundas,  Northfield  and  Farm- 
mgton  to  said  cities  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  two  and  a  half  cents 
per  gallon  in  cans  of  like  capacity;  and  complaint  having  been  made 
that  such  rates  and  charges  are  unequal  and  unreasonable,  and  that 
the  services  performed  by  you  in  such  transportation  are  not  reason- 
ably worth  said  sums  charged  therefor;  and  this  commission  having 
thereupon,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  regulate  common  carriers,  and  creating  the  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  and  defining  the 
duties  of  such  commission  in  relation  to  common  carriers"  approved 
March  7. 1887,  examined  the  cause  and  reasonableness  of  said  complaint, 
and  finding,  pursuant  to  subdivision  (e)  of  said  section,  that  your  said 
tariff  of  rates,  so  far  as  appertains  to  the  transportation  of  milk  to  the 
cities  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  from  the  other  places  above  named, 
and  in  so  much  as  said  tariff  provides  for  or  requires  the  charging  or 
collecting  of  a  greater  compensation  than  two  and  one-half  cents  per 
gallon,  is  unreasonable  and  excessive. 

Therefore,  said  commission  recommends  and  directs  that  you,  the 
said  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  shall  alter  and 
change  your  schedule  by  the  adoption  and  substitution  of  a  rate  of 
not  to  exceed  two  and  one-half  cents  per  gallon  for  the  service  afore- 
said from  the  cities  of  Owatonna  and  Faribault,  or  either  of  them,  to 
said  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis. 

The  commission,  as  at  present  advised,  approves  the  custom  and 
arrangement  which,  it  is  informed,  has  been  adopted  and  is  now  in  use    ] 
by  the  Minnesota  &  Northwestern  Railroad  Company  of  collecting 
two  and  one-half  cents  per  gallon  on  all  milk  transported  by  it,  re- 

fardless  of  distance;  but  this  expression  of  opinion  is  no  part  of  the 
ecision,  notice  or  order  in  this  case.

•  And,  whereas,  said  railway  company  have,  for  more  than  ten  days 
since  the  service  of  said  order  upon  them  as  aforesaid,  neglected  and    , 

refused  to  sustitute  such  tariff  of  rates,  or  to  adopt  such  rate  and  charge  k 

as  in  and  by  said  notice  and  order  said  company  was  recommended  J 

and  directed  to  do,  and  do  still  so  neglect  and  refuse;  <f 

Now,  therefore,  toe  the  said  commission,  do  hereby  publish  and  declare  • 

the  said  tariff  of  rates  and  the  said  charges  for  such  transportation,  « 

namely:    Two  and  one-half  cents  per  gallon  in  ten  (10)  gallon  cans,  from  ^ 

either  the  Owatonna  station  or  the  Faribault  station,  on  said  road,  to  i§ 

either  the  city  of  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis  as,  and  to  be,  the  legal,  equal  * 

and  reasonable  maximum  charge  and  compensation  for  such  service,  ^ 

and  that  the  same  is  now  in  force  and  effect,  in  lieu  and  place  of  the  % 

charges  and  compensation  heretofore  demanded  and  received  therefor  fe 

by  said  railway  company.  ; 

By  order  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  *

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The  company  still  refusing  to  adopt  the  rates  recommended,  the 
case  wap  on  October  24th  turned  over  to  the  attorney  general '  with 
request  to  commence  proceedings  to  have  the  order  enforced,  who 
thereupon  applied  to  the  supreme  court  for  a  writ  of  mandamus. 

The  following  is  the  written  argument  presented  by  the  company's 
attorneys  to  the  supreme  court  in  the  case. 

State  op  Minnesota— Supreme  Court. 

The  State  of  Minnesota,  ex  rel.  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commis- 
sion of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  Relator, 

vs. 

Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  Respondent. 

The  said  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  •  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  by 
John  W.  Cary,  its  attorney  and  counsel,  hereby  returns  to  the  said 
alternative  writ  of  mandamus,  and  says: 

First.  That  it  is  provided  by  the  constitution  of  said  State  of  Min- 
nesota that  the  powers  of  the  government  shall  be  divided  into  three 
distinct  departments,  legislative,  executive  and  judicial;  that  the  leg- 
islative powers  of  said  State  are  vested  in  a  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives; and  it  is  provided  by  said  constitution  that  no  person  or 
persons  belonging  to  or  constituting  one  of  said  departments  shall 
exercise  any  of  the  powers  properly  belonging  to  either  of  the  others, 
etc. 

That,  so  far  as  the  right,  power  or  function  of  fixing,  making  or 
establishing  the  rates  for  transportation  pertains  to  the  State,  the 
same  is  vested  exclusively  in  the  legislature,  and  that  it  is  not  com- 
petent for  the  legislature  or  the  government  of  said  State  to  delegate 
said  power  to  any  other  department  of  said  government,  or  to  any 
person  or  commission  established  and  organized  by  the  legislature; 
and  that  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  said  State,  approved  March  7, 
1887,  entitled,  "  An  act  to  regulate  common  carriers,  and  creating 
the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota, 
and  defining  the  duties  of  such  commission  in  relation  to  common 
carriers,"  so  far  as  it  attempts  to  confer  upon  said  commission  th 
power  to  fix  or  establish  the  rates  of  transportation  companies  for  the 
carriage  of  freight  and  passengers,  is  in  contravention  of  said  con- 
stitution and  void,  and  that  the  order  of  «aid  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission  made  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  October,  1887,  was 
and  is  unauthorized,  unconstitutional  and  void,  and  for  that  reason, 
the  said  respondent  was  not  bound  to  observe  or  obey  the  same. 

Second.  That  the  said  respondent,  The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  Railway  Company,  is  the  absolute  owner,  in  its  own  right,  of 
the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway,  together  with  all  the 
franchises,  equipment  and  appurtnances,  and  is  entitled  to  the  pos- 
session and  beneficial  use  thereof,  and  as  a  consequence  of  such  owner- 
ship is  entitled  to  make,  fix  and  establish  the  rates  for  transportation 
of  freight  and  passengers  over  the  same,  subject  only  to  the  provision 
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that  such  rates  shall  be  fair  and  reasonable.  That  the  establishment 
of  tfuch  rates  by  the  State,  against  the  will  of  said  respondent,  is  pro 
tanto  a  taking  of  said  property  and  depriving  the  said  respondent 
thereof  without  due  process  of  law,  in  violation  of  Section  1  of  Article 
14  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  making  of 
said  order  by  the  said  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  on  the 
said  thirteenth  day  of  October,  1887,  was  a  pro  tanto  taking  and  de- 
priving the  said  respondent  of  its  property  without  due  process  of  law, 
and  in  violation  of  said  section  of  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  was  therefore  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Third.  That  the  said  respondent,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  Railway  Company,  is  the  absolute  owner  in  its  own  right  of  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway,  together  with  all  the  fran- 
chises, equipment  and  appurtenances,  and  is  entitled  to  the  possession 
and  beneficial  use  thereof,  and  as  a  consequence  of  such  ownership  is 
entitled  to  make,  fix,  and  establish  the  rates  and  charges  for  transpor- 
tation over  the  same,  subject  only  to  the  provision  that  such  rates  and 
charges  shall  be  fair  and  reasonable. 

That  the  said  respondent  fixed  and  established  the  rate  of  three 
cents  per  gallon  in  ten  gallon  cans  as  the  freight  for  carrying  milk  on 
passenger  trains  from  the  towns  of  Owatonna  and  Faribault  respec- 
tively, to  the  citizens  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  respectively 

That  said  rate  so  fixed  was  a  reasonable,  fair  and  just  rate  for  car- 
rying milk  on  passenger  trains,  but  that  the  said  railroad  and  ware- 
house commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  assuming  the  right  to 
fix  and  establish  the  rates  of  said  respondent  for  such  transportation, 
unjustly,  unreasonably  and  oppressively  fixed  and  established  said  rate 
at  two  and  one-half  cents  per  gallon  in  ten  gallon  cans,  instead  of  the 
rate  so  established  by  this  respondent,  and  that  the  rate  so  fixed  and 
established  by  the  said  railrond  and  warehouse  commission  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota  was  not  and  is  not  a  reasonable,  fair  or  just  compensa- 
tion to  the  respondent  for  the  service  rendered,  and  that  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  a  rate  by  the  said  railroad  and  warehouse  commission 
of  the  State  of  Minnesota  against  the  will  of  said  respondent,  was  and 
is  a  pro  tanto  taking  of  the  said  property  of  the  said  respondent,  and 
a  deprivation  of  said  respondent  thereof,  without  due  process  of  law, 
in  violation  of  Sec.  1,  of  Article  14,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  the  making  of  said  order  by  the  said  railroad  and 
warehouse  commission  on  the  said  thirteenth  day  of  October,  ]887, 
was  a  pro  tanto  taking  and  deprivation  of  the  said  respondent  of  its 
said  property  without  due  process  of  law,  in  violation  of  said  section 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  united  States,  and  therefore  void  and  of  no 
effect. 

Fourth.  The  said  respondent,  further  answering,  says,  that  Min- 
neapolis is  distant  from  Owatonna  71  miles,  from  Faribault  56  miles, 
from  Northfield  43  miles,  and  from  Farmington  30  miles,  and  that  said 
several  places  are  distant  from  St.  Paul  about  the  same  distance,  re- 
spectively less  about  three  miles.  That  on  said  thirteenth  day  of 
October,  1887,  there  were  no  other  towns  on  said  division  of  the  re- 
spondent's railway  engaged  in  the  shipping  of  milk  to  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis;  that  the  amount  shipped  from  these  towns  was  not  suf- 
ficient to  warrant  the  respondent  in  running  a  milk  train  or  even  a 
separate  milk  car  for  said  ousiness,  and  that  the  milk  so  shipped   was 
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shipped  on  a  passenger  train  running  over  thirty  miles  an  hour,  and 
that  there  was  no  other  train  on  which  the  same  could  be  shipped. 
That  the  rate  of  freight  fixed  and  established  for  the  transportation 
of  said  milk  from  said  towns  respectively  to  either  St.  Paul  or  Minne- 
apolis was  two  and  one  half  cents  per  gallon  in  ten  gallon  cans  from 
from  Farmington  and  Northfield,  and  three  cents  per  gallon  in  like 
cans  from  Faribault  and  Owatonna;  and  the  respondent  says  that  said 
rates  are  equal  and  reasonable,  and  that  the  services  performed  in  the 
transportation  of  said  milk  on  the  train  and  in  the  manner  that  the  same 
was  transported,  was  and  is  reasonably  worth  the  said  sums  charged 
therefor,  and  that  no  person  engaged  in  shipping  said  milk  or  receiv- 
ing the  same  complained  that  said  rates  were  unequal,  unjust  or  un- 
reasonable, to  the  knowledge  of  said  respondent;  but  that  a  certain 
pretended  organization,  calling  itself  the  Board-of-Trade  Union  of 
Farmington,  Northfield,  Faribault  and  Owatonna,  filed  a  complaint  be- 
fore said  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota, setting  forth  that  the  charges  made  by  said  respondent  for  the  ser- 
vices rendered  in  the  transportation  of  milk  from  said  Owatonna,  Fari- 
bault, Dundas,  Northfield  and  Farmington  to  the  cities  of  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis  were  unequal  and  unreasonable,  and  falsly  alleging  that 
this  respondent  charged  four  cents  per  gallon  for  the  transportation  of 
milk  from  Owatonna  to  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  three  cents  per 
gallon  for  transporting  the  same  from  Faribault,  Dundas,  Northfield 
and  Farmington,  and  praying  that  the  respondent's  rates  be  declared 
unreasonable,  and  that  it  be  compelled  to  change  the  same  and  adopt 
such  rates  and  charges  as  said  commission  should  declare  to-  be  equal 
and  reasonable.  That  said  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of 
the  State  of  Minnesota,  after  a  pretended  examination  of  said  rates, 
assumed  to  find  that  the  rate  of  three  cents  per  gallon  in  ten  gallon 
cans  from  Owatonna  and  Faribault  to  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis 
was  unequal  and  unreasonable,  and  declared  that  a  rate  of  two  and 
one  half  cents  per  gallon  in  ten  gallon  cats  was  and  is  an  equal  and 
reasonable  rate  for  such  services,  and  said  commission,  in  their  find- 
ing and  decision,  further  say:  "The  commission,  as  at  present  ad- 
vised, approves  of  the  custom  and  arrangement  which  it  is  informed, 
has  been  adopted  and  is  now  in  use  by  the  Minnesota  &  Northwestern 
Railroad  Company,  of  collecting  two  and  one-half  cents  per  gallon 
for  all  milk  transported  by  it  regardless  of  distance;  but  this  expres- 
sion of  opinion  is  no  part  of  the  decision,  notice  or  order  in  this  case  " 
But  this  respondent  denies  that  said  rate  of  three  cents  per  gallon  in 
ten  gallon  cans  for  the  transportation  of  milk  on  a  passenger  train 
from  Owatonna  and  Faribault  to  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  was  or  is 
an  unequal  or  unreasonable  rate,  and  further  denies  that  two  and  one- 
half  cents  per  gallon  in  ten  gallon  cans  was  or  is  an  equal  or  reason- 
able rate  for  such  services,  and  it  further  expressly  denies  that  it 
would  be  equal,  reasonable  or  just  in  such  case  to  wholly  ignore  dis- 
tance and  cnarge  two  and  one-balf  cents  per  gallon  in  ten  gallon  cans 
for  the  transportation  of  milk  from  any  and  all  points,  regardless  of 
distance,  for  the  transportation  of  any  kind  of  freight  on  a  passenger 
train  would  be  reasonable,  equal  or  just,  or  in  accordance  with  sound 
or  correct  principles  of  railroading  And  the  said  respondent  further 
says  that  the  fixing  and  establishing  of  said  rate  of  two  and  one-hnlf 
cents  per  gallon  in  ten  gallon  cans  for  transporting  milk  on  a  passen- 
ger train  from  said  towns  of  Owatonna  and  Faribault  to  said  cities  of 
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St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  is  respectively  by  the  said  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  against  the  will  of 
said  respondent,  is  in  violation  of  Section  11  of  Article  1  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  an  unjust  taking  and  depriv- 
ation of  the  respondent  of  its  property  without  due  process  of  law,  and 
in  violation  of  Section  1  of  Article  14  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

Fifth.  The  said  respondent  further  answering  says  that  it  was  the 
manifest  intention  of  the  said  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission 
of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  in  fixing  said  rate  of  two  and  one-half  cents 
per  gallon  in  ten  gallon  cans  for  the  transportation  of  milk  from  the 
towns  of  Owatonna  and  Faribault  to  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  to 
compel  said  respondent  to  carry  said  milk  at  two  and  one-half  cents 
per'gaJlon  to  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  from  any  and  all  points  in  the 
said  State  of  Minnesota,  regardless  of  distance,  thereby  eliminating 
the  factor  of  distance  in  railroading  in  the  computation  of  rates,  which 
action  is  in  violation  of  Subdivision  (b)  of  Section  2  of  the  said  act  to 
regulate  common  carriers,  and  creating  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  defining  the  duties  of  such 
commission  relating  to  common  carriers,  approved  March  7,  1887, 
which  provides  that  "it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carriei 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  make  or  give  any  unequal  or 
unreasonable  preference  or  advantage  to  any  particular  person,  com- 
pany, firm,  corporation  or  locality,  or  any  particular  description  of 
traffic,  in  any  respect  whatever,  or  to  subject  any  particular  person, 
company,  firm,  corporation  or  locality,  or  any  particular  description 
of  traffic  to  any  unequal  or  unieasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  in 
any  respect  whatever." 

That  the  establishment  of  such  uniform  rate,  regardless  of  dis- 
tance, would  be  in  this  case  a  discrimination  in  favor  of  the  said  town 
of  Owatonna  and  against  the  town  of  Farmington,  for  the  reason 
that  said  Owatonna  is  more  than  twice  as  far  from  St.  Paul  as  the 
said  town  of  Farmington,  and  the  establishment  of  such  a  principle 
in  fixing  the  rates  for  carrying  milk  on  passenger  trains,  regardless 
distance,  would  not  only  be  a  violation  of  all  correct  principles  of 
railroading  and  freight  traffic,  but  in  contravention  of  the  law  creat- 
ing said  commission 

Wherefore,  this  respondent  prays  that  the  judgment  of  the  court 
in  the  premises,  and  that  this  respondent  may  be  hence  dismissed.

Mr.  Smout  alleges  that  he  had  been  informed  that  the  rate  on  10,- 
000  pounds  of  twine  from  St.  Paul  to  Wells  would  be  thirty-eight  dol- 
lars, while  a  car  load  would  cost  only  twenty -five  dollars. 

On  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  carload  rate  on  twine 
between  these  points  was  nineteen  cents  per  hundred,  or  thirty-eight 
dollars  per  car  ;  in  less  than  carloads  the  rate  was  forty-one  cents  per 
hundred,  but  the  aggregate  charge  in  less  than  carloads  was  never 
more  than  for  a  full  car  load.

This  complaint  is  made  in  behalf  of  the  citizens  in  and  adjacent  to 
Dumont  station,  Traverse  county,  where  there  are  no  accommodations 
whatever  for  passengers  for  getting  on  and  off  trains,  not  even  a  plat* 
form. 

The  company  being  called  upon  by  the  commission  to  furnish  the 
required  facilities,  they  replied  under  date  of  Aug.  8,  1887:  "We 
find  that  we  have  quite  a  number  of  other  points  needing  expendi- 
tures more  than  this  station  does,  and  therefore  have  to  request  that 
you  will  not  urge  upon  us  the  erection  of  a  station  there  this  year. 
It  shall  be  thought  of  another  season." 

A  copy  of  this  reply  was  sent  to  Mr.  Noble  with  the  suggestion  that 
if  the  people  of  Dumont  were  not  satisfied  to  wait  another  year,  the 
commission  would  advise  him  as  county  attorney  to  institute  suit 
against  the  company  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
ninety,  General  Laws  of  1885.  We  have  not  been  advised  if  such  has 
been  instituted.

Dear  Sib  :  The  Wampach  Manufacturing  Company  of  this  city 
has  been  struggling  to  maintain  its  business.  It  finds  obstacles  ir> 
the  way  which  perhaps  cannot  be  removed  For  instance,  we  have 
to-day  three  orders  for  goods,  freight  guaranteed  at  certain  prices.  The 
tariff  for  freight  less  than  carload  lots  and  freight  by  carload  to  the 
points  we  desire  to  ship  is  as  follows:  § 

Shakopee  to  Granite  Falls  by  carload  lots  18c,  less  than  carload  44c. 
"  Renville  <4        "        "    16c,     "        ic  ••    39c. 

"  Montevedio      "        "        "    18c,     "        "  '"    46c. 

The  amount  we  now  want  to  ship  would  be : 
To  Renville,  12,000  pounds. 
To  Granite  Falls,  6,000  pounds. 
To  Montevedio,  12,000  pounds. 

The  rate  may  be  all  right,  but  it  will  prevent  us  from  filling  all  but 
the  order  tor  Granite  Falls. 

Are  our  manufactories,  outside  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  to  go 
to  the  wall,  while  every  facility  is  afforded  the  two  cities  to  main* 
tain  their  business  ?  Our  mill,  upon  local  wheat  received,  is  com* 
pelled  to  pay  double  the  rate  on  same  wheat  made  into  flour  as  from 
the  twin  cities.  They  can  draw  wheat  from  us  here — are  drawing  it 
now — by  reason  of  this  difference  in  local  rate.  I  am  not  in  the  mill- 
ing business,  but  am  in  the  wagon  business,  and  am  trying  to  get  a 
living,  but  if  we  depend  upon  living  rates  from  the  Chicago  S  Milwau- 
kee railroad  we  should  not  only  be  disappointed  but  be  obliged  to 
close  down.  Do  you  know  of  any  remedy  by  which  we  might  get  a 
lower  rate  on  less  than  carload  ?

No  discrimination  in  favor  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  exists.  Mr. 
How's  trouble  seems  to  be  that  he  does  not  know  how  to  handle  the 
business  to  obtain  the  advantages  that  his  competitors  undoubtedly 
get.  The  shipment  he  referred  to  consists  of  12,000  pounds  for  Ren-

Mr.  Jackson  complains  that  the  company  failed  to  supply  him  with 
cars  to  ship  baled  hay,  whereby  he  was  prevented  from  filling  orders 
he  had  on  hand. 

The  company  replied  that  on  investigation  they  found  that  since 
September  1st  Mr.  Jackson  had  ordered  eleven  cars,  two  of  the  orders 
were  cancelled,  leaving  nine.  He  had  been  furnished  six  up  to  No- 
vember 1st.  One  that  he  ordered  October  27th  was  furnished  Novem- 
ber 2d,  and  he  gave  it  to  another  party;  three  that  he  ordered  Novem- 
ber 1st  he  got  November  2d.  He  rather  insisted  on  having  lumber 
line  cars,  and  we  are  not  able  to  furnish  theso  at  all  times.  He  in- 
forms our  agent  November  2d  that  he  is  doing  better  by  filling  the 
orders  he  now  has  than  he  would,  had  he  been  able  to  fill  the  other 
orders.

Failure  to  furnish  cars  for  shipping  wood. 

Filed  Nov.  12, 1887. 

The  complainants  are  dealers  in  wood  and  coal  in  St.  Paul.  They 
had  bought  a  quantity  of  wood  in  and  around  Prior  Lake,  after  first 
inquiring  of  the  agent  if  they  could  get  cars  to  ship  it;  the  agent  re- 
plied they  could,  and  the  rate  to  St.  Paul  would  be  three  and  one-half 
cents  per  one  hundred  pounds. 

When  their  wood  began  to  come  in  to  Prior  Lake  they  got  no  cars. 
They  went  to  Mr.  Boy  den,  general  Northwestern  freight  agent  at  St. 
Paul  to  find  out  about  getting  cars,  but  he  replied  that  the  wood  from 
Prior  Lake  should  all  go  west  from  that  point;  finally  he  referred 
them  to  division  superintendent  Kellie  at  Minneapolis,  whom  they 
did  not  find  in  when  they  went  to  see  him.    They  then  applied  to  this 

office. 

Referring  the  matter  to  assistant  general  superintendent,  Mr.  Case, 
of  Minneapolis,  he  replied  under  date  of  Nov.  15th,  as  follows : 

"  As  you  are  aware,  we  are  very  short  of  cars,  and  are  doing  the 
very  best  we  can.      The  builders  in  St.  Paul  are  very  anxious  to  get 
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their  brick  from  Chaska  while  the  weather  is  fair;   and  we  have  been 
doing  all  we  could  to  help  them  out,  but  I  suppose  we  will  have  to 
divide  the  cars  between  them   and  these  wood  shippers  at  Prior  Lake, 
and  have  instructed  Mr.  Kellie  to  do  so." 
It  was  not  till  November  *22d,  however,  that  cars  were  supplied.

Dear  Sir  :  —  Your  letter  of  February  22d,  the  communication  dated 
February  11th  and  numerously  signed  by  your  citizens,  protesting 
■gainst  the  neglect  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha 
Railway  Company  to  open  the  Pipestone  branch  of  their  road  for  bus- 
iness, together  with  the  letters  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Doak,  of  Slay  ton,  on  the 
*me  subject,  were,  on  the  twenty -sixth  of  February,  referred  by  this 
ward  to  Mr.  E.  W.  Winter,  general  manager,  impressing  upon  his 
ittention  the  gravity  of  the  charges,  the  extent  of  the  interests  in- 
ched, and  asking  of  him  a  reply  to  the  complaints  which  should 
eorer  the  entire  scope  of  the  charges,  that  all  the  facts  might  be  be- 
fore the  board.  On  the  second  instant  Mr.  Winter  replied  and  inclos- 
ed for  our  information  a  report  made  to  him  by  Mr.  H.  Spencer,  sup- 
erintendent of  the  St.  Paul  &  Sioux  City  division.  Not  considering 
Mr.  Spencer's  report  sufficiently  explicit,  as  to  the  number  of  men 
employed  upon  the  force  attempting  to  open  the  road,  the  board  at 
Nice  addressed  the  general  manager  asking  for  more  specific  informa- 
tion upon  that  point.  We  now  enclose  for  your  consideration  and 
that  of  others  who  have  interested  themselves  in  the  matter,  copies 
°f  Mr.  Winter's  letter  transmitting  Supt.  Spencer's  report ;  the  re- 
Port  itself  and  Mr.  Winter's  letter  of  March  4th,  in  answer  to  our 


^ 
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communication  of  the  third;  and  for  the  better  understanding  of  the 
last  mentioned,  we  also  enclose  copy  of  our  letter  to  Mr.  Winter  to 
which  his  of  the  fourth  is  a  reply. 

We  hope  these  papers  will  be  thoroughly  examined,  and  should  tbey 
contain  any  misrepresentations,  or  suppressions  of  fact,  that  you  will 
not  fail  to  present  evidence  upon  the  issues  between  the  people  of  your 
section  and  the  company.  Should  the  enquiry,  from  the  lateness  of  the 
season,  not  now  avail  your  section,  it  may  be  of  advantage  to  you  in 
the  future,  should  a  like  blockade  occur.  The  commission  regrets  its 
inability  to  be  of  immediate  and  substantial  service  to  the  people 
along  the  Pipestone  branch,  but  our  powers  in  such  cases  are  only 
those  of  enquiry  and  report,  as  we  have  no  authority  to  enter  or  en- 
force a  judgment  or  decree,  or  to  issue  an  order  in  the  matter.  We 
trust  that  your  people  will  see  that  we  acted  promptly  and  to  the  ex- 
tent of  our  limited  authority.

Dear  Sir:  Again  referring  to  your  communication  of  February 
26th,  and  returning  herewith  complaints  from  residents  upon  our 
Black  Hills  line.  I  beg  to  hand  you  copy  of  a  letter  received  from 
Mr.  Spencer,  superintendent  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Sioux  City  division, 
giving  in  detail  the  history  of  his  operations  upon  the  Black  Hills 
branch  since  January  1st.  His  reference  to  the  difficulties  of  the  sit- 
uation are  mildly  put.  It  is  entirely  true  that  large  forces  have  been, 
ordered  out  and  kept  at  work  at  great  cost,  when  the  chances  were 
two  to  one  that  labor  and  money  were  being  expended  in  vain,  but  it 
has  always  been  our  rule  to  spare  no  effort,  and,  I  might  say,  to  count 
no  cost  at  such  times.  I  am  just  in  receipt  of  a  report  from  one  of 
the  snow  crews  now  engaged  in  opening  up  the  main  line  of  that 
division — blockaded  since  Friday  last — saying  that  they  have  been 
shoveling  since  yesterday  noon  in  one  cut  through  snow  "  30  feet  deep 
and  very  hard."

Dear  Sir:  I  return  herewith  all  correspondence  referring  to  our 
failure  to  operate  the  Pipestone  line  during  the  past  two  months.  The 
following  is  a  statement  of  what  we  did  and  why  we  did  not  do  more : 

January  1st  to  4th,  it  stormed  without  cessation,  and  we  ran  but 
one  freight  train  during  that  time  between  St.  James  and  Worthing- 
ton. 

January  5th  we  started  opening  the  Pipestone  line  with  snow  plow, 
drag-out  engine  and  the  usual  outfit.  They  made  three  miles  west  of 
Slayton  and  laid  up  there  at  9  p.  m. 
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January  6th  the  outfit  left  Slayton  at  8  a.  m.,  aud  were   obliged   to 

cease  work  at  10:45  a.  m  ,  in  consequence  of  the  renewal  of  the  storm. 

January  7th  the  outfit  worked  all  day  and  reached  Lake  Wilson  at 

7  P.  M. 

January  8th  they  opened  to  Woodstock. 

January  !)th,  Sunday.  The  line  was  opened  to  Pipestone  at  11:20 
i.  x.  To  accommodate  the  passengers,  mail,  etc.,  that  had  been 
blockaded  several  days  previous,  I  turned  the  drag-out  engine  and 
crew  at  Pipestone  and  ran  them  back  to  Heron  Lake,  holding  the  reg- 
ular engine  and  train  crew  at  Pipestone  for  their  regular  run  out  of 
.there,  (train  No.  40)  Monday  morning, 

Monday,  the  10th,  train  No.  40  ran  through  from  Pipestone  to 
Heron  Lake.  Snow  plow  engine  on  this  train  on  its  arrival  at  Heron 
Lake  was  found  to  be  in  such  condition  from  severe  service  that  it  was 
absolutely  necessary  to  send  her  to  the  shops  for  repairs.  I  gave 
them  the  only  available  engine  I  had  (the  No.  259  without  a  plow), 
for  train  No.  39  This,  no  doubt,  is  the  time  referred  to  in  one  of 
the  complaints  that  we  started  the  train  out  without  a  snow  plow.  I 
will  say  here  that  it  was  done  against  my  judgment;  but  I  felt  that  if 
we  did  not  at  least  make  an  effort  to  run  the  train  it  would  only  be 
giving  people  along  the  line  an  opportunity  to  make  complaints.  The 
result  was,  they  only  reached  two  miles  west  of  Avoca,  (it  was  storm- 
ing in  the  meantime)  and  they  were  obliged  to  lay  up  at  Avoca  that 
night. 

On  the  eleventh  we  first  tried  to  work  west  from  Avoca;  failing  in 
this  we  attempted  to  get  the  train  back  east  towards  Heron  Lake,  but 
failed  in  that  also  and  laid  up  at  Avoca  the  night  of  the  eleventh. 

On  the  twelfth  the  outfit  with  two  snow  plows  succeeded  in  getting 
two  miles  west  of  Slayton,  aud  returned  to  Avoca  on  account  of  the 
water  tank  being  there,  and  a  better  place  to  take  care  of  the  men,  to 
remain  over  night. 

On  the  thirteenth  thev  opened  to  Woodstock  at  9:40  p.  M. 

On  the  fourteenth  they  reached  Pipestone  at  9:05  a  h.  Both 
crews  and  engines  returned  to  Heron  Lake  from  Pipestone,  arriving 
there  at  4:15  p.  m.  They  left  Heron  Lake  at  5:45  p.  m.  and  arrived  at 
Pipestone  at  9:05  P.  M.,  same  d*te,  the  fourteenth. 

January  15th  they  left  Pipestone  with  two  plows  and  five  loaded  cars 
at  8:30  a.  k.  They  were  obliged  to  set  out  all  the  cars  at  Woodstock 
and  Lake  Wilson  on  account  of  storm  coming  up,  and  reached  Heron 
Lake  at  9  p.  mm  the  fifteenth. 

Nothing  was  done  on  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  in 
consequence  of  a  blizzard. 

On  the  nineteenth  all  our  equipment  was  busy  opening  the  main 
line.  f 

On  the  twentieth  we  moved  only  passenger  trains  on  the  main  line. 

On  the  twenty-first  and  twenty-second  our  power  was  all  in  use  on 
the  mainline  moving  accumulated  delayed  freight. 

January  23d  we  renewed  operations  on  the  Pipestone  line.  We 
could  obtain  but  few  men,  however,  as  they  were  all  tired  out  from 
their  labors  on  the  main  line  for  the  few  days  previous,  and  the  outfit 
only  succeeded  in  getting  to  Lime  Creek;  and  they  returned  to  Heron 
lake  to  remain  over  night. 

0a  the  twenty-fourth  we  started  from  Heron  Lake  and  reached  one 
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mile  west  of  Slayton  and  returned  to  Heron   Lake  to  remain  over 
night. 

On  the  twenty-fifth  we  left  Heron  Lake  at  7 :30  a.,  m.  with  two 
plows  and  ten  loads  for  Dundee,  Slayton  and  Avoca  They  only- 
reached  three  miles  west  of  Dundee,  when  they  were  obliged  to  return 
in  consequence  of  another  storm  coming  up. 

On  the  twenty-sixth  we  left  Heron  Lake  at  7:38  a.  m.  with  two 
plows  and  the  usual  outfit,  picked  up  the  ten  loads  left  at  Dundee  the 
day  previous,  and  succeeded  in  reaching  one  mile  west  of  Slayton,  and 
returned  to  Heron  Lake  to  remain  over  night.  On  this  date  I  also  ran 
a  special  from  Heron  Lake  to  Slayton,  with  eight  loads  ot  different 
kinds  of  freight  for  Avoca,  Slayton  and  Had  ley. 

On  the  twenty-seventh  the  outfit  left  Heron  Lake  at  7  a.  m.,  got 
only  two  miles  west  of  Slayton,  and  then  returned  to  Heron  Lake  to 
remain  over  night. 

On  the  twenty-eighth  they  left  Heron  Lake  at  7 :30  a.  m.,  reached 
a  mile  and  a  half  west  of  Slayton,  where  they  were  driven  in  by  a 
storm,  and  remained  at  Slayton  over  night. 

On  the  twenty-ninth  the  storm  continued,  and  the  outfit  worked 
their  way  back  to  Heron  Lake. 

On  the  thirtieth  nothing  moving  on  account  of  the  blockade. 

On  the  thirty-first  nothing  was  done  on  the  Pipestone  line,  as  power 
was  all  in  use  working  main  line. 

February  1st,  2d  and  3d  it  stormed.     Nothing  was  done. 

The  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  our  power  and  men  were  all  busy  on 
main  line. 

On  the  seventh  they  left  Heron  Lake  at  7 :30  a.  h.  and  only  reached 
four  miles  west  of  Dundee  and  returned  to  Heron  Lake. 

On  the  eighth  there  was  another  wind  storm. 

On  the  ninth  left  Heron  Lake  at  7:30  A.  m.,  reached  three  miles 
west  of  Avoca,  and  returned  to  Heron  Lake. 

From  that  date  to  the  present  time,  nothing  has  been  attempted  on 
that  line,  as  it  has  been  a  series  of  blizzards  and  wind  storms,  mak- 
it  utterly  impossible  to  accomplish  anything  out  there.  The  few  days 
of  fair  weather  we  had,  it  has  been  necessary  to  use  our  power  on  the 
main  line.  Since  about  the  twentieth  of  January,  I  have  considered 
it  unsafe  to  let  our  engines  or  men  remain  away  from  Heron  Lake 
over  night  for  two  reasons :  First,  they  could  not  get  proper  accom- 
modations; second,  should  a  storm  come  up  during  the  night,  our 
power  would  not  only  be  caught  out  there,  but  it  might  have  endan- 
gered the  lives  of  the  men,  in  consequence  of  the  lack  of  provisions, 
etc. 

While  appreciating  fully  the  inconvenience,  and  no  doubt  in  some 
cases  suffering,  occasioned  by  the  blockade  dn  that  line,  everything 
possible  under  the  circumstances  was  done.  Our  men  are  experienced 
in  such  trials,  and  willing  workers,  and  did  all  that  men  could  do.  If 
anybody  doubts  this  a  personal  inspection  of  that  territory,  and  a 
knowledge  of  the  actual  situation,  will  easily  satisfy  them  Of  course 
our  main  line  was  our  first  consideration,  and  when  the  power  and 
men  were  needed  there  it  was  given  preference. 

I  can  also  state,  without  fear  of  successful  contradiction,  that  this 
company  has  spent  hundreds  and  hundred  of  dollars  on  that  line  this 
winter  when  it  was  absolutely  certain  that  no  good  would  result  from 
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it.    It  was  done,  however,  to  avoid,  if  possible,  even  apparent  cause 
for  complaint. 

Oar  conditioa  there  now  is  such  that  it  is  simply  throwing  money 
away  to  attempt  anything  further  towards  opening  the  road,  until 
there  is  a  reasonable  prospect  at  least  of  settled  weather  When  this 
is  done  we  shall  be  obliged  to  depend  entirely  on  shovels,  as  the  char- 
acter and  depth  of  the  snow  is  such  that  snow  plows  will  be  useless. 

In  making  unfounded  complaints,  people  ought  not  to  forget  that 
for  the  past  four  or  five  winters  the  Omaha  road  is  the  only  one  that 
has  been  running  into  that  part  of  the  State  that  moved  their  trains 
with  any  degree  of  regularity  or  reliability.  That  we  have  not  done 
so  this  winter  has  been  because  this  or  no  other  company  could  do  so 
with  what  we  have  had  to  contend. 

Why  we  should  have  such  an  unusual  quantity  of  snow  and  the 
roads  running  parallel  with  and  not  very  far  from  us  so  little,  is  more 
than  I  can  explain.     It  is  a  fact,  nevertheless.

Mr.|Brennis  bad  a  carload  of  sawdust  shipped  from  Mankato  to  Ma- 
delia,  on  which  he  was  charged  lumber  rates,  $22.50  per  car,  which 
he  considered  too  high. 

On  referring  the  matter  to  the  company  the  general  freight  agent 
informed  us  that  sawdust  had  been  always  classed  with  lumber;  but. 
recognizing  that  this  rate  was  too  high,  the  Joint  Western  Classifica- 
tion Committee,  at  their  last  meeting,  had  reduced  it  by  putting  it  into 
a  lower  class,  which  would  make  the  rate  in  this  case  $14.62  per  car. 
Mr.  Brennis  was  refunded  the  overcharge  accordingly.

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  return  you  letter  from  Messrs.  Kingsley, 
Pfeffer  &  Davis,  of  Blue  Earth  City,  Minn  ,  in  relation  to  charges  on 
mixed  carload  stone,  lime,  brick,  etc. 

We  have  made  our  rates  on  the  above  commodities  in  straight  car- 
loads very  low,  as  you  will  see  by  the  attached  tariffs.     We  feel   that 
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it  would  be  a  violation  of  the  present  State  law  were  we  to  assume  to 
make  carload  rates  on  mixed  carloads  unless  we  applied  such  a  ruling 
to  all  points  and  on  all  commodities,  which  could  not  be  done. 

You  will  observe  that  the  classification  attached,  which  is  the   one 
in  use  on  all  lines  in  this  State,  does  not  contemplate  the  making  of 
carload  rates  on  mixed  carloads. 
I  trust  this  explanation  will  be  satisfactory  to  you.

Violation  of  Sections  2  and  8  of  Railroad  Law.

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  the  Manufacturers  and  Jobbers 
Union  of  Mankato  against  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha, 
the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  and  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern 
Railway  Companies. 

DECI8ION  OF  THE  RAILROAD  AND  WAREHOUSE  COMMISSION. 

The  complaint  in  this  case  was  filed  with  the  commission  on  the 
second  day  of  June  last,  and  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  said  month 
notice  was  issued  by  the  commission  to  each  of  said  companies,  and, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  duly  served  upon  them,  requir- 
ing them  severally  to  forthwith  correct  and  remove  the  causes  of  com- 
plaint charged  against  them,  or  that  in  default  thereof  they  show 
arose  before  the  commission  on  the  twenty -eighth  day  of  the  same 
month  why  the  commission  should  not  order  and  direct  that  the  causes 
complained  of  should  not  be  removed  or  modified  as  to  them  might 
seem  just  and  reasonable. 

The  first  specific  charge  made  in  the  complaint  is  as  follows: 

"Section  2  of  the  present  law  prohibits  unequal  and  unreasonable 
charges,  and  we  hold  that  under  the  existing  state  of  affairs  this  sec- 
tion has  been  and  is  violated  on  the  part  of  all  the  railroads  entering 
this  city,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  accompanying  statements. 

**Section  7  of  said  act  is  being  violated  by  the  Chicago,  St  Paul, 
Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railway,  as  is  evidenced  by  their  published  tariffs 
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of  date  April  5th,  which  shows  that  at  that  date  their  charges  from 
Duluth  to  St.  Paul,  a  distance  of  177  miles,  were  as  follows: 

Class 12  3        4    5 

Cents  per  100  pounds 45      35  25      20  15 

While  at  the  same  time  their  tariff  from  Duluth  to  Man- 

kato,  a  distance  of  263  miles,  was 85      75  55      35  30 

The  distance  being  50  per  cent  greater,  the  rate  should 

have  been  to  Mankato 72^  52#  37#  30  22J£" 

And  among  the  causes  complained  of  is  the  following : 

uWe  further  allege  the  violation  of  section  8  on  the  part  of  the 
Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Omaha,  and  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee &  St.  Paul  companies,  in  that  they  carry  freight  from  St.  Paul 
to  various  stations  on  their  roads  at  less  rates  than  provided  by  them 
in  their  distance  tariffs,  as  published  by  them  in  compliance  with  this 
section." 

To  these  charges  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha 
Company  replied,  in  substance,  that:  "The  company  deny  that  sec- 
tion 7  of  the  act  referred  to  in  said  complaint  is  now  being,  or  ever 
has  been  violated  by  this  company,  as  stated  in  said  complaint;  that 
while  it  is  substantially  true,  as  therein  stated,  that  the  rates  between 
Duluth,  Minn.,  and  St.  Paul,  Minn  ,  on  the  one  hand,  and  Duluth  and 
Mankato  on  the  other,  differ  in  the  rate  per  ton  per  mile,  the  latter 
being  higher,  yet  the  transportation  between  the  several  places  above 
named  is  inter-state  transportation,  under  the  sole  regulation  and 
control  of  the  government  of  the  United  States;  and  is  not  in  any 
manner  subject  to  the  regulation  or  control  of  the  State  of  Minnesota, 
or  its  executive  officers.  That  of  the  lines  of  railway  of  this  com- 
pany between  St  Paul  and  Duluth,  only  about  twenty  (20)  miles  is  in 
this  State,  and  for  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  is  in  the  State  of 
Wisconsin;  that  the  said  line  of  railway  connects  at  the  town  of  Su- 
perior, in  said  State,  with  the  railway  line  of  the  Superior  Short  Line 
Railway  Company,  a  corporation  of  said  last  named  State,  whose 
line  of  railroad,  being  wholly  within  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  ex- 
tends from  such  connection  to  the  Northern  boundary  line  of  said 
State,  where  it  connects  with  the  line  of  railroad  of  the  Superior 
Short  Line  Railway  Company,  of  Minnesota,  a  corporation  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota,  which  last  named  line  extends  from  such  connec- 
tion to  and  into  the  said  city  of  Duluth. 

That  the  two  last  named  lines  of  railroad  are  temporarily  operated 
by  this  company,  and  now  partly  make  up  the  through  line  of  this 
company   between   St.  Paul  and   Duluth.     That   the   railroad    lines 
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aforesaid,  as  well  in  the  city  of  Superior  as  in  Duluth,  extend  to 
docks  and  warehouses  situated  upon  the  navigable  waters  of  Lake 
Superior,  where  property  is  delivered  to  and  received  from  steamers 
and  vessels  navigating  the  great  lakes;  that  such  property  is  trans- 
ported by  this  company  to  and  from  its  several  stations  in  the  States 
of  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  and  the  Territory  of  Da* 
kota,  as  well  as  delivered  to  and  received  from  its  connecting  lines  of 
railroads  in  all  of  said  States  for  further  transportation;  that  in  the 
usual  course  of  business,  loaded  cars  collected  from  the  several  yards, 
docks,  warehouses  and  side  tracks  in  Duluth  and  Superior  are  made 
into  trains  and  hauled  to  Spooner,  a  station  in  Wisconsin,  where 
several  branch  lines  of  this  company  intersect,  where  they  are  again 
separated  into  trains,  for  different  portions  of  this  company's  lines, 
including  St.  Paul,  to  which  station  all  cars  consigned  to  Minnesota, 
Iowa,  Nebraska  and  Dakota  are  sent.  That  at  St.  Paul  trains  are 
again  made  np  for  further  transportation,  as  above  stated,  to  all  sta- 
tions on  this  company's  lines,  including  Mankato;  the  company  re- 
spectfully insists  that  all  such  business  is  inter-state  business,  and 
that  this  honorable  board  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  matters  in  that 
behalf  stated  in  said  complaint." 

The  Chicago,  St  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  and  the  Chicago* 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Companies  admit  the  facts  embraced  in  the 
charge  hereinabove  set  forth — demurring  to  the  same — and  claim  that 
such  facts  constitute  no  violation  of  section  8  of  the  railway  act. 

The  hearing  of  the  case  was  postponed  for  the  convenience  of  one 
of  the  defendants  to  the  fourteenth  of  July,  at  which  time  it  took 
place,  pursuant  to  adjournment.  None  of  the  defendants  appeared  at 
the  hearing,  except  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha 
Company,  which  appeared  by  Mr.  F.  B.  Clarke,  its  general  traffic 
manager,  and  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Howe,  the  attorney  for  the  company.  In 
this  decision  only  the  question  or  issue  raised  by  the  answer  of  the 
Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Company  to  the  charge 
in  the  complaint  that  the  company  is  guilty  of  a  violation  of  section 
seven  of  the  State  railroad  law,  will  be  determined;  the  other  charges 
of  the  complaint,  and  to  which  all  the  defendants  are  parties,  being 
reserved  for  future  consideration  by  the  commission. 

The  facts  involved  are  to  be  found  in  the  pleadings  alone,  no  other 
evidence  being  offered  by  either  party,  and  the  facts  as  stated  by  one 
party  not  being  denied  by  the  other,  though  they  disagree  upon  the 
application  of  the  law  to  the  facts,  the  complainants  claiming  that 
the  facts,  even  as  stated  by  the  railway  company,  convicted  the  com- 
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pany  of  a  plain  violation  of  the  provisions  of  section  seven  of  the 
law;  and  the  company  claiming  that  the  State  law  had  no  application 
•and  the  commission  no  jurisdiction,  for  the  reason  that  the  commerce 
and  transportation  in  question  are  clearly  inter-state. 

Upon  the  argument  counsel  for  defendant  explicitly  admitted  that 
the  State  law  was  intended  by  the  legislature  enacting  it  to  embrace 
the  carriage  or  shipment  of  property,  by  its  line,  from  the  city  of 
Duluth  to  the  city  of  Mankato,  both  places  being  within  the  State  of 
Minnesota  —  even  though  in  going  from  one  of  those  places  to  the 
•other  it  became  necessary  for  its  trains  to  pass  through  a  part  of  the 
territory  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  — 
contending  that  in  that  particular  the  act  is  unconstitutional  and  void 
for  the  reason  above  assigned. 

The  commission  entertains  no  doubt  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
legislature  that  the  law  should  apply  to  a  shipment  of  freight  from 
Duluth  to  Mankato,  upon  and  over  the  defendant's  line  of  road,  and 
under  the  circumstances  detailed  in  the  company's  answer;  but  as  to 
the  constitutionality  of  the  act  they  are  by  no  means  free  from  doubt. 
We  have  determined,  however,  so  far  as  our  present  duties  go,  to  ac- 
cept the  disputed  section  of  the  law  as  valid  and  obligatory;  to  hold 
that  the  defendant  company  is  guilty,  in  the  acts  specified,  of  a  viola- 
tion thereof,  and  to  recommend  and  direct  tfie  company  to  so  amend 
its  schedule  of  rates  and  charges,  in  the  particulars  involved,  as  to 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  said  section,  as  well  as  to  all  other 
provisions  of  the  law. 

There  are  other  tribunals  whose  peculiar  line  of  duties  fit  them  to 
more  satisfactorily  investigate  and  determine  the  constitutionality  of 
a  statute  than  a  commission  whose  duties  are  defined  by  this  law  ; 
hence  we  conclude  to  leave  the  question  to  the  courts,  to  which,  we 
apprehend,  it  would  go  for  final  determination,  whatever  might  be 
-our  conclusion  in  the  premises.

Whereas,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
mission of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  held  at  the  office  of  said  commission 
in  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  in  said  Stale,  on  the  twenty -second  day  of  July 
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last,  and  pursuant  to  chapter  ten  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  passed  at  the  twe  lty -fifth  session  of  the  legislature  of  said 
State,  and  in  the  year  A.  D.  1887,  as  said  laws  are  compiled  and  pub- 
lished by  legislative  authority,  a  notice  or  order  was  then  and  there 
made  and  issued  by  said  commission  and  duly  served  upon  you,  in  a 
matter  then  and  there  properly  and  legally  before  them  for  their  ac- 
tion and  official  consideration,  and  concerning  the  unreasonableness 
and  inequality  of  your  schedule  of  rates  and  charges  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  property  over  and  upon  your  line  of  road  from  the  city  of 
Duluth  to  the  city  of  Mankato  in  said  State  of  Minnesota,  and  a  part 
of  which  said  notice  or  order  was  and  is  in  the  words  following, 
namely : 

"  We  have  determined,  however,  so  far  as  our  present  duties  go,  to 
accept  the  disputed  section  of  the  law  as  valid  and  obligatory,  to  hold 
that  the  defendant  company  is  guilty,  in  the  acts  specified,  of  a  viola- 
tion  thereof,  and  to  recommend  and  direct  the  company  to  so  amend 
its  schedule  of  rates  and  charges,  in  the  particulars  involved,  as  to  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  said  section,  as  well  as  to  all  other  provi- 
sions of  the  law." 

And  whereas,  you  have  neglected  and  refused  for  more  than  ten  days 
since  and  next  after  the  said  notice  and  the  service  thereof  upon  you 
to  amend  your  schedule  of  rates  and  charges,  as  in  and  by  said  notice 
and  order  you  were  recommended  and  directed  to  do,  and  do  still  so 
neglect  and  refuse. 

Now,  therefore,  we,  the  said  commission,  do  hereby  publish  and  de- 
clare your  said  tariff  of  rates  for  the  transportation  of  property  from 
said  city  of  Duluth  to  said  city  of  Mankato  to  be  altered  and  changed 
in  the  particulars  and  manner  following : 

For  the  first  class,  strike  out  85  cents  and  iusert  in  lieu  thereof  67 
cents;  for  the  second  class  strike  out  75  cents  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
52  cents;  for  class  three  strike  out  55  cents  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
37  cents;  for  class  four  strike  out  35  cents  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
30  cents;  for  class  five  strike  out  30  cents  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
23£  cents. 

And  we  do  publish  and  declare  your  said  schedule  and  tariff  of  rates 
and  charges  as  so  altered  and  amended  to  be  the  legal,  equal  and  rea- 
sonable charges  and  rates  for  the  several  classes  named  in  connection 
therewith,  and  that  the  same  are  now  in  full  force  and  effect  in  place 
and  room  of  the  rates  and  charges,  and  rate  of  compensation  by  you 
heretofore  charged,  collected  and  received  for  such  services.  You,  the 
said  railway  company,  your  agents  and  employes,  will  act  accordingly 
or  answer  for  a  violation  of  the  law  in  such  case  made  and  provided.

The  railway  company,  refusing  to  obey  the  above  order,  the  case 
was  turned  over  to  the  attorney  general,  to  be  tested  in  the  courts.

Supplemental  Decision  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission. 

The  original  decision  in  this  case,  dated  July  22,  1887,  determined 
only  the  question  of  violation  of  section  7  cf  chapter  10 of  the  General 
Laws  of  1887,  by  the  railway  company  first  above  mentioned,  and  re- 
served for  subsequent  determination  the  charge  in  the  complaint  read- 
ing as  follows : 

"We  further  allege  the  violation  of  section  8  on  the  part  of  the 
Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  and  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
&  St.  Paul  Companies,  in  that  they  carry  freight  from  St.  Paul  to  va- 
rious stations  on  their  roads  at  less  rates  than  provided  by  them  in 
their  distance  tariffs,  as  published  by  them  in  compliance  with  this 
section." 

The  intent  and  meaning  of  this  charge,  as  we  understand  it,  is  that 
the  "distance  tariff"  of  a  railroad  company,  subject  to  the  laws  of 
this  State,  after  once  adopted  by  the  company  in  pursuance  of  section 
8  of  said  act,  and  until  changed  or  modified  by  authority  of  law,  is  the 
established  measure  and  standard  for  determining  the  legal  charge  or 
rate  of  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  all  property  over  the 
line  or  lines  of  road  of  said  company  to  which  it  applies,  and  that  the 
so-called  "special  rates,"  or  rates  on  "special  commodities/'  if  greater 
or  less  than  they  would  be  as  determined  by  the  "distance  tariff,"  are 
unwarranted  and  in  conflict  with  the  railway  act. 

The  commission,  after  protracted  consideration  of  the  subject,  are 
unable  to  adopt  this  view.  So  called  distance  tariffs  were  in  use  be- 
fore the  recently  adopted  legislation,  and  we  find  nothing  in  the  act 
to  indicate  that  the  term  is  used  in  any  different  or  modified  sense 
than  heretofore,  or  that  it  is  to  play  any  other  or  more  comprehensive 
part  in  the  "  mode  of  transacting  business  "  of  a  railroad  company 
than  formerly.  The  words  occur  but  once  in  the  act  and  then  only 
in  connection  with  other  schedules  to  be  printed  and  "kept  for  public 
inspection."  We  fail  to  find  any  testimony  in  the  act  that  it  was 
the  intention  of  the  legislature  that  such  a  schedule  should  constitute 
the  sole  or  all  controlling  measure  of  fi  eight  charges. 
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We  understand  that  heretofore  a  distance  tariff  has  been  consulted 
to  determine  the  freight  charges  due  from  one  point  to  another,  where 
the  rates  or  charges  for  carrying  the  commodity  in  question  were  not 
more  specifically  prescribed  ;  but  that  when  the  rate  or  charge  was 
expressly  fixed  or  established  by  other  schedules,  tables  or  orders, 
whether  greater  or  less  than  indicated  by  the  distance  tariff,  such 
schedule,  table  or  order  superseded  the  distance  tariff  and  became  the 
measure  of  the  toll  to  be  paid,  subject  alone  to  the  common  law  rule, 
that  it  should  be  fair  and  reasonable. 

If  it  were  the  intention  of  the  legislature  to  establish  a  new  rule  or 
to  modify  the  old  one  in  this  respect,  we  think  they  have  failed  to 
manifest  such  intention  in  our  present  railroad  legislation. 

It  follows  that  we  find  that  the  complainants  have  not  maintained 
the  charge,  that  the  companies  complained  of  have  violated  the  eighth 
section  of  the  railway  law.

To  the  Honorable  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota, 

Tour  petitioner  respectfully  represents  as  follows : 

First.  That  it  is  an  association  consisting  of  the  several  boards  of 
trade,  business  men's  associations  and  farmer's  organizations  in  the 
State  of  Minnesota;  that  the  object  of  the  association  is  to  secure 
equal  and  reasonable  rates  of  transportation  of  persons  and  property 
in  accordance  with  State  and  national  legislation. 

Second.  That  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Rail- 
road Company  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  that  said  railroad  company  is  a  common 
earner  engaged  in  the  transportation  for  hire,  of  passengers  and  prop- 
erty, and  owning  and  operating  a  railroad  from  the  city  of  Duluth,  in 
the  State  of  Minnesota,  to  the  southern  boundary  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  in  the  county  of  Nobles. 

Third.  That  said  railroad  company,  defendant,  is  violating  Sec.  7, 
of  Chapter  10  of  the  General  Laws  of  1887,  being  an  act  to  regulate 
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common  carriers  and  creating  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commis- 
sion of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  defining  the  duties  of  such  com- 
mission in  relation  to  common  carriers,  approved  March  7,  1887,  in 
the  following  respect,  namely : 

Said  railroad  company,  defendant,  charges  and  receives  a  greater 
compensation  per  ton  per  mile  for  the  transportation  of  the  same 
classes  of  freight  for  the  longer  distance  over  its  said  line  of  road  from 
Duluth  to  stations  and  localities  on  the  western  division  of  its  line  of 
road  from  St.  Paul  to  the  said  southern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota, than  it  charges  per  ton  per  mile  for  the  shorter  distance  from 
Duluth  to  St.  Paul  over  the  same  line  of  road  in  the  same  direction. 

Wherefore  your  petitioner  prays  that  if  upon  investigation  of  the 
charges  herein  made  by  your  honorable  board,  you  shall  find  that  said 
defendant  is  acting  in  violation  of  said  Sec.  7,  that  you  forthwith  no- 
tify said  defendant  to  desist  from  said  violation  within  a  brief  but  rea- 
sonable time,  to  be  specified  by  the  commission,  and  if  said  defendant 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  within  the  time  specified  to  desist  from  such 
violation,  that  you  forthwith  and  within  the  period  of  ten  days  from 
the  date  of  your  order  herein,  cause  suit  to  be. commenced  to  enforce 
such  order  in  manner  as  provided  by  law.

Paul  and   Omaha  do  not  stop  at  St  Peter,  although  they  do  stop  at 
smaller  towns.

The^wtition  was  immediately  forwarded  to  the  general  manager  of 
the  company  who  referred  it  to  the  general  superintendent.  He  re- 
plied, under  date  of  December  13th ;  "  We  fully  appreciate  the  situa- 
tion in  Minnesota  with  regard  to  fuel,  and  are  doing  everything  pos- 
sible to  prevent  a  '  fuel  famine.'  You  are  aware  that  for  the  past 
month  the  weather  has  not  been  favorable  for  railroads,  the  snow  and 
cold  rendering  it  impossible  for  engines  to  hanl  more  than  half  a  load. 
Moreover,  fuel  dealers  along  our  lines  delayed  too  long  in  ordering 
their  supply.  I  have  given  instructions  to  furnish  Smiths  Mill  dealers 
as  many  cars  as  postsible." 

No  further  complaint  was  received  from  these  parties.

Paul  and  Minneapolis  was  raised  from  12£  to  19  cents  per  100  pounds, 
and  from  other  stations  on  that  line  in  same  proportion. 

On  May  30th  the  commission  was  informed  that  the  124  rate  had 
been  restored.

Sates  on  live  stock. 

Filed  May  23, 1887. 

This  is  an  inquiry  whether  or  not  the  commission  had  power  to  reg- 
ulate rates  on  live  stock  over  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  road  to 
Chicago. 

The  commission  replied  that  they  had  no  jurisdiction  over  ratfe  out- 
side the  State,  but  that  this  was  a  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Inter-state  Commerce  Commission.  But  the  state  commission, 
always  desirous  of  being  of  service  to  every  citizen  of  the  State  who 
feels  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  any  railroad  company,  profiting  from 
business  done  within  the  State,  would  willingly  forward  his  to  the 
Inter-state  Commission,  and  invite  their  early  attention  to  the  mat- 
ter, if  he  would  have  the  complaint  put  in  the  form  required  by  their 
rules.  No  further  communication  relative  to  this  matter  was,  how- 
ever, received  from  Mr.  Fairbank. 

D  C.  Fairbank,  Dodge  Center, 

vs. 
Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company. 

Switching. 

Filed  June  13,  1887. 

Mr.  Fairbank  desired  to  have  Minnesota  &  Northwestern  Railroad 
cars  switched  to  Claremont  on  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  road,  then 
loaded  with  wheat  and  taken  back  to  Dodge  Center  for  shipment  to 
Chicago.     The  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  refused  to  do  this. 
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The  commission  advised  Mr.  Fairbank  that  this  could  hardly  be 
called  switching.  He  had  a  right  to  demand  cars  from  the  Chicago  & 
Northwestern  Railway  to  ship  wheat  from  Claremont  to  Dodge  Center 
at  reasonable  rates,  and  then  transfer  it  to  Minnesota  &  Northwest- 
ern cars.  Such  transfer  could  be  made  either  by  switching  the  car 
from  one  company's  track  to  that  of  the  other,  or  by  unloading  at 
actual  cost. 

H  F.  Jones,  Echo, 
vs.

Overcharge. 

Filed  Sept.  96, 1886. 

Mr.  Jones  had  a  carload  of  emigrant  movables  billed  from  some 
point  in  Michigan  to  North  Redwood.  Arriving  there  he  found  that 
by  taking  the  car  to  the  second  station  further  on,  Echo,  it  would  be 
nearer  his  farm. 

The  controversy  arises  from  this  change  of  destination;  Mr.  Jones 
claiming  that  the  agent  said  it  would  cost  only  $1  more,  and  the 
agent  denying  that  he  said  so,  but  that  he  would  telegraph  to  head- 
quarters and  get  permission  to  change  the  billing  to  Echo  instead 
of  Redwood.  Before  any  reply  was  received  the  train  pulled  out, 
taking  Mr.  Jones'  car. 

The  amount  in  controversy  is  $10.  After  considerable  correspon- 
dence the  position  of  the  company  and  the  claimant  remained  as 
above  indicated  and  the  matter  having  resolved  itself  into  an  issue  of 
fact,  the  commission  had  to  refer  Mr.  Jones  to  the  courts. 

Aside  from  the  $10  in  controversy  there  was  also  an  overcharge 
of  $5,  which  the  company  acknowledged  and  refunded.

Lack  of  car 8  to  ship  fuel. 

Filed  Dec.  9, 1886. 

This  complaint,  like  a  similar  one  from  Dawson,  involved  the  ques- 
tion of  promptly  forwarding  shipments  of  fuel  at  a  season  of  the  year 
when  delay  might  involve  serious  consequences.

E.  S.  Warner,  Esq.  Secretary  Railroad  Commissioners,  St.  Paul,  Minn. : 

Dear  Sir: — Yours  of  November  24th,  inclosing  petition  from  citi- 
zens of  Dawson  requesting  that  our  company  supply  them  coal  and 
other  fuel,  was  duly  received. 

We  have  been,  tor  the  past  two  or  three  weeks,  giving  the  matter 
of  furnishing  cars  to  load  with  fuel  to  points  on  our  line  between  Min- 
neapolis and  Watertown  especial  attention,  in  so  far  as  to  furnish  cars 
for  this  business  in  preference  to  everything  else,  and,  while  we  have 
had  an  unprecedented  shortage  of  cars,  and  at  the  same  time  have  suf- 
fered by  reason  of  the  severe  weather  striking  us  so  early,  and  a  very 
unusual  shortage  of  water  at  all  points  on  that  division,  I  believe  we 
have  succeeded  fairly  well  in  keeping  the  people  on  that  line  supplied 
with  fuel,  and  it  is  because  of  our  supplying  tnem,  in  connection  with 
the  unusual  conditions  surrounding  the  handling  of  our  business,  as 
stated  before,  that  we  have  been  unable  to  supply  cars  for  wood  for 
Albert  Lea,  of  which  complaint  has  been  made  to  you,  as  per  your  let- 
ter of  the  10th  instant. 

We  have  not  worried  ourselves  very  much  about  Albert  Lea.  for  the 
reason  that  besides  being  much  nearer  the  source  of  fuel  supply  of  all 
kinds,  both  wood  and  coal,  there  are  two  other  lines  of  road  at  that 
point  which  can  assist,  in  case  of  emergency,  in  supplying  that  city 
with  the  fuel  it  may  need  on  very  short  notice. 

We  are,  however,  getting  in  much  better  shape  all  around,  and  I 
think  before  many  days  will  be  able  to  provide  facilities  for  the  trans- 
portation of  fuel,  which  will  prevent  any  fear  of  suffering  in  case  a 
snow  blockade  should  temporarily  cut  off  the  supply. 

No  doubt  you  are  aware  that  fuel  men,  in  common  with  a  very  large 
majority  of  mankind  in  general,  put  off  the  matter  of  providing  a  stock 
of  fuel  until  winter  is  upon  them,  and  then  they,  their  patrons,  and 
everybody  want  it  all  at  once,  and  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  supply 
them  all.

This  was  an  inquiry  how  to  proceed  to  get  permission  to  build  a 
grain  house  on  the  company's  right  of  way,  in  view  of  the  decision  of 
the  supreme  court  in  the  Barry  case. 

He  was  informed  he  would  have  to  apply  to  the  company.  If  they 
refused  the  commission  would  use  their  best  endeavors  to  get  him  the 
permission,  but  under  the  circumstances  they  could  not  compel 
the  company,  as  the  bill  prepared  by  the  commission  during  the  last 
session  of  the  legislature  to  cover  such  cases  had  failed  to  pass. 

C.  C.  Woloott  &  Co.,  Minneapolis, 

vs. 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company. 

Extending  side  track  at  New  Richland. 

Piled  August  9,  1887. 

At  New  Richland  the  complainants  had  erected  a  grain  warehouse 
adjacent  to  the  company's  right  of  way.  They  asked  the  commission 
to  compel  the  company  to  extend  their  side  track  to  the  warehouse. 
In  September,  their  grain  buyer  at  New  Richland,  Mr.  Thomas  Bris- 
bane, sent  in  a  numerously  signed  petition  to  the  same  effect. 

The  case  had  a  preliminary  hearing  on  September  8th  in  connection 
with  the  complaint  of  Mr.  Armstrong,  of  Waseca,  against  the  same 
company.  And  like  that  complaint,  this  one  was  also  withdrawn  on 
September  thirteenth  and  no  new  complaint  made. 

Id  their  answer  to  this  complaint  the  company  denied  that  the  com- 
mission had  authority  to  compel  them  to  extend  their  side  track,  nor 
bad  the  legislature  such  power.

common  council  will  act  as  desired  by  this  railroad  company  and  by 
the  other  wheat  buyers  and  would  not  grant  the  right  to  so  use  said 
street."

Lack  of  cars. 

Filed  Oct.  31,  1887. 

This  is  more  in  the  nature  of  an  inquiry  than  a  complaint,  "  for 
perhaps  the  railroad  company  is  short  of  cars." 

The  company  replied  that  they  were  short  of  cars,  like  all  other 
roads  in  the  northwest,  but  they  had  done  and  would  do  every, 
thing  in  their  power  to  furnish  the  Dawson  produce  company  with 
cars.

Transfer  facilities. 

Filed  Jan.  17, 1887. 

The  situation  at  Paynesville  is  substantially  as  follows :  The  orig- 
inal village  by  that  name  is  situated  about  half  a  mile  from  the  depot 
of  the  Minneapolis  &  Pacific  road,  and  further  still  from  the  depot  of 
the  Manitoba,  and  as  far  from  the  crossing  of  the  two  roads. 

The  depots  are  nearly  a  mile  apart,  and  the  distance  from  the  depots 
to  the  crossing  is  about  the  same  as  between  the  depots. 

Transfer  tracks  at  the  crossing  would  therefore  be  of  little  practi- 
cal use,  and  when  the  commission  visited  Paynesville  the  people  were 
advised  to  request  the  management  of  the  Minneapolis  &  Pacific  road 
to  build  a  spur  to  the  old  village,  with  what  result  we  have  not  been 
advised.

Failure  to  furnish  cars. 

Filed  March  25,  1887. 

This  was  a  co  n plaint  from  the  wheat  buyer  of  Messrs.  Wolcott  & 
Co.,  at  Pa/nesville,  that  he  could  not  obtain  cars  for  shipping  wheat 
although  he  ordered  cars  twice  a  day  and  the  company  bad  plenty  of 
idle  cars. 

When  the  matter  was  presented  to  the  company,  Mr.  Underwood, 
the  general  manager,  requested  to  have  a  hearing  before  the  commis- 
sion with  Mr.  Wolcott  present.   Such  a  hearing  was  set  for  April  4th. 

At  such  hearing  Mr.  Underwood  took  the  ground  that  Messrs.  Wol- 
cott &  Co.  were  demoralizing  the  grain  business  by  coming  in  at  oc- 
casional intervals  and  raising  the  price  above  what  the  market  would 
warrant. 

The  commission  informed  Mr.  Underwood  that  they  did  not  feel 
ealled  upon  to  settle  a  dispute  of  that  character.  The  only  question 
in  this  case,  so  far  as  the  commission  was  concerned  was  if  a  shipper 
who  has  freight  ready  for  shipment,  is  entitled  to  be  furnished 
with  cars  by  the  common  carrier.  The  commission  was  of  opinion 
that  a  shipper  had  such  a  right,  and  Mr.  Underwood  agreed  to  furnish 
cars.

High  rate. 

Filed  April  19, 1887. 

Parties  were  advised  that  the  company  had  until  May  7th  to  file  new 
rates,  when  if  they  were  still  too  high,  new  complaint  could  be  made 
and  it  would  be  investigated.  No  further  complaint  has-been  re- 
ceived from  these  parties.

Overcharge. 
Filed  Dec.  22,  1886. 

The  complainants  had  three  bundles  wall  paper  shipped  from  Chi- 
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cago  to  Wadena.      The  charges  from  Chicago  to  St  Paul  were  86 
€ents,  and  from  St.  Paul  to  Wadena  $2.66. 

The  charges  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  however, 
were  according  to  classification  and  schedule  rates,  and  hence  they 
would  not  admit  that  there  was  an  overcharge.  Had  the  paper  been 
boxed  it  would  have  gone  at  first-class  rate,  but  being  in  bundle  was 
charged  double  first-class.

Overcharge. 

Piled  Jan.  31,  1887. 

Complainant  had  a  cutter  shipped  from  Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  to 
New  York  Mills,  Otter  Tail|county,  this  State,  on  which  the  charges 
from  St.  Paul  to  New  York  Mills  were  twice  as  much  as  from  Kalama- 
zoo to  St.  Paul. 

The  attention  of  the  company  being  called  to  the  matter,  the  traffic 
manager  on  February  4th  replied:  "This  is  simply  a  clerical  error, 
the  billing  clerk,  not  understanding  that  the  shipment  was  crated, 
billed  at  the  rate  that  would  have  been  charged  for  a  sleigh  shipped 
open  and  set  up.  I  will  see  that  voucher  is  made  in  Mr.  McKinley's 
favor  for  $3.65  overcharge  which  will  be  forwarded  at  an  early  day.*' 

Another  complaint  from  the  same  party  filed  Oct.  5,  1887,  for  over- 
charge on  shipment  of  soap  was  also  satisfactorily  adjusted.  This 
mistake  occurred  in  consequence  of  the  railroad  company  accepting 
the  weight  furnished  by  the  shipper  instead  of  weighing  it  themselves.

Delay  In  shipping  merchandise.

The  complaint  alleges  that  the  railroad  company  hold  goods  in  their 
warehouse  at  Minneapolis  until  they  get  a  sufficient  quantity  to  suit 
their  convenience,  thus  compelling  shippers  to  wait  four  or  five  days 
for  goods  they  ought  to  get  in  twenty-four  hours.  Also  that  the  com- 
pany leave  out  small  packages  and  then  send  them  separate  and  charge 
for  a  full  one  hundred  pounds.

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  your  favor  of  the  1st  instant  bearing  on 
complaint  of  W.  H  Everest,  of  Crow  Wing,  regarding  delay  to  ship- 
ments of  freight  from  Minneapolis,  investigation  has  elicited  the  fol- 
lowing facts,  which  I  think  you  will  admit  exculpates  this  company 
from  Iny  general  complaint": 

A  consignment  of  freight,  consisting  of  hardware  and  including  one 
can  of  powder,  was  delivered  to  this  company  on  June  18th,  at  Minne- 
apolis, and,  with  the  exception  of  the  can  of  powder,  was  forwarded 
to  destination  on  same  date. 

The  powder  was  a  small  can  weighing  about  eight  pounds  and  was 
excluded  from  the  shipment  as  a  precautionary  measure,  being  held 
out  with  the  intention  of  forwarding  in  a  car  that  our  agent  was  sure 
contained  no  matches  or  inflammable  merchandise.  For  the  protec- 
tion of  both  the  company  and  its  patrons  it  is  necessary  to  use  the 
greatest  precaution  in  the  handling  of  explosives,  and  a  circular  of  in- 
struction, as  per  copy  attached,  has  been  issued  to  all  agents  caution- 
ing them  as  to  the  methods  of  handling  and  loading  this  class  of  prop- 
erty; also  giving  the  rules  and  stipulations  bearing  on  same,  one  of 
which  is  to  the  effect  that  no  consignment  of  powder  will  be  rated  at 
less  than  one  hundred  pounds,  this  being  necessary  on  account  of  ex- 
pense and  trouble  in  handling  this  class  of  freight. 

Through  accident  this  powder  was  mislaid,  and  therefore  was  de- 
layed longer  than  has  usually  been  the  case,  and  it  was  not  until  re- 
ceipt of  tracer,  on  June  28th,  that  the  can  was  hunted  up  and  for- 
warded.   This  was  purely  accidental,  and  is  not  likely  to  occur  again. 

As  to  the  general  method  of  handling  Crow  Wing  freight,  I  beg  to 
say  that  there  is  loaded  at  Minneapolis  each  day  one  car  of  freight  for 
stations  between  Minneapolis  and  Crow  Wing,  and  all  freight  received 
before  12  o'clock  noon  is  forwarded  on  the  day  received.  No  pack- 
ages are  held  back  from  consignments  and  afterward  sent  forward  ex- 
cept oil  and  powder,  for  which  special  arrangaments  have  to  be  made, 
and  it  is  impossible  to  forward  same  daily,  not  enough  of  these  articles 
being  received  to  make  a  carload      Yours  truly,

To  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company: 

Gentlemen: — Whereas  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  held  at  the  office 
of  said  commission  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  in  said  State,  on  the  twenty  - 
first  day  of  July,  1887,  and  pursuant  to  section  8  of  chapter  10  of 
the  General  Laws  of  said  State,  enacted  at  the  legislative  session  of 
1887  and  approved  March  7th  of  said  year,  a  notice  or  order  was 
then  and  there  made  and  issued  by  said  commission  and  duly  served 
upon  you,  of  which  notice  or  order  the  following  is  a  copy,  namely : 

To  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  St.  Paul,  Minn  : 

Gentlemen: — The  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of  Minne- 
sota have  examined  and  inspected  the  schedule  showing  classification, 
rates,  fares  and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  property  over  and 
upon  your  railroad  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  as  said  schedules 
have  been  filed  by  said  company  with  this  commission,  as  required  by 
section  eight  (8)  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  common  car- 
riers and  creating  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota,  and  defining  the  duties  of  such  commission  in  re- 
lation to  common  carriers/'  approved  March  7,  1887,  and  find  from 
such  inspection  and  examination  that  in  and  by  said  schedules,  and 
particularly  by  a  schedule  issued  from  your  office  and  dated  July  18, 
1887,  headed  *'G.F,  No.  216,"  your  agents  are  authorized  to  way-bill 
shipments  of  ties  in  carloads  at  "lumber  tariff/1  and  that  your  rates 
and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  ties  by  the  carload  over  and  up- 
on your  said  railroad  are  the  same  as  the  charges  and  rates  made  by 
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you  for  the  transportation  of  lumber  by  you  on  your  said  road  by  the 
carload  and  for  like  distances. 

The  commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  rates  and  charges  for 
the  transportation  of  ties  are  too  great,  and  are  unequal  aud  unreason- 
able for  tne  service  rendered  by  your  company  and  the  risk  involved 
in  the  transportation  of  ties  and  have  to  recommend  a  modification  of 
your  schedules  in  that  particular,  and  a  reduction  in  the  rates  and 
charges  now  made  by  you  for  such  service. 

It  appears  that  the  rates  and  charges  for  the  transportation  ot  ties 
upon  your  road,  as  the  same  were  established  and  in  effect  during  the 

Kir  1886,  were  at  the  rate  of  12  cents  per  tie  in  carload  lots  from 
troit,  Minnesota,  and  other  points,  to  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  aud 
Minnesota  transfer;  and  the  commission  is  of  opinion  that  such  rate 
was  as  high  as  is  reasonable  Wherefore  we  recommend  and  direct 
that  yoa  so  amend,  alter  and  change  your  said  schedule  of  rates  and 
charges  as  to  conform  to  said  rate  established  and  in  force  in  1886  for 
the  transportation  of  ties,  and  that  thereafter  you  authorize  and 
direct  your  agents  to  way-bill  all  shipments  of  ties  in  carload  lots  at 
the  said  tie  rate  established  and  in  force  upon  your  road  in  the  year

And  wherean  you  have  neglected  and  refused,  for  more  than  ten 
days  after  and  since  the  service  of  said  notice  or  order  upon  you,  to- 
substitute  such  tariff  of  rates  or  charges,  or  to  adopt  the  same  as 
recommended  and  directed  by  said  commission,  as  in  and  by  said  notice 
or  order  you  were  recommended  and  required  to  do,  and  do  still  so 
neglect  and  refuse  :  Now,  therefore,  we,  the  said  commission,  do 
hereby  publish  and  declare  the  said  tariff  of  rates  and  the  charge, 
namely:  twelve  (12)  cents  per  tie,  in  car  load  lots,  from  the  said 
town  of  Detroit  to  the  cities  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  and  to  Min- 
nesota Transfer,  and  from  all  points  on  your  road  west  of  the  Missis- 
sippi river  and  east  of  said  Detroit  to  the  cities  and  the  transfer  above 
named,  as  and  to  be  the  legal,  equal  and  reasonable  charge  and  rate 
for  the  transportation  of  such  commodity  by  you  over  your  said  line  of 
road  from  and  to  the  points  above  named,  and  that  the  same  is  now 
in  force  and  effect  in  place  of  the  rate  of  compensation  or  toll  by  you 
heretofore  charged  and  demanded  as  named  and  prescribed  in  your 
schedule  of  rates,  dated  and  filed  in  this  office  by  you  on  the  18th  day 
of  July  last.  You,  the  said  railroad  company,  your  agents  and  em- 
ployes, will  act  accordingly,  or  in  default  thereof  answer  for  a  viola- 
tion of  the  section  and  act  to  which  reference  is  above  made.

Gentlbmkn  :  Referring  to  the  complaint  of  Messrs.  E.  D.  Baldwin 
&Co.,  of  Detroit,  Miun,  that  the  tariff  rates  of  this  company  for  the 
carriage  of  railroad  ties  within  the  State  of  Minnesota  are  unreason- 
able, I  beg  to  suggest  that  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  is 
a  corporation  duly  organized  and  existing  and  operating  under  an  act 
of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  approved  July  2,  1864,  entitled 
**  An  act  granting  lands  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  and 
telegraph  line  from  Lake  Superior  to  Puget  Sound  on  the  Pacific  coast 
by  the  northern  route,"  and  under  the  subsequent  acts  and  joint  res- 
olutions oi  Congress  relating  to  the  same  subject  matter;  that  the 
rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  said  cjmpany  are  exercised  by  it,

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

St.  Paul,  Sept.  8,  1887. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  J.  J.  Squires  of  Rash  City  Against 
the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  Railroad  Company. 

The  complaint  in  this  case  is  that  the  company  charge  the  com* 
plainant  certain  sums  for  feeding  live  stock,  when  in  fact  the  stock 
m  not  fed;  and  that  it  makes  certain  other  charges  for  trans- 
ferring cars  from  the  Minnesota  Transfer  to  St.  Paul,  when,  as  he 
alleges,  no  transfer  charges  on  cars  destined  for  Duluth  are  made  by 
the  company;  also,  that  the  two  cars  of  live  stock  mentioned  in  the 
complaint  were  billed  at  more  than  actual  weight,  and  further,  that 
the  charge  of  $18.90  from  St.  Paul  to  Rush  City  (the  rate  per  car 
charged  him),  is  out  of  proportion  to  the  charge  made  per  car  for 
transporting  live  stock  from  St.  Paul  to  Duluth,  in  consideration  of 
the  relative  distance  of  Rush  City  and  Duluth  from  St.  Paul. 

It  appears  from  tbe  answer  of  the  company  that  it  has  no  road  to 
or  terminal  facilities  at  the  Minnesota  Transfer,  and  that  the  items 
for  feeding  and  transferring  were  advance  charges  paid  the  Milwaukee 
road  on  receiving  the  cars  from  that  company  at  St.  Paul,  which  is 
not  denied  in  the  reply  of  the  complainant.  If  such  advance  charges 
were  not  paid,  the  road  making  them  would  most  certainly  refuse  to 
release  the  freight,  and  prompt  delivery  of  it  to  the  consignee  at  the 
place  of  destination  would  be  prevented.  The  only  question  in  con- 
nection with  these  advance  charges,  it  seems  to  us,  is  upon  whom  the 
onus  of  contesting  them  should  be  cast,  when  questioned — whether,  in 
this  instance,  upon  the  owner,  or  upon  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  Com- 
pany. Were  it  cast  upon  the  company  in  such  cases,  the  probable 
result  would  be  that  it  would  refuse  the  freight  rather  than  take  the 
Ward  of  maintaining  the  validity  of  the  charges,  or  of  receiving  them 
hack  from  the  other  company,  if,  after  a  contest,  at  their  risk  and  ex- 
pense, they  should  be  found  to  be  excessive  or  altogether  unauthor- 
ised. Then  the  incidents  occuring  before  the  receipt  of  the  freight  at 
St  Paul  would,  in  this  case,  more  naturally  be  within  the  knowledge 
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of,  or  more  easily  obtainable  by,  the  shipper  than  of  the  road  receiv- 
ing it  there. 

For  these  reasons  we  hold  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  shipper  to 
settle  that  question  with  the  road  making  them  rather  than  with  the 
one  paying  them. 

As  to  the  alleged  over  weight  put  upon  the  cars,  it  seems  that  they 
were  billed  at  the  minimum  carload  weight,  and  that  to  hare  billed 
them  at  actual  weight,  but  not  at  carload  rates,  would  have  cost  the 
shipper  as  much  or  more  than  he  paid 

The  fact  is  admitted  by  the  company,  as  charged  by  the  complain- 
ant, that  the  transfer  charges  on  cars  destined  for  Duluth  are  borne 
by  the  defendant  company,  but  that  when  destined  to  other  points  on 
its  line,  not  competing  points,  they  must  be  borne  by  the  shipper. 

The  complainant  claims  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  rule 
applied  to  Duluth  shipments.  The  commission,  as  at  present  advised, 
is  not  prepared  to  sustain  this  position.  The  legality  of  the  claim  can 
be  readily  and  inexpensively  tested  in  the  courts  by  an  appeal  from 
this  decision. 

The  only  question  remaining  to  be  passed  upon  is  whether  the  rate 
charged,  $18.90  per  car  from  St.  Paul  to  Bush  City,  a  distance  of  fifty  - 
four  miles,  as  stated  by  complainant,  is  unreasonable  or  unequal,  in 
the  sense  in  which  those  terms  are  used  in  the  law.  It  will  be  seen 
from  a  comparison  of  the  rate  charged  in  this  instance  with  the  tariffs 
of  other  railroad  companies  for  the  transportation  of  like  freight  over 
an  equal  distance,  that  the  defendant  company  will  not  be  shown  to 
disadvantage.  In  other  words,  none  of  the  other  companies  doing 
business  in  the  State  render  similar  services  for  less  compensation.  So 
long  as  such  is  the  fact,  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  the  charge  is 
in  a  legal  sense  unreasonable  or  unequal.

St.  Paul,  July  7, 1887. 
Ralston  Jm  Markoe,  Esq. , 
Dear  Sib:    Your  complaint  against  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  Railroad 
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Company  has  been  fully  considered.  The  complaint  is  that  "  the  con-, 
factors  of  the  road  inform  passengers  that  the  regular  full  fare  first- 
class  tickets  between  St.  Paul  and  White  Bear  do  not  entitle  them  to 
transportation  on  certain  regular  daily  trains,  which  pass  by  White 
Bear  and  stop  there,  both  going  from  and  coming  to  St.  Paul.*' 

The  management  answer  this  complaint  by  saying  that  the  train  re- 
ferred to  is  a  special  limited  train  put  on  to  accommodate  the  through 
travel ;  that  it  does  not  stop  at  White  Bear  in  the  common  acceptance 
of  the  term,  but  for  the  purpose  of  attaching  the  Minneapolis  car. 

It  appears  by  the  answer  of  the  railway  company,  which  is  not  de- 
nied, that  a  sufficient  number  of  trains  are  run  daily  between  St.  Paul 
and  White  Bear  to  accommodate  the  local  travel.  This  has  an  im- 
portant bearing  upon  the  case.  Railroad  companies  have  a  right  to 
make  such  regulations  as  they  deem  proper,  provided  they  are  reason- 
able. In  this  case  the  commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  regula- 
tion is  a  reasonable  one  The  opinion  of  the  attorney  general  cover- 
ing the  point  raised  is  inclosed  for  your  perusal. 

OPINION   OF  ATTORNEY    GENERAL. 

St.  Paul,  June  28,  1887. 
To  the  honorable,  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Minnesota, 

Gkhtlbmbn  :  —  Tne  complaint  and  accompanying  papers  in  the 
matter  of  Ralston  J.  Markoe  vs.  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  Railroad  Com- 
pany, have  been  duly  considered.  The  complaint  in  this  case  is  that 
the  conductors  of  the  road  informed  passengers  that  the  regular  full 
fare,  first  class  tickets  between  St.  Paul  and  White  Bear,  do  not  entitle 
them  to  transportation  on  certain  daily  regular  trains  which  pass  by 
White  Bear  and  stop  there  both  going  and  coming  to  St.  Paul.  The  ans- 
wer of  the  railroad  company,  which  is  not  denied,  and  which  we  assume 
to  be  a  true  answer,  shgws  that  the  train  in  question  is  a  special  train 
running  from  Duluth  to  St.  Paul,  and  in  order  to  make  quick  time, 
stopping  only  at  certain  stations;  that  it  does  not  stop  at  White  Bear, 
in  the  common  acceptation  of  the  term;  that  it  only  stops  to  attach  a 
car;  that  in  order  to  make  the  time  desired  it  is  necessary  that  the 
stoppages  be  few  and  the  way  traffic  limited,  otherwise  it  would  be 
necessary  to  increase  the  carrying  capacity,  and  consequently  increase 
the  length  of  time  at  present  required  for  making  the  run.  It  also 
further  appears  by  the  answer  that  a  number  of  trains  run  to  accom- 
modate the  White  Bear  traffic. 

Two  questions  are  presented  in  this  case  :    Is  this  regulation  a  rea- 
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sonable  one  ?  which  of  coarse  is  wholly  within  your  province  ;  and 
secondly,  If  so,  has  the  company  a  right  to  make  such  regulation  f 
To  obtain  an  opinion  upon  which  latter  question  the  matter  was  refer* 
red  to  this  office. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  right  of  the  company  to  make  such 
regulations,  if  reasonable.  It  rests  not  upon  the  question  of  how  far 
the  rights  of  the  company  go,  but  what  are  the  rights  of  the  travel* 
ing  public  ;  and  if  it  is  found  that  a  large  number  of  people  are 
afforded  quick  transit,  their  right  would  be  involved  as  much  as  the 
occasional  traveler  who  desired  to  get  on  at  some  particular  point ; 
and  as  to  the  mere  right  of  the  company  to  make  this  regulation,  if 
reasonable,  there  can  be  no  question.  That  railroad  companies  have  a 
right  to  exclude  passengers  from  certain  trains,  as  for  instance,  freight 
trains,  even  though  they  have  room  for  them,  is  too  well  settled  to  be 
doubted  ;  that  they  also  have  the  right  to  enforce  the  mle  that  only 
parties  holding  certain  class  or  kind  of  tickets  shall  ride  upon  such 
trains,  is  firmly  entrenched  behind  judicial  decision ;  and,  applying 
this  same  principle,  if  this  rule  is  a  reasonable  one,  they  have  a  right 
to  refuse  to  carry  persons  from  points  not  included  in  the  list  of  sta- 
tions at  which  their  special  or  fast  train  is  advertised  to  stop.

Hamline  is  a  station  between  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis.  The  depot 
consist*  only  of  one  small  room,  which  has  been  used  for  ticket,  tele- 
graph and  express  office,  baggage,  freight,  and  passenger  waiting  room, 
all  combined. 

At  an  interview  with  the  general  manager,  on  Aug.  28,  1886,  he 
promised  to  have  a  new  station  building  erected  as  soon  as  the  com- 
pany could  get  title  to  the  additional  ground  needed,  and  certainly  be- 
fore winter. 

Difficulty  was  encountered  in  getting  the  necessary  land  at  a  reason- 
able price,  so  the  company  determined  to  change  the  location.  Then 
they  had  to  wait  for  the  city  to  open  certain  streets,  then  they  had 
determined  to  lay  down  two  additional  tracks  between  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis,  and  their  location  had  to  be  determined  first,  and  so  on; 
there  was  always  some  reason  for  delay,  until  finally,  on  June  11, 1887, 
the  commission  issued  a  premptory  order  to  the  company  to  begin  the 
construction  of  a  new  depot  without  further  delay,  and  to  carry  the 
same  to  an  early  completion.  If  this  notice  was  not  heeded,  the  mat- 
ter would  be  referred  to  the  attorney  general  for  prosecution,  which 
was  done. 

In  July  the  attorney  general  was  informed  that  the  company  then 
had  between  fifty  and  sixty  men  engaged  in  clearing  out  the  founda- 
tion and  preparing  for  the  depot  at  Hamline,  and  work  thereon  pro- 
gressed until  it  was  completed.

In  September,  1886,  Mr.  Harris  had  a  second-hand  top  carriage,  two 
seated  (not  boxed),  shipped  from  St.  Paul  to  Breckenridge,  on  which 
the  freight  charges  were  $36.  The  company  offered  to  reduce  the 
charges  to  |25,  but  Mr.  Harris  thought  that  also  too  high.  On  exam- 
ination it  was  found  that  the  carriage  was  shipped  on  flat  car,  which 
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had  to  return  unloaded,  and  that  the  charges  were  in  accordance  with 
|  the  published  rates  and  classification,  and  hence  no  overcharge.

St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Co. 
Platform  for  sidetrack  loading. 

Filed  Dec.  9, 1886. 

The  complainants'  agent  at  Princeton  had  built  a  platform  along 
the  sidetrack  of  the  road  at  that  point  for  use  in  loading  cars  with 
grain  from  wagons.    Supt.  Rice  ordered  the  platform  removed. 

On  conferring  with  general  superintendent,  Mr.  Egan,  with  refer- 
ence to  this  matter,  the  commission  found  the  platform  had  been  built 
without  permission  or  authority  from  the  company,  but  if  Messrs. 
Wolcott  &  Co.  would  make  propel  application  for  grounds  to  erect 
either  such  platform  or  a  graiu  house  on  the  company's  sidetrack,  they 
would  be  granted  a  site.

Station  agent  wanted.

East  Grand  Forks  is  a  village  of  some  five  hundred  inhabitants,  has 
three  elevators,  etc.,  and  a  depot  building,  but  no  agent  with  whom 
they  could  transact  business,  and  who  would  keep  the  depot  open  for 
the  accommodation  of  passengers,  hence  a  request  for  an  agent  was 
forwarded  to  the  company  through  this  commission. 

Under  date  of  January  26th  the  general  manager  informed  the  com- 
mission that  he  had  also  had  some  correspondence  with  Mr.  Southmayd 
in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  that  he  had  been  informed  the  matter 
would  have  early  attention,  and  that  an  agent  would  be  supplied  at 
that  point  possibly  in  less  time  than  a  month.

The  complaint  is  that  Mr.  Jarrett  was  charged  $20  per  car  for  ship- 
ping hay  from  St.  Johns  to  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis,  while  the  rate  by 
the  freight  order  of  the  commission  of  June  29,  1886,  should  be  8  cents 
per  100  pounds,  or  $16  per  car.  From  Aug.  30,  1886,  to  Dec.  19,  1886 
he  had  shipped  five  carloads  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  car,  hence  he 
eUimed  an  overcharge  on  all  five  cars  of  $20. 

On  referring  the  matter  to  the  general  traffic  manager  of  .the  com* 
piny,  he  replied: 

"  Before  Mr.  Jarrett  began  shipping  hay  I  told  him  we  could  not 
famish  cars  for  hay  on  account  of  the  great  demand  for  them  to  move 
wheat,  but  as  soon  as  we  could  furnish  cars  for  shipping  hay  would 
have  it  billed  at  8  cents  per  100  pounds,  minimum  20,000  pounds  per 
ear,  St.  Johns  to  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis.  On  January  13th  we  put 
the  rate  into  effect.    On  a  few  cars  shipped  previous  to  that  time  we 
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1  charged  him  $20  per  car.    If  this  does  not  meet  with  your  approval, 

and  Mr.  Jarrett  will  make  affidavit  that  he  has  never  loaded  any 
other  freight  in  cars  shipped  as  hay,  I  will  undertake  to  arrange  the 
rate  to  his  and  your  satisfaction. " 

The  commission  then  advised  Mr.  Jarrett  to  make  out  his  bill  for 
overcharge  on  all  cars  shipped  by  him  since  Aug.  1,  1886,  as  from 
that  date  he  was  entitled  to  an  8  cent  rate;  also  to  make  the  affidavits 
suggested.

The  attention  of  the  company  being  called  to  it,  they  acknowledged 
he  had  been  overcharged  to  the  amount  of  two  cents  per  one  hundred 
or  $8.20  on  a  carload,  which  they  refunded.  The  mistake,  they 
claimed,  was  owing  to  the  carelessness  or  ignorance  of  the  shipping 
and  receiving  agents.

I  have  had  the  business  of  Perley  station  examined  into  and  here- 
with transmit  to  you  from  our  records  a  statement  showing  the  num- 
ber of  passengers  and*revenue  from  the  same  during  the  twelve  months 
ending  March  31,1887.  This  shows  that  395  passengers,  giving  a 
revenue  of  only  $249  81,  took  our  trains  at  that  station.  It  does  not 
seem  to  the  railway  company  that  this  is  sufficient  to  justify  us  in 
erecting  and  maintaing  a  station  at  that  point.  The  amount  received 
would  be  less  than  half  the  salary  of  an  agent,  and  the  freight  busi- 
ness would  not  be  sufficient,  in. my  opinion,  to  justify  the  erection  of 
such  a  building  as  we  would  require.  I  may  add  that  the  amount  of 
work  we  have  on  hand  the  present  season  is  such  that  we  desire,  if  pos- 
sible, to  be  relieved  from  further  construction,  except  as  the  necessities 
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of  the  case  may  seem  to  require  at  the  different  points  on  our  line  in 
Minnesota. 

Orders  have  already  been  given  for  the  erection  the  present  season 
of  the  following  depots  in  Minnesota :  Rogers,  Silver  Lake,  Mora, 
Ham  line,  Mallorv.  Rockville  and  Hawick,  and  in  addition  to  which  we 
have  something  like  a  dozen  or  more  to  erect  on  new  lines  in  process 
of  construction  by  this  company.

At  a  conference  held  later  nothing  new  was  brought  forward, 
whereupon  the  commission  on  July  8, 1887,  furnished  Mr.  Phelps  with 
copies  of  the  correspondence  and  referred  the  case  back  to  him  as 
county  attorney;  stating  among  ether  things: 

"  The  law  certainly  requires  the  company  to  provide  a  waiting 
room,  but  it  is  not  required  to  furnish  an  agent,  or  a  person  to  be 
put  in  charge  of  such  waiting  room.  Experience  and  observation 
justify  the  statement  that  without  some  person  in  charge  such  wait- 
ing room  soon  becomes  a  nuisance  alike  to  those  who  use  it  and  to 
the  public. 

The  company  claims  the  business  done  at  that  point  will  not  just- 
ify the  employment  of  a  station  agent. 

Sections  two  and  three  of  the  Act  of  March  7,  1885,  provide  the 
penalty  for  a  violation  of  the  act,  and  directs  how  suit  shall  be  com- 
menced and  prosecuted. 
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The  matter  is  returned  to  you  as  the  county  attorney  for  such 
action  as  you  may  deem  proper  under  the  circumstances,  after  advis- 
ing with  the  people  interested  upon  the  points  made  by  the  company, 
why  they  should  not  now  be  called  upon  to  build  a  waiting  room  at 
Perley  station." 

We  have  not  been  advised  whether  suit  has  been  brought  or  not.

1  find  that  previous  to  the  new  tariff  we  had  a  special  rate  of  twenty - 
five  per  cent,  off  lumber  rates  for  fence  posts,  but  the  new  classifica- 
tion and  tariff  makes  them  the  same  as  lumber.  It  is  difficult,  as  you 
are  aware,  to  make  a  classification  that  shall  fairly  and  equitably,  per- 
haps, fit  each  individual  case,  but  the  new  classification  makes  a  large 
reduction,  although  in  this  particular  instance  the  rate  is  advanced* 
Taking  our  tariff  as  a  whole  I  would  estimate  that  the  reduction  is 
equal  to  ten  to  fifteen  per  cent,  on  the  entire  freight  traffic.  I  do  not 
know  what  relief  under  the  law  we  would  be  able  to  give  Mr.  Pickerd, 
but  I  believe  it  would  be  advisable  to  adjust  this  particular  item  so  the 
rate  will  be  no  higher  than  before.  I  have  asked  Mr.  Alexander  to 
confer  with  the  Northern  Pacific  to  try  and  get  this  in  line.  You  are 
aware,  of  course,  that  the  overcharge  is  as  high  relatively  on  the  other 
line  is  on  that  of  this  company.

Three-cent  passenger  rate. 

Commenced  May  19,  1887. 

On  May  19,  1887,  the  following  letter  was  sent  to  the  general  man- 
agers of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  and  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railroad  Companies:  "Dear Sir: — This  board  desires  to  have 
jour  company  show  cause,  if  any  there  be,  why  the  order  of  June  4, 
1886,  relative  to  passenger  rates,  should  not  now  be  applied  in  its 
terms  to  the  passenger  rates  on  your  lines  in  this  State.  This  order 
was  modified  June  29,  1886,  so  far  as  your  company  was  concerned, 
so  as  to  cover  round-trip  tickets  only.  It  is  now  proposed  to  change 
the  rate  of  fare  on  the  lines  of  your  company  in  Minnesota  so  that  the 
maximum  rate  shall  not  exceed  three  cents  per  mile  for  all  tickets  pur- 
chased before  entering  the  cars,  provided  that  you  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  carry  any  passenger  for  less  than  five  cents. 

If  you  desire  to  be  heard  upon  this  subject  the  board  will  hold  a  ses- 
sion on  the  fourteenth  day  of  June  next,  at  10  o'clock  a.  h.,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  any  statement  in  relation  to  this  subject  you  may 
wish  to  make." 

On  June  14th,  on  the  request  of  both  companies,  the  hearing  was 
postponed  to  June  17th  inst. 

On  June  17th  W.  P.  Clough,  as  attorney  for  these  companies,  ap- 
peared and  made  an  argument  why  the  order  should  not  issue,  and 
asked  that  the  companies  be  given  until  July  1st  next  in  which  time  to 
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file  statistics  showing  why  the  order  should  not  issue.     The  request 
was  granted. 

On  July  7th,  1887,  the  companies  were  notified,  through  their  attor- 
ney W.  P.  Clough,  that  these  statistics  had  not  yet  been  filed.  He 
replied  that  he  had  understood  he  was  to  have  until  the  total  business 
for  year  ending  June  30th  could  be  examined  and  tabulated,  but  that 
lie  would  fill  out  and  send  the  statement  as  soon  thereafter  as  pos* 
sible. 

On  July  14th  these  statistics  were  filed. 

On  Nor.  10,  1887,  the  commission,  after  examining  the  whole  mat- 
ter in  connection  with  the  annual  reports  of  the  companies  in  ques- 
tion for  the  year  ending  June  80,  1887,  issued  the  following  order: 

PASSENGER  RATES. 

The  St.  Paid,  Minneapolis  <&  Manitoba  Railway  Company — The  North* 
em  Pacific  Railroad  Company. 

On  the  fourth  day  of  June,  1886,  the  Board  of  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  issued  an  order  for 
the  purpose  of  inaugerating  a  policy  which  would  tend  to  abolish  dis- 
criminations that  existed  in  the  passenger  rates  in  this  State,  declar- 
ing that  in  its  judgment,  it  was  reasonable,  expedient,  and  proper 
that  the  railroad  companies  named  in  the  order  should  change  their 
rates  of  fare  for  the  transportation  of  passengers;  that  said  companies, 
should  not  charge  a  rate  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  all  tickets, 
purchased  before  entering  the  cars,  provided  that  no  railroad  com- 
pany should  be  required  to  carry  any  passenger  for  less  than  five 
cents,  the  order  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July, 
1886. 

By  the  freight  order  of  June  29,  1886,  in  view  of  the  decrease  in 
earnings  of  The  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company,, 
and  especially  in  view  of  the  reduction  in  freight  rates  by  said  com- 
pany,  the  board  deemed  it  expedient  to  modify  said  order  in  relation 
to  said  company  so  that  the  reduction  in  passenger  rates  should  cover 
round-trip  tickets  only. 

On  the  eighteenth  of  August,  1886,  a  similiar  modification  was. 
made  so  far  as  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  was  con- 
cerned. 

The  reasons  for  the  modification  of  this  order  as  applied  to  the  two 
companies  named,  no  longer  justify  this  commission  in  making  them 
an  exception  to  the  general  rule  which  applies  to  other  companies 
within  the  State  similarly  situated. 
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The  commission  considers  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  passen- 
ger rates  on  these  lines  of  road  should  be  made  uniform  with  the  rates 
now  in  force  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  as  established  by  the  order  of 
June.  4,  1886. 

The  commission  therefore  declares  that,  in  its  judgment,  it  is  reas- 
sonable  and  expedient  that  the  railroad  companies  herein  named,  to- 
wit :  The  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company,  and 
the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  do  change  their  rates  of  fare 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers;  that  said  companies  shall  not 
charge  a  rate  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  all  tickets  purchased 
before  entering  the  cars,  provided  that  said  companies  shall  not.  be 
required  to  carry  any  passenger  for  less  than  five  cents. 

Therefore  this  commission  reccommends  and  directs  that  you,  the 
St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company,  and  you,  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  shall  alter  and  change  your 
schedule  by  the  adoption  and  substitution  of  a  rate  not  exceeding 
three  cents  per  mile  for  all  passenger  tickets  purchased  before  enter- 
ing the  cars,  provided  that  you,  the  said  companies,  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  carry  any  passenger  for  less  than  five  cents.

At.  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of 
the  State  of  Minnesota,  held  at  the  capitol  building  in  St.  Paul,  Dec. 
21,  1886,  a  committee  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  city  of 
Minneapolis,  of  which  committee  J.  B.  Bassett  was  chairman,  appeared 
before  said  commission  and  made  a  complaint  that  the  charges  col- 
lected at  Minneapolis  by  the  railroads  and  transfer  companies  for 
transferring  cars  were  unreasonable  and  exhorbitant.  The  committee 
was  informed  that  the  matter  would  be  given  due  attention,  and  ad- 
vised to  file  in  the  meantime  written  statements  containing  the  ma* 
terial  facts. 

On  Jan.  27,  1887,  a  hearing  was  set  for  Feb  3, 1887,  at  2  p.m.,  the 
committee  being  notified  through  its  chairman,  Mr  J.  B.  Bassett,  of 
such  hearing,  and  the  following  letter,  sent  to  A.  Manvel,  general 
manager  St.  P.,  M.  &  M.  Ry. ;  John  S.  Pillsbury,  president  of  the 
Minneapolis  Eastern  Ry.  Co.,  and  W.  H.  Truesdale,  general  manager 
of  the  railway  transfer  Co.,  of  Minneapolis:  "  Dear  Sir: — The  busi- 
ness men  at  Minneapolis  make  complaint  to  this  office  that  exhorbit- 
ant transfer  charges  are  exacted  from  them  at  that  point.  The  mat- 
ter will  be  considered  by  this  board  next  Thursday,  Febuary  3d,  at  2 
p.  m.  Will  you  please  have  your  company  represented  at  that  meet- 
ing by  its  proper  officer  who  has  authority  in  such  matters.

February  3d,  at  2  p.  m.,  the  parties  notified  appeared,  but  the  com- 
mission postponed  the  hearing  until  February  17th,  at  10  a.  m.,  owing 
to  sickness  in  the  family  of  Commissioner  Becker. 
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Feb.  3, 1887,  J.  B.  Bassett,  chairman  of  committee,  filed  the  fol- 
lowing complaint  in  writing: 

"  Minneapolis,  Feb  3,  1887. 
To  the  Hon.  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners: 

Gjcntlembn: — Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  twenty -eighth  nit. 
we  make  the  following  complaint : 

First  —That  the  charges  for  handling  or  switching  cars  within  the  ' 
limits  of  this  city  are  excessive,  in  most  cases  $1.50  and  upwards. 
These  complaints  are  made  against  the  Chicago,  Mill waukee  &  St.  Paul, 
the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis,  Minneapolis  Transfer  Company,  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Company,  Minneapolis  Eastern  Com- 
pany, and  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  all  of  which 
charge  $1.50  for  handling  cars  except  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Manitoba,  which  charges  from  $1  to  $3  per  car. 

Second — Complaint  is  made  against  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis 
Railroad  Company  that  they  have  made  their  terminal  tracks  or  a  part 
of  them  into  a  separate  company,  and  make  separate  charges  for 
handling  cars  on  these  tracks.  ' 

Third — The  Chicago.  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Company  and  the  Chi- 
cago '  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Company  built  and  own  the 
Minneapolis  Eastern  Railroad  as  a  termininal  line  for  the  joint  use  of 
each  road,  hence  no  charge  should  be  made  for  the  handling  of  cars 
that  comes  in  or  goes  out  over  these  roads.

Feb.  17,  1887,  at  10  a.  m.  the  case  was  taken  up  and  the  representa- 
tives of  the  different  companies,  whom  complaint  was  made  against, 
m  well  as  the  committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  were  heard., 
The  commission  took  the  case  under  advisement,  it  beingjunderstood 
that  the  parties  complaining  and  the  roads  could  file  in  the  meantime 
additional  information. 

July  7, 1887,  after  giving  all  of  the  evidence  obtainable  careful  con* 
sideration,  the  following  order  was  issued  :  ' 

Whereas,  All  railroad  companies  owning  or  operating  terminal  or 
switching  facilities  at  or  within  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  in  said  State, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St  Paul  Railway 
Company,  pursuant  to  subdivision  ( d)  of  section  eight  of  an  act  enti- 
tled, "  An  act  to  regulate  common  carriers  and  creating  the  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  defining 
the  duties  of  such  commission  in  relation  to  common  carriers,"  ap- 
proved March  7,  1887,  have  filed  with  this  commission  copies  of  their 
several  schedules  of  rates  and  charges  for  switching  cars  on  their  re* 
spective  tracks  at  and  within  said  city  ;  and,  whereas,  it  appears  from 
said  schedules  that  the  rates  and«charges  made  by  said  companies  vary 
from  25  cents  per  car  for  empty  cars  to  two  dollars  per  car  for  loaded 
cars;  and,  whereas,  said  commission  after  due  and  careful. inquiry 
and  consideration,  do  find  that  each  and  every  charge  in  excess  of  on& 
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• 

dollar  per  car  for  switching  within  the  limits  of  said  city  of  Minne- 
apolis is  unreasonable  and  an  excessive  compensation  for  the  service 
performed.  Now,  therefore,  it  is  ordered  and  determined  by  this  com- 
mission, pursuant  to  the  authority  in  them  vested  by  the  aforesaid  leg- 
islative act,  that  all  such  schedules  be  changed  by  striking  therefrom 
all  charges  or  rates  in  excess  of  one  dollar  per  car  for  the  switching  or 
transfer  thereof,  and  inserting  in  room  of  the  words  or  figures  stricken 
out  the  word  one  dollar  or  the  appropriate  sign  or  figure  therefor. 

it  is  the  object  and  purpose  or  this  order  to  establish  one  dollar  as 
the  maximum  charge  for  the  switching  or  transfer  of  any  car  at  or 
within  the  limits  of  said  city,  without  regard  to  distance  or  the  kind 
of  goods  or  merchandise  with  which  the  car  so  switched  or  transferred 
may  be  loaded. 

July  8th  order  served  by  A.  E.  Teisberg,  clerk  of  commission 

July  9, 1887,  the  following  supplementary  notice  was  sent  each  com- 
pany :  As  supplement  to  the  order  of  July  7, 1887,  relative  to  switch- 
ing charges  at  Minneapolis,  the  commission  desires  to  add  that  said 
order  is  to  go  into  effect  on  the  fifteenth  instant. 

July  27, 1887,  the  case  was  turned  over  to  the  attorney  general  with 
instructions  to  take  steps  to  enforce  the  order.

or  to  adopt  the  same  as  recommended  and  directed  by  said  commission, 
ss  in  and  by  said  notice  and  order  you  were  recommended  and  required 
to  do,  and  do  still  so  neglect  and  refuse.  Now,  therefore,  we,  the  said

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  and  the 
Omaha  Company  took  out  a  temporary  injunction  in  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  on  the  grounds  that  the  switching  business  in   Minne- 
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apolis  was  largely  inter-state  business  and  therefore  the  commission 
had  no  jurisdiction,  but  Judge  Nelson  declined  to  make  it  permanent 
Following  is  his  decision  in  fall:

1.  Removal  of  Causes — Penalty  for  Obtaining — Constitutional  Law* 

Minnesota  act  of  March  9,  1885,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  foreign  corpor- 
ations doing  business  in  this  State,"  provides  that  in  suits  or  p  oceedings  aris- 
ing in  that  State  in  which  a  foreign  corporation  shall  be  a  party,  if  such  cor* 
poration  shall  make  application  to  remove  any  such  suit  into  a  federal  court 
it  shall  be  liable  to  certain  penalties.  Eeldy  that  the  act  is  repugnant  to  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  void,  as  being  designed  to  deprive  a 
citizen  of  another  State  of  the  right  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  a  federal  court. 

2.  CoBPOKATiOKS— Domestic  Character— Laws  Minn.  1881,  Ch.  231. 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  a  Wisconsin  corpo- 
ration, is  not  constituted  a  domestic  corporation  by  Laws  Minn.  1881,  <s.  221, 
which  authorizes  that  company  to  construct  and  operate  roads  in  Minnesota, 
provided  that  it  shall  be  deemed  a  domestic  corporation  in  all  proceedings 
upon  causes  of  action  arising  in  that  (State;  following  Mahoney  v.  Railtoayto.. 
21  Fed.  Kep.  817. 

3.  Constitutional  Law— Inter-State  Commerce—  Regulation  of  Switching 
Charges. 

Railroad  service  known  as  "  switching  "  is  lccal,  and  the  charge  made  for  it 
is  not  a  part  of  the  through  rate  fixed  beforehand,  and  has  no  reference  to 
inter-state  shipment,  but  may  be  regulated  by  a  commission  appointed  under  a 
State  act  by  virtue  of  the  police  power  of  the  State. 

4.  Same. 

If  railroad  service  known  as  "  switching  "  be  an  act  of  inier-Btate  commerce, 
the  price  to  be  charged  for  it  may  nevertheless  be  regulated  by  a  commission 
appointed  under  a  State  act,  as  such  regulation  would  not  refer  to  the  carry- 
ing of  freight  outside  the  limits  of  the  State. 

5.  Same— Regulation  of   Switching   c  hargee— Compulsory   Proceedings- 
Due  Process  of  Law. 

The  compelling  of  a  railroad  company  to  comply  with  an  order  regulating 
rates  made  by  a  commission  appointed  under  the  Minnesota  act  of  March  7, 
18b7,  for  regulating  eommon  carriers,  is  a  due  process  of  law,  and  in  such  a 
case  the  company  cannot  be  heard  to  complain  that  the  act  of  the  commis- 
sioners operated  to  take  the  property  of  the  company  for  public  uses  without 
process  of  law. 

On  motion  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  defendants,  George  L.  Beck- 
er, Horace  Austin  and  John  L.  Gibbs,  as  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  from  enforcing  a  certain  order 
directed  to  the  complainants,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Rail- 
way Company,  made  by  said  commission  for  regulating  the  rates  to  be 
charged  for  switching  in  the  city  of  Minneapolis. 

Flandreau,  Squires  &  Cutcheon,  for  complainants. 

Nelson,  J.  This  suit  is  brought  by  the  complainant  against  the 
railroad  commissioners  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  a  motion  is 
made  for  an  injunction  on  the  bill  of  complaint  and  supporting  affi- 
davits to  restrain  the  defendants  from  enforcing  an  order  made  by  them 
fixing  the  maximum  charge  for  certain  services  rendered  in  the  city  of 
Minneapolis  called  "switching." 
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The  bill  of  complaint  is  as  follows,  in  substance  :  First,  It  alleges 
that  the  complainant  is  a  railway  corporation  created,  organized  and 
existing  bv  and  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin.  That 
said  defendants  compose  and  are  a  body  politic,  created  under  an  act 
of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  approved  March  7,  188?, 
and  entitled  "  An  act  to  regulate  common  carriers,  and  creating  the 
fiailroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and 
defining  the  duties  of  such  commission  in  relation  to  common  car- 
riers," and  that  said  defendants  are  vested  with  all  the  powers  granted 
by  said  act,  and  none  other.  The  biU  then  sets  out  that  the  complain- 
ant has  constructed  and  owns  a  railroad  from  Chicago  to  Minneapolis, 
Minnesota,  with  many  other  lines  running  through  other  states  and 
territories,  and  is  a  common  carrier  of  passengers  and  freight ;  that  at 
Minneapolis  it  is  compelled,  in  the  ordinary  transaction  of  its  duties 
and  business,  to  receive  and  deliver  many  cars  from  and  to  shippers 
■of  freight,  and  from  and  to  other  railroads,  many  of  which  pass 
through  said  city,  and  are  also  common  carriers  ;  that  in  the  receipt 
and  delivery  of  such  cars  it  is  compelled  to  move  them  short  and  long 
distances,  and  take  them  out  of  the  trains  of  cars  and  put  them  into 
other  trains  of  cars,  destined  for  other  points,  and  to  deliver  them  to 
consignees  of  freight,  and  receive  them  from  shippers  of  freight,  all 
of  which  requires  many  movements  of  such  cars  by  the  aid  and  use 
of  locomotive  engines,  and  many  men  engaged  in  such  service  ;  that 
such  work  is  known  as  and  called  "  switching,"  and  is  usually  per- 
formed in  and  about  the  yards  and  terminal  grounds  of  complainant, 
but  in  many  cases  requires  such  cars  to  be  moved  and  hauled  to  con- 
•iderable  distances  outside  of  and  beyond  such  yards  and  terminal 
grounds,  and  over  other  tracks  of  complainant  and  of  other  railroad 
companies;  that  to  enable  this  switching  to  be  properly  and  satisfac- 
torily performed  complainant  has  built  many  railroad  tracks  in  and 
about  said  city  of  Minneapolis,  and  provided  many  locomotives,  and 
employs  many  crews  of  men,  and  has  provided  and  furnished  large 
yards  and  terminal  grounds,  and  many  other  instrumentalities  neces- 
sary, all  of  which  involve  and  continuallyjiecessitate  the  expenditure 
of  very  large  sums  of  money  ;  that  for  the  performance  of  this  switch- 
ing work  the  complainant  has  always  charged  a  reasonable  and  fair 
compensation  to  those  for  whom  said  work  was  done,  to- wit,  $1.50  per 
ear,  and  never  charged  more  than  a  reasonable  and  fair  compensation 
therefor  ;  that  the  said  defendants  on  the  seventh  day  of  Julv,  1387, 
acting  as  such  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners  of  the  State  of 
'  Minnesota,  in  the  exercise  of  a  pretended  power  and  authority  claimed 
by  them  to  be  conferred  upon  this  commission  by  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota,  but,  as  complainant  asserts  and  avers,  without  any 
piwer,  right,  authority,  or  jurisdiction  whatever,  issued  an  order  which 
is  in  the  words  and  figures  following  ;  that  is  to  say. 

"STATE  OF  MINNESOTA, 
Office  of  Warehouse  a  Railroad  Commission, 

St.  Paul,  July  7,  1887. 


To  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul* Railway  Company: 

JWheraasJ  all  railroad  companies  owning  and  operating  terminal 
u[  switching  facilities  at  or  within  the  city  of  Minneapolis  within 
h.<  3;  ate,  with   the  exception  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
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Railway  company,  pursuant  to  subdivision  (d)  of  section  8  of  an  act 
entitled  ''An  act  to  regulate  common  carriers,  and  creating  the  Rail- 
road and  Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  de- 
fining the  duties  of  such  commission  in  relation  to  common  carriers," 
apfroved  March  7,  1887,  have  filed  with  this  commission  copies  of 
their  several  schedules  of  rates  and  charges  for  swichiugcarson  their 
respective  tracks  at  and  within  said  city;  and  whereas,  it  appears 
frem  the  said  schedules  that  the  rates  and  charges  made  by  said  com- 
panies vary  from  :  5  cents  per  car  for  empty  cars  to  $2  per  car  for 
loaded  cars;  and  whereas,  said  commission,  after  due  and  careful  in- 
quiry and  consideration,  do  find  that  each  and  every  charge  in  excess  of 
$1  per  car  for  switching  within  the  limits  of  said  city  of  Minneapolis  is 
unreasonable  and  excessive  compensation  for  the  service  performed: 
now,  therefore,  it  is  ordered  and  determined  by  this  commission,  pur- 
suant to  the  authority  in  them  vested  by  the  aforesaid  legislative  act, 
that  all  such  schedules  be  changed  by  striking  therefrom  all  charges 
or  rates  in  excess  of  $1  per  car  for  the  switching  or  transfer  thereof, 
and  inserting  in  room  of  the  words  and  figures  stricken  out  the  words 
"one  dollar,  '  or  the  appropriate  sign  and  figure  therefor.  It  is  the 
object  and  purpose  of  this  order  to  establish  $1  as  the  maximum  charge 
for  the  Switching  or  transfer  of  any  car  at  or  within  the  limits  of  said 
city,  without  regard  to  distance,  or  the  kind  of  goods  or  merchandise 
with  which  the  car  so  switched  or  transferred  may  be  loaded. 

By  Order  of  the  Commission." 

The  complainant  further  alleges  that  the  defendants  claim  and  in- 
sist, and  will  attempt  to  enforce  their  claim  against  the  complainant; 
and  that  the  charges  made  and  fixed  by  the  defendants  for  these  ser- 
vices are  utterly  inadequate  to  compensate  the  complainant  for  the 
performance  of  such  switching  services.  They  further  allege  that 
they  have  procured  appliances  and  instrumentalities  for  this  switch- 
ing work,  and  that,  if  said  order  were  enforced,  it  would  amount  to  a 
confiscation  and  destruction  of  said  tracks,  appliances,  yards,  instru- 
mentalities, so  procured  for  the  purpose  of  switching,  and  would 
damage  this  complainant  nftny  thousands  of  dollars;  further,  that  it 
would  involve  complainants  in  numerous  lawsuits,  and  would  hinder 
and  obstruct  the  complainant  in  the  performance  of  its  duties  to  the 
public  as  a  common  carrier.  They  also  allege  that  fully  three-fourths 
of  all  such  switching  done  by  the  complainant  is  of  cars  to  be  trans- 
ported to  other  states,  and  that  this  is  an  act  of  inter-state  com- 
merce, subject  to  the  control  of  Congress  alone. 

A  plea  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  court  is  interposed  by  defendants, 
and  an  answer  has  been  filed  by  the  commissioners  denying  substan- 
tially all  the  allegations  in  complainant's  bill. 

The  plea  to  the  jurisdiction,  alleging  as  a  reason  for  a  dismissal  of 
the  bill  of  complainant  that  the  complainant,  by  virtue  of  the  act  of 
the  Minnesota  legislature  (Laws  1881,  p.  782),  is  a  domestic  corpora- 
tion, cannot  prevail.  This  court  in  the  case  of  Mahoney  vs.  Railway 
Co.,  21  Fed.  Rep  ,  817,  on  a  motion  to  remand,  considered  the  act  of 
the  legislature  referred  rto,  and  held  that  it  did  not  create  a  domestic 
corporation,  and  "  that  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  Ry.  Co.,  which  was  a  Wis- 
consin corporation,  was  still  one." 

The  plea  is  not  sustained.  But  it  is  urged  on  the  argument,  in  op- 
position to  the  motion  for  an  injunction,  that  the  complainant  is  a  do* 
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mestic  corporation  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  the  Minnesota  legislature 
approved  March  9,  1885.  This  act  applies  to  all  foreign  corporations, 
and  is  intended  to  apply  to  this  complainant.  The  act  is  entitled  "  An 
act  relating  to  foreign  corporations  doing  business  in  this  State." 

**  Section  I.  Where  by  the  general  or  special  laws  of  this  State  re- 
lating, or  in  any  way  appertaining,  to  any  foreign  corporation,  it  is 
provided,  in  substance  or  effect  that  in  suits  and  proceedings  upon 
causes  of  action  arising  in  this  State  iu  which  such  corporation  shall 
be  a  party,  such  corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  domestic  corpo- 
ration, it  is  hereby  provided  that,  if  such  corporation  shall  make  ap- 
plication to  remove  any  such  suit  or  proceeding  into  the  United  States 
circuit  or  district  or  federal  court,  it  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  for 
each  application  so  made,  and  for  each  offense  committed  in  making 
such  application/' 

The  second  section  provides  that  in  addition  to  the  said  penalty, 
such  corporation  shall  forfeit  all  right  to  transact  business  within  this 
State,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $1,000  nor  more 
than  $10  000  per  day,  for  each  and  every  day  that  it  shall  do  business 
within  this  State  after  such  forfeiture.  Sections  three  and  four  pro* 
ride  for  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  or  permit  upon  which  business  may 
be  done,  and  provide  for  penalties  to  be  imposed  in  case  such  corpora- 
tion remove  any  case  from  the  State  to  the  federal  court.  This  applies 
also  to  insurance  companies.     Sectio  i  six  reads  as  follows: 

"  No  foreign  corporation  now  or  hereafter  doing  business  in  this 
State  shall  have,  possess,  or  exercise  any  right,  privileges,  or  immu- 
nities, not  possessed  by  domestic  corporations;  but,  unless  otherwise 
§rovided  by  law,  shall  in  all  respects  be  deemed,  if  it  remain  in  this 
tate  for  sixty  days  next  ensuing  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  be  a 
domestic  corporation,  and  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and 
immunities  of  domestic  corporations,  subject  to  all  the  laws  of  this 
State  which  are  now  in  force,  or  may  hereafter  be  enacted." 

The  next  section  provides  for  penalties  for  violation  of  the  preceding 
section;  provides  for  the  revocation  of  any  license  or  certificate  that 
has  been  given  to  foreign  corporations,  if  they  transact  any  business 
after  the  revocation  of  said  license  or  certificate;  also  provides  that  no 
foreign  corporation  shall  seek  the  federal  courts  in  any  suit,  under 
penalty  of  having  its  license  revoked  and  being  liable  to  a  fine  as  con- 
tained in  section  one. 

Previous  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  complainant  had  for  years 
maintained  and  operated  a  railway  in  the  State  of  Minnesota  by  li- 
cense, and  it  had  acquired,  by  consent  of  the  State,  property  and  fran- 
chises of  existing  railroads,  and  had  been  required  as  early  as  1872  to 
connect  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul  two  of  its  roads  thus  obtained  as  its 
road  in  St.  Paul,  and  other  roads  traversing  westwardly  to  the  State 
line  had  been  purchased  with  the  sanction  of  the  State,  and  other  vast 

WIvileges  had  been  granted.  Tts  charter  is  obtained  from  the  State  of 
isconsin,  and  there  is  no  contract  between  the  company  and  this 
State  by  virtue  of  which  it  derived  corporate  rights  on  condition  that 
it  became  a  domestic  corporation.  Yet  by  this  legislative  act  of  1885, 
after  it  had  operated  its  railway  for  years  in  the  State  of  Minnesota, 
and  invested  large  amounts  of  money,  not  merely  by  tacit  consent  but 
by  express  legislative  sanction,  it  is  declared  to  be  a  domestic  corpo- 
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ration,  as  a  penalty  for  remaining  and  transacting  business  in  the  State. 
While  a  corporation  is  a  citizen  of  the  State  in  which  it  is  created,  it 
is  not  entitled  to  recognition  as  an  absolute  right  in  anv  other  State, 
and  conditions  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  can  be  imposed  by  another  State  which  recognizes  it;  but  its 
right  to  sue  in  the  federal  court  depends  alone  upon  the  federal  con- 
stitution, and  no  State  law  can  restrict  it.  This  is  a  constitutional 
privilege — an  absolute  right— and  any  State  law  which  would  limit  it, 
and  which  provides  that  it  is  unlawful  for  a  foreign  corporation  to 
seek  the  federal  court  in  pursuance  of  the  constitutional  privilege,  is 
repugnant  to  that  instrument,  and  is  void.  The  purpose  of  this  State 
law  of  1885  manifestly  is  to  interfere  with  the  jurisdiction  of  the  fed- 
eral  court,  and  as  a  condition  of  transacting  business  in  Minnesota,  it 
deprives  the  foreign  corporation  of  its  constitutional  privilege  by  de- 
claring it  a  domestic  corporation  if  it  remains  in  the  btate  sixty  days 
after  the  passage  of  the  act.  The  first  section  of  the  act  announces  its 
purpose,  and  penalties  are  fixed  in  other  sections;  indeed,  in  nearly 
every  part  of  the  act  the  purpose  is  distinctly  expressed  to  interfere 
with  the  jurisdiction  of  the  federal  court.  It  is  not  possible  to  sepa- 
rate the  statute  into  parts  and  find  a  section  which  does  not  avow  that 
the  purpose  and  object  of  the  act  is  to  prevent  foreign  corporations 
transacting  business  in  the  State  of  Minnesota  from  exercising  a  priv- 
ilege conferred  upon  them  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States.  The  act  is  an  attempt  to  oust  the  jurisdiction  of  the  federal 
court  and  to  compel  a  foreign  corporation  without  an  election  in  fact, 
to  become  a  citizen  of  the  State,  and  to  force  it  to  abandon  the  bene- 
fit contemplated  by  the  federal  constitution.  This  statute  falls  within 
the  decisions  of  the  United  States  supreme  court  in  the  cases  of  Insur- 
ance Co.  vs.  Morse,  20  Wall.  445;  Doyle  vs.  Insurance  Co.,  94  U.  S. 
535;  Barron  vs.  Burnside,  121  U.  S.  186,  7  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  931.  The 
statute  makes  the  right  of  a  foreign  corporation  doing  business  in  the 
State  dependent  upon  its  consent  to  forfeit  its  constitutional  privilege. 
Such  a  statute  is  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  is  void 

This  brings  me  to  the  principal  question  involved  in  this  contro- 
versy. It  is  claimed  by  the  complainant  that  the  order  of  the  com- 
mission set  up  in  the  bill  is  a  regulation  of  inter-state  commerce,  and 
imposes  no  obligation  to  obey  it,  and  consequently  the  attempted  en- 
forcement should  be  restrained.  The  supporting  affidavits  show  that 
the  cars  switched  by  the  complainant  in  the  majority  of  cases  are 
loaded  with  goods  and  merchandise  destined  to  points  outside  the  lim- 
its of  the  State  of  Minnesota.  The  complainant  alleges  that  three 
fourths  of  the  traffic  is  inter-state  commerce.  If  this  is  so,  it  is  not 
important  The  underlying  question  presented  is,  does  the  order  of 
the  State  commission  regulate  inter -state  commerce?  I  find  no  war- 
rant for  the  claim  advanced  that  it  is  an  interference  with,  or  regula- 
tion of,  inter-state  commerce,  and  encroaches  upon  the  powers  of  the 
federal  government.  It  is  true  that  the  loaded  cars  switched  contain 
freight  to  be  transported  to  other  states,  or  received  from  other 
states,  as  well  as  local  freight  for  or  from  points  within  the  State  of 
Minnesota;  but  unless  the  switching  service  is  performed  by  the  com- 
plainant, and  cars  are  transferied  from  a  shipper's  warehouse  or  mill 
to  be  transported  out  of  the  State  over  a  line  of  railway  other  than 
its  own,  no  charge  is  made.     The  case  presented  is  this:      In  order  to

afford  facilities  to  shippers,  the  complainant  has  constructed  short 
lines  of  road,  or  sidetracks  or  switches,  so  called,  from  its  yard  or 
depot,  or  main  lines,  running  over  and  across  the  streets  and  high* 
ways  to  the  various  mills  and  manufacturing  establishments  in  the 
•city  of  Minneapolis;  and  its  switches  are  so  built  as  to  enable  it  to 
take  cars  from  the  shippers  at  the  mills  and  deliver  them  to  other 
lines  of  railway,  or  deliver  cars  to  consignees  received  by  it  from 
other  roads.  When  this  service  is  performed,  and  the  cars  are  to  be 
F  transported  from  the  city  of  Minneapolis  over  other  roads,  and  when 
,  tare  coming  into  that  city  over  other  roads  are  taken  by  the  com- 
plainant over  its  own  switches,  and  delivered  to  other  roads  or  to  con- 
signees,'a  charge  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  car  is  exacted  for 
this  switching  service  rendered,  which  is  claimed  to  be  reasonable 
and  just;  but  if  the  cars  are  to  be  transported  over-its  own  line  to  the 
point  of  destination,  or  come  into  the  city  over  complainant's  main 
road,  the  service  is  free,  and  this  separate  and  distinct  charge,  when 
made,  is  only  for  this  local  switching.  This  charge  is  not  a  part  of 
the  through  rate  fixed  and  determined  beforehand,  and  has  no  refer- 
ence to  inter-state  shipment.  The  transportation  of  ca^p  over  the 
switches  from  the  warehouses  or  mills  to  the  depot,  or  from  the  depot 
tothese  mills,  can  be  regulated  in  many  respects  by  the  commission- 
en,  and  the  rate  for  performing  the  service  fixed  by  virtue  of  the  po- 
lice power  of  the  State,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  carriage  by  dray 
per  load  or  distance  is  established  for  the  public  good.  And  I  see  no 
difference  in  the  principle  to  be  applied  in  such  cases,  although,  inci- 
dentally, they  may  be  connected  with  inter-state  commerce.  The 
service  is  local  and  there  is  nothing  upon  the  face  of  the  order  of  the 
commissioners  indicating  that  it  is  intended  to  regulate  inter-state 
commerce.  Even  if  it  is  conceded  that  this  carrying  of  freight  over 
the  switches  is  an  act  of  inter-state  commerce,  it  does  not  necessarily 
follow  that  the  order  of  the  commission  affecting  this  traffic  is  in 
violation  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.  It  is  not  every 
act  that  affects  such  commerce  that  amounts  to  a  regulation  of  it; 
and  this  order  fixing  the  price  per  car  for  service  rendered,  and  to 
which  the  order  applies,  is  not  related  to  the  contract  for  carrying  the 
freight  outside  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  is  not  a  part 
of  it. 

It  is  urged  that  the  charge  fixed  by  the  commission  is  less  than  the 
coat  of  the  service  rendered,  and  that  the  act  of  the  commissioners  is 
*  taking  of  private  property  for  public  use  without  just  compensation, 
and  without  due  process  of  law.  The  act  of  1887  provides  that  when 
the  rates  are  fixed  by  the  commission,  if  the  company  do  not  obey  it 
within  ten  days,  proceedings  by  mandamus  can  be  instituted  by  the 
commissioners  to  compel  the  railroad  company  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  act  in  regard  to  posting  in  their  several  depots  the 
prices  and  rates  fixed  by  the  commission  :  and  if  such  proceeding  is 
not  instituted  by  the  commissioners  within  ten  days,  the  corporation 
feeling  itself  aggrieved  thereby  may  take  an  appeal  to  the  district  court 
of  the  State ;  and  when  the  appeal  is  taken,  and  proceedings  are 
brought  in  the  district,  it  may  be  proceeded  with  as  a  civil  action. 
This  is  due  process  of  law.  The  bill  and  affidavits  introduced  by  com- 
plainant tend  to  show  that  the  rate  fixed  bv  the  commission  is  less 
than  the  cost  of  service,  and  should  not  be  enforced,  but  the  answer 
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of  the  defendant  denies  it.  A  question  is  thus  presented  which  I  shall 
not  determine  upon  this  motion,  but  leave  it  until  the  final  hearing. 

The  motion  for  a  preliminary  injunction  is  denied,  and  the  restrain- 
ing order  vacated. 

The  case  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railroad  Company 
against  the  defendants  is  substantially  the  same,  and  the  same  order 
will  be  entered.

Various  Shippers  in  All  Parts  op  the  State 

vs. 

All  Railroad  Companies. 

Excessive  rates  on  small  packages. 

Filed  in  August,  1887. 

On  Aug.  31,  1887,  the  commission  sent  the  following  circular  letter 
to  all  railroad  companies  doing  business  in  the  State:  "This  com- 
mission is  id  receipt  of  numerous  complaints,  and  from  almost  every 
section  of  the  State,  that  the  adoptiou  by  the  railroad  companies  of 
this  State  of  that  provision  of  the  joint  western  classification  which 
provides:  'The  minimum  charge  shall  be  second  class  rates  for  100 
pounds  (but  in  no  case  shall  the  charge  be  less  than  25  cents)'  works 
a  great  hardship  upon  parties  who  find  it  necessary  or  convenient  to 
order  or  receive  small  packages  over  the  roads  as  freight,  and  the  com- 
plainants urgently  petition  that  the  classification  and  rates  generally 
in  vogue  on  such  packages  on  the  railways  before  the  recent  change 
should  be  restored. 

"  We  interpret  subdivision  (e)  of  section  8  of  chapter  10  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  1887,  to  authorize  the  commission  to  change  or  modify, 
on  its  own  motion  and  without  notice  or  hearing,  'any  part  of  the 
tariff  of  rates,  fares,  charges  or  classifications'  of  any  railway  com- 
pany doing  business  in  the  State,  whenever  it  finds  them  to  be  'in 
any  respect  unequal  or  unreasonable.'  But  as  the  rule  complained 
of  has  been  adopted  and  is  in  use,  we  understand,  by  all  railroads,  we 
think  it  best  that  they  be  heard,  if  they  &o  desire,  as  well  as  other  in- 
terested parties,  before  any  further  action  be  taken  in  the  premises. 

Wherefore,  it  is  ordered  that  all  parties  desiring  to  be  heard  by  this 
commission  on  the  matter  in  question  do  be  and  appear  before  them 
at  their  office  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul  on  Wednesday,  the  seventh  day 
of  September,  inst  (at  10  a.  m.),  and  they  shall  be  heard." 

At  the  meeting  thus  called  representatives  of  the  different  roads  thus 
involved  appeared;  while  they  did  not  object  to  changing  the  rule  a* 
far  as  their  revenues  were  concerned,  they  thought  it  was  bad  policy  to 
have  a  different  rule  in  Minnesota  from  what  obtained  in  other  States. 
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The  tendency  was  now  towards  uniform  classification  throughout  the 
whole  country,  the  Joint  Western  Classification  being  adopted  by 
fifty-six  roads,  including  all  the  roads  doing  business  in  this  State.  It 
was  also  their  experience  that  most  of  their  losses  occurred  from  the 
small  package  business,  and  they  would  much  prefer  to  have  that  class 
of  freight  go  by  express. 

However,  the  Committee  of  the  Joint  Western  Classification  would 
meet  in  October  and  the  matter  would  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  that  committee  with  a  view  of  having  the  desired  change  made,  and 
the  hearing  was  adjourned  until  the  commission  should  hear  the  result 
of  said  meeting.  It  should  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth  road  had  not  adopted  the  rule  objected  to,  and  that  the 
short  mileage  of  the  Wisconsin  Central  line  made  their  charge  on 
small  packages  only  twenty -five  cents  within  the  limits  of  the  State. 

On  November  2d  the  commission  was  informed  by  Mr.  Hannaford, 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  road,  that  the  Classification  Committee  re- 
ferred to  above*  had  not  been  able  to  come  to  an  agreement  in  this 
matter  during  that  October  meeting.  A  new  meeting  would  be  held 
in  St.  Louis  on  November  9th.  and  he  would  again  bring  the  matter 
up. 

On  November  18th  we  were  informed  by  Mr.  Moore,  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  road  that  no  agreement  had  been  reached  at  the  St.  Louis 
meeting  relative  to  the  matter,  and  they  had  now  decided  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  roads  interested  in  Minnesota  in  order  to  come  to  an 
agreement  that  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  commission  and  people  of 
Minnesota. 

In  order  to  hasten  action  in  the  matter,  the  commission,  on  Decem- 
ber 8th,  sent  the  following  circular  letter  to  all  freight  agents  of  roads 
doing  business  in  Minnesota : 

"  Dbab  Sib: — Referring  to  yours  of  November  18th  concerning  the 
probability  of  a  change  in  the  present  classification  of  '  small  parcels ' 
oy  the  joint  co-operation  of  all  the  railway  companies  doing  business 
in  the  State,  we  have  to  say  that  it  would  give  the  commission  a  great 
pleasure  if  what  is  to  them  a  very  troublesome  subject  should  be  dis- 
posed of  in  that  manner.  But  feeling  that  a  result  (if  ever  attained), 
depending  upon  the  co-operation  of  so  many  companies,  will  consume 
a  great  deal  of  time,  and  being  thoroughly  convinced  that  the  present 
system  is  unjust  and  burdensome  to  many  small  shippers,  we  feel  it 
oar  duty  to  say  to  all  the  roads  interested  that  it  is  our  purpose  to  re- 
cast the  schedules  of  the  various  companies,  touching  the  classification 
of  small  parcels,  by  the  commencement  of  the  new  year,  should  not 
they  in  tne  meantime  voluntarily  make  the  change  required." 

In  response  to  this  last  circular,  the  St.  P.,  M.  &  M.  and  the  N.  P » 
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roads  issued  the  following  circular:  "Taking  effect  December  19th, 
Rule  13  of  Western  Classification  No.  3  is  amended  as  follows :  The 
•minimum  charge  to  be  twenty -five  cents  per  lot  or  single  shipment 
carried  between  points  in  State  of  Minnesota  and  Territory  of  Dakota, 
or  exchange  business  between  Minnesota  and  Dakota." 

The  M.  &  P.  from  same  date  make  the  following  rule :  "  From  this 
date,  small  packages  will  be  charged  at  actual  weight  and  at  the  rate 
per  100  pounds  for  the  respective  classes,  but  no  single  shipment  will 
be  taken  for  any  distance  at  less  than  twenty -five  cents  " 

On  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  road  the  rule  from  January  1,  1888,  will  be : 
"No  shipment  will  be  taken  at  less  than  100  pounds  at  the  class  to 
which  it  belongs,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  charge  be  less  than  twenty - 
iive  cents." 

The  other  ailroads  in  the  state  have  adopted  practically  the  same 
jrule.

APPLICATIONS  FOR  RELIEF  FROM  THE  OPERATION  OF 
CERTAIN  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  ACT  OF  MARCH  7,  1887, 
ACTED  UPON  BY  THE  COMMISSION. 
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Application  of  J.  M.  Hannaford,  Traffic  Manager  of  the  N.  P.  R. 
R.,  and  Averill,  Carpenter  &  Co.,  St.  Paul,  for  continuance  of 
special  rate  on  paper  from  Fergus  Falls  to  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis. 

Piled  April  7, 1887. 

At  a  session  of  the  commission  held  at  St.  Paul  April  7,  1887,  a 
written  communication  was  received  from  J.  M.  Hannaford,  traffic 
manager  ot  the  N.  P.  R.  R.v  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

Northern  Paoifio  Railroad  Co., 

Traffic  Manager's  Office, 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  April  5, 1887. 

Honorable  Board  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners,  St.  Paul, 
Minnesota% 

Gentlemen:    Inclosed  I  hand  you  a  communication  from  Messrs. 
>  Averill,  Carpenter  &  Co.,  requesting  the  continuation  of  a  special 
rate  from  Fergus  Falls  to  St.  Paul  on  the  surplus  product  of  the 
paper  mill  located  at  that  point  and  operated  in  their  interests. 

With  your  authority  to  do  so  we  will  continue  the  rate  of  twelve 
and  one-half  cents  per  cwt.  on  the  product  of  this  mill  from  Fergus 
Falls  to  St.  Paul.  This  mill  was  erected  before  any  rate  was  ob- 
tained. I  do  not  feel  that  the  rate  which  we  have  made  them  would 
cover  the  actual  cost  of  handling  this  business,  when  considered  by 
itself,  but  there  are  indirect  benefits  in  the  way  of  transportation  o 
fuel,  etc.,  which  make  it  just  possible  to  do  this,  and  without  it  the 
mill  must  be  closed.  Very  respectfully  yours, 

J.  M  Hannaford,  Traffic  Manager. 

The  communication  from  Messrs.  Averill,  Carpenter  &  Co.,  alluded 
to  in  Mr.  Hannaford's  letter,  substantially  alleges  the  same  state  of 
facts  stated  by  Mr.  Hannaford. 

Notice  was  then  issued  by  the  commission,  citing  the  parties  inter- 
ested to  appear  before  them  at  their  office  in  St.  Paul,  on  April  14th, 
and  show  cause,  if  any  they  had,  why  they  should  have  authority 
from  this  commission  to  charge  less  for  a  longer] than  for  a  shorter  dis- 
tance, in  the  particular  case  named. 

At  the  time  designated  for  such  hearing  Mr  Hannaford  appeared  on 
the  part  of  the  railroad  company,  and  Gen.  John  T.  Averill  represent- 
ing Averill,  Carpenter  ft  Co. 

Upon  such  hearing  it  was  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  that  a  mill 
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was  erected  at  Fergus  Falls,  Minn.,  several  years  since,  for  the  manu- 
facture of  building  and  a  cheap  grade  of  wrapping  paper;  that  after 
being  operated  for  a  time  the  mill  was  closed,  there  not  being  suffi- 
cient home  demand  for  its  products,  and  the  regular  rates  charged  for 
railroad  transportation  to  wholesale  and  distributing  points  being 
greater  than  so  cheap  a  grade  of  paper  could  stand  and  be  able  to  com- 
pete with  the  same  grades  of  paper  brought  into  St.  Paul,  Minneapo- 
lis &  Duluth  from  the  East  and  South,  at  lower  rates  of  transportation  -r 
that  after  the  mill  had  been  closed  for  a  time,  and  its  proprietors  had 
abandoned  the  expectation  of  being  able  to  operate  it  to  advantage, 
Messrs.  Averill,  Carpenter  &  Go.  of  St.  Paul  arranged  with  the  railroad 
company  for  a  special  rate  of  12J  cents  per  100  pounds  by  the  carload, 
on  the  product  of  the  mill  from  Fergus  Falls  to  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis, and  agreed  with  the  owners  of  the  mill  to  take  the  whole  out- 
put at  a  stated  price.  This  was  about  two  years  ago,  and  the  N.  P. 
R  R.  have  carried  this  paper  for  the  rate  mentioned  and  between  said 
points  ever  since,  or  until  the  enactment  of  the  railroad  law  of  last 
winter.  The  operation  of  this  mill  gives  employment  to  quite  a  num- 
ber of  people;  it  gives  a  market  for  straw  which  otherwise  would  be 
worthless;  and  as  the  same  quality  of  paper  can  be  laid  down  at  St# 
Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  at  as  cheap  (and  in  some  instances  at 
cheaper  rates)  from  mills  located  outside  of  the  State,  the  commission 
on  May  3,  1887,  "  granted  the  application,  subject  to  modifications  or 
revocation  by  the  commission  at  any  time,  upon  further  hearing  or 
otherwise,  the  said  common  carriers  (the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad 
Company)  is  hereby  released  from  the  operation  of  the  sixth  section  of 
Chapter  ten,  General  Laws  of  1887,  so  far  as  the  surplus  products  of 
the  mill  in  question  are  concerned,  and  in  the  transportation  of  tl>e  sur- 
plus product  from  said  mill  to  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  until 
further  order  or  direction  of  the  commission." 

Early  in  July  a  protest  against  this  special  rate  was  received  from 
the  president  of  the  Minneapolis  Straw  Board  &  Paper  Co.,  B.  F.  Nel- 
son, president ;  James  W.  Bishop  &  Co.  and  Janey,  Semple  &  Co. 

A  new  hearing  was  held  on  July  20th,  and  on  July  28th  the  com- 
mission declined  to  change  the  order  heretofore  made  in  the  case. 

"  The  evidence  produced  before  the  commission  shows  a  rate  on  this 
manufactured  article  from  Chicago  mills  of  fifteen  cents  per  hundred 
pounds ;  from  various  points  in  Iowa,  known  as  the  '  Burlington 
group,'  at  fourteen  and  one-half  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  and  from 
Decorah,  Iowa,  to  the  same  points  at  twelve  cents  per  hundred  pounds. 
If  the  special  rate  from]Fergus  Falls  is  disallowed  and  the  old  rate  re-

stored  the  result  will  be  to  close  the  mill  at  Fergus  Falls  without  any 
corresponding  benefit  to  the  Minneapolis  mills."

The  following  is  the  application  and  reply  of  the  commission: 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  May  14, 1887. 

Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners,  State  of 
Minnesota,  St.  Paul,  Minn., 

Gentlemen:  We  are  in  receipt  of  numerous  distance  tariffs  issued 
by  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha,  and  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee &  St.  Paul  Railway  Companies,  giving  a  new  set  of  rates  in 
the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  taking  effect  May  7th. 

We  find  that  the  application  of  these  tariffs  will  make  lower  rates* 
to  numerous  common  points  with  our  companies,  and  to  a  large  terri- 
tory tributary  to  the  same,  than  we  make;  and  according  to  our  in- 
terpretation of  the  State  law  it  requires  ten  days'  notice  before  even 
a  reduction  in  rates  can  be  made. 

We  therefore  ask  your  honorable  body,  if  you  haye  the  authority  to 
do  so,  to  authorize  our  companies  to  publish  tariffs  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment  meeting  these  rates.  In  no  case  will  this  result  in 
raising  a  rate  above  the  present  tariffs,  but  will,  in  many,  instances, 
nuke  large  reductions,  running  from  5  to  20  per  cent,  and  over,  on 
merchandise. 

Unless  we  are  so  authorized,  it  will  be  the  first  of  June  before  we 
can  put  the  new  tariffs  into  effect,  and  in  the  meantime  great  injustice 
will  be  done  to  merchants  and  shippers  on  and  tributary  to  our  lines, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  their  competitors,  located  upon  other  lines,will 
We  considerably  better  rates. 

If  possible  let  us  hear  from  you  Monday.

m  Gentlemen: — In  reply  to  your  joint  application  of  the  fourteenth 
ittt.  wherein  yon  ask  the  board:     "We  therefore  ask  your  honorable 
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body,  if  you  have  the  authority  to  do  so,  to  authorize  our  companies 
to  publish  tariffs  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  meeting  these  rates. 
In  no  case  will  this  result  in  raising  a  rate  above  the  present  tariffs, 
but  will,  in  many  instances,  make  large  reductions,  running  from  five 
to  twenty  per  cent,  and  over,  on  merchandise."  We  have  to  say  that 
in  the  judgment  of  the  board  your  companies  require  no  authority  from 
the  commission  to  "publish  tariffs"  in  the  first  instance,  nor  to  adopt 
or  publish  any  proposed  change  or  changsin  the  schedule  alreadv  pub- 
lished or  adopted,  showing  the  classification,  rates,  fares  and  charges 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property.  Subdivision  (b) 
of  section  8  of  the  act  approved  March  7,  1887,  clearly  confers  this 
power  upon  any  railroad  company  doing  busines  within  the  limits  of 
this  State,  and  provides  the  method  of  indicating  the  proposed 
changes,  and  specifies  the  period  of  the  notice  (ten  days)  neither  of 
which  can  be  abridged  or  modified  by  the  board 

The  reasonableness  or  fairness  of  the  rates,  fares  or  charges,  as  the 
same  are  altered,  changed  or  modified,  is  to  be  determined  by  the  com- 
mission in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  same  question  would  be 
settled  in  connection  with  the  original  schedule. 

Subdivision  (b)  of  section  8  provides  that  the  company  proposing 
such  changes  "shall  promptly  notify  said  commission  of  all  changes 
proposed  to  be  made."  We  accept  your  letter  as  a  compliance  with 
that  provision,  and  as  now  advised,  we  shall  be  as  ready  to  sanction 
any  reduction  in  your  rates  as  you  are  to  make  them.  We  do  not  re- 
gard your  communication  as  an  application  to  be  allowed  to  charge 
or  receive  any  greater  compensation  for  the  transportation  of  freight 
for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance.

Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners,  St.  Paul,  Minn.: 

Gentlemen  : — The  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Co. , 
in  connection  with  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  Railroad,  make  the  same 
rate  on  lumber  from  Cloquet,  Duluth  and  Northern  Pacific  Junction 
to  Fort  Hankinson,  Stiles  and  Lidgerwood  as  from  Minneapolis,  bill- 
ing through  via  Hinckley,  St.  Cloud  and  Wilmar.  The  distance  is, 
I  believe,  119  miles  farther  from  Duluth  than  from  Minneapolis.  Lum- 
ber is  sold,  particularly  at  Cloquet  and  Northern  Pacific  Junction,  at 
from  $1.50  to  $1.75  per  M  less  than  at  Minneapolis— just  about  as 
much  less  as  the  local  rate  from  those  points  to  Minneapolis,  which  I 
believe  is  7  cents  per  100 

To  deliver  at  our  points  in  competition  with  the  Manitoba,  we  must 
make  the  same  through  rate  from  Cloquet  via  Minneapolis  as   the 
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other  line  or  make  a  reduction  in  oar  rate  from  Minneapolis  to  equal- 
ise the  price  If  we  join  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  in  the  same  through 
rate  from  Gloquet  to  Fort  Hankinson  and  Lidgerwood,  we  must,  under 
the  law,  make  the  same  or  a  less  rate  at  all  points  on  our  line  this  side. 
If  we  reduce  from  Minneapolis  to  meet  the  competition,  we  must  also, 
under  the  law,  make  a  correspondingly  less  rate  at  intermediate  points 

Under  the  circumstances  can  you  not  consistently  grant  us  relief, 
as  provided  for  by  Section  6  of  the  new  law,  authorizing  us  to  join  in 
the  same  rate  from  Cloquet  to  the  points  in  competition  with  the 
Manitoba  above  referred  to,  or  to  make  the  necessary  rate  from  Min- 
neapolis to  meet  their  competition  without  prejudice  to  our  territory 
this  side 

Will  you  kindly  advise  at  your  earliest  convenience.

Dear  Sir  :  —  Your  letter  of  May  12th  to  this  board,  asking  for  re- 
lief under  seetion  six  of  the  act  approved  March  7,  1887,  entitled  6C  An 
act  to  regulate  common  carriers,"  etc.,  has  been  received  and  has  been 
carefully  considered. 

Your  request  is,  as  we  understand  it,  that  you  should  be  permitted 
to  make  a  rate  on  lumber,  from  Minneapolis  to  certain  points  in  Da- 
kota where  yon  come  in  competition  with  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
&  Manitoba  Railway  Company,  in  order  to  meet  that  competition, 
without  prejudice  to  your  rates  as  now  fixed  by  your  tariff  to  stations 
this  side  of  the  points  named 

If  we  apprehend  correctly  your  request,  it  is,  that  you  may  be  au- 
thorized by  this  board  to  carry  lumber  from  Minneapolis  to  points  in 
Dakota,  being  a  longer  haul,  at  lower  rates  than  you  carry  to  points 
in  Minnesota  nearer  to  Minneapolis,  which  is  a  shorter  haul. 

This  is  such  an  application  for  the  exercise  of  its  power  as  this 
board  is  not  willing  to  entertain. 

It  has  never  to  our  knowledge  been  suggested  before,  that  what  is 
known  as  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  should  be  suspended  in  order 
to  do  away  with  the  competition  created  by  railroad  companies  reach- 
ing the  same  territory. 

The  board  cannot  grant  your  reauest  as  now  advised,  and  it  suggests 
that  the  proper  way  to  meet  such  competition  is  by  lowering  your 
rates,  not  only  to  the  points  named,  but  to  the  stations  between  them 
and  Minneapolis.

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A  finished  wagon  of  the  same  size  weighs  but  1,500  pounds,  and  can 
be  shipped  from  Chicagb  to  Fargo  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  per  hundred, 
or  a  total  of  $7  50  each,  making  a  difference  against  the  manufacturer 
Lere  of  $8  50.  Figuring  on  the  smaller  wagons  in  the  same  way, 
there  is  a  difference  against  us  of  $2.61  per  wagon  on  freight  alone,  be- 
sides which  we  have  to  pay  higher  wages  to  our  employes  than  Eastern 
manufacturers.  The  same  ratio  holds  good  on  all  the  other  goods 
we  manufacture.  Your  honorable  body  can  readily  see  that  a  general 
lowering  of  rates  all  around  will  not  help  us,  inasmuch  as  the  East- 
ern manufacturers  would  be  benefited  in  a  like  manner  as  ourselves. 

There  are  over  one  hundred  persons  dependent  on  us  for  their  living, 
who  are  affected  as  well  as  ourselves  by  the  suspension  of  our  special 
rates,  for  we  cannot  continue  our  business  under  tariff  rates  against 
sach  overwhelming  odds.  Therefore,  we  respectfully  ask  you  to  allow 
the  railway  companies  to  continue  our  special  rates,  and  also  allow 
them  to  continue  our  passes  within  the  boundaries  of  the  State.

Touts  of  the  twenty-sixth  ult,  asking  that  this  commission  "allow  the 
railway  companies  to  continue  our  (your)  special  rates  and  also  allow 
them  to  continue  our  (your)  passes  within  the  boundary  of  the  State, M 
is  before  us.  We  have  to  remind  you  that  one  member  of  your  firm 
visited  the  office  of  the  commission,  some  weeks  since,  and  while 
here  made  a  brief  verbal  statement  of  the  facts  of  the  case  (now  stated 
more  in  detail  in  your  written  communication),  and  received  the  sug- 
gestion from  the  commissioner  to  whom  the  statement  of  facts  was 
made,  that  the  arrangements  between  his  firm  and  the  railway  compan- 
ies or  one  of  them,  probably  amounted  to  a  contract  which  could  be  en- 
forced in  the  courts,  and  advised  the  firm  to  lay  the  case  before  a  good 
lawyer  and  take  his  opinion.  If  that  advice  had  been  followed  we  do  not 
think  you  would  have  found  it  necessary  to  make  the  present  applica- 
tion. 

The  recently  enacted  laws  do  not,  as  you  seem  to  suppose,  impair 
the  obligations  of  contracts.  Perhaps  your  attorneys  might  profitably 
eonsolt  a  recent  decision,  made  by  the  supreme  court  of  this 
State,  in  the  case  of  Grimes  vs.  Minneapolis,  Lyndale  &  Mi nne tonka 
Railway  Company,  dated  or  "handed  down"  the  second  inst. 

It  is  not  the  province  of  this  commission  to  enforce  the  specific  per- 
formance of  contracts  in  such  matters.  The  courts  are  armed  with 
more  complete  powers  to  furnish  adequate  relief;  and  we  again  com- 
mend the  courts  to  you  as  the  proper  tribunal  in  which  to  settle  your 
differences  with  the  railway  companies,  if  they  refuse  to  comply  with 
the  understanding  by  reason  of  which  you  say  your  firm  established 
its  business  and  made  its  investment  at  Moorhead. 

We  should  have  to  decline  to  entertain  your  petition  in  its  present 
form  for  another  reason.  On  the  occasion  of  the  above  mentioned 
visit  to  this  office  the  visiting  member  ot  your  firm  was  notified  that 
*  petition  for  relief  from  the  operation  of  section  six,  of  the  state 
nilroad  law,  could  not  be  entertained,  except  upon  application  of  the 
railway  company  or  companies  which  are  to  be  "  authorized  to  charge 
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less,"  etc.,  should  the  commission  conclude  to  grant  the  relief 
demanded.  Certainly  the  railway  companies  concerned  should  be  re- 
quired to  at  least  jtnn  in  the  petition,  as  a  condition  of  the  commis- 
sion assuming  jurisdiction.  Otherwise,  what  assurance  have  we,  that 
after  a  long  and  laborious  investigation,  such  companies  would  avail 
themselves  of  the  relief  granted,  should  the  commission  afford  any 
relief.  It  does  not  appear  from  the  papers  presented  that  either  of 
said  companies  is  in  any  manner  a  party  to  this  application. 

As  to  allowing  the  companies  to  continue  your  passes,  we  have  to 
advise  you  that  if  your  contract  with  them  does  not  entitle  you  to  pass 
free  over  their  lines,  as  matter  of  right,  the  question  whether  they 
shall  '* continue  your  passes,  or  withhold  them,"  is  a  question  for  the 
companies  exclusively.  That  is  a  prerogative  of  the  railroad  compan- 
ies with  which  we  cannot  interfere  if  we  would  ;  and  we  are  not  in- 
clined to  interfere  if  we  could.  By  the  Commission.

Dbab  Sib:  On  account  of  the  short  mileage  of  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee &  St.  Paul  from  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Minnesota  Trans- 
fer to  Red  Wing,  Northfield,  Gannon  Falls,  Faribault,  Dundas,  Wa- 
terford  and  other  points  on  our  Cannon  Valley  division,  and  the 
Minnesota  &  Northwestern  to  Randolph,  we  are  compelled  to  abandon 
business  between  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis.

A  hearing  upon  this  application  was  had  on  the  fourth  day  of  June, 
1887.  The  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company  was  represent- 
ed by  its  vice-president  and  general  freight  agent.  The  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  and  the  Minnesota  &  North- 
western Railway  Company  did  not  appear.  Representatives  from 
various  boards  of  trade  in  the  state,  including  Faribault,  Northfield, 
Waterville  and  Mankato  appeared  to  oppose  the  application. 

No  testimony  was  offered  upon  either  side  and  the  hearing  was  con- 
fined to  arguments  for  and  against  the  application. 

The  commission  has  endeavored  to  give  the  subject  careful  consid- 
eration. After  a  deliberate  canvass  of  the  matter  it  finds  itself  divided 
—  one  member  favoring  the  application  —  two  members  feeling  con- 
strained to  refuse  it 

The  views  herewith  presented  are  the  views  of  a  majority  of  the 
commission. 

Section  six  (6)  of  the  State  act  reads  as  follows  :  "That  it  shall  4 
be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  to  charge  or  receive  any  greater  compensation  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  or  of  like  kind  or  class  and  quantity  of  property, 
for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance  over  the  same  line,  the  shorter 
being  included  within  the  longer  distance  ;  but  this  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  authorizing  any  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  to  charge  or  receive  as  great  compensation  for  a  shorter 
as  for  a  longer  distance : 
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"Provided,  however,  that  upon  application  to  the  commission  ap- 
pointed under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  common  corner  n?ay,  in 
special  cases,  after  investigation  by  the  commissioners,  be  authorized 
to  charge  less  for  longer  than  for  shorter  distances,  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  or  property  ;  and  the  commission  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe  the  extent  to  which  such  designated  common  carrier 
may  be  relieved  from  the  operation  of  this  section  of  the  act." 

The  Inter-State  Commerce  law  was  approved  by  the  president  Feb. 
4,  1887,  nearly  a  month  before  the  passage  of  our  State  law. 

Section  four  of  the  inter-state  law  reads  as  follows :  "  That  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier,  subject  fo  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  to  charge  or  receive  any  greater  compensation  in  the  aggregate 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  like  kind  of  property,  under 
substantially  similar  circumstances  and  conditions,  for  a  shorter  than 
for  a  longer  distance  over  the  same  line,  in  the  same  direction,  the 
shorter  being  included  within  the  longer  distance  ;  but  this  shall  not 
be  construed  as  authorizing  any  common  carrier  within  the  terms  of 
this  act  to  charge  and  receive  as  great  compensation  for  a  shorter  as 
for  a  longer  distance  ;  provided,  however,  that  upon  application  to 
the  commission  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  com- 
mon carrier  may,  in  special  cases,  after  investigation  by  the  commis- 
sion, be  authorized  to  charge  less  for  longer  than  for  shorter  distances 
for  transportation  of  passengers  or  property  ;  and  the  commission 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  the  extent  to  which  said  designated 
common  carrier  may  be  relieved  from  the  operation  of  this  section  of 
this  act." 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  language  of  the  State  act  does  not  alto- 
gether follow  that  of  the  Federal  act;  the  words  "  in  the  aggregate, 
the  words  "  under  substantially  similar  circumstances  and  conditions 
and  the  words  "in  the  same  direction,"  which  are  in  the  act  of  Con- 
gress, seem  to  have  been  purposely  omitted  from  the  State  law. 

Section  six  of  the  State  law  clearly  states  that  "  it  shall  be  unlaw* 
ful  for  any  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to 
charge  or  receive  any  greater  compensation  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  or  like  kind  or  class  and  quantity  of  property  for  a  shorter 
than  for  a  longer  distance  over  the  same  line,  the  shorter  being  in- 
cluded within  the  longer  distance. " 

Here  we  have  plainly  stated  what  is  unlawful  and  forbidden,  and 
for  the  doing  of  the  unlawful  and  forbidden  acts  penalties  are  provided* 

The  commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  legislature  acted 
with  a  purpose  and  for  a  purpose  in  leaving  out  of  section  six  of  the 
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State  law  the  words  hereinabove  quoted,  which  restrict  and  qualify 
section  four  of  the  inter-state  law,  and  concerning  which  there  has 
been  so  much  discussion  and  controversy.  The  omissions  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  State  law  emphasizes  the  purpose  of  the  legislature  to  do 
away  with  all  discriminations  which  have  heretofore  existed  in  favor 
of  certain  localities  under  the  complex  and  somewhat  abstruse  plea  of 
competition,  whether  such  competition  was  caused  by  waterways,  or 
by  the  competition  of  railroads  with  each  other.  In  short,  the  legis- 
lature in  the  carefully  worded  provisions  of  section  six  iterates  and  re- 
'iterates  the  principles  which  are  asserted,  maintained  and  provided  in 
sections  two  and  five  of  the  same  act. 

Section  two  reads  as  follows :  "  (a)  That  all  charges  made  by  any 
common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  any  service 
rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  prop- 
erty as  aforesaid,  or  in  connection  therewith,  or  for  the  receiving, 
delivering,  storage  or  handling  of  such  property  shall  be  equal  and  rea- 
sonable; and  every  unequal  and  unreasonable  charge  for  such  service 
is  prohibited  and  declared  to  be  unlawful. 

Provided,  that  one  carload  of  freight  of  any  kind  or  class  shall  be 
transported  at  as  low  a  rate  per  ton  per  mile  as  any  greater  number  of 
carloads  of  the  same  kind  and  class  from  and  to  the  same  points  of 
origination  and  destination. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  to  make  or  give  any  unequal  and  unreasonable  pref- 
erence or  advantage  to  any  particular  person,  company,  firm,  corpo- 
ration, or  locality,  or  any  particular  description  of  traffic,  in  any  respect 
whotsoever,  or  to  subject  any  particular  person,  company,  firm,  cor- 
poration, or  locality,  or  any  particular  description  of  traffic,  to  any 
unequal  or  unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any  respect 
whatsoever." 

Section  five  reads  as  follows:  '*  That  if  any  common  carrier,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any 
special  rate,  rebate,  drawback  or  other  device,  charge,  demand,  collect 
or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons  a  greater  or  less  compensation  for 
any  service  rendered  in  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  than  it  charges,  demands,  collects  or 
receives  from  any  other  person  or  persons,  for  doing  for  him  or  them  a 
like  and  contemporaneous  service  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  or 
property,  such  common  carrier  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  unjust  dis- 
crimination which  is  hereby  prohibited  and  declared  to  be  unlawful." 

j  The  provisions  of  all  these  sections  (2,5  and  6)  are  in   harmony 
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with  each  other,  and  in«administering  the  law  the  commission  must 
so  construe  it  as  to  give  force  and  effect  to  each  and  to  all  sections  of 
the  same  act. 

There  is  no  authority  in  the  State  act  for  any  suspension  whatever 
of  sections  two  and  five. 

This  application  is  made  under  the  proviso  to  section  six:  "  Pro- 
Tided,  however,  that  upon  application  to  the  commission  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  common  carrier  may,  in  special 
cases,  after  investigation  by  the  commissioners,  be  authorized  to 
charge  less,  for  longer  than  for  shorter  distances,  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  or  property,  and  the  commission  may  from  time 
to  time  prescribe  the  extent  to  which  such  designated  common  carrier 
in  ay  be  relieved  from  the  operation  of  this  section  of  this  act." 

The  application  should  be  a  "special  case"  in  order  to  justify  an  in- 
Testigation,  and  the  investigation  must  be  limited  to  the  case  shown; 
the  concluding  sentence  of  the  proviso  is  not  without  its  meaning  in 
this  connection:  *  'And  the  commission  may  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe the  extent  to  which  such  designated  common  carrier  may  be 
relieved  from  the  operation  of  this  section  of  this  act." 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  commission  that  there  is  no 
authority  given  it  by  this  proviso  to  suspend  this  section  so  as  to  em- 
brace the  entire  business  of  any  line  of  railway  in  this  State  If  this 
application  is  to  be  granted  it  would  afford  a  precedent  for  the  entire 
suspension  of  section  six  on  all  the  lines  of  railway  in  this  State,  not 
in  "special  cases"  only,  but  in  all  business  of  the  different  railways — 
an  authority  which  the  law  has  not  given  to  the  commission — nor 
would  the  existence  of  such  authority  be  in  accordance  with  sound 
principles  in  the  administration  of  the  law.  The  legislature  must  be 
presumed  to  have  enacted  these  provisions  because  the  public  interest 
required  it.  Among  the  common  abuses  in  railway  management  in 
the  past  have  been  the  granting  of  special  favors  in  special  rates,  re- 
bates and  drawbacks — and  also  favoritism  between  places  and  com- 
munities, either  in  the  interest  of  the  common  carriers,  or  the  result 
of  partiality  in  the  managers. 

Under  the  law  this  is  no  longer  permissable.  The  common  carriers 
who  have  derived  their  franchises  from  the  State,  and  in  many  in- 
stances with  the  franchises,  large  and  valuable  grants,  are  to  be  held 
henceforth  to  their  obligations  to  recognize  the  public  interests. 
Prominent  among  these  is  the  obligation  to  serve  all  persons  nnd 
places  alike  upon  equal,  just  and  reasonable  terms;  and  freight  rates, 
instead  of  being:  concessions  by  managers  to  favored  persons  and 
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places,  in  some  cases,  and  upon  a  higher  and  different  basis  to  others, 
most  under  the  law  be  alike  to  all  where  it  is  a  like  and  contemporan- 
eous service. 

In  the  rearrangement  of  the  tariffs  to  conform  to  the  requiiements 
of  Section  6  some  friction  will  be  manifest  for  a  time,  arising  largely 
from  a  discontinuance  of  special  rates,  rebates  and  drawbacks  which 
have  heretofore  been  the  privilege  of  favored  persons  and  places,  but 
it  is  believed  that  when  the  common  carriers  have  adapted  themselves- 
to  the  new  order  of  things  contemplated  by  the  law  it  will  result 
largely  to  the  public  interest,  and  will  be  received  by  the  public  who 
deal  with  them  with  a  great  degree  of  satisfaction  At  any  rate, 
nothing  short  of  a  fair  trial  of  this  system  of  dealing  between  the 
companies  and  the  public  will  be  accepted  by  the  people  of  the  State 
—and  the  commission  has  neither  the  power  nor  the  will  to  abrogate 
the  law  as  it  stands  upon  the  statute  book. 

Its  plain  duty  is  to  administer  it  fairly  and  justly  according  to  its. 
spirit  and  letter. 

The  application  is  therefore  denied.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Minneapolis  ft  St.  Louis  Rail- 
way Company  for  relief  under  the  proviso  to  Section  6  of  the  State 
Railroad  Act,  approved  March  7, 1887. 

Dissenting  opinion  of  Commissioner  Austin: 

I  find  myself  unable  to  concur  in  the  opinion  of  the  other  two  mem- 
bers of  the  commission,  and  dissent  therefrom  for  the  following 
reasons : 

1st.  It  appears  from  the  petition  for  relief  that  the  petitioner's 
main  line  from  Minneapolis  intersects  its  Gannon  Valley  division  at 
Waterville.  That  branch  or  division  now  extends  from  Bed  Wing  on 
the  Mississippi  river,  via  Gannon  Falls,  Northfield,  Faribault  and 
Waterville,  to  Mankato,  on  the  Minnesota  river— all  of  which  towns, 
except  Waterville,  are  points  on  some  one  of  the  lines  of  the  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  ft  St.  Paul  Ry.  Co.     That  the  distance  by  the  lines  of  the 
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Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  to  Faribault  is  26,  to  Northfield  52,  to  Gan- 
non Falls  52,  and  to  Red  Wing  80  miles  further  than  by  the  Milwau- 
kee Hoes. 

The  application  is  that  the  St.  Louis  road  should  be  permitted  to 
carry  freight  to  and  from  the  abovf*  mentioned  competitive  points  and 
Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  and  Minnesota  Transfer  at  the  rates  charged  by 
the  Milwaukee  road,  and  this  without  being  obliged  to  reduce  its  pres- 
ent rates  to  other  points.  The  petition  also  states :  "You  will  see 
at  a  glance  that  we  cannot  afford  to  reduce  all  intermediate  rates  to 
the  figures  of  our  competitors,  and  as  I  don't  think  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  law  to  bar  any  road  from  doing  business  to  all  portions  of  its 
line,  and  as  there  is  no  unjust  discrimination  in  making  same  rates  as 
our  competitors,  I  trust  you  can  see  your  way  clear  to  give  us  permis- 
sion to  put  same  rates  in  effect  as  via  the  shorter  lines.  We  are  now- 
losing  business  daily  on  account  of  having  higher  rates  to  above  named 
points  than  our  competitors." 

Though  several  boards  of  trade  and  communities  appeared  by  attor- 
ney to  oppose  the  motion,  no  answer  to,  or  denial  of,  the  petition  was 
offered,  and  the  hearing  proceeded  without  further  evidence.  But  in 
reply  to  a  communication  of  subsequent  date  from  the  commission  to 
the  company,  to  elicit  other  facts  thought  to  be  material  to  a  better 
understanding  of  the  merits  of  the  application,  the  company  certify 
that  the  net  earnings  of  their  Cannon  Valley  division,  for  the  year 
ending  April  30,  1887,  fell  far  short  of  the  interest  accruing  on  the 
bonds  issued  to  build  that  line,  and  this  was  before  the  road  was  cut 
off  from  competitive  business  at  the  points  above  named.  Without 
authority  from  the  commission  the  company  cannot  lawfully  "charge 

or  receive  any  greater  compensation for  a  shorter  than  for 

a  longer  distance."  By  this  application  the  company  seeks  to  obtain 
a  privilege  which  they  do  not  enjoy  as  a  matter  of  arbitrary  or  posi- 
tive right  under  the  law — the  privilege  to  charge  a  greater  compensa- 
tion for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance.  Now  it  seems  to  me  that 
before  the  commission  should  grant  a  privilege  not  affirmatively  con- 
ferred upon  the  company  by  law,  there  is  a  previous  proposition  tc  be 
determined,  namely :  Are  the  rates  and  charges  to  and  from  the  non- 
competitive points  on  the  line  now  just  and  reasonable? 

When  informed  that  there  would  be  delegations  present  from  boards 
of  trade  and  towns  along  petitioner's  lines  of  road,  for  the  purpose  of 
protesting  against  granting  the  petition,  I  anticipated  an  objection  on 
their  part  that  rates  on  the  line  were  too  high  and  should  be  reduced ; 
and  a  claim  that  a  denial  of  the  motion  would  force,  or  at  least  tend 
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toward  each  redaction.  But  this  anticipation  proved  to  be  without 
foundation,  for  from  first  to  last  of  the  long  contention  there  was  not 
an  intimation  from  the  objectors,  so  far  as  I  am  now  able  to  recall, 
that  the  tariff  of  rates  was  too  high  or  that  the  company  could  afford 
to  carry  for  less  than  it  was  charging— certainly  there  was  no  specific 
objection  made,  or  any  attempt  to  introduce  evidence  to  prove  that 
the  ratts  charged  were  not  just  and  reasonable.  The  company  asserted 
in  its  petition  that  its  rates  were  "unreasonably  low,"  and  even  this 
assertion  went  unchallenged  by  the  objectors. 

What  then  was  the  ground  of  objection  ?  Simply  this :  That  the 
practice  of  unjust  discrimination  against  places  (as  well  as  against 
persons)  so  often  resorted  to  by  railroad  companies  before  the  enact- 
ment of  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Law  and  the  present  law  of  this 
State  on  the  subject,  had  been  so  full  of  hardship  and  the  rankest  in- 
justice that  our  legislature  at  its  late  session  not  only  shut  the  door 
but  locked  it  against  such  abuses;  and  although  it  had  left  the  key  in 
the  hands  of  the  railroad  commission,  that  they  might  so  far  unlock 
and  adjust  the  door  as  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  wholebome  compe- 
tition and  a  needless  sacrifice  of  revenues,  yet  the  precedent  of  grant- 
ing relief  in  any  case  would  be  so  dangerous  that  the  power. with  which 
the  legislature  had  clothed  the  commission  (and  which  is  as  much  a  part 
of  the  law  as  any  of  its  other  provisions)  should  be  practically  annulled 
and  abrogated  by  the  commission  itself.  The  argument  stripped  of  its 
thin  veneering  of  "  courtesy  to  the  court,"  was  simply  this:  We  ad- 
mit that  the  power  conferred  upon  you  to  suspend  the  operation 
of  the  long  and  short  haul  provision,  was  intended  by  the  leg- 
islature to  mean  something;  but  if  you  ever  set  the  precedent  of 
exercising  it  we  cannot  trust  yon  to  keep  within  bounds;  therefore, 
you  must  deny  all  applications,  without  regard  to  merit. 

I  admit  the  force  of  this  argument  with  those  having  no  confidence 
in  the  commission — with  such  it  would  be  conclusive  and  they  cannot 
be  too  frank  in  its  expression.  But  I  have  more  difficulty  in  under- 
standing how  the  members  of  the  commission  can  cherish  the  same 
conviction  or  be  brought  to  act  from  the  motive  urged  upon  them,  and 
not  at  the  same  time  plead  guilty  to  the  charge  implied  in  the  indict- 
ment. I  am  not  so  well  convinced  of  either  the  imbecility  or  the  want 
of  integrity  in  the  commission  as  to  deem  the  exercise  of  a  power 
plainly  conferred  by  law,  so  dangerous  to  the  public  interests,  as  to 
make  it  a  patriotic  duty  of  the  commission  to  abrogate  that  power, 
and  to  that  extent  set  aside  one  provision  of  the  act  calling  it  into  ex- 
istence and  defining  its  duties. 
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Second.   But  it  is  said  that  the  commission  is  authorized  to  suspend 
the  operation  of  the  " long  and  short  haul"  provision  in  "special 
cases  "  only.      True.      But  the  act  nowhere  defines  what  is  a  special 
case.     I  will  not  treat  the  words  with  the  technicality  of  a  dictionary 
in  their  application  to  the  established  laws  of  commerce  and  transpor- 
tation, but  think  it  safer  to  follow  the  precedents  set  by  the  national 
commission  in  their  application*  of  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Law. 
The  proviso  to  section  four  of  that  act  is  the  authority  of  the  national 
commission  for  suspending  the  operation  of  that  section,  as  the  pro* 
viso  to  section  six  of  the  State  law  is  the  authority  of  the  State  com- 
mission to  suspend  the  like  provision  in  the  State  act;    and  these  two 
provisos  are  identical   in  word  and  punctuation.    Yet  the  first  offi- 
cial act  of  the  national  commission  was  to  suspend  the  long  and  short 
haul  provision  as  to  all  the  through  lines  in  the  Southeastern  States 
from  and  to  Boston,  Providence,  New  York  city  and  points  southerly 
therefrom,  and  next  as  to  the  great  trans-continental  lines — not  only 
as  to  some  special  commodity  alone,  but  (to  quote  from  the  opinion  of 
my  colleagues)  the  "  entire  business  "  of  those  roads.    It  is  true  that 
this  suspension  was  not  for  an  indefinite  time;    and  it  is  also  true 
that  the  Minnesota  commission  may  attach  such  limitations  and  con- 
ditions to  any  suspension  as  they  might  consider  just  and  reasonable 
under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case.     One  of  the  conditions  of  ex- 
ercising the  power  of  suspension  upon  which  the  commission  should 
insist,  in  all  cases  where  the  application  is  on  the  part  of  the  railroad 
company  alone,  whatever  the  circumstances  in  other  respects,  is  that 
the  rates  to  all  intermediate  points  should  be  as  low  as  consistent  with 
the  necessary  revenues  of  the  company. 

The  condition  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  insisted  upon  in  every  case 
of  suspension.  But  as  my  colleagues  have  decided  that  there  should 
be  no  suspension  in  this  case,  the  question  of  conditions  has  not  been 
reached  for  consideration. 

Third.  The  commissioners  joining  in  the  majority  opinion  find  an 
obstacle  in  the  way  of  granting  relief  in  this  case  (and  which,  it  seems 
to  me  must  apply  with  equal  force  in  all  cases),  in  sections  2  and  5, 
which  in  substance,  prohibit  unequal  and  unreasonable  charges  and 
unjust  discriminations.  The  fact  that  "there  is  no  authority  anywhere 
in  the  State  act  for  any  suspension  whatever  of  sections  2  and  5"  seems 
to  lead  them  to  the  conclusion  that  the  suspension  of  section  6  (the 
long  and  short  haul  provision),  though  expressly  authorized  by  the 
law  itself,  would  be  useless,  as  sections  2  and  5  would  in  effect  still 
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present  the  charging  of  a  "greater  compensation  for  a  shorter  than 
for  a  longer  distance. " 

I  deem  it  a  satisfactory  answer  to  this  objection  that  the  proviso  to 
section  6  is  a  part  of  the  law.  If  after  the  suspension  of  section  6  the 
right  to  charge  more  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  haul  is  still  for- 
bidden, then  not  only  the  body  of  section  6,  but  its  proviso  as  well, 
I  we  idle  and  meaningless  provisions.  AH  rules  of  construction  ex- 
clude such  a.  conclusion. 

Section  6  is  a  qualification  and  limitation  of  sections  2  and  5.  Al- 
though unequal  and  unreasonable  charges  are  forbidden  by  those  sec- 
lions,  still  the  law,  through  section  6,  prescribes  that  they  shall  not 
be  deemed  unequal  and  unreasonable,  or  an  unjust  discrimination,  on 
the  score  of  distance  or  locality,  when  no  greater  compensation  is 
charged  for  the  shorter  than  for  the  longer  distance — though  the 
charge  may  be  as  great,  however  unequal  the  distance;  and  eveu  this 
limitation  may  be  suspended  by  the  commission. 

Fourth.  It  was  urged  upon  the  hearing,  in  opposition  to* the  appli- 
cation, that  if  the  company  could  afford  to  carry  at  reduced  rates  to- 
competitive  points,  it  could  as  well  afford  to  carry  to  the  non-competi- 
tive points  at  the  same  rate  of  reduction,  and  that,  therefore,  it  would 
he  unfair  on  the  part  of  the  commission  to  allow  so  "unjust  a  dis- 
crimination." Nott  constat: — The  company  must  run  its  trains  over 
the  entire  length  of  its  line,  whether  fall  or  but  half  loaded,  and  at 
bat  very  slight  difference  in  cost.  Perhaps  to  run  them  loaded  to  bat 
one-half  or  two-thirds  of  their  capacity  no  more  than  pays  actual  op- 
erating expenses,  while  the  difference  between  that  and  running  them 
at  fall  capacity  would  leave  a  margin  or  surplus  revenue.  Which  con- 
dition would  the  better  enable  the  company  to  reduce  its  rates  all 
atoogits  line  or  which  enable  its  patrons  to  make  out  a  case  that  would 
justify  the  commission  in  compelling  a  reduction  >  Suppose  a  com- 
mon laborer  finds  employment  with  one  of  his  neighbors  at  the  rate  of 
$1.50  per  day,  and  that  neighbor  is  so  situated  as  not  to  be  able  to 
five  him  employment  more  than  two-thirds  of  each  day;  rather  than 
he  idle  the  other  third,  the  workman  accepts  employment  at  another 
jlacft  tor  the  rest  of  the  day  at  the  rate  of  $1.25.  Does  it  follow  that 
he  U  guilty  of  an  injustice  to  his  principal  patron;  must  he  reduce  his 
"ages  to  a  dollar  and  a  quarter  all  around  or  be  convicted  of  "  unjust 
discrinination  ?"  Or  would  not  such  treatment  lead  him  to  "with- 
draw from  business"  at  the  competitive  ($1.25)  point?  waste  his  time 
and  sacrifice  his  revenues? 

Fifth.  When  I  estimate  that  the  cities  and  towns  of  this  State  in 
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their  anxiety  to  obtain  greater  accommodations  for  travel  and  traffic, 
with  all  the  advantages  of  competition,  which   they  supposed  could 
only  be  had  by  the  possession  of  a  plurality  of  roads,  have,  from  local 
taxation  and  private  bonuses,  paid  many  millions  of  dollars  to  secure 
"  competing  lines,"  1  think  I  am  safely  within  bounds.    It  is  true  that 
when  they  came  to  possess  roads  in  addition  to  the  first  they  found 
them,  in  too  many  cases,  freighted  with  "  apples  of  ashes/'  and  their 
fond  anticipations  turned  to  the  wormwood  of  disappointment.     The 
local  business  of  the  town  had  been  cut  off,  but  rates  not  reduced. 
The  "pool  "  was  established  and  "  competition  "  had  a  "still  birth." 
But  by  the  enactment  of  long  delayed  and  much  needed  laws,  the  pool 
is  a  phigue  of  the  past.     Is  it  now  necessary  to  put  upon  these  same 
laws  which  have  destroyed  the  pool  a  construction  that  shall  as  ef- 
fectually kill  competition  as  did  the  pool  itself?     If  so,  it  is  because 
these  laws  will  not  reasonably  bear  any  other  construction,  which,  in 
my  judgment,  is  not  the  case.     The  people  have  so  often  and  so  deeply 
been  disappointed  in  their  hopes  for  a  wholesome  rivalry  between  the 
companies,  which  should  prove  a  live  and  saving  competition,  that  thi 
very  word  is  so  associated  with  frustration  and  defeat  as  to  be  often 
heard  or  spoken  only  with   disgust  or  derision.      It  should  be  res- 
cued from  these  associations.     I  assert    my  readiness  to  go  as  far 
as  either  of  my  colleagues  in  the  reduction  of  charges  which  are  shown 
to  be  unequal  and  unreasonable,  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  until 
they  shall  be  brought  down  to  the  bed  rock  of  a  fair  and  reasonable 
equivalent  to  the  roads  for  the  services  rendered.     But  wheg  this  is 
accomplished,  or  when  it  is  neither  proved  or  charged  that  the  tariff 
is  unfair,  I  cannot  concur  in  practically  barring  a  road  from  doing 
business  on  any  portion  of  its  line. 

Let  all  tariffs  of  rates  and  charges  be  made  just  and  reasonable,  put 
all  roads  on  equal  footing  at  all  points,  and  then  let  every  road  bid  for 
the  business  and  get  what  it  can.  Competition  would  then  soon  re- 
claim its  former  significance. 

6th.  It  appeared  upon  the  hearing  that  there  had  been  industries 
established  along  the  side  tracks  and  terminal  facilities  of  the  St. 
Louis  road,  both  in  Minneapolis  and  Red  Wing,  to  increase  their  ship- 
ping facilities,  and  if  the  road  be  not  permitted  to  continue  its  through 
business,  on  such  terms  as  it  can  afford  to  accept,  between  those  cities, 
the  proprietors  of  those  indust»ies  will  be  hindered  in  their  business 
and  put  to  additional  expense  in  shipping  and  receiving  goods,  as  they 
will  be  obliged  to  cart  them  back  and  forth  from  the  stations  of  the 
.other  road.     This  looks  much  like  the  destruction  of  valuable  property 
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rights  for  alleged  "public  use  without  juat  compensation."  Is  not 
the  "discrimination"  against  the  proprietors  of  each  industries  un- 
reasonable and  unjust? 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  [  cannot  subscribe  to  the  decision  of  the 
majority  of  the  commission,  and  am  compelled  to  dissent  therefrom.

The  commission  fixed  September  2d  for  hearing  the  applications  and 
incited  parties  interested  for  or  against  granting  it  to  appear.  There 
appeared,  however,  only  Messrs.  Rogers  and  Kimball  in  favor  of  the 
application,  and  Mr.  Eric  Ohon  against  it. 

After  a  full  consideration  of  the  law  the  commission  decided  they 
hi  not  jurisdiction  in  the  matter,  and  denied  the  application,  leav- 
ing it  to  the  company  either  to  treat  the  matter  as  being  for  a  char. 
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itable  purpose,  under  section  one,  of  the  railroad  law,  or  to  reduce  the 
rate  to  all  intermediate  points  to  the  same  basis  during  the  time  re- 
quired for  transporting  Mr.  Rogers'  material.

Dbak  Sib:  Tonrs  of  the  twenty-first  instant,  inquiring  what  are 
the  requirements  of  the  law  recently  enacted  by  the  legislature  of  this 
State  respecting  half-fare  permits  for  clergymen,  and  whether  under 
said  law  they  should  be  withdrawn  and  the  further  issue  of  them  dis- 
continued, is  at  hand. 

The  provisions  of  the  statute  herein  referred  to,  bearing  upon  this 
subject  are  as  follows:  Sec  2  of  the  act  provides,  "That  all  charges 
made  by  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for 
any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers or  property,  or  in  connection  therewith,  *  *  "  *  shall 
be  equal  and  reasonable;  and  every  unequal  and  unreasonable  charge 
for  such  service  is  prohibited  and  declared  to  be  unlawful."  And 
subdivision  (b)  of  the  same  section  declares:  It  shall  be  unlawful 
foe  any  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  make 
or  give  any  unequal  or  unreasonable  preference  or  advantage  to  any 
particular  person,  company,  firm,  corporation  or  locality,  or  any  par- 
ticular description  of  traffic,  in  any  respect  whatsoever,  or  to  subject 
my  particular  person,  company,  firm,  corporation  or  locality,  or  any 
particular  description  of  traffic,  to  any  unequal  or  unreasonable 
prejudice  _or  disadvantage  in  any  respect  whatsoever. 

Sec.  5  also  provides:  "That  if  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  special  rate, 
rebate,  drawback  or  other  device,  charge,  demand,  collect  or  receive 
from  any  person  or  persons  a  greater  or  less  compensation  for  any  ser- 
vice .endered  or  to  be  rendered  in  the  transportation  of  persons  or 
property  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  than  it  charges,  de- 
mands, collects  or  receives  from  any  other  person  or  persons  for  doing 
for  him  or  them  a  like  and  contemporaneous  service  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  persons  or  property,  such   common  carrier  shall    he  deemed 

ulty  of  unjust  discrimination,  which  is  hereby  prohibited  and  de- 
clared to  be  unlawful."  The  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  law  are 
prescribed  in  Sec.  12  of  the  act.  These  quotations  from  the  law  of  this 
State  would  seem  to  be  sufficient  reply  to  your  questions-. 
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It  is  well  to  notice,  in  addition  to  the  quotations  .herein  given,  that 
the  proviso  at  the  end  of  section  one  (1)  of  the  act  referred  to  appears 
to  have  been  copied  in  part  from  Sec.  22,  of  the  inter-state  commerce 
law  passed  by  the  last  Congress,  and  that  this  law  contained  a  para- 
graph as  follows :  "That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prohibit  any  common  carrier  from  giving  reduced  rates  to  ministers  of 
religion."  Our  State  legislature  has  made  no  similar  provision  in  the 
law  recently  passed  by  it.  We  are  compelled,  therefore,  to  hold  that 
it  was  not  intended  to  allow  such  reduced  rates  to  ministers  of  religion 
in  this  State. 

The  language  of  the  act  is  clear,  distinct  and  unequivocal,  and  the 
interpretation  thereof  not  diScult  or  doubtful.  The  half  fare  permits 
referred  to  are  an  unequal  preference  or  advantage  to  those  using 
them  as  against  all  other  passengers  purchasing  the  usual  and  ordinary 
transportation  over  your  lines  of  road,  and  so  an  unjust  discrimina- 
tion which  is  declared  to  be  unlawful.

Have  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  a  right  under  the  new 
law  regulating  traffic  on  railroads,  approved  March  7, 1887,  to  give 
you  a  special  rate  from  Brainerd  to  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  and  Duluth 
or  oth?r  points  east  or  south  of  Brainerd? 

In  reply  the  commission  desires  to  say  that  section  5  of  the  act  re- 
ferred to  specially  prohibits  "any  special  rate"  to  "any  person  or  per- 
sons/' ana  provides  that  any  common  carrier  practicing  it  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  unjust  discrimination,  which  is  prohibited  and  de- 
clared to  be  unlawful.

Qextdehen  -.  —  tt  has  been  the  custom  of  this  company  heretofore 
to  make  what  is  known  aa  a  milling  in  transit  rate,  upon  wheat  and 
its  product,  for  some  of  the  mills  located  along  the  line  of  our  road. 

We  hare  been  in  the  habit  of  billing  the  wheat  at  the  through 
wheat  rate  and  allowing  the  car  to  be  stopped  at  Fergus  Falls,  the 
wheat  ground,  and  ninety  barrels  of  Sour  forwarded  for  each  21,000 
pounds  of  wheat  that  the  car  originally  contained. 

This  arrangement  gave  to  the  miller  a  very  great  advantage  over 
shipping  the  wheat  from  Breckenridge  to  Fergus  Falls  at  the  local 
rate  and  reshipping  the  flour  at  the  published  rate  from  Fergus  Falls 
to  eastern  terminals. 

Tkis  was  not  a  general  role  at  all  our  stations,  bnt  of  course,  under 
the  jew  law,  must  be  made  so  if  you  authorize  its  continuance.  I 
presume  you  are  perfectly  familiar  with  the  question  and  I  would  like 
toui  decision  as  to  whether  this  arrangement  can  be  continued  in  the 
fntare,  and  if  so,  under  what  terms  and  without  effect  upon  our 
wheat  rates.

Diab  Sir: — We  are  informed  that  the  Board  of  Railroad  Comraia-

been  in  operation  on  the  different  railroads  of  this  State,  as  construed 
by  the  new  railroad  law. 

Believing  that  you  are  interested  in  the  manufacturing  interests 
of  fbis  city,  as  well  as  those  of  the  whole  Northwest,  and  that  the 
continuance  of  the  present  milling  in  transit  system  will  depend  upon 
the  construction  your  honorable  body  may  place  upou  the  railro-  '  1^ 
in  relation  thereto,  we  address  the  board  through  you  in  behalf  of  the 
.  ■  --cnt  system. 
Id  order  to  illustrate  why  tbe  present  system  should  be  continued,

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we  will  give  you  some  figures  that  will  set  forth  the  facts  in  the  case, 
as  far  as  Fergus  Falls  and  its  milling  interests  are  concerned.  Up  to 
the  present  time  there  has  been  $z30,000  expended  in  mills  and  ma- 
chinery, with  a  capacity  of  nearly  2,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  and 
nearly  500,000  barrels  of  flour  per  annum,  when  mills  are  operated  to 
their  full  capacity 

Statistics  show  that  there  has  been  but  350,000  bushels  of  wheat  de- 
livered at  the  mills  and  elevators  in  this  city  by  farmers  during  the 
past  milling  year,  barely  sufficient  to  supply  one  of  the  smallest  of  the 
merchant  mills  here,  and  this  would  leave  1,650,000  bushels  to  be  sup- 
plied by  the  elevator  companies  on  the  two  lines  of  railroad  passing 
through  this  city. 

At  the  time  these  mills  were  building,  the  milling  in  transit  system 
was  considered  as  the  source  of  supply,  and  relying  upon  the  continu- 
ance of  the  system,  these  mills  were  built.  It  would  be  almost  impos- 
sible to  operate  these  mills  and  pay  local  rates  upon  wheat  to  the  mills, 
as  the  local  late  on  wheat  from  the  points  where  we  could  get  our  sup- 
plies would  be  from  four  to  eight  cents  per  bushel  in  addition  to  the 
rate  from  here  to  St.  Paul  or  Duluth,  costing  us  from  forty  to  forty  - 
eight  cents  per  barrel  of  flour,  against  the  present  milling  in  transit 
rate  of  thirty-six  cents  per  barrel. 

We  think  that  the  discontinuance  of  the  milling  in  transit  system 
would  result  in  the  closing  up  of  nearly  all  the  mills  in  this  city,  en- 
tailing a  loss  in  idle  capital  of  $200,000,  and  throw  out  of  employment 
over  one  hundred  men,  who  could  not  support  their  families  in  any 
other  way  here,  and  destroy  the  milling  interests  .  f  this  city. 

Under  the  present  milling  in  transit  system,  we  buy  our  wheat  at 
points  west  or  northwest  of  here,  paying  the  ifete  of  freight  from 
point  of  shipment  to  Minnesota  Transfer  or  Duluth.  Upon  arrival  at 
mills  we  grind  the  wheat,  and  for  every  21,000  pounds  of  wheat  re- 
ceived we  are  allowed  to  ship  free  to  Minnesota  Transfer  or  Duluth 
18,000  pounds  of  flour,  paying  the  railroad  for  8,000  pounds  more  than  we 
are  allowed  to  ship  out,  or  one-seventh  more  than  the  full  rate  through 
for  the  privilege  of  milling  in  transit,  which  amounts  to  from  nine  ($9) 
to  twelve  ($12)  dollars  per  car.  While  we  have  always  considered 
this  system  a  good  arrangment  for  the  railroad  companies,  it  is  far 
preferable  to  the  local  rates  now  made.  In  the  milling  in  transit  sys- 
tem there  is  no  injustice  to  anyone,  as  we  pay  full  rates  and  the  tran- 
sit rate  of  nine  to  twelve  dollars  per  car  and  no  rebate. 

From  the  facts  given  you  can  estimate  at  what  disadvantage  the 
millers  of  the  Northwest  would  be  placed,  and  we  trust  that  you  will 
decide  the  matter  with  justice  to  all

In  reply  to  another  letter  from  the  Page  Flour  Mills,  the  commis- 
sion on  May  3d  replied  as  follows,  sending  a  copy  to  Mr.  Hannaford : 

We  have  yours  of  the  thirtieth  ult.,  in  which  you  say:  "We  have 
received  this  morning  a  letter  from  Mr.  Hannaford  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railroad  in  reply  to  ours  of  the  28th  inst.,  relative  to  milling 
in  transit,  stating  that,  'while  he  had  reason  to  believe  that  the  rail- 
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mad  commissioners  would  authorize  the  continuance  of  the  practice, 
id  which  case  they  would  put  it  into  effect,  but  had  not  received  any 
official  announcement  from  them.'  " 

The  reason  (he  commission  has  not  made  any  forma)  decision  in  the 
matter  is  that  there  lias  been  no  complaint  Bled  requiring  an  investi- 
gation and  decision  by  the  board  upon  the  merits  of  a  controversy. 
The  board  is  not  called  upon  in  this  mutter  to  suspend  the  action  of 
hat  is  commonly  called  the  "long  aud  short  haul"  provision  of  the 
State  law,  nor  to  adjudicate  any  controversy  under  any  other  provi- 
sion of  the  act.  When  the  attention  of  the  board  was  called  to  the 
object  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  and  your  former 
■omraunication,  we  gave  notice  of  a  time  and  place  when  and  where 
*e  would  receive  any  complaint  or  hear  any  objection  to  the  continu- 
tnce  of  the  practice  known  as  "milling  in  transit,"  if  any  such  com- 
plaint anyone  should  see  fit  to  make,  or  should  any  person  desire  to  be 
leard  in  opposition  to  the  continuance  of  the  system. 

No  one  interposed  a  complaint  or  asked  to  be  heard  in  opposition.  So 
ihere  being  no  case  made  before  the  board  calling  for  a  specific  order 
w  determination  between  contending  parties,  wefeltcalled  upon  only 
;oiay  in  a  general  way  and  in  such  manner  as  to  secure  publication 
;hroagh  the  public  press,  as  we  supposed,  that  as  nobody  complained, 
ifterdueand  public  notice  the  board  did  not  feel  called  upon  to  in- 
;erfere,  and  would  make  no  order  concerning  the  method  of  doing  bus- 
iness between  the  common  carriers  and  the  millers  of  the  State  ao 
long  as  it  was  mutually  satisfactory.  We  understand,  from  the  state- 
of  the  traffic  managers  appearing  for  the  companies  represented 
it  the  time  set  for  hearing,  and  from  other  sources,  that  the  transit 
sjgtem  is  entirely  voluntary;  what  is  known  as  a  "flat  rate  "  being 
given  tbe  shipper  in  all  cases  in  lieu  of  transit,  if  he  so  desires.  So 
long  as  this  is  the  case  the  board  will  probably  not  feel  constrained  to 
interpose  of  its  own  motion,  but  it  will  not  hold  that  there  has  been 
any  such  trial  or  hearing  as  to  preclude  the  raising  of  the  question 
upon  complaint  at  any  time,  or  to,  tbe  making  of  an  order  or  decision 
hereafter  which  the  situation  may  seem  to  require."

Do  the  provisions  of  this  act  apply  to  telegraph  companies 
on  their  business  from  one  place  or  station  to  another,  both  being 
within  the  State  of  Minnesota?    (See  Sec.  17.)    (See  Pensacola  Tele- 

Jraph  Co.  vs.  Western  Union  Telegiaph  Co.,  96  U.  S.  1.)  (See  Chief 
ustice  Waite  in  Telegraph  Company  vs.  Texas,  103  U.  3.

Fifth.  Do  the  provisions  of  this  act.  apply  to  traffic  on  the  line  of 
the  Chicago,  St.  raul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railroad  between  Du- 
luth,  Minnesota,  and  stations  on  the  line  of  said  railroad  in  southeast- 
ern Minnesota,  such  traffic  passing  through  the  State  of  Wisconsin  en 
route?

Dear  Sir:  —  Tour  letter  of  the  twenty -second  ultimo,  asking  the 
opinion  or  decision  of  this  board  with  reference  to  the  construction  to 
be  given  upon  certain  points  therein  named,  to  the  "  act  to  regulate 
common  carriers  and  creating  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commis- 
sion of  the  State  of  Minnesota/'  approved  March  7, 1887,  was  received 
by  due  course  of  mail.  An  earlier  answer  has  been  prevented  by  the 
absence  of  the  board  on  an  official  trip,  and  by  the  pressure  of  other 
engagements  which  could  not  be  postponed. 

We  are  of  opinion,  that  a  careful  consideration  by  you  of  the  au- 
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thority  given  by  law  ;o  this  board,  and  of  the  powers  and  responsi- 
bilities with  which  it  is  clothed,  will  satisfy  yon  that  it  is  not  within 
our  province,  nor  have  the  laws  of  this  State  conferred  upon  us  any 
jurisdiction  to  construe,  interpret  or  apply  the  law  by  what  might 
aptly  be  termed  a  preliminary  judgment.  We  may  not  decide  mat- 
ters involving  substantial  rights  upon  an  ex  parte  statement,  or  with- 
out giving  nil  interested  parties  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

As  to  these  questions  propounded  by  you,  as  to  all  other  questions 
and  controversies  among  men.  there  are  two  sides.  It  would  not  he 
jut,  or  becoming,  or  proper,  for  this  board  to  decide  without  hearing 
either  side,  or  upon  a  partial  bearing  given  to  one  side. 

"  Audi  alteram  partem  "  is  an  old  Latin  maxim  which  is  of  univer- 
sal application  in  all  matters  affecting  human  rights. 

An  expression  of  the  opinion  of  this  board  at  this  time  upon  these 
subjects,  being  neither  a  duty  imposed  nor  a  power  conferred  by  sta- 
tute, would  carry  with  it  no  judicial  efficiency  or  sanction,  and  would 
be  of  no  more  use  to  you,  to  the  association  of  which  you  are  presi- 
dent, or  to  the  public  generally,  than  the  opinions  of  other  men  upon 
the  same  points. 

Section  thirteen  of  the  act  referred  to  points  out  the  course  of  pro- 
cedure in  case  any  common  carrier1  does  anything  it  ought  not  to  do, 
omits  to  do  what  ought  to  be  done  by  it. 

The  first  step  is  a  complaint  by  petition  to  this  board,  to  which  the 
board  is  authorized  to  require  an  answer  from  the  _party  complained 
of.  Then  follows  the  investigation,  the  board  being  clothed  with 
ample  power  to  inquire  into  the  facts,  to  report  its  findings  and  to 
enforce  the  same. 

The  board  thinks,  that  in  view  of  the  attributes,  powers  and  respon- 
sibilities which  are  thus  devolved,  upon  it,  you  will  agree  with  it  in  the 
conclusion  to  which  it  has  arrived,  that  it  wonld  be  seriously  crippled 
and  embarassed,  in  the  exercise  of  its  proper  functions,  if  it  should 
undertake  to  give  its  views  upon  abstract  propositions  arising  under 
the  law. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  board  that  all  such  matters  must  come  be- 
fore it  for  investigation  by  complaint  and  answer  in  the  regular  order 
of  procedure  prescribed  by  statute.

0.  By.  Co.,  as  to  Reduced  Passenger  Rates  for  Excursions,  etc.

The  following  reply  by  the  commission,  dated  May  13,  1887,  shows, 
the  nature  of  the  inquiry  and  views  of  the  commission : 

Your  letter  of  May  6th  has  been  received,  stating  that  there  is  a  differ- 
ence of  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  railways  under  the  law  of  March  7, 
1887,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  common  carriers,  etc.,"  to  make 
reduced  rates  for  passengers  between  points  within  the  State,  and 
u  to  what  construction  should  be  placed  on  that  part  of  the  pro- 
vieo  of  section  1  that  "nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  issuance 
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of  mileage,,  excursion  and  commutation  passenger  tickets  made  equal 
to  all,"  and  asking  if  the  language  is  intended  to  prevent  railway 
companies  from  making  the  usual  round-trip  rates  to  persons  desiring 
to  attend  State  and  county  fairs,  expositions,  firemen's  tournaments, 
religious  campmeetings,  and  all  similar  assemblies.  The  commission 
does  not  understand  that  it  has  any  general  power  to  construe  the 
statute  referred  to  for  the  purpose  of  guiding  or  controlling  the  actions 
of  individuals  or  corporations  in  either  private  business  or  public  du- 
ties, except  when  complaints  under  the  law  are  brought  to  its  notice, 
or  when  relief  which  it  is  in  its  power  to  grant  is  asked  for;  yet  it  is 
justified  in  saying  that  under  the  law  referred  to  all  rates  must  be 
reasonable,  equal  and  just,  and  the  commission  confidently  believes 
that  if  in'  the  Construction  thereof  the  railroad  companies  give  the  pub- 
lic the  benefit  of  any  doubt  that  may  arise,  instead  of  construing  the 
law  in  favor  of  the  corporate  treasury  and  against  the  public  interest, 
no  complaint  will  be  made  and  no  relief  prayed  for.  It  is  the  opinion, 
al>o,  of  the  commission  that  such  reduced  rates  may  be  made  under  the 
law,  and  that  in  arranging  to  do  so  your  company  will  not  be  charge- 
able with  any  infraction  thereof.  The  words  "made  equal  to  all," 
mean  equal  to  all  who  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
offered  by  the  company  in  any  given  case  for  reduced  rates  for  tha^t 
occasion,  and  that  only. 

Inquiry  of  Mr.  A.  O.  Long,  General  Agent  Diamond  Joe  Line  of 
Steamers. 

Filed  May  23,  1887. 

The  inquiry  was  whether  the  line  of  steamers  represented  by  Mr. 
Long  was  subject  to  the  railroad  law;  the  following  reply  was  sent 
by  the  commission : 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  May  24,  1887. 

A.  G.  Long,  Esq.,  General  Agent  Diamond  Jo  Line  Steamers,  St.  Paul: 
Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  whether  under  the  laws 
of  this  State  your  company  is  required  to  file  copies  of  its  tariffs,   the 
commission  has  to  say, 

First — That  the  law  requires  every  common  carrier  subject  to  the* 
provisions  of  the  act  to  file  with  the  commission  copies  of  its  schedules 
of  classifications,  rates,  fares  and  charges.  Section  8  of  act  approved 
March  7,  1887. 

Second — Section  1  of  this'act  declares  that  the  act  shall  apply  to 
any  common  carrier  or  carriers  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers or  property  wholly  by  railroad,  or  partly  by  railroad  and  partly 
by  water  when  both  are  used  under  a  common  control,  management  or  ar- 
rangement for  a  carriage  or  shipment  from  one  place  or  station  to  an- 
other, both  being  within  the  State  of  Minnesota. 
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With  these  two  sections  before  you,  you  can  readily  determine 
whether  the  law  applies  to  your  line  or  not. 

The  commission  is  not  advised  whether  you  are  engaged  in  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  property  wholly  by  water.  If  you  are 
the  act  doea  not  apply  to  your  company.  If  on  the  other  hand  you 
use  your  boats  in  connection  with  one  or  more  railway  lines,  both  be- 
ing under  a  common  control,  management  or  arrangement,  then  so  far 
as  places  or  stations  within  this  State  are  concerned  the  act  does  ap- 
ply to  your  business 

In  case  the  act  does  not  require  you  to  file  your  tariffs  in  this  office, 
the  commission  desires  to  say  that  if  you  can  furnish  copies  of  such 
tariffs  for  its  use,  it  would  be  glad  to  receive  them  in  the  interest  of 
the  public  service. 
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BILIS  FOU  ACTS  PROPOSED  TO  THE  LAST  LEHISLATTJRE 
BY  THE  COMMISSION. 


BILLS  FOR  ACTS  PROPOSED  TO  THE  LAST  LEGISLATURE 

BY  THE  COMMISSION. 

An  Act  to  Regulate  Common  Carriers,  and  creating  the  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  defining  the 
duties  of  snch  Commission  in  relation  to  Common  Carriers. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota: 

Section  1 .  That  a  commission  is  hereby  created  and  established, 
to  be  known  as  the  "Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,"  which 
shall  be  composed  of  three  commissioners,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  governor. 
*  The  commissioners  first  appointed  under  this^act  shall  contipue  in 
office  for  the  term  of  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively,  and  until 
their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified^  beginning  with  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  A.  D.  1889,  the  term  of  each  to  be  designated  by 
the  governor;  but  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  ex  • 
cept  that  any  person  chosen  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  be  appointed  only 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  commissioner  whom  he  shall  succeed. 
Any  commissioner  may  be  removed  by  the  governor  for*  inefficiency, 
neglect  of  duty  or  malfeasance  in  office. 

Vacancies  occasioned  by  removal,  resignation  or  other  cause,  shall  be 
filled  by  the  governor.  Not  more  than  two  of  the  commissioners  shall 
be  appointed  from  the  same  political  party.  No  person  in  the  employ 
of,  or  holding  any  official  relation  to,  anyjcommon  carrier,  or  grain  or 
warehouseman,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  law  of  this 
State,  or  owning  stocks  or  bonds  or  other  property  thereof,  or  who  is 
in  any  manner  interested  therein,  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  or 
hold  such  office. 

The  decision  of  a  majority  of  the  commission'shalljbe  considered  the 
decision  of  the  commission  on  all  questions  arising  for  its  considera- 
tion. Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  each  commissioner 
shall  make  and  subscribe  and  file  with  the  secretary  of  state  an  affida- 
vit iu  the  following  form:  "I do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case 
may  be),  that  I  will  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and 
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the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  that  I  will  faithfully 
discharge  my  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  according  to  the  best  of  my 
ability;  and  1  further  declare  that  I  am  not  in  the  employ  of,  or  hold* 
ing  any  official  relation  to,  any  common  carrier,  or  grain  warehouse- 
man, within  said  State;  nor  am  I,  in  any  manner,  interested  in  any 
stock,  bond,  or  other  property,  of  such  common  carrier  or  grain  ware- 
houseman." 

Each  commissioner  so  appointed  and  qualified  shall  enter  into  bonds 
to  the  State  of  Minnesota,  to  be  approved  by  the  governor,  in  the  sum 
of  |20,000t  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty  as  a 
member  of  such  commission;  which  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  sec- 
retary of  State. 

Sso.  2.  That  the  commission  hereby  created  shall  have  authority 
to  inquire  into  the  management  of  the  business  of  all  common  car- 
riers subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  keep  itself  in- 
formed as  to  the  manner  and  method  in  which  the  same  is  conducted, 
and  shall  have  the  right  tp  obtain  from  such  common  carriers  full  and 
complete  information  necessary  to  enable  the  commission  to  perform 
the  duties  and  carry  out  the  objects  for  which  it  was  created;  and  for 
this  purpose  all  railroad  companies  and  common  carriers,  and  their 
officers  and  employes,  are  required  to  aid  and  furnish  each  member  of 
the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  with  reasonable  and  proper 
facilities,  and  each  or  either  member  of  said  commission  shall  have  the 
right  in  his  or  their  official  capacity  to  enter  and  remain  at  all  suita- 
ble times  any  and  all  cars,  offices  or  depots,  or  upon  the  railroads  of  an 
railroad  company  in  this  State  in  the  performance  of  official  duties, 
and  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  commission  shall  have  power  to 
require  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  all  books, 
papers,  contracts,  agreements  and  documents  relating  to  any  matter 
under  investigation,  and  to  that  end  may  invoke  the  aid  of  any  of  the 
courts  of  this  State  in  requiring  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the 
production  of  books,  papers  and  documents  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section;  and  any  of  the  district  courts  of  this  State  within  the  ju- 
risdiction of  which  such  inquiry  is  carried  on  shall,  in  case  of  contu- 
macy or  refusal  to  obey  a  subpoena  issued  to  any  common  carrier,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or,  when  such  common  carrier  is  a 
corporation,  to  an  officer  or  agent  thereof,  or  to  any  person  connected 
therewith,  if  proceedings  are  instituted  in  the  name  of  such  commis- 
sion as  plaintiffs,  issue  an  order  requiring  such  common  carrier,  officer, 
agent  or  person  to  show  cause  why  such  contumacy  cr  refusal  shall 
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not  be  punished  as  and  for  contempt,  and  if  upon  the  hearing  the  court 
finds  that  the  inquiry  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commission  and 
that  such  contumacy  or  refusal  is  willful  and  the  same  is  persisted  in, 
each  contumacy  or  refusal  shall  be  punished  as  though  the  same  had 
taken  place  in  an  action  pending  in  the  district  court  for  any  judicial 
district  in  this  State. 

Sbo.  3.  That  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association,  or  any 
mercantile,  agricultural  or  manufacturing  society,  or  any  body  politic 
or  municipal  organization,  complaining  of  anything  done  or  omitted 
to  be  done  by  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
in  contravention  of  the  provisions  thereof,  or  of  any  law  of  this  State, 
may  apply  to  said  commission  by  petition,  which  shall  briefly  state 
the  facts;  whereupon  a  statement  of  the  charges  thus  made  shall  be 
forwarded  by  the  commission  to  such  common  carrier,  who  shall  be 
called  upon  to  satisfy  the  complaint  or  to  answer  the  same  in  writing 
within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  specified  by  the  commission.  If  such 
common  carrier,  within  the  time  specified,  shall  make  reparation  for 
the  injury  alleged  to  have  been  done,  said  carrier  shall  be  relieved  of 
liability  to  the  complainant  only  for  the  particular  violation  of  law 
thus  compla  ned  of.  If  such  carrier  shall  not  satisfy  the  complainant 
within  the  time  specified,  or  there  shall  appear  to  be  any  reasonable 
ground  for  investigating  said  complaint,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commission  to  investigate  the  matters  complained  of  in  such  manner 
and  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  an  investigation  shall  be  made  by  said  com- 
mission, it  shall  be  its  duty  to  make  a  report  in  writing  in  respect 
thereto,  which  shall  include  the  findings  of  fact  upon  which  the  con- 
clusions of  the  commission  are  based,  together  with  its  recommenda- 
tion as  to  what  reparation,  if  any,  should  be  made  by  the  common 
carrier  to  anv  party  or  parties  who  may  be  found  to  have  been  in- 
jured; and  such  findings  so  made  shall  thereafter,  in  all  judicial  pro* 
ceedings,  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  as  to  each  and  every  fact 
found.  All  reports  of  investigations  made  by  the  commission  shall  be 
entered  of  record,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  the  party 
who  may  have  complained  and  to  any  common  carrier  that  may  have 
been  complained  of. 

Sbo  5.  That  if  in  any  case  in  which  an  investigation  shall  be  made 
by  said  commission,  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  commission,  either  by  the  testimony  of  witnesses  or  other  evi- 
dence, that  anything  has  been  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  in  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  law  cognizable  by  said  com- 
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mission,  by  any  common  carrier,  or  that  any  injury  or  damage  has 
been  sustained  by  the  party  or  parties  complaining,  or  by  other  par- 
ties aggrieved  in  consequence  of  any  such  violation,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  commission  to  forthwith  cause  a  copy  of  its  report 
in  respect  thereto  to  be  delivered  to  such  common  carrier,  together 
with  a  notice  to  said  common  carrier  to  cease  and  desist  from  such  vio- 
lation, or  to  make  reparation  for  the  injury  so  found  to  have  been  done, 
or  both,  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  specified  by  the  commission; 
and  if,  within  the  time  specified  if  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  com- 
mission that  such  common  carrier  has  ceased  from  such  violation  of 
law,  and  has  made  reparation  for  the  injury  found  to  have  been  done, 
in  compliance  with  the  report  and  notice  of  the  commission,  or  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  party  complaining,  a  statement  to  that  effect  shall 
be  entered  of  record  by  the  commission,  and  the  said  common  carrier 
shall  thereupon  be  relieved  from  further  liability  or  penalty  for  such 
particular  violation  of  law.  But  if  said  common  carrier  shall  neglect 
or  refuse,  within  the  time  specified,  to  desist  from  such  violation  of 
law,  or  to  make  reparation  for  the  injury  done,  in  compliance  with  the 
report  and  notice  of  the  commission  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commission  to  forthwith  certify  the  fact  of  such  neglect  or  refusal 
and  forward  a  copy  of  its  report  and  such  certificate  to  the  attorney 
general  of  the  State  for  redress  and  punishment,  as  in  this  act  pro- 
vided. 

Sec  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  general,  to  whom 
said  commission  may  forward  its  report  and  certificates,  as  provided 
in  the  next  preceding  section  of  this  act,  when  it  shall  appear  from 
such  report  that  any  injury  or  damage  has  been  sustained  by  any  party 
or  parties  by  reason  of  such  violation  of  law  by  such  common  carrier, 
to  forthwith  cause  suit  to  be  brought  in  the  judicial  district  wherein 
such  violation  occurred,  on  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  the  person  or  per* 
sons  injured,  against  such  common  carrier,  for  th*  recovery  of  dama- 
ges for  such  injury  as  may  have  been  sustained  by  the  injured  party  ; 
and  if,  on  the  trial  of  said  cause,  judgment  shall  be  rendered  against 
such  common  carrier,  the  court  may  allow  a  reasonable  attorney's  fee 
to  the  attorney  general  for  prosecuting  said  cause,  to  be  taxed  as  part 
of  the  costs  ;  and  in  case  of  failure  to  recover  the  State  shall  pay  the 
necessary  costs  of  suit. 

Jn  any  case  where  the  court  shall  adjudge  that  the  violation  of  law 
by  any  such  common  carrier  has  been  willfully  continued  after  notice 
by  said  commission  to  desist  therefrom,  the  court  may  award  to  any 
party  injured  such  a  gross  sum  by  way  of  costs  as  will  reimburse  all 
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his  costs  and  expenses,  to  be  paid  by  such  common  carrier.  And 
when  it  shall  appear  by  snch  report  and  certificate  of  the  commission 
that  any  common  carrier  has  neglected  or  refused  to  desist  from  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  law  cognizable  by  such  commission, 
in  compliance  with  the  notice  of  said  commission,  it  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  attorney  general  to  forthwith  apply,  by  petition 
in  the  name  of  the  State,  to  any  judge  of  the  supreme  court,  or 
to  any  judge  of  any  district  court  within  this  State,  for  a  temporary 
injunction  against  such  common  carrier?  and  for  an  order  on  said 
common  carrier  to  show  cause-  why  it  should  not  be  enjoined  and 
restrained  from  the  continuance  of  such  alleged  violation,  and  for 
such  other  and  further  relief  as  may  be  just  in  the  premises. 

And  when  such  petition  and  the  report  of  the  commission,  and  its 
certificate  showing  that-said  common  carrier  persists  and  continues  to 
violate  the  law,  have  been  filed  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  judge  thereupon  to  issue  a  temporary  writ  of  injunction,  restrain- 
ing said  commoa  carrier  from  doing  any  further  act  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  other  law  cognizable  by  said  commission, 
as  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  commission,  until  said  cause  can  be 
fully  heardt  Such  jadge  may  enforce  obedience  to  a  ay  such  injunc- 
tion, order  or  decree,  whether  temporary  or  on  final  hearing  made 
perpetual,  by  fine,  proceedings  for  contempt,  and  by  any  and  all  other 
means  within  the  lawful  jurisdiction  of  the  court ;  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  any  order  or  decree  in  the  premises,  final  or  otherwise, 
such  court  shall  always  be  open. 

S*o.  7.  That  the  commission  may  conduct  its  proceedings  in  such 
manner  as  will  best  conduce  to  the  proper  dispatch  of  business  and  to 
the  ends  of  justice.  A  majority  of  the  commission  shaU  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  dispatch  of  business,  but  no  commissioner  shall  par- 
ticipate in  any  hearing  or  proceeding  in  which  he  has  any  pecuniary 
interest.  Said  commission  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  or  amend 
such  general  rules  or  orders  as  may  be  requisite  for  the  order  and  reg- 
ulation of  proceedings  before  it,  iucludiug  forms  of  notices  and  ser- 
vice thereof,  which  shall  conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  those  in  use 
in  the  courts  of  this  State.  Any  party  may  appear  before  said  com- 
mission and  be  heard  in  person  or  by  attorney.  Every  vote  and  official 
act  of  the  commission  shall  be  entered  of  record,  and  its  proceedings 
shall  be  public  upon  the  request  of  either  party  interested,  or  at  the 
discretion  of  the  commission.  Said  commission  shall  have  an  official 
seal,  which  shall  be  judicially  noticed.  Either  of  the  members  of  the 
commission  may  administer  oaths  and  affirmations. 
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Sbo.  8.  That  each  commissioner  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
$3,000,  payable  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  other  State  of- 
ficers. The  commission  shall  appoint  a  secretary  who  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  $2,000,  payable  in  like  manner. 

The  commission  shall  have  authority  to  employ  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  such  other  employes  as  it  may  find  necessary  to  the  proper 
perfoimance  of  its  duties,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governor  of 
the  State. 

The  commission  shall  be  furnished  with  an  office,  office  furniture 
and  stationery  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  And  all  sums  authorized 
to  be  paid  by  this  act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury  and  only 
on  the  order  of  the  state  auditor. 

Sbo.  9.  That  the  principal  office  of  the  commission  shall  be  in  the 
city  of  St.  Paul,  where  its  general  sessions  shall  be  held;  but  when- 
ever the  convenience  of  the  public  or  of  the  parties  may  be  promoted 
thereby,  the  commission  may  hold  special  sessions  in  any  part  of  the 
State. 

The  said  commissioners  and  their  necessary  assistants  shall  have 
the  right  of  passing,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  concerning 
railroads,  on  all  railroads  and  railroad  trains  in  this  State. 

Sbo.  10.  That  the  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  an 
nual  reports  from  all  common  carriers,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  to  fix  the  time  and  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  reports 
shall  be  made,  and  to  require  from  such  carriers  specific  answers  to  all 
questions  upon  which  the  commission  may  need  information.  Such 
annual  reports  shall  show  in  detail  the  amount  of  capital  stock  issued, 
the  amounts  paid  therefor,  and  the  manner  of  payment  for  the  same, 
the  dividends  paid,  the  surplus  fund,  if  any,  and  the  number  of  stock- 
holders; the  funded  and  floating  debts  and  the  interest  paid  thereon; 
the  cost  and  value  of  the  carrier's  property,  franchises  and  equipment; 
the  number  of  employes  and  the  salaries  paid  each  class;  the  amounts 
expended  for  improvements  each  year,  how  expended,  and  the  charac- 
ter of  such  improvements;  the  earnings  and  receipts  from  each  branch 
of  business  and  from  all  sources,  the  operating  and  other  expenses; 
the  balances  of  profit  and  loss;  and  a  complete  exhibit  of  the  finan. 
cial  operations  of  the  carrier  each  year,  including  an  annual  balance 
sheet.  Such  reports  shall  also  contain  such  information  in  relation 
to  rates  or  regulations  concerning  fares  or  freights  or  agreements,  ar- 
rangements or  contracts  with  other  common  carriers,  as  the  commis- 
sion may  require;  and  the  said  commission  may,  within  its  discretion, 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it  the  better  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
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this  act,  prescribe  (if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission,  it  is  practica- 
ble to  prescribe  such  uniformity  and  methods  of  keeping  accounts)  a 
period  of  time  within  which  all  common  carriers,  subiect  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  have,  as  near  as  may  be,  a  uniform  system  of 
accounts,  and  the  manner  in  which  such  accounts  shall  be  kept. 

Sec.  11.  Every  railroad  company  and  every  officer,  agent  or  em- 
ploye of  any  railroad  company  who  shall  willfuly  neglect  to  make  and 
furnish  any  report  required  in  this  act  at  the  time  herein  required,  or 
who  shall  willfully  and  unlawfully  hinder,  delay  or  obstruct  said  com- 
missioners in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed  upon  them, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  dollars 
nor  more  than  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  re- 
covered in  a  civil  action,  and  every  railroad  company  and  every  officer, 
agent  or  employe  of  any  such  railroad  company  shall  be  liable  to  a  like 
penalty  for  every  period  often  (10)  days  it  or  he  shall  willfully  neglect 
or  refuse  to  make  such  report. 

Sec.  12.  Such  commissioners  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  (1st)  day 
of  December  in  each  year,  and  oftener  if  required  by  the  governor  to 
do  bo,  make  a  report  to  the  governor  of  their  doings  for  the  preceding 
year,  containing  such  facts,  statements  and  explanations  as  will  dis- 
close the  actual  workings  of  the  system  of  railroad  transportation  in 
its  bearings  upon  the  business  and  prosperity  of  the  people  of  this 
State,  and  such  suggestions  in  relation  thereto  as  to  them  may  seem 
appropriate.  They  shall  also,  at  such  times  as  the  governor  shall  direct, 
examine  any  particular  subject  connected  with  the  condition  and 
management  of  such  railroads,  and  report  to  him  in  writing  their 
opinion  thereon,  with  their  reasons  therefor.  Said  commissioners 
shall  also  investigate  and  consider  what,  if  any,  amendment  or  re- 
vision of  the  railroad  laws  of  this  State  the  best  interests  of  the  State 
may  demand,  and  they  shall  make  a  special  biennial  report  ou  said 
subject  to  the  governor.  All  such  reports  made  to  the  governor  shall 
he  by  him  transmitted  to  the  legislature  at  the  earliest  practicable 
time. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  any  common 
earner  or  carriers  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  prop- 
erty for  hire  or  reward,  by  railroad,  or  partly  by  railroad  and  partly 
by  water,  when  both  are  used  for  continuous  carriage  or  shipment, 
within  the  State  of  Minnesota.  The  term  ' 'railroad,"  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  include  all  bridges  and  ferries  used  or  operated  in  connection 
with  any  railroad,  and  the  term  "transportation"  shall  include  all  in- 
strumentalities of  shipment  or  carriage. 
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All  charges  made  for  any  service  rendered  in  the  transportation  of 
passengers  or  property  as  aforesaid,  or  in  connection  therewith,  or  for 
receiving,  delivering,  storage  or  handling  of  such  property  shall  be 
equal,  reasonable  and  just;  provided,  that  no  common  carrier  shall 
charge  or  receive  from  any  person  a  higher  rate  per  ton  per  mile  for 
one  carload  of  freight  than  for  a  greater  number  of  carloads  per  car 
under  like  conditions  and  circumstances;  and  every  unjust,  unequal 
and  unreasonable  charge  for  such  service  is  prohibited  and  declared 
to  be  unlawful. 

Sec.  14  That  if  any  common  carrier  shall,  directly  or  indirectly, 
by  any  special  rebate,  drawback  or  other  device,  charge,  demand,  col- 
lect or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons  a  greater  or  less  compensa- 
tion for  any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in  the  transportation 
of  passengers  or  property  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  than  it 
charges,  demands,  receives  or  collects  from  any  other  person  or  per- 
sons for  doing  for  him  or  them  a  like  and  contemoeraneous  service  in 
the  transportation  of  a  like  kind  of  traffic,  under  substantially  similar 
circumstances  and  conditions,  such  common  carrier  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  unjust  discrimination,  which  is  hereby  prohibited  and  de- 
clared to  be  unlawful. 

Sec.  15.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  anv  common  carrier,  sub- 
ject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  make  or  give  any  undue  or  unrea- 
sonable preference  or  advantage  to  any  particular  person,  company, 
firm,  corporation  or  locality,  or  any  particular  description  of  traffic, 
in  any  respect  whatsoever,  or  to  subject  any  particular  person,  firm, 
company  or  corporation  or  locality,  or  any  particular  description  of 
traffic,  to  any  undue  or  unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any 
respect  whatsoever. 

Every  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall, 
according  to  their  respective  powers,  afford  all  reasonable  and  proper 
and  equal  facilities  for  the  interchange  of  traffic  between  their  respec- 
tive lines,  and  for  the  receiving,  forwarding  and  delivering  passengers 
and  property  to  and  from  their  several  lines  and  those  connecting 
therewith,  and  shall  not  discriminate  in  their  rates  and  charges  be- 
tween such  connecting  lines;  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  as  requir- 
ing any  such  common  carrier  to  give  the  use  of  its  tracks  or  terminal 
facilities  to  another  carrier  engaged  in  like  business. 

Sec.  16.  That  any  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  this  act  shall  take  effect,  file 
with  the  commission  copies  of  its  tariffs  of  rates,  fares  and  charges 
relating  to  all  classes  of  traffic  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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inclading  classifications  and  terminal  charges  which  in  anywise 
change,  affect  or  determine  any  part  of  the  aggregate  of  such  rates, 
fares,  charges  and  classifications  shall  be  made  public  by  such  common 
carriers  so  far  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission,  be  deemed 
practicable ;  and  when  any  common  carrier  shall  have  established  and 
published  its  rates,  fares,  charges  and  *  classifications,  or  any  part  of 
the  same,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  such  common  carrier  to  charge,  demand,  collect  or 
receive  from  any  person  or  persons  a  greater  or  less  compensation  than 
is  set  forth  and  specified  in  such  published  rates,  fares,  charges  and 
classifications,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  changed  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

No  advance  in  such  published  rates,  fares,  charges  and  classifica- 
tions shall  be  made  except  after  ten  days'  public  notice,  but  reduc- 
tions in  the  same  may  be  made  without  public  notice ;  and  the 
commission  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  notices  of  changes, 
advances  and  reductions  in  such  published  rates,  fares,  charges,  and 
classifications  shall  be  given. 

In  cases  where  passenger  and  freight  traffic  pass  over  lines  and 
routes  operated  by  more  than  one  common  carrier,  and  the  several 
common  carriers  operating  such  lines  or  routes  establish  joint  tariffs 
of  rates,  or  fares,  or  charges,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  section  in  respect  to  the  filing  of  such  tariff,  if 
eopies  of  such  joint  tariffs  shall  be  filed  by  any  one  of  said  common 
carriers,  and  the  same  shall  then  be  published  by  the  common  carriers 
who  are  parties  thereto,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion; but  no  common  carrier,  party  to  any  such  joint  tariff,  shall  be 
Hableforthe  failure  of  any  other  common  carrier,  party  thereto,  to 
observe  and  adhere  to  the  rates,  fares  and  charges  thus  made  and  pub* 
liihed. 

If  any  common  carrier  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  file  or  publish  its 
tariffs  of  rates,  fares  and  charges,  as  provided  in  this  section,  or  any 
pvt  of  the  same,  such  common  carrier  shall  be  subject  to  a  writ  of 
mandamus,  to  be  issued  by  any  judge  of  the  supreme  court,  or  of  tie 
district  courts  of  this  State,  to  compel  compliance  with  the  aforesaid 
provisions  of  this  section;  and  failure  to  comply  with  its  requirements 
shall  be  punishable  as  and  for  contempt.  And  the  said  commission- 
ers, as  complainants,  may  also  apply  to  any  such  judge  for  a  writ  of 
^junction  against  such  common  carrier  from  receiving  or  transporting 
property  or  passengers  within  this  State  until  such  common  carrier 
•tall  have  complied  with  the  aforesaid  provisions  of  this  section  of 
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this  act;  and  for  any  willful  violation  or  failure  to  comply  with  the 
aforesaid  provisions  of  this  section,  the  court  may  award  such  costs, 
including  counsel  fees,  by  way  of  penalty,  in  the  return  of  said  writs 
-and  after  due  deliberation  thereon,  as  may  be  just. 

Seo.  17.  That  in  case  the  commission  shall  at  any  time  find  any 
part  of  the  tariff  of  rates,  fares,  charges  or  classifications  so  filed  and 
published,  as  herein  provided,  are  in  any  respect  unequal,  unjust  or 
unreasonable,  it  shall  have  the  power  and  it  is  hereby  authorized,  to 
•compel  any  common  carrier  to  change  the  same,  and  adopt  such  rate, 
fare  or  charge  as  said  commission  may  declare  to  be  equal,  reasonable 
and  just.  The  commission  shall,  in  writing,  inform  such  common 
•carrier  in  what  respect  such  tariff  of  rates,  fares  and  charges  are  un- 
equal, unjust  and  unreasonable,  and  shall*  recommend  what  tariff  of 
rates,  fares  and  charges  shall  be  substituted  therefor.  In  case  such 
•common  carrier  shall  neglect  or  refuse  for  thirty  days  to  substitute 
such  tariff  of  rates,  fares  and  charges,  or  to  adopt  the  same  as  recom- 
mended by  the  commission,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission  to 
publish  such  tariff  of  rates,  fares  and  charges  as  tl.ey  had  declared  to 
be  equal,  just  and  reasonable,  and  cause  the  *aine  to  be  posted  at  all 
regular  stations  on  the  line  of  such  common  carrier  in  this  State,  and 
that  thereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  such  common  carrier  to 
charge  a  higher  rate,  fare  or  charge  than  that  so  fixed  by  said  com- 
mission. 

Any  common  carrier  refusing  or  neglecting  to  carry  out  such  recom- 
mendation so  made  by  such  commission  shall  be  subject  to  a  writ  of 
mandamus  to  be  issued  by  any  judge  of  the  supreme  court,  or  of  the 
district  courts  of  this  State  upon  application  of  the  attorney  general, 
to  compel  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  commission, 
and  failure  to  comply  with  its  requirements  shall  be  punishable  as  and 
for  contempt,  and  the  said  commission  as  complainants  may  also  apply 
to  any  such  judge  for  a  writ  of  injunction  against  such  common  car- 
rier from  receiving  or  transporting  property  or  passengers  within  this 
State  until  such  common  carrier  shall  have  complied  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  commission;  and  for  any  willful  violation  or  failure 
to  comply  with  such  recommendation  of  the  commission  the  court  may 
award  such  costs,  including  counsel  fees,  by  way  of  penalty,  on  the 
return  of  said  writs,  and  after  due  deliberation  thereon,  as  may  be  just. 

Sec.  18.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  enter  into  any  combination,  contract 
or  agreement,  expressed  or  implied,  to  prevent,  by  any  change  of  time, 
schedule,  carriage  in  different  cars,  or  by  other  means  or  devices,  the 
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arriage  of  freights  from  being  continuous  from  the  place  of  shipment  to 
fe  place  of  destination ;  and  no  break  of  bulk,  stoppage  or  interrup- 
tion, made  by  such  common  carrier,  shall  prevent  the  carriage  of 
freights  from  being  and  treated  as  one  continuous  carriage  from  the 
place  of  shipment  to  the  place  of  destination,  unless  such  break,  stop- 
page or  interruption  was  made  in  good  faith  for  some  necessary  pur~ 
pose  and  without  any  intent  to  avoid  or  unnecessarily  interrupt  such 
continuous  carriage,  or  to  evade  auy  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sic.  19.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  enter  into  any  contract,  agreement  or 
combination  with  any  other  common  carrier  or  carriers  for  the  pool- 
ing of  the  business  of  different  or  competing  railroads,  or  to  divide 
Wtween  them  the  aggregate  or  net  proceeds  of  the  earnings  of  such 
nilroads  or  any  portion  thereof ;  and  in  any  case  of  such  contract, 
agreement  or  combination  for  the  pooling  of  their  business  aforesaid 
each  day  of  its  continuance  shall  be  deemed  a  seperate  offense. 

Sic.  20  Every  common  carrier,  operating  a  railway  in  this  State  r 
«U  furnish,  start  and  run  cars  for  the  transportation  of  persons  and 
property  which  within  a  reasonable  time  previous  thereto  is  ready  or 
offered  for  transportation  at  any  of  its  stations  on  its  line  of  road  and 
«t the  junctions  of  other  railroads,  and  at  such  stopping  places  as  may 
he  established  for  receiving  and  discharging  way  passengers  and  freight;, 
ad  shall  take,  receive,  transport  and  discharge  such  passengers  and 
Property  at,  from  and  to  such  stations,  junctions  and  places,  on  and 
km  all  trains  advertised  to  stop  at  the  same  for  passengers  and  freight 
ttpectively,  upon  the  due  payment  or  tender  of  payment,  of  tolls, 
freight  or  fare  therefor,  if  such  prepayment  is  demanded. 

8k.  21.     Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Railroad  and  Ware-

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Sbo.  22.  That  whenever  any  property  is  received  by  any  railroad 
corporation,  to  be  transported  from  one  place  to  another  within  or 
without  this  State,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to  limit 
in  any  way  its  common  law  liability  with  reference  to  such  property 
while  in  its  custody  as  a  common  carrier  ;  such  liability  must  include 
the  absolute  responsibility  of  the  common  carrier  for  the  acts  of  its 
agents  in  relation  to  such  property. 

Skc.  23.  That  any  common  carrier  who  shall  willfully  do  or  cause

person  collecting  the  same  ;  and  the  same  shall  be  passed  by  the  state 
treasurer  to  the  general  revenue  fund. 

Sec.  27.  That  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  use  and  purposes  of  this  act  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  July  31,  1888,  and  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
($15,000)  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  use  and  purposes  of  this  act 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1889 

Sec.  28.  That  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  regulation  of  rail- 
road companies,"  approved  March  5,  1885,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of 
acta  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed ;  provided,  that  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  and  gov.ern  the  existing  Railroad

Sec.  29.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage. 
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An  act  relative  to  the  issuing  of  false,  fraudulent  and  part  paid  and 
unpaid  shares  of  the  stock  of  railroad  companies,  and  providing  a 
penalty  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  company 
existing  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  nor  for  any  officer 
of  any  such  company,  to  sell,  dispose  of  or  pledge  any  shares  in  the 
capital  stock  of  such  company,  nor  to  issue  certificates  of  shares  in  the 
capital  stock  of  such  company,  until  the  shares  so  sold,  disposed  of  or 
pledged,  and  the  shares  for  which  such  certificates  are  to  be  issued, 
shall  have  been  fully  paid,  nor  issue  any  stock  or  bonds  except  for 
money,  labor  or  property  actually  received  and  applied  to  the  purpose 
for  which  such  corporation  was  created,  and  all  fictitious  stock,  divi- 
dends, and  other  fictitious  increase  of  the  capital  stock  or  indebted* 
ness  of  any  such  corporation  shall  be  void;  and  if  any  officer  or  offi- 
cers of  any  such  company  shall  issue,  sell,  pledge  or  dispose  of  any 
shares  or  certificates  of  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  company, 
in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  officer  or  officers 
so  doing  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  punished  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  apply  as  fully  to  the  stocks  and  officers  of  con- 
solidated railroad  companies,  existing  in  whole  or  in  part  within  this 
State,  as  to  original  unconsolidated  companies  existing  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  such  railroad  company 
as  aforesaid,  to  file  with  the  secretary  of  state,  in  the  month  of  July 
of  each  year,  a  special  report  and  statement,  sworn  to  by  the  president 
and  treasurer  of  the  company,  setting  forth  explicitly  the  number  of 
shares  of  capital  stock  actually  issued,  sold,  pledged  or  disposed  of  by 
the  company,  to  the  date  of  such  report,  and  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  issued  during  the  year  last  past,  and  the  amount  received  there- 
for in  money,  and  the  amount  received  therefor,  if  any,  in  property 
and  other  effects. 

Sec.  3.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  neglect 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  act,  or  the  making  of  any 
false  statement  to  the  secretary  of  State  in  relation  to  any  matters  re- 
quired by  the  preceding  section  to  be  reported  to  him,  shall  render 
the  officers  and  directors  of  any  such  railroad  company  as  aforesaid, 
guilty  of  any  such  violation  or  neglect,  or  making  or  permitting  any 
such  false  statement,  liable  to  the  State  for  the  penalties  herein  pro- 
vided. 
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Sbc.  4.  Any  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  render 
any  officer  or  director  of  any  such  railroad  company  as  aforesaid  guilty 
of  any  such  violation,  liable  to  indictment,  and  on  conviction  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  imprison- 
ment in  the  State  prison  not  more  than  three  years,  or  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

Sbctiok  1.  Whenever  any  railroad  company  shall  desire  to  increase 
its  capital  stock  it  shall  make  application  to  the  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  amount  to  which  and 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  desired  to  make  such  increase.  Where- 
upon the  commission  shall  fix  a  time  and  place  for  hearing  such  ap- 
plication, and  require  such  notice  thereof  to  be  given  as  they  may 
deem  reasonable. 

Sbc.  2.  The  commission  shall  make  a  finding  of  all  the  essential 
facts  presented  to  them  in  regard  to  such  proposed  increase  of  capital 
stock,  and  if  the  commission  shall  allow  the  increase  applied  for,  they 
shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  and  the  terms  upon  which  such 
stock  shall  be  increased.  If  the  commission  refuse  their  approval  to 
the  issue  of  such  capital  stock,  the  reasons  for  such  refusal  shall  be 
stated  in|their  next  annual  report  to  the  legislature. 

Sbc.  3.  No  railroad  company  shall  increase  its  capital  stock  except 
by  special  authority  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  as 
herein  provided. 

Sso.  4.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  provisions  of  this  act  to 
be  accepted  by  any  railroad  company  before  the  same  shall  become 
operative  as  an  amendment  to  the  charter  of  such  company. 

S*c.  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

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An  act  to  provide  for  the  taxation  of  persons,  copaitnersbips,  associ- 
ations, car-loa  ling  companies,  sleeping  car  companies,  corpora- 
tions, and  fast  freight  lines  engaged  in  the  business  of  running  cars 
over  any  of  the  railroads  of  this  State,  and  not  being  exclusively 
the  property  of  any  railroad  company,  paying  taxes  on  their  gross 
receipts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  oF  the  State  of  Minnesota: 

Section  1  That  every  person,  copartnership*  corporation,  associa- 
tion, car  loaning  company,  or  fast  freight  line  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  running  cars  over  any  of  the  railroads  of  this  State,  and  not 
being  exclusively  the  property  of  any  railroad  company  paying  taxes 
in  this  State,  on  their  gross  receipts,  who  are  or  may  hereafter  be  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  carrying  passengers  in  any  palace,  drawing- 
room,  sleeping,  chair,  or  other  car,  over  or  upon  any  railroad  in  this 
State,  or  any  part  thereof  for  the  right  of  occupancy  of  which  pas- 
sengers are  required  to  pay  a  sum  additional  to  that  charged  upon  the 
ordinary  cars  of  the  road  over  which  said  palace,  drawing  room, 
sleeping,  chair  or  other  car,  as  aforesaid,  may  be  hauled,  shall  keep 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Commission,  a  just  and  true  account  of  all  sums  so  re- 
ceived by  them  as  additional  charges,  for  the  occupancy  of  such  cars 
over  any  road  or  portion  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  and 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  of  each  year,  report  to  said 
Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  on  blanks  to  be  fur- 
nished by  them  for  such  purpose,  the  gross  amount  of  such  receipts 
as  aforesaid,  earned  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  for  the  year  end- 
ing on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next  preceding  the  date  of 
such  report. 

Seo.  2.  Every  person,  association,  copartnership,  or  corporation 
owning,  running,  or  interested  in  any  special,  fast,  through  or  other 
stock,  coal  or  refrigerator  car  freight  lines,  the  cars  of  which  are  not 
the  exclusive  property  of  railroad  companies,  also  any  carloaning 
company,  incorporation,  copartnership,  or  association  doing  business 
in  or  running  cars  over  any  of  the  railroads  of  this  State,  shall  keep 
accounts  and  make  reports  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  for  in  the 
case  of  palace,  drawing-room  and  other  passenger  cars  by  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act. 

Seo.  3.  The  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  shall  certify  the 
said  returns  of  gross  earnings  to  the  state  auditor,  together  with  a 
statement  of  the  perceutum  and   amount  of  tax   due   thereon.      The 
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State  auditor  shall  then  make  hie  draft  on  the  person,  association  ,  cor- 
poration or  copartnership,  liable  to  pay  tat  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  for  the  amount  of  tax  due  and  place  the  same  in  the  hands 
of  the  State  treasurer  lor  collection. 

Sec.  4.  The  reports  required  to  he  made  by  sections  one  and  two 
of  this  act  shall  be  verified  in  the  case  of  corporations  by  the  oath  of 
the  president  and  secretary  thereof,  and  in  the  case  of  copartnership, 
association  or  persons  by  the  oath  of  the  proper  agents  or  accoun- 
tants as  the  board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  shall  re- 
quire, and  any  such  person,  association,  copartnership  or  corporation 
neglecting  or  refusing  to  make  such  report,  or  who  shall  willfully 
make  a  false  report  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  treasurer,  and  he  is  hereby 
required  in  case  such  penalty  shall  be  incurred,  as  aforesaid,  to  forth- 
with issiir-  his  warrant  for  the  collection  of  the  same  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  levy  and  collect  the  same  in  all  respects  as  is  herein 
provided  for  the  collection  of  taxes  against  such  person,  association, 
copartnership  or  corporation,  and  the  collection  of  said  penalty  shall 
In  no  wise  absolve  the  person,  association,  copartnership  or  corpora- 
tion  from  making  the  report  or  payment  of  the  taxes  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 

Sec  o.  ""  state  shall  have  a  lien  upon  all  the  property  of  each 
of  tti€  parties  mentioned  in  section  one  and  two  uf  this  act,  whether 
eorporutious  or  otherwise,  for  all  the  taxes  herein  imposed  and  for 
interest  thereon,  and  for  penalty  for  delay  in  payment  thereof,  and 
for  all  dues  which  may  accrue  to  the  State  from  said  parties,  which  lien 
of  the  State  shall  take  precedence  of  all  demands,  judgments,  decrees, 
or  other  liens  of  whatever  character. 

Sec.  6.  Failure  to  make  a  report  as  required,  and  within  the  time 
limited  in  sections  one  and  two  of  this  act,  shall  be  construed  as  a 
refusal  to  make  such  report,  on  the  part  of  the  corporation,  copart- 
nership, association  or  party  so  failing  ;  and  on  the  refusal  of  any 
corporation,  copartnership,  association  or  party  to  make  said  report, 
it  shall  be  thrt  (iuty  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  to 
notify  the  trensurer  or  accounting  officer  of  such  neglect  or  default, 
and  if  the  same  shall  continue  for  thirty  ( 30 )  days  after  serving  such 
notice,  such  person,  corporation,  copartnership,  or  association,  shall 
be  subject  to  u  penalty  in  hu  amount  equal  to  twenty-five  (25)  per 
sent  uf  the  tax  imposed  upon  such  person,  corporation,  copartnership, 
or  msoc  iation,  to  be  added  to  and  collected  with  such  tax,  and  in  case 
neb   person,    corporation,   copartnership,   or  association,  shall  fail 
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within  thirty  (30)  days  after  such  notice  to  make  such  return  of  its 
gross  earnings,  and  the  whole  thereof,  at  the  time,  and  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law,  then  in  that  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state 
treasurer  to  fix  the  amount  of  such  gross  earnings  and  tax  together 
with  such  penalty,  basing  his  actions  upon  the  best  evidence  he  can 
obtain  without  expense  to  the  State,  and  make  an  entry  of  the  amount 
of  such  gross  earnings  and  tax  and  penalty  in  the  books  of  his  office, 
which  said  entry,  when  so  made,  shall  stand  in  the  place  of  the  re- 
port required  by  law  to  be  made  by  said  person,  corporation,  copart- 
nership, or  association,  and  shall  in  all  courts  of  this  State,  and  for 
all  purposes,  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated.  The 
certificate  of  the  state  treasurer  that  any  such  tax  or  per  centum  of 
gross  earnings,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  unpaid  and  due  from  any  per- 
son, corporation,  copartnership,  or  association,  and  stating  the 
amount  thereof,  together  with  such  penalty  shall  be  full  and  com- 
plete and  sufficient  warrant  for  the  collection,  by  sale  or  otherwise, 
of  the  said  tax  or  per  centum  of  gross  earnings  or  any  part  thereof. 

Sec.  7  At  any  time  subsequent  to  the  first  day  of  March  of  each 
year,  when  any  such  tax  or  per  centum  of  gross  earnings  is  due  from 
any  corporation,  copartnership,  association  or  party,  the  State  treas- 
urer, or  his  deputy,  shall  distrain  sufficient  goods,  chattels,  or  other 
movable  property,  if  found  within  this  State,  to  pay  the  taxes  or  per- 
Centum  due  from  such  corporation,  copartnership,  association  or  party, 
and  the  costs  that  may  accrue,  and  shall  immediately  proceed  to  ad- 
vertise the  same  in  three  newspapers  .published  in  the  State,  stating 
the  time  when  and  the  place  where  such  property  will  be  sold;  and 
if  the  taxes  for  which  such  property  is  distrained,  and  the  costs 
which  accrue  thereon,  are  not  paid  before  the  day  appointed  for 
such  sale,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  three  (3)  weeks  from  the  taking 
of  such  property,  the  State  treasurer,  or  his  deputy,  shall  proceed  to 
sell  such  property  at  public  vendue,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  said  taxes  and  the  costs  of  such  distress  and  sale  and 
penalty,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  8.  If  any  such  corporation,  copartnership,  association  or 
party  fail  to  pay  the  taxes  or  per  centum  of  gross  earnings  by  the 
first  day  of  March,  when  the  same  becomes  due,  then  the  said  corpor- 
ation, copartnership,  association  or  party  may  pay  the  same  to  the 
State  treasurer  at  any  time  before  property  shall  have  been  distrained; 
provided,  that  the  said  corporation,  copartnership,  association  or  party 
shall,  in  every  instance  when  the  said  tax  or  per  centum  of  gross  earn* 
ings  shall  not  be  paid  when  due,  pay  to  the  State  treasurer  the  addi- 
tional sum  of  five  per  centum  on  said  tax  as  a  penalty. 

t 
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Sbc.  9.  The  per  centum  of  taxes  on  the  gross  earnings  of  every 
person,  copartnership,  corporation,  or  association,  is  hereby  fixed  at 
three  per  cent  per  annum,  and  the  payment  of  such  per  centum  an* 
naally  shall  be,  and  is,  in  lieu  of  all  taxation  and  assessment  what- 
ever. 

Sbc.  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage. 


A  PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

To  be  Section  5  of  Article  10.  Control  of  Railroad  Corpora- 
tions— A  railroad  corporation  may  establish  for  its  sole  benefit  fares, 
tolls  and  charges  upon  all  passengers  and  property  conveyed  or  trans- 
ported on  its  railroad,  at  such  rates  as  may  be  determined  by  its  direc- 
tors, and  may  from  time  to  time,  by  its  directors,  regulate  the  use  of 
its  road;  but  such  fares,  tolls  and  charges,  and  such  regulations,  shall 
at  all  times  be  subject  to  revision  and  alteration  by  the  legislature  of 
this  State,  or  by  such  officers  or  persons  as  it  may  appoint  for  the 
purpose,  anything  in  the  charter  of  a  railroad  corporation  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 


An  act  for  the  taxation       railroad  companies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota : 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  company,  owning  or  operating,  or  which 
may  hereafter  own  or  operate,  any  line  or  lines  of  railroad  in  this 
State,  which  has  not  accepted  and  become  subject  to  sections  one  and 
two  of  chapter  eleven  of  the  Special  Laws  of  1873,  relative  to  taxation, 
shall  become  liable  to  pay,  and  shall  pay,  a  percentage  of  its  gross 
earning*  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  chapter  hereinbefore  referred  to. 

Sbc.  2.  No  railroad,  or  branch  or  extension  of  a  railroad,  in  this 
State,  shall  hereafter  be  opened  for  public  use  until  the  management 
thereof  shall  officially  notify  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission 
that  the  same  is  finished,  and  in  a  safe  condition  for  operation. 

Within  one  year  after  such  notification  the  corporation  construct- 
ing or  operating  such  railroad,  branch  or  extension,  shall  file,  in  the 
office  of  said  commission,  a  map  and  profile  thereof,  with  tables  of 
grades,  curvatures  and  mileage,  and  a  statement  of  the  other  charac* 
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teristics  of  the  road,  certified  by  its  president  and  engineer,  in  such 
form  as  the  board  may  prescribe. 

Seo.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. 


An  act  to  regulate  grain  warehouses  and  the  inspection,  weighing  and 
handling  of  grain  at  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  and  defining 
the  duties  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  in  relation 
thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  : 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  to  assume  and  exercise  a 
constant  supervision  over  the  grain  interests  of  this  State,  to  super- 
vise the  handling,  inspection,  weighing  and  storage  of  grain;  to  estab- 
lish all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the  weighing,  grading, 
inspection  and  appeal  on  inspection  of  grain,  and  for  the  management 
of  the  public  warehouses  of  the  State,  as  far  as  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any 
law  of  this  State  in  regard  to  the  same;  to  investigate  all  complaints 
of  fraud  and  oppression  in  the  grain  trade  of  this  State,  and  to  correct 
the  same  as  far  as  it  may  be  in  their  power 

Sec.  2.  That  the  rules  and  regulations  so  established,  not  being 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  law,  shall  be  published  by  said  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission  in  one  daily  newspaper  published  in  St. 
Paul,  and  another  in  Minneapolis,  and  another  in  Duluth,  and  the 
same  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  until  they  shall  be  changed  or  abro- 
gated by  said  commission  in  a  like  public  manner. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  elevators  or  warehouses  located  at  St.  Paul,  Min- 
neapolis and  Duluth,  in  this  State,  in  which  grain  is  handled  or 
stored  for  a  compensation,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  public  ware- 
houses. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  proprietor,  lessee  or 
manager  of  any  elevator  or  warehouse  mentioned  in  section  three  of 
tnig  act  to  transact  any  business  until  a  license  has  been  procured 
from  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  permitting  such  pro- 
prietor, lessee  or  manager  to  transact  business  as  a  public  warehouse- 
man under  the  laws  of  this  State,  which  license  shall  be  issued  by 
tte  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  upon  a  written  application, 
which  shall  set  forth  the  location   and  name   and  capacity   of  such

elevator  or  warehouse,  and  the  individual  name  of  each  person  inter- 
ested as  owner  or  principal  in  the  management  of  the  same;  or,  if 
the  elevator  or  warehouse  be  owned  or  managed  by  a  corporation,  the 
name  of  the  president,  secretary  and  treasurer  of  such  corporation 
shall  be  stated  and  the  said  license  shall  give  authority  to  carry  on 
and  conduct  the  business  of  a  public  warehouse  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  this  State;  such  license  shall  be  revocable  by  said  com- 
mission upon  complaint  of  any  person  in  writing,  setting  forth  the 
particular  violation  of  law,  and  upon  satisfactory  proof,  to  be  taken 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  commission. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  person,  association  or  corporation  receiving 
license  as  herein  provided  shall  file  with  the  commission  granting  the 
same  a  bond  to  the  State  of  Minnesota,  with  good  and  sufficient  sure- 
ties, to  be  approved  by  said  commission,  in  a  penal  sum  of  not  less 
than  $10,000.  nor  more  than  $25,000,  in  the  discretion  of  said  com- 
mission, for  each  elevator  or  warehouse  licensed,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  duty  as  a  public  warehouseman  and  a  full 
and  unreserved  compliance  with  all  the  laws  of  this  State  in  relation 
thereto.  A  fee  of  two  dollars  shall  be  paid  for  each  license  by  the 
person,  association  or  corporation  applying  for  the  same.  Provided, 
that  when  any  person,  assooiation  or  corporation  procures  a  license 
for  more  than  one  warehouse  in  any  locality  named  herein  no  more 
than  one  bond  need  be  given.  All  bonds  given  in  pursuance  of  this 
section  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  person,  association  or  corporation  who  shall 
transact  the  business  of  a  public  warehouseman  without  first  procur- 
ing a  license  as  herein  provided,  or  who  shall  continue  to  transact 
any  such  business  after  such  license  has  been  revoked  (save  only  that 
he-may  be  permitted  to  deliver  any  property  previously  stored  in  such 
elevator  or  warehouse)  shall  on  conviction  by  indictment  be  fined  in 
a  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  for  each  and  every  day  such  business  is  carried  on,  and  the 
Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  may  refuse  to  renew  any  license 
or  grant  a  new  one  to  any  person  or  corporation  whose  license  has 
been  revoked,  for  the  space  of  one  year  after  such  revocation. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  public  warehouseman  to  receive 
for  storage  any  grain,  dry  and  in  a  suitable  condition  for  warehousing, 
that  may  be  tendered  him  in  the  usual  manner  in  which  such  ware- 
houses are  accustomed  to  receive  the  same  in  the  ordinary  and  usual 
course  of  business,  not  making  any  discrimination  between  persons 
desiring  to  avail  themselves  of  warehouse  facilities,  such  grain  to  be  in 
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all  cases  inspected  and  graded  by  a  duly  authorized  inspector,  and  to 
be  stored  with  grain  of  a  similar  grade,  the  inspection  certificate  in  all 
cases  to  be  removed  from  the  cars  and  carefully  preserved  by  said  ware- 
houseman. And  in  no  case  shall  grain  of  different  grades  be  mixed 
together  while  in  store,  but  if  the  owner  or  consignee  so  request  in 
writing,  which  written  request  shall  be  duly  filed  with  said  warehouse- 
man, and  the  warehouseman  consents  thereto,  his  grain  of  the  same 
grade  may  be  bept  in  a  bin  by  itself,  apart  from  that  of  other  owners, 
which  bin  shall  thereupon  be  marked  and  known  as  a  special  bin.  He 
may  also,  on  request  of  the  owner  or  consignee  of  any  grain,  place  the 
same  in  a  special  bin  for  the  purpose  of  drying,  cleaning,  or  otherwise 
improving  the  condition  or  value  of  any  such  grain.  If  a  warehouse 
receipt  be  issued  for  grain  so  kept  separate,  it  shall  state  on  its  face 
that  it  is  in  a  special  bin,  and  shall  state  the  number  of  such  bin,  and 
the  number  of  bushels  covered  by  said  warehouse  receipt,  and  all  grain 
delivered  from  such  special  bin  or  bins  shall  be  inspected  on  its  deliv- 
ery by  a  duly  authorized  inspector  of  grain,  regardless  of  the  grade 
originally  fixed  upon  said  grain  previous  to  its  receipt  into  such  special 
bins.  Provided,  that  upon  application  of  any  person,  association  or 
corporation  so  licensed,  for  cause  shown,  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commission  may,  in  their  discretion,  exempt  any  portion  of  a  public 
warehouse  from  the  liability  in  this  section  created  to  receive  for  stor- 
age any  grain  that  may  be  tendered  in  the  usual  manner,  not  making 
any  discrimination  between  persons  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of 
warehouse  facilities.  Provided,  also,  that  grain  which  has  been  stored 
in  a  special  bin  for  the  purpose  of  drying,  cleaning,  or  otherwise  im- 
proving the  condition  or  value  of  such  lot  of  grain,  shall  at  no  time 
thereafter  be  stored  with  the  regular  grain  of  different  owners  which 
has  been  received  upon  grade  in  such  warehouse. 

Seo  8.  Upon  application  of  the  owner  or  consignee  of  grain  stored 
in  a  public  warehouse,  the  same  being  accompanied  with  evidence 
that  all  transportation  or  other  charges  which  may  be  a  lien  upon  the 
grain,  including  charges  for  inspection  and  weighing,  have  been  paid, 
the  warehouseman  shall  issue  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  it  a 
warehouse  receipt  therefor,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  owner  or  con- 
signee, which  receipt  shall  bear  date  corresponding  with  the  receipt 
of  the  grain  in  store,  and  shall  state  upon  its  face  the  quantity  and 
inspected  grade  of  the  grain  ;  and  that  the  grain  mentioned  on  it  has 
been  received  in  store  to  be  stored  with  grain  of  the  same  grade  by 
inspection  ;  and  that  it  is  deliverable  upon  the  return  of  the  receipt 
properly  indorsed  by  the  person  to  whose  order  it  was  issued  and  the 
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payment  of  proper  charges  for  storage.  All  warehouse  receipts  for 
grain  issued  by  the  same  warehouse  shall  be  consecutively  numbered, 
and  no  two  receipts  bearing  the  same  number  shall  be  issued  from  the 
same  warehouse  during  any  one  year,  except  in  case  of  a  lost  or  de- 
stroyed receipt,  in  which  case  the  new  receipt  shall  bear  the  same 
date  and  number  as  the  original,  and  shall  be  plainly  marked  on  its 
face  "  Duplicate."  If  the  grain  was  received  from  railroad  cars  the 
number  of  each  car  shall  be  stated  upon  the  receipt,  with  the  amount 
it  contained  ;  if  from  barges  or  other  vessels,  the  name  of  such  craft ; 
if  from  team  or  by  other  means,  the  manner  of  its  receipt  shall  be 
stated  on  its  face. 

Sbo.  9.    Upon  the  delivery  of  grain  from  store  upon  any  receipt, 
such  receipt  shall  be  plainly  maVked  across  its  face  the  word    'Can- 
celed," with  the  name  of  the  person  canceling  the  same,  and  shall 
thereafter  be  void,  and  shall  not  again  be  put  in  circulation,  nor  shall 
grain  be  delivered  twice  upon  the  same  receipt.     No  warehouse  re- 
ceipt shall  be  issued  except  upon  actual  delivery  of  grain  into  store  in 
the  warehouse  from  which  it  purports  to  be  issued,  and  which  is  to  be 
represented  by  the  receipts.     Nor  shall  any  receipt  be  issued  for  a 
greater  quantity  of  grain  than  was  contained  in  the  lot  or  parcel 
stated  to  have  been  received.     Nor  shall  more  than  one  receipt  be 
issued  for  the  same  lot  of  grain,  except  in  cases  where  receipt  for  a 
part  of  a  lot  is  desired,  and  then  the  aggregate  receipt  for  a  particular 
lot  shall  cover  that  lot  and  no  more.    In  cases  where  a  part  of  the 
grain  represented  by  the  receipt  is  delivered  out  of  store,  and  the  re- 
mainder is  left,  a  new  receipt  may  be  issued  for  such  remainder,  but 
the  new  receipt  shall  bear  the  same  date  as  the  original,  and  shall 
state  on  the  face  that  it  is  balance  of  receipt  of  the  original  number, 
and  the  receipt  upon  which  a  part  has  been  delivered  shall  be  canceled 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  all  been  delivered.     In  case  it  be  de- 
sirable to  divide  one  receipt  into  two  or  more,  or  in  case  it  be  desirable 
to  consolidate  two  or  more  receipts  into  one,  and  the  warehouseman 
consents  thereto,  the  original  receipt  shall  be  canceled  the  same  as  if 
the  grain  had  been  delivered  from  store,  and  the  new  receipts  shall  ex- 
press on  their  face  that  they  are  a  part  of  another  receipt,  or  a  con- 
solidation of  other  receipts,  as  the  case  may  be  ;  and  the  numbers  of 
the  original  receipts  shall  also  appear  upon  the  new  ones  issued,  as  ex- 
planatory of  the  change  ;  but  no  consolidation  of  receipts  of  dales 
differing  more  than  ten  ( 10 )  days  shall  be  permitted,  and  all  new  re- 
ceipts issued  for  old  ones  canceled,  as  herein  provided,  shall  bear  the 
same  date  as  those  originally  issued,  as  near  as  may  be. 
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Sbc.  10.  No  warehouse  man  in  the  State  shall  insert  in  any  receipt 
issued  by  him  any  language  in  anywise  limiting  or  modifying  his  lia- 
bilities or  responsibility  as  imposed  by  the  laws  of  this^State. 

Seo.  11  On  the  return  of  any  warehouse  receipt  by  him,  properly 
indorsed,  and  the  tender  of  all  proper  charges  upon  the  property  rep- 
resented by  it,  such  property  shall  be  immediately  delivered  to  the 
holder  of  such  receipt,  and  it  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  further 
charges  for  storage  after  demand  for  such  delivery  shall  have  been 
made,  and  the  property  represented  by  such  receipt  shall  be  delivered 
within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  such  demand  shall  have  been  made, 
and  the  cars  or  vessels  for  the  same  shall  have  been  furnished.  The 
warehouseman  in  default  shall  be  liable  to  the  owner  of  such  receipt 
for  damages  for  such  default,  in  the  -sum  of  one  (1)  cent  per  bushel, 
and  in  addition  thereto  one  (1)  cent  per  bushel  for  each  and  every  day 
of  such  neglect  or  refusal  to  deliver;  provided,  no  warehouseman  shall 
be  held  to  be  in  default  in  delivering  if  the  property  is  delivered  in  the 
order  demanded,  and  as  rapidly  as  due  diligence,  care  and  prudence, 
will  justify. 

Seo.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  owner,  lessee  and  manager, 
of  every  public  warehouse  in  this  State,  to* furnish  in  writing,  under 
oath,  at  such  times  as  the  board  of  warehouse  commissioners  shall  re- 
quire and  prescribe,  a  statement  concerning  the  condition  and  man- 
agement of  the  business  as  such  warehouseman. 

Sec.  13.  The  warehouseman  of  every- public  warehouse  located  at 
Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  and  Duluth,  shall,  on  or  before  Tuesday  morn-  , 
ing  of  each  week,  cause  to  be  made  out,  and  shall  keep  posted  up  in  the 
business  office  of  his  warehouse,  in  a  conspicuous  place,  a  statement  of 
the  amount  of  each  kind  and  grade  of  grain  in  store  in  his  warehouse 
at  the  close  of  the  business  on  the  previous  Saturday,  and  shall  also* 
on  each  Tuesday  morning,  render  a  similar  statement,  made  under 
oath,  before  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  by  one 
of  the  principal  owners  or  operators  thereof,  or  by  the  bookkeeper 
thereof,  having  personal  knowledge  of  the  facts,  to  the  warehouse 
registrar,  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided. 

They  shall  also  be  required  to  furnish  daily  to  the  said  registrar  a 
correct  statement  of  the  amount  of  each  kind  and  grade  ot  grain 
received  in  store  in  such  warehouse  on  the  previous  day,  also  the 
amount  of  each  kind  and  grade  of  grain  delivered  or  shipped  by  such 
warehouseman  during  the  previous  day,  and  what  warehouse  receipts 
have  been  canceled  upon  which  the  grain  has  been  delivered  on  such 
day,  giving  the  number  of  each  receipt,  and  amount,  kind  and  grade 
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of  grain  received  and  shipped  upon  each ;  also  how  much  grain,  if  any, 
was  so  delivered  or  shipped  and  the  kind  and  grade  of  it,  for  which 
warehouse  receipts  had  not  been  issued,  and  when  and  how  such  unre- 
ceipted grain  was  received  by  them,  the  aggregate  of  such  reported 
cancellations  and  delivery  of  unreceipted  grain  corresponding  in 
amount,  kind  and  grade  with  the  amount  so  reported  delivered  or 
shipped.  They  shall  also  at  the  same  time  report  what  receipts,  if 
any,  have  been  canceled  and  new  ones  issued  in  their  stead,  as  herein 
provided  for.  And  the  warehouseman  making  such  statements  shall, 
in  addition,  furnish  the  said  registrar  any  further  information  regard- 
ing receipts  issued  or  canceled  that  may  be  necessary  to  enable  him  to 
keep  a  full  and  correct  record  of  all  receipts  issued  and  canceled  and 
of  grain  received  and  delivered 

Sec.  14.  That  the  commission  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  as 
warehouse  registrar  at  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  and  such 
assistants  as  may  be  deemed  uecessary,  who  shall  discharge  the  duties 
prescribed  by  law  and  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  commission. 

Sbo.  15.  Every  warehouseman  of  public  warehouses  located  at 
Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  and  Duluth,  shall  be  required  during  the  first 
(1st)  week  in  September  of  each  year  to  publish  in  one  (I)  of  the 
newspapers  (daily  if  there  be  such)  published  in  the  city  or  village  in 
which  such  warehouse  is  situated,  a  table  or  schedule  of  rates  and 
charges  for  the  storage  of  grain  in  his  warehouse  during  the  ensuing 
year,  which  rates  and  charges  shall  not  be  increased  during  the  year, 
and  such  published  rates  and  charges,  or  any  published  reduction  of 
them,  shall  apply  to  all  grain  received  into  such  warehouse  from  any 
person  or  source,  and  no  discrimination  as  to  rates  and  charges  shall 
be  made,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  such  warehouseman  for  the  storage 
of  grain.  The  charges  for  storage  and  handling  of  grain,  including 
the  cost  of  receiving  and  delivering,  shall  be  equal  and  just,  and  shall 
in  all  cases  before  publication  be  submitted  to  the  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission  for  their  approval,  and  such  charges  shall  not  go 
into  effect  without  such  approval. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  public  warehouseman  to  mix 
any  grain  of  different  grades  together,  or  to  select  different  qualities 
of  the  same  grade  for  the  purpose  of  storing  or  delivering  the  same; 
nor  shall  he  attempt  to  deliver  grain  of  one  grade  for  another,  or  in 
any  way  tamper  with  grain  while  in  his  possession  or  custody,  with  a 
view  of  securing  any  profit  to  himself  or  any  other  person.  And  in 
no  case,  even  of  grain  stored  in  a  separate  bin,  shall  he  be  permitted 
to  mix  grain  of  different  grades  together  while  in  store.     He  may ,. 
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however,  on  request  of  the  owner  of  any  grain  stored  in  a  private  bin, 
be  permitted  to  dry,  clean,  or  otherwise  improve  the  condition  or  value 
of  any  such  lot  of  grain,  but  in  such  case  it  shall  only  be  delivered  as 
such  separate  lot. 

Nothing  in  this  section,  however,  shall  prevent  any  warehouseman 
from  removing  grain  while  within  his  warehouse  for  its  preservation  or 
safe  keeping.  No  public  warehouseman  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
any  loss  or  damage  to  property  by  fire  while  in  h;s  custody,  provided 
reasonable  care  and  vigilance  be  exercised  to  protect  and  preserve  the 
same;  nor  shall  he  be  held  liable  for  damage  4o  grain  by  heating,  if  it 
can  be  shown  that  he  has  exercised  proper  care  in  handling  and  stor- 
ing the  same,  and  that  such  heat  or  damage  was  the  result  of  causes 
beyond  his  control;  and  in  ordor  that  no  injustice  may  result  to  the 
holder  of  grain  in  any  public  warehouse  of  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  and 
Duluth,  it  shall  be  deemed  the  duty  of  such  warehouseman  to  dispoee 
of,  by  delivery,  or  shipping  in  the  ordinary  and  legal  manner  of  so 
delivering,  that  grain  of  any  particular  grade  which  was  first  received 
by  them,  or  which  has  been  for  the  longest  time  in  store  in  his  ware- 
house, and  unless  public  notice  has  been  given  that  some  portion  of 
the  grain  in  his  warehouse  is  out  of  condition  or  becoming  so,  such 
warehouseman  shall  deliver  grain  of  quality  equal  to  that  received  by 
him,  on  all  receipts  as  presented.  In  case,  however,  any  warehouse- 
man of  Minneapolis,  St  Paul  or  Duluth,  shall  discover  that  any  por- 
tion of  the  grain  in  his  warehouse  is  out  of  condition,  or  becoming  so, 
and  it  is  not  in  his  power  to  preserve  the  same,  he  shall  immediately 
give  public  notice  by  advertising  in  a  daily  newspaper  in  the  city  in 
which  such  warehouse  is  situated,  and  by  posting  a  notice  in  the  most 
public  place  (for  such  purpose)  in  such  city,  of  its  actual  condition  as 
near  as  he  can  ascertain.  It  shall  state  in  such  notice  the  kind  and 
grade  of  the  grain,  and  the  bins  in  which  it  is  stored,  and  shall  also 
state  in  such  notice  the  receipts  outstanding  upon  which  such  grain 
will  be  delivered,  giving  the  numbers,  amounts  and  dates  of  each, 
which  receipts  shall  be  those  of  the  oldest  dates  then  in  circulation  or 
uncancelled,  the  grain  represented  by  which  has  not  previously  been 
declared  or  receipted  for  as  out  of  condition;  or  if  the  grain  longest 
in  store  has  not  been  receipted  for  he  shall  so  state,  and  shall  give  the 
name  of  the  party  for  whom  such  grain  was  stored,  the  date  it  was 
received,  the  amount  of  it,  and  the  enumeration  of  receipts  and  identi- 
fication of  grain,  as  so  discredited,  shall  embrace  as  near  as  may  be  as 
great  a  quantity  of  grain  as  is  contained  in  such  bins.  And  such  grain 
shall  be  delivered  upon  the  return  and  cancellation  of  the  receipts,  and 
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the  unreceipted  grain  upon  the  request  of  the  owner  or  person  in  charge 
thereof.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held  to  relieve  the  said  ware- 
houseman from  exercising  proper  eare  and  vigilence  in  preserving  such 
grain  after  such  publication  of  its  condition,  but  such  grain  shall  be 
kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  direct  contact  with  other  grain,  and 
shall  not  be  mixed  with  other  grain  while  in  store  in  such  warehouse. 
Any  warehouseman  guilty  of  any  act  or  neglect,  the  effect  of  which 
is  to  depreciate  property  stored  in  the  warehouse  under  his  control, 
shall  be  held  responsible  as  at  common  law  or  upon  the  bond  of  such 
warehouseman,  and  in  addition  thereto  the  license  of  such  warehouse- 
man, if  his  warehouse  be  in  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  or  Duluth,  shall  be 
revoked.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  permit 
any  warehouseman  to  deliver  any  grain  stored  in  a  special  bin,  or  by 
itself,  as  provided  in  this  act,  to  any  but  the  owner  of  the  lot,  whether 
the  same  be  represented  by  a  warehouse  receipt  or  otherwise.  Incase 
the  grain  declared  out  of  condition,  as  herein  provided  for,  shall  not 
be  removed  from  store  by  the  owner  thereof  within  two  (2)  months 
from  the  date  of  the  notice  of  its  being  out  of  condition,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  warehouseman  where  the  grain  is  stored  to  sell  the 
same  at  public  auction,  for  account  of  said  owner,  by  giving  ten  (10) 
days1  public  notice  by  advertisement  in  a  newspaper  (daily  if  there 
be  such)  published  in  the  city  or  town  where  such  warehouse  is 
located. 

Sec.  17.  All  persons  owning  property,  or  who  may  be  interested 
in  the  same,  in  any  public  warehouse,  and  all  duly  authorized  inspec- 
tors of  such  property,  shall  at  all  times  during  ordinary  business  hours 
*  at  full  liberty  to  examine  any  and  all  property  stored  in  any  public 
warehouse  in  this  State.  And  all  proper  facilities  shall  be  extended 
to  such  person  by  the  warehouseman,  his  agents  and  servants,  for  an 
examination,  and  all  parts  of  the  public  warehouses  shall  be  free  for 
the  inspection  and  examination  of  any  person  interested  in  property 
stored  therein,  or  of  any  authorized  inspector  of  such  property.  And 
all  scales  used  for  the  weighing  of  property  in  any  warehouse  or  ele- 
vator in  this  State,  shall  be  subject  to  examination  and  test,  by  any 
duly  authorized  inspector,  weighmaster  or  sealer  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures, at  any  time  when  required  by  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
mission, or  by  any  person  or  persons,  agent  or  agents,  whose  property 
has  been,  or  is  to  be,  weighed  on  such  scales.  The  expense  of  such 
test  by  an  inspector  or  sealer  to  be  paid  by  the  warehouse  proprietor 
if  the  scales  are  found  incorrect,  but  not  otherwise.  Any  warehouse- 
man who  may  be  guilty  of  continuing  to  use  scales  found  to  be  in 
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an  imperfect  or  incorrect  condition  by  such  examination  and  test, 
until  the  same  shall  have  been  pronounced  correct  and  properly  sealed, 
shall  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  18.  The  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  shall  appoint 
in  all  cities  where  there  is  State  inspection  of  grain,  a  state  weigh- 
master,  and  such  assistants  as  shall  be  necessary. 

Sec  19.  Said  state  weighmaster  and  assistants  shall,  at  the  places 
aforesaid,  supervise  and  have  exclusive  control  of  the  weighing  of 
grain  and  other  property  which  may  be  subject  to  inspection  ;  and  the 
inspection  of  scales  and  the  action  and  certificate  of  such  weighmas- 
ter and  assistants  in  the  discharge  of  their  aforesaid  duties  shall  be 
conclusive  upon  all  parties  in  interest 
*  Sec.  20  The  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  shall  fix  the  fees 
to  be  paid  for  the  weighing  of  grain  and  other  property,  which  fees 
shall  be  paid  by  the  warehouseman,  and  may  be  added  to  the  charges 
for  storage 

Sec.  21.  Said  State  weighmaster  and  assistants  shall  not  be  a 
member  of  any  board  of  trade  or  association  of  like  character.  They 
shall  give  bonds  in  the  sum  ot  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  shall 
determine. 

Sec.  22.  The  Railr  ad  and  Warehouse  Commission  shall  adopt 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  weighing  of  grain  and  other  prop- 
erty as  they  shall  deem  proper. 

Sec.  23.  In  case  any  person,  elevator,  warehouse  or  railroad  corpo- 
ration, or  any  of  their  agents  or  employes,  shall  refuse  or  prevent  the 
aforesaid  State  weighmaster,  or  either  of  his  assistants,  from  having 
access  to  their  scales,  in  the  regular  performance  of  their  duties  in  su- 
pervising the  weighing  of  any  grain  or  other  property,  in  accordance 
with  the  tenor  and  meaning  of  this  act,  they  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  in  an  ac- 
tion of  debt  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  name  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota,  such  penalty  or  forfeiture  to  be  paid  to  the  State  treas- 
urer for  the  benefit  of  the  grain  inspection  fund,  and  shall  also  be  re- 
quired to  pay  all  costs  of  prosecution. 

Sec.  24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
mission to  appoint  a  suitable  person  as  chief  inspector  of  grain  in  the 
State  of  Minnesota,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  (2) 
years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  said  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
mission, who  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take 
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an  oath  of  office,  as  in  case  of  other  State  officers,  and  shall  execute  a 
bond  to  the  State  of  Minnesota  in  the.  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  conditioned  that  he  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  chief 
inspector  according  to  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Rail- 
road and  Warehouse  Commission,  and  that  he  will  pay  all  damages  to 
any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  injured  by  reason  of  his  neglect  or 
failure  to  comply  with  the  law  or  the  rules  and  regulations  aforesaid. 

Sbc.  25.  Said  chief  inspector  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  such  number  of  deputy 
inspectors  as  may  be  required,  one  of  which  deputies  in  each  of  the 
cities  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  the  village  of  Duluth,  shall  be 
denominated  and  styled  chief  deputy. 

Sbc.  96.  Such  deputy  inspectors  shall  take  a  like  oath  of  office  to 
that  required  from  the  chief  inspector,  and  shall  give  a  bond  to  the 
State  of  Minnesota  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars, 
with  such  good  and  sufficient  sureties  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Rail- 
road and  Warehouse  Commission,  and  conditioned  in  like  manner  as 
the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  require  from  the  chief  in- 
spector. 

Smc.  27.  The  chief  inspector,  with  the  approval  of  the  Ralroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission,  shall  have  power  to  re  >>ove  any  of  the 
deputy  inspectors  at  pleasure,  and  said  deputy  inspectors  shall  act 
under  the  immediate  control  and  supervision  of  said  chief  inspector 

Sec.  28.  The  chief  inspector  of  grain  and  all  deputy  inspectors 
shall  be  governed  in  their  inspection  duties  by  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  provided  by  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission, 
and  the  said  commission  shall  have  power  to  fix  the  rate  of  charges 
for  inspection  of  grain,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  same  shall  be 
collected,  and  which  charges  shall  be  regulated  in  such  manner  as 
will,  in  the  judgment  of  said  commission,  produce  sufficient  revenue 
to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  inspection  service,  and  no  more; 
said  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  shall  fix  the  amount  of 
compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  chief  inspector  and  deputy  inspectors, 
and  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  payment  thereof;  which  com- 
pensation shall  be  paid  out  of  the  grain  inspection  fund,  hereinafter 
created,  on  the  order  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission. 

Sbc.  29.  No  chief  inspector  or  deputy  inspector  of  grain  shall, 
daring  his  term  of  service,  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the 
handling,  storing,  shipping,  purchasing,  or  selling  of  grain,  nor  shall 
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he  be  iu  the  employment  of  any  person  or  corporation  interested  in 
the  handling,  storing,  shipping,  purchasing  or  selling  of  grain. 

Sec.  30.  Upon  complaint  in  writing  of  any  person  to  the  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission,  supported  by  reasonable  and  satisfactory 
proof,  that  the  chief  inspector,  or  any  of  his  deputies,  have  violated 
any  of  the  rules  prescribed  for  his  government,  or  has  been  guilty  of 
any  improper  official  act,  or  has  been  found  inrfficieut  or  incompetent 
for  the  duties  of  his  position,  said  person  shall  be  by  said  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Commission  immediately  removed  from  office. 

Sec.  31.  Any  person  who  shall  assume  to  act  as  an  inspector  of 
grain  who  has  not  first  been  so  appointed  and  sworn,  shall  be  held 
to  be  an  impostor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  (50)  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  for  each 
and  every  attempt  to  so  inspect  grain,  to  be  recovered  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace  in  an  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota, for  the  use  of  any  person  choosing  to  sue. 

Sec.  32.  Any  duly  authorized  inspector  or  deputy  inspector  of  grain 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  neglect  of  duty,  or  who  shall  knowingly  or 
carelessly  inspect  or  grade  any  grain  improperly,  or  who  shall  accept 
any  money  or  other.consideration,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  neg- 
lect of  duty  or  any  improper  performance  of  duty  as  such  inspector  of 
grain,  or  any  person  who  shall  improperly  influence  any  inspector  of 
grain  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  as  such  inspector,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
(1000)  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than 
thirty  (30)  days  nor  more  than  one  (1)  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 

Sec.  33.  That  all  grain  consigned  to  any  party  in  St.  Paul,  Minne- 
apolis or  Duluth,  in  this  State,  shall,  upon  its  arrival,  be  subject  to 
inspection  on  track,  before  delivery  to  the  consignee,  by  a  duly  au- 
thorized inspector  of  grain,  and  shall  be  weighed  by  a  duly  authorized 
State  weighmaster.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  railroad  com- 
pany or  other  corporation  to  hinder,  obstruct  or  delay  any  inspector 
of  grain  in  the  performance  of  his  duties;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  and  all  railroad  companies  to  concentrate  the  grain  arriving  over 
their  respective  lines  in  some  specific  and  convenient  place  for  inspec* 
tion;  and  such  grain  shall  not  be  removed  therefrom  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  duly  inspected.  Any  person,  warehouse,  railroad  or 
other  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recov- 
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erecl  in  an  action  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  name  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota,  such  penalty  or  forfeiture  to  be  paid  to  the  State 
treasurer,  for  the  benefit  of  the  grain  inspection  fund,  and  shall  also 
be  required  to  pay  all  costs  of  prosecution. 

Seo.  34.  The  charge  for  the  inspection  and  weighing  of  grain  shall 
be  and  constitute  a  lien  on  grain  so  inspected;  and  whenever  such 
grain  is  in  transit  the  said  charges  shall  be  treated  as  advanced  charges 
to  be  paid  by  the  common  carrier  in  whose  possession  the  same  is  at 
the  time  of  inspection. 

Sic.  35  The  decision  of  the  chief  inspector  or  any  of  the  deputy 
inspectors  as  to  grade  of  grain  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  all  par- 
ties, unless  an  appeal  is  taken  from  such  decision,  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sbc.  36.  In  case  any  owner,  consignee  or  shipper  of  grain,  or  any 
warehouse  manager,  shall  be  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  chief 
inspector  or  any  of  his  deputies,  an  appeal  may  be  had  to  the  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission,  and  a  decision  of  a  majority  of  such 
commission  shall  be  final;  and  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commis- 
sion are  authorized  to  make  all  necessary  rules  governing  such  appeals; 
provided,  that  the  party  appealing  shall  pay  to  the  chief  inspector  a 
sum,  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  dollars  per  case,  before  said  case  be  enter- 
tained; which  sum  shall  be  refunded  in  case  such  case  is  sustained. 

Sbc.  37.  In  case  auy  owner  or  consignee  of  grain  shall  be  dissatis- 
fied with  the  inspection  of  any  lot  of  grain,  or  shall,  from  any  cause, 
desire  to  receive  his  property  without  its  passing  into  store,  he  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  have  the  same  withheld  from  going  into  any  public 
warehouse  (whether  the  property  may  have  previously  been  consigned 
to  such  warehouse  or  not)  by  giving  notice  to  the  person  or  corpora- 
tion in  whose  possession  it  may  be  at  the  time  of  giving  such  notice; 
and  such  grain  shall  be  withheld  from  going  into  store,  and  delivered 
to  him,  subject  only  to  such  proper  charges  as  may  be  a  lien  upon  it 
prior  to  such  notice— the  grain,  in  railroad  cars,  to  be  removed  there- 
from by  such  owner  or  consignee  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours  after 
such  notice  has  been  given  to  the  railroad  company  having  it  in  pos- 
session; provided,  such  railroad  company  place  the  same  in  a  proper 
and  convenient  place  for  unloading;  and  any  person  or  corporation 
refusing  to  allow  such  owner  or  consignee  to  receive  his  grain  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  conversion,  and  shall  be  liable  to  pay  such  owner  or 
consignee  double  the  value  of  the  property  so  converted.  Notice  that 
such  grain  is  not  to  be  delivered  into  store  may  also  be  given  to  the 
proprietor  or  manager  of  any  warehouse  into  which  it  would  otherwise

have  been  delivered;  and  if,  after  such  notice,  it  be  taken  into  store 
in  sach  warehouse,  the  proprietor  or  manager  of  such  warehouse  shall 
be  liable  to  the  owner  of  such  grain  for  double  its  market  value. 

Sec.  38.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  proprietor,  lessee  or  manager 
of  any  public  warehouse  to  enter  into  any  contract,  agreement,  under- 
standing or  combination  with  any  railroad  company  or  other  corpora- 
tion, or  with  any  individual  or  individuals,  by  which  the  property  of 
any  person  is  to  be  delivered  to  any  public  warehouse  for  storage  or 
for  any  other  purpose,  contrary  to  the  direction  of  the  owner,  his 
agent  or  consignee. 

Sec.  39.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  association  or  corpor- 
ation who  shall  operate  any  grain  elevator  or  warehouse,  subject  to 
the  provisioijs  of  this  act,  to  enter  into  any  contract,  agreement, under- 
standing or  combination  with  any  other  person,  association  or  cor- 
poration who  shall  operate  any  other  grain  elevator  or  warehouse, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the  pooling  of  the  earnings 
or  business  of  other  different  and  competing  grain  elevators  or  ware- 
houses, so  as  to  divide  between  them  the  aggregate  or  net  proceeds  of 
the  earnings  or  business  of  such  grain  elevators  or  warehouses,  or  any 
portion  thereof;  and  in  case  of  any  agreement  for  the  pooling  of  the 
earnings  or  business  aforesaid,  each  day  of  its  continuance  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  40.  The  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  shall,  before 
the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  establish  a  grade  for  all  kinds 
of  grain  bought  or  handled  by  any  elevator  or  warehouse  in  this  State, 
which  shall  be  known  as  "Minnesota  Grades;"  and  the  grades  so  es- 
tablished shall  be  published  in  some  daily  newspaper  in  each  of  the 
three  places  of  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  each  day,  for  the 
space  of  one  week;  provided,  that  no  such  publication  shall  be  neces- 
sary except  when  changes  are  made  in  such  grades,  and  then  the 
changes  so  made,  only,  shall  be  published. 

Sec.  41  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  inspector  of  grain  to  fur- 
nish any  elevator  or  warehouse  in  this  State  standard  samples  of  grain, 
as  established  by  the  official  inspection,  when  requested  so  to  do  by 
the  proprietor  lessee,  or  manager  thereof,  at  the  actual  cost  of  such 
samples. 

Sec.  42.  All  moneys  collected  by  state  grain  inspectors,  weigh - 
masters  and  other  officers,  as  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  paid  into 
the  State  treasury. 

•  Sec.  43.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota to  receive  all  moneys  aforesaid,  and  all  fines  and  penalties  col- 
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beted  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  to  kt'ep  a  separate  account  of  the 
same,  and  to  pay  the  same  on  the  order  of  the  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission,  and  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  44.  The  attorney  general  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  shall  be 
ex-officio  attorney  for  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  and 
shall  give  them  such  counsel  and  advice  as  they  may  from  time  to  time 
require,  and  he  shall  institute  and  prosecute  any  and  all  suits  which 
said  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  may  deem  expedient  and 
proper  to  institute,  and  he  shall  render  to  such  Railroad  and  Ware. 
house  Commission  all  counsel,  advice  and  assistance  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  any  law  of  this  State  which  said  com- 
mission is  required  to  enforce,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
ing thereof.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  against  a  warehouseman  for 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 'this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  such  prosecution  is 
brought  to  prosecute  the  same  to  a  final  issue. 

Sec.  45.  All  official  bonds  required  to  be  given  by  any  person*  com- 
pany or  corporation  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  for  the  State  of  Minnesota, 
and  suit  may  be  brought  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  for 
the  use  oi  any  person  or  persons  complaining  of  having  sustained  any 
injury  by  reason  of  a  violation  of  the  conditions  thereof. 

Sic.  46  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent 
any  person  from  selling  grain  by  sample,  regardless  of  grade. 

Sec.  47.  All  acts  and  part  of  acts,  general  or  special,  conflicting 
with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed,  such  repeal  to  take  effect  May  1, 
1887. 

Sec.  48.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  May,  1887. 


An  act  to  regulate  the  warehousing  and  handling  of  grain  at  all  points 
in  Minnesota,  except  at  the  cities  of  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and 
Doluth. 

Section  1.  That  «ali  elevators  and  grain  warehouses  in  the  State, 
other  than  those  in  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  shall  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission.  No  such 
elevator  or  grain  house  shall  be  permitted  to  do  a  grain  business  for 
a  compensation  without  a  license  from  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commission,  which  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  commission  upon 
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written  application,  which  shall  set  forth  the  location  of  such  elevator 
or  grain  warehouse,  and  the  individual  name  of  each  person  interested 
as  owner  or  principal,  in  the  management  of  the  same,  or  if  the  ele- 
vator is  owned  or  managed  by  a  corporation,  the  name  of  the  president, 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  corporation  shall  be  stated;  and  the 
said  license  shall  give  authority  to  carry  on  and  conduct  the  business 
of  an  elevator  or  grain  warehouse  at  such  locality,  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  this  State;  and  shall  be  revocable  upon  a  summary  pro- 
ceeding for  cause  shown  before  the  commission,  upon  complaint  of 
any  county  attorney  in  this  State,  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  par- 
ticular violation  <$f  law,  and  upon  satisfactory  proof,  to  be  taken  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  commission. 

A  fee  for  the  issuance  of  such  license,  of  one  dollar,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  person  applying  for  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person,  association  or  corporation  who  shall  operate 
an  elevator  or  grain  warehouse  in  this  State,  outside  of  the  cities  of 
St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  where  business  is  done  for  others 
for  a  compensation,  without  first  procuring  a  license,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, or  who  shall  continue  to  transact  any  such  business  after  such 
license  has  been  revoked  (save  only  to  deliver  property  previously 
stored  in  such  elevator  or  grain  warehouse),  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  as  hereinafter 
provided;  and  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  may  refuse 
to  renew  any  license  or  grant  a  new  one  to  any  person,  association  or 
corporation  whose  license  has  been  revoked,  for  one  year  from  date  of 
such  revocation. 

Every  such  license  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  August  next  fol- 
lowing the  issuance  thereof. 

Seo.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commission  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  with  reference  to 
handling,  weighing  and  inspection  of  grain  at  such  elevators  or  grain 
warehouses,  outside  of  the  cities  of  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth, 
as  they  may  find  to  be  proper  and  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the 
public  interests,  and  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  law 
of  this  State  in  regard  to  the  same. 

Seo.  4  That  all  owners  of  such  elevators  and  warehouses  so  licensed 
shall  keep  true  and  correct  account  of  all  grain  received  by  them, 
stating  the  weight  and  grade,  also  the  amount  of  dockage  for  dirt,  on 
each  lot  of  grain  received  into  store  or  for  shipment,  in  books  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose;  and  shall,  the  upon  request  of  any  person  deliv- 
ering grain  at  such    warehouses,  give   a  warehouse  receipt  therefor, 
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subject  to  the  order  of  the  owner  or  consignee,  which  receipt  shall 
bear  date  corresponding  with  the  receipt  of  the  grain,  and  shall  state 
upon  its  face  the  quantity  and  grade  fixed  upon  the  same. 

All  warehouse  receipts  issued  for  grain  received  shall  be  consecu- 
tively numbered,  and  no  two  receipts  bearing  the  same  number  shall 
be  issued  during  the  same  year.  No  warehouse  receipt  shall  be  issued 
except  upon  actual  delivery  of  grain  into  such  warehouse. 

Such  warehouse  receipts  shall  be  made  deliverable  to  the  person  de- 
livering the  grain,  or  bearer. 

No  such  warehouseman  shall  insert  in  any  warehouse  receipt  issued 
by  him  any  language  in  anywise  limiting  or  modifying  his  liability,  as 
imposed  by  the  laws  of  this  State. 

Sbc.  5.  On  the  return  of  any  warehouse  receipt  by  the  owner  there- 
of, and  the  tender  of  all  proper  charges  upon  the  property  represented 
by  it,  such  property  shall  be  immediately  delivered  to  the  owner  of 
such  receipt;  after  demand  for  such  delivery  shall  have  been  made, 
and  the  cars  or  transportation  shall  have  been  furnished,  the  property 
represented  by  such  receipt  shall  be  delivered  within  twenty-four 
hours,  and  it  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  further  charges  for  storage. 

Sjeo.  6.  That  every  owner  or  manager  of  such  warehouse,  at  such 
times  as  the  commission  shall  require,  shall  furnish  to  the  commission 
in  writing,  under  oath,  a  statement  of  the  condition  and  management 
of  his  business  as  such  warehouseman.  Such  report  shall  show  the 
total  number  of  bushels  of  each  kind  and  grade  of  grain  received  in 
store,  and  the  number  delivered  out,  and  the  number  remaining  in 
store  at  the  date  of  the  report.  But  no  warehouseman  shall  be  re- 
quired to  weigh  the  grain  on  hand  more  than  once  in  each  year,  and 
the  warehouseman  shall,  in  addition  to  the  statements  herein,  be 
required  to  furnish  to  the  commission  any  other  information  regarding 
the  business  of  his  warehouse  which' the  commission  may  require.  The 
warehouse  commission,  or  any  person  duly  authorized  by  them,  may 
at  any  time  examine  the  books  and  accounts  of  any  warehouse,  to 
ascertain  the  true  condition  of  the  business  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  The  commission  shall  cause  every  warehouse  and  the  busi- 
ness thereof,  and  the  mode  of  conducting  the  same,  to  be  inspected  at 
such  times  as  the  commission  may  order,  by  one  or  more  members  of 
the  commission,  or  by  a  state  inspector  of  grain  especially  assigned  for 
that  purpose,  who  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  commission  the  result 
of  such  examination;  and  the  property,  books,  records,  accounts, 
papers  and  proceedings,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  their  condition,  oper- 
ation or  management,  shall,  at  all  times  during  business  hours,  be 
subject  to  the  examination  and  inspection  of  such  commission.

Seo.  8.  Each  warehouseman  shall  procure  from  the  chief  inspec- 
tor, and  shall  at  all  times  keep  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  ware- 
house, a  sample  of  each  of  the  existing  grades  of  grain  established  by 
the  commission,  which  are  handled  or  stored  in  such  warehouse,  which 
samples  shall  be  inclosed  in  such  manner  that  they  may  be  plainly 
visible,  and  shall  be  marked  and  sealed.  The  charge  for  such  samples 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  commission,  and  paid  by  such  warehousemen  to 
the  secretary.  No  warehouseman  or  other  person  shall  fraudulently 
change  the  mafk  of  any  such  samples,  or  change  or  tamper  with  the 
grain  contained  therein. 

Each  warehouseman  shall  also  keep  in  his  warehouse  a  printed  copy 
of  the  schedule  of  grades  established  by  the  commission,  and  a  printed 
copy  of  this  act,  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  managemet 
of  warehouses,  and  the  inspection,  weighing  and  grading  of  grain 
established  by  the  commission,  to  be  furnished  by  the  Warehouse 
Commission. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  association  or  corpo- 
ration who  shall  operate  any  grain  elevator  or  warehouse,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  enter  into  any  contract,  agreement,  un- 
derstanding, or  combination  with  any  other  person,  association,  or 
corporation,  who  shall  operate  any  other  grain  elevator  or  warehouse, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the  pooling  of  the  earnings 
or  business  of  other  different  and  competing  grain  elevators  or  ware- 
houses, so  as  to  divide  between  them  the  aggregate  or  net  proceeds 
of  the  earnings  or  business  of  such  grain  elevators  or  warehouses,  or 
any  portion  thereof  ;  and  in  case  of  any  agreement  for  the  pooling  of 
the  earnings  or  business  aforesaid,  each  day  of  its  continuance  shall 
be  deemed  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  any 
section  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  do  or  perform  any  act  or  thing 
herein  forbidden/or  who  shall  fail  to  do  and  keep  the  requirements  as 
herein  provided,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  be  liable  in  addition 
thereto  to  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year  in  the  State 
prison,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  And  the  license  of  any  elevator 
or  grain  warehouse,  where  such  violation  occurs,  may  be  revoked  by 
the  commission  in  its  discretion. 

Se(\  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage, 
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An  act  to  regulate  the  furnishing  of  cars  and  the  shipment  of  carload 

lots  of  freight. 

Section  1.  Every  common  carrier  shall  upon  reasonable  request 
and  demand  furnish  transportation  for  all  the  products  of  this  State, 
whether  stored  in  elevators  or  warehouses,  or  offered  for  shipment  in 
bulk  or  otherwise  from  any  established  sidetrack  at  any  regular  sta- 
tion on  its  line,  promptly  and  without  any  discrimination  whatever 
for  or  against  any  person,  company  or  corporation;  and  every  such 
common  carrier  shall  keep  at  its  several  stations  a  complete  register  of 
all  cars  and  to  whom  the  same  are  furnished,  and  the  date  when  ap- 
plied for  and  when  furnished;  and  said  register  shall  at  all  times  be 
open  for  pnblic  inspection.  In  all  controversies  in  regard  to  the  fur- 
nishing of  cars,  the  burden  of  proof  shall  rest  with  the  common  car- 
rier seeking  to  excuse  itself  for  its  refusal  or  neglect  to  furnish  cars. 

Sbc  2.  Every  common  carrier  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State 
shall  furnish  cars  suitable  for  shipment  of  grain  in  bulk,  and  all  cars 
shall,  when  loaded,  be  sealed  and  promptly  and  safely  transported  to 
the  point  indicated  by  the  shipper,  or  in  the  direction  thereof  so  far 
as  the  route  of  such  common  carrier  receiving  the  same  may  extend, 
with  reasonable  dispatch  and  at  reasonable  rates. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  desiring  to  ship  grain  or  other  products  in  car- 
load lots  from  an  established  sidetrack  at  any  way  station  of  any  com- 
mon carrier  operating  a  railroad  within  this  State,  may  do  so  by  mak- 
ing application  for  cars  for  that  purpose  of  the  station  agent  of  such 
common  carrier  at  such  way  station.  Such  agent  may  collect  of  the 
peison  so  applying  for  cars  a  sum  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  dollars  for 
each  car  so  ordered,  to  be  paid  to  such  common  carrier  in  case  such  car 
is  not  loaded  and  ready  for  shipment  within  twenty-four  hours  from 
the  time  such  car  is  so  furnished;  and  in  case  such  car  remains  unused 
upon  its  sidetrack  for  more  than  twenty-four  hours,  such  common  car- 
rier may  reclaim  the  same.. 

Ssc.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. 


A  Bill  for  an  Act  providing  for  the  erectiou  of  Public  Grain  Houses 
and  Elevators  on  the  right  of  way  of  Railroad  Corporations  aud  pro- 
viding condemnation  proceedings  in  connection  therewith. 

Any  two  or  more  persons  who  have  or  shall,  by  articles  of  agree- 
ment in  writing,  associate  according  to  the  provisions  of  title  2  of 
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chapter  34  of  the  General  Laws  of  this  State,  under  any  name  assumed 
by  them,  for  the  purpose  of  operating  a  warehouse  or  elevator  by  and 
for  the  purchase,  storing  and  shipping  of  wheat  or  other  grain  within 
this  State,  and  who,  by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  said  title, 
become  a  body  corporate  or  politic,  may  make  an  application  in  writ- 
ing to  any  railroad  company  or  corporation  organized  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  or  doing  business  therein,  to  be  permitted  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  grain  warehouse  or  elevator  at  any  of  its  reg- 
ular stations  on  one  of  its  side  tracks  upon  its  right  of  way,  to  be  used 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid;  and  the  railroad  company  or  corporation  so 
applied  to  shall  grant  such  application  without  regard  to  the  capacity 
of  such  elevator  or  warehouse  and  without  discriminations  as  to  per- 
sons and  in  the  order  in  which  such  applications  shall  be  presented. 
All  elevators  or  warehouses  so  erected  shall  be  kept  open  during  busi- 
ness hours  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  September  to  the  fifteenth  day  of 
May  following  of  each  year,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  may  direct* 
The  associations  which  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  or  priv- 
ileges of  this  section  are  declared  to  be  public  corporations,  subject 
to  legislative  supervision  and  control  at  all  times  and  in  all  particulars 
ih  which  rights  or  powers  are  conferred  upon  them  by  this  act. 

Before  the  application  hereinbefore  mentioned  need  be  granted  by 
any  railroad  company  or  corporation,  the  association  making  the  same 
shall  pay  or  secure  to  such  railroad  or  corporation  compensation  for 
the  right,  privilege  or  franchise  demanded  in  such  petition,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  parties  as  a  just  and  reasonable  yearly  rental 
therefor,  or  a  fixed  and  certain  amount  to  be  paid  in  one  sum  in  lieu 
of  a  rental  to  be  paid  annually,  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  site 
occupied  by  such  warehouse  or  elevator  and  the  uses  and  privileges 
connected  therewith  If  the  parties  fail  to  agree  upon  such  yearly 
rental,  or  upon  a  gross  sum  to  be  paid  in  lieu  thereof,  the  same  may  be 
determined  and  assessed  upon  petition  to  the  district  court  for  the 
district  in  which  the  station  at  which  the  warehouse  or  elevator  is 
located  may  be  situated,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  34,  so 
far  as  the  same  are  applicable  to  coudemnatian  proceedings. 

All  notices  to  be  served  upon  the  railroad  company  or  corporation 
in  the  initiation  of  such  condemnation  proceedings,  or  during  the 
progress  thereof,  may  be  served  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  laws 
of  this  State,  for  the  service  upon  such  corporations  of  summons  in 
an  action  in  the  district  court. 

Provided,  That  either  party  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  from  the 
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decision  of  the  commissioners  to  the  district  court,  for  the  district  afore- 
said, within  twenty  days  from  the  filing  of  the  same,  and  service  of 
notice  of  the  filing  of  such  decision;  and  such  appeal  shall  be  taken, 
heard  and  determined  in  like  manner  as  appeals  from  the  report  of 
commissioners  for  condemning  lands  for  the  use  of  railroad  corpora* 
tions,  as  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable. 

Provided  farther,  That  in  case  of  condemnation  proceedings  the 
commissioners  shall  find,  determine  aud  return  both  the  rental  to  be 
paid  annually  and  a  gross  sum  in  lieu  thereof.  If  the  association 
making  the  application  shall  prefer  to  pay  the  annual  rental,  so  found 
by  the  commissioners  or  by  the  jnry  on  appeal,  in  lieu  of  the  gross 
sum  found  by  them  as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  paid  annually  in  ad* 
ranee,  and  in  default  thereof  the  warehouse  or  elevator  shall  not  be 
erected,  or  if  erected  shall  be  removed  within  thirty  days  after  notice 
from  the  railroad  company  or  corporation,  and  in  case  of  failure  to 
so  remove  the  same  it  shall  be  forfeited  to  said  company  or  corpo- 
ration.

Section  9,  Subdivisions  (f)  and  (g),  Section  13  and  Section  14  of 
"An  Act  to  Regulate  Common  Cabbie  as  and  Creating  the  Rail- 
road AND  WAREHOUSE  COMMISSION  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MINNESOTA, 

and  Defining  the  Duties  of  such  Commission  in  Relation  to 
Common  Carriers." 

(Approved  March  7,  1887  ) 

Sec.  9.  (f)    The  commission  shall  conduct  its  proceedings  in  such 
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manner  as  will  best  conduce  to  the  proper  dispatch  of  business  and  to  the 
endsof  jnstice.  A  majority  of  the  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  no  commissioner  shall  partici- 
pate in  any  hearing  or  proceeding  in  which  he  has  any  pecuniary  in- 
terest. Said  commission  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  or  amend  such 
general  rules  or  orders  as  may  be  requisite  for  the  order  and  regulation 
of  proceedings  before  it,  including  forms  of  notices  an  1  service  thereof, 
which  shall  copform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  those  in  use  in  the  courts 
of  this  State.  Any  party  may  appear  before  such  commission  and  be 
heard  in  person  or  by  attorney.  Every  vote  and  official  act  of  the 
commission  shall  be  entered  of  record,  and  its  proceedings  shall  be 
public  upon  the  request  of  either  party  interested,  or  at  the  discretion 
of  the  commission.  Said  commission  shall  have  an  official  seal  which 
shall  be  judicially  noticed.  Any  member  of  the  commission  may  ad- 
minister oaths  and  affirmations.  The  principal  office  of  the  commis- 
sion shall  be  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  where  its  general  sessions  shall 
be  held. 

(g)  Whenever  the  convenience  of  the  public;  or  of  the  parties, 
may  be  promoted  or  delay  or  expenses  prevented  thereby,  the  com* 
mission  may  hold  special  sessions  in  any  part  of  the  State.  It  may, 
by  one,  or  more  of  the  commissioners  prosecute  any  inquiry  necessary 
to  its  duties  in  any  part  of  the  State,  into  any  matter  or  question  of 
fact  pertaining  to  the  business  of  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  (a)  That  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association,  or 
any  mercantile,  agricultural,  or  manufacturing  society,  or  any  body 
politic  or  municipal  organization,  complaining  of  anything  done  or 
omitted  to  be  done  by  any  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  thereof,  may  apply  to 
said  commission  by  petition,  which  shall  briefly  state  the  facts. 

(b)  Whereupon  a  statement  of  the  charges  thus  made  shall  be  for 
warded  by  the  commission  to  such  common  carrier,  who  shall  be 
called  upon  to  satisfy  the  complaint,  or  to  answer  the  same  in  writing 
within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  specified  by  the  commission.  If  such 
common  carrier,  within  the  time  specified,  shall  make  reparation  for 
the  injury  alleged  to  have  been  done,  said  carrier  shall  be  relieved  of 
liability  to  the  complainant  only,  for  the  particular  violation  of  law 
thus  complained  of.  If  such  carrier  shall  not  satisfy  the  complaint 
within  the  time  specified,  or  there  shall  appear  to  be  any  reasonable 
ground  for  investigating  said  complaint,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commission  summarily  to  investigate  the  matter  complained  of  in  such 
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manner  and  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deezA  proper.  No  complaint 
«hall  at  any  time  be  dismissed  because  of  absence  of  direct  damage 
to  the  complainant.  And  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  commis- 
sion shall  have  power  to  require  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the 
production  of  all  books,  papers,  contracts,  agreements  and  documents 
relating  to  any  matter  under  investigation,  and  to  that  end  may  in* 
yoke  the  aid  of  any  of  the  courts  of  this  State  in  requiring  the  atten- 
dance of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  docu- 
ments under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

(c)  Any  of  the  district  courts  of  the  state  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
which  such  inquiry  is  carried  on,  shall,  in  case  of  contumacy  or  re- 
fusal to  obey  a  subpoena  issued  by  the  commissioners  to  any  common 
carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or,  when  such  common 
carrier  is  a  corporation,  to  an  officer  or  agent  thereof,  or  to  any  per- 
son connected  therewith,  if  proceedings  are  instituted  in  the  name  of 
such  commission  as  plaintiffs,  issue  an  order  requiring  such  common 
carrier,  officer,  or  agent  or  person  to  show  cause  why  such  contumacy 
or  refusal  should  not  be  punished  as  and  for  contempt,  and  if  upon 
hearing  the  court  finds  that  the  inquiry  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  commisHion,  and  that  such  contumacy  or  refusal  is  willful  and  the 
same  is  persisted  in,  such  contumacy  or  refusal  shall  be  punished  as 
though  the  same  had  taken  place  in  an  action  pending  in  the  district 
court  for  any  judicial  district  in  this  State.  The  claim  that  any  such 
testimony  or  evidence  -may  tend  to  criminate  the  person  giving  such 
evidence  shall  not  excuse  such  witness  from  testifying;  but  such  evi- 
dence or  testimony  shall  not  be  used  against  such  person  on  the  trial 
of  any  criminal  proceeding. 

Sbo.  14.  (a)  Whenever  an  investigation  shall  be  made  by  said 
commission,  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  make  its  report  in  writing  in  re- 
spect thereto,  which  shall  include  the  findings  of  fact  upon  which  the 
conclusions  of  the  commission  are  based,  together  with  its  recommend- 
ation as  to  what  reparation,  if  any,  should  be  made  by  the  common 
carrier  to  any  party  or  parties  who  may  be  found  to  have  been  injured; 
and  such  findings  so  made  shall  thereafter,  in  all  judicial  proceedings, 
e  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  as  to  each  and  every  fact  found.  All 
reports  of  investigations  made  by  the  commission  shall  be  entered  of 
record,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  to  the  party  who  may 
have  complained,  and  to  any  common  carrier  that  may  have  been 
complained  of,  and  the  record  thereof  shall  be  public. 

(b)  If  in  any  case  in  which  an  investigation  shall  be  made  by  said 
commssion  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  com- 
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mission,  either  by  testimony  of  witnesses  or  other  evidence  that  any- 
thing has  been  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  by  any  common  carrier,  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any  law  cognizable  by 
said  commission,  or  that  any  injury  or  damage  has  been  sustained  by 
the  party  or  parties  complaining,  or  by  other  parties  aggrieved  in  con- 
sequence of  any  such  violation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission 
to  forthwith  cause  a  copy  of  its  report  in  respect  thereto  to  be  deliv- 
ered to  such  common  carrier,  together  with  a  notice  to  said  common 
earner  to  cease  and  desist  from  such  violation  and  to  make  reparation 
for  the  injury  so  found  to  have  been  done,  within  a  brief  but  reason- 
able time,  to  be  specified  by  the  commission;  and  if  within  the  time 
specified,  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  commission  that  such  com- 
mon carrier  has  ceased  from  such   violation   of  law,  and  has   made 
reparation  for  the  injury  found  to  have  been  done,  in  compliance  with 
the  report  and  notice  of  the  commission,  or  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
party  complaining,  a  statement  to  that  effect  shall  be  entered  of 
record  by  the  commission,  and  the  said  common  carrier  shall  there- 
upon be  relieved  from  further  liability  or  penalty  for  such  particular 
fiolation  of  law. 

(c)  But  if  said  common  carrier  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  within  the 
time  specified,  to  desist  from  such  violation  of  law,  and  make  repara- 
tion for  the  injury  done  in  compliance  with  the  report  and  notice  of 
the  commission  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  to- 
forwith  certify  the  fact  of  such  neglect  or  refusal,  and  forward  a  copy 
of  its  report  and  such  certificate  to  the  attorney  general  of  the  state 
for  redress  and  punishment  as  hereinafter  provided. 


BULES  OF  PRACTICE  IN   CASES   AND  PROCEEDINGS  BE- 
FORE THE  RAILROAD  AND  WAREHOUSE  COMMISSION. 

PUBLIC  8E88ION8. 

1.  When  held  in  the  city  oi  St.  Paul  the  general  sessions  of  the 
Commission  will  open  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  daily,  except  Saturdays,  Sun* 
days  and  Mondays,  for  the  reception  and  hearing  of  petitions  and  com* 
plaints  and  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  be  brought 
before  it. 

The  sessions  will  be  held  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  in  the 
State  Capitol. 
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When  special  sessions  are  held  at  other  places  such  regulations  as 
may  be  necessary  will  be  made  by  the  Commission. 

PETITIONS   UNDER  SECTION  6 

II.  Applications,  under  the  sixth  section  of  the  act,  for  authority 
to  charge  less  for  longer  than  for  shorter  distances  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers  or  property  must  be  made  by  petition  addressed  to 
the  Commission  by  the  carrier  or  carriers  desiring  the  relief;  but  other 
parties  interested  in  the  desired  relief  may  join  the  carrier  in  such  ap* 
plication.  The  petition  must  at  ith  particularity  the  extent  of 
the  relief  desired  and  the  points  at  and  between  which  authority  is 
asked  to  charge  less  for  longer  distances;  the  reasons  for  the  relief 
sought  must  also  be  set  forth,  and  the  facts  upon  which  the  applica- 
tion is  founded.  The  petition  must  be  verified  by  some  officer  or 
agent  of  the  carrier,  or  other  person  joining  in  such  application,  in 
whose  behalf  the  same  is  presented,  to  the  effect  that  the  allegations 
of  the  petition  are  true  to  the  knowledge  or  belief  of  the  affiant.  No- 
tice must  be  published  by  a  petitioner  in  not  less  than  two  newspa- 
pers, along  the  line  of  road,  having  general  circulation,  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Commission  or  its  secretary  for  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  presentation  of  such  petition,  stating  briefly  the  nature  of  the 
relief  intended  to  be  applied  for  and  the  time  when  the  application 
will  be  presented,  and  proof  of  such  publication  must  be  filed  with 
the  Commission. 

III.  Upon  the  presentation  of  a  petition  for  relief  an  investigation 
will  be  made  by  the  Commission  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  designated, 
when  testimony  will  be  received  for  and  against  the  prayer  of  the  pe- 
tition. After  investigation  the  Commission  will  make  such  order  as 
may  appear  to  be  just  and  appropriate  upon  the  facts  and  circum- 
stances of  the  case. 

COMPLAINTS   UNDER  8EOTION  13. 

IV.  Complaints  under  section  13  of  the  act  of  anything  done  or 
omitted  to  be  done  by  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  thereof,  must  be  made  by 
petition,  which  must  briefly  state  the  facts  which  are  claimed  to  con- 
stitute a  violation  of  the  act  and  must  be  verified  by  the  petitioner, 
or  by  some  officer  or  agent  of  the  corporation,  society,  or  other  body 
or  organization  making  the  complaint,  to  the  effect  that  the  allega- 
tions of  the  petition  are  true  to  the  knowledge  or  belief  of  the  affiant. 
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When  a  complaint  is  made  the  name  of  the  carrier  complained 
against  most  be  set  forth  in  fall,  and  the  address  of  the  petitioner,  and 
the  name  and  address  of  his  attorney  or  counsel,  if  any,  must  be  in 
dorsed  upon  the  complaint. 

The  Commission  will  cause  a  copy  of  the  complaint  to  be  served 
upon  each  common  carrier  complained  against,  by  mail  or  personally, 
in  its  discretion,  with  notice  to  the  carrier  or  carriers  to  satisfy  the 
complaint  or  to  answer  the  same  in  writing  within  the  time  specified. 

ANSWERS. 

V.  A  carrier  complained  against  must  answer  the  complaint  made 
within  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  the  notice,  unless  the  Commis- 
sion shall  in  particular  cases  prescribe  a  shorter  time  for  the  answer 
to  be  served,  and  in  such  cases  the  answer  must  be  made  within  the 
time  prescribed.  The  original  answer  must  be  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission, at  its  office  in  St.  Paul,  and  a  copy  thereof  must  at  the  same 
time  be  served  upon  the  complainant  by  the  party  answering,  person- 
ally or  by  mail.  The  answer  must  admit  or  deny  the  material  allega- 
tions of  fact  contained  in  the  complaint,  and  may  set  forth  any  addi- 
tional facts  claimed  to  be  material  to  the  issue.  The  answer  must  be 
verified  in  the  same  manner  as  the  complaint.  If  a  carrier  com- 
plained against  shall  make  satisfaction  before  answering,  a  written 
acknowledgement  of  satisfaction  must  be  filed  with  the  Commission, 
and  in  that  case  the  fact  of  satisfaction  without  other  matter  may  be 
set  forth  in  the  answer  filed  and  served  on  the  complainant.  If  satis- 
faction be  made  after  the  filing  and  service  of  an  answer,  a  supple- 
mental answer  setting  forth  the  fact  of  satisfaction  may  be  filed  and 
lenred. 

VI.  If  a  carrier  complained  against  shall  deem  the  complaint  insuf- 
ficient to  show  a  breach  of  legal  duty,  it  may,  instead  of  filing  an 
answer,  serve  on  the  complainant  notice  for  a  hearing  of  the  case  on 
the  complaint,  and  in  case  of  the  service  of  such  notice,  the  facts 
stated  in  the  complaint  will  be  taken  *as  admitted.  The  filing  of  an 
answer  will  not  be  deemed  an  admission  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  com- 
plaint, but  a  motion  to  dismiss  for  insufficiency  may  be  made  at  the 
hearing. 

ADJOURNMENTS  AND  EXTENSIONS  OP  TIME. 

TIL  Adjournments  and  extensions  of  time  may  be  granted  upon 
the  application  of  parties  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission. 
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HEARINGS. 

VIII.  Upon  issue  being  joined  by  the  service  of  answer,  the  Com- 
mission, upon  request  of  either  party,  will  assign  a  time  and  place  for 
hearing  the  same,  which  will  be  at  its  office  in  St.  Paul  unless  other- 
wise ordered.  Witnesses  will  be  examined  orally  before  the  Commis- 
sion except  in  cases  when  special  orders  are  made  for  the  taking  of 
testimony  otherwise.  The  petitioner  or  complainant  must  in  all  cases 
prove  the  existence  of  the  facts  alleged  to  constitute  a  violation  ot  the 
act,  unless  the  carrier  complained  of  shall  admit  the  same,  or  shall 
fail  to  answer  the  complaint.  Eacts  alleged  in  the  answer  must  also 
be  proved  by  the  carrier,  unless  admitted  by  the  petitioner  on  the 
hearing. 

In  cases  of  failure  to  answer,  the  Commission  will  take  such  proof 
of  the  charge  as  may  be  deemed  reasonable  and  proper,  and  make 
such  order  thereon  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  appear  to  require. 

WITNESSES  AND  DEPOSITIONS. 

IX  Subpoenas  requiring  the  attendance  of  witnesses  will  be  issued 
by  any  member  of  the  Commission  in  all  cases  and  proceedings  before 
it,  and  witnesses  will  be  required  to  obey  the  subpoenas  served  upon 
them  requiring  their  attendance  or  the  production  of  any  books,  pa* 
pers,  tariffs,  contracts,  agreements,  or  documents  relating  to  any 
matter  under  investigation  or  pending  before  the  Commission. 

Upon  application  to  the  Commission  authority  may  be  given,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Commission,  to  any  party  to  take  the  deposition  of 
any  witnesses  who  may  be  shown,  for  some  sufficient  reason,  to  be 
unable  to  attend  in  person. 

AMENDMENTS. 

X.  Upon  application  by  any  petitioner  or  party  amendments  may 
be  allowed  by  the  Commission,  in  its  discretion,  to  any  petition,  an- 
swer, or  other  pleading  in  any  proceeding  before  the  Commission. 

COPIES. 

XI.  Copies  of  any  petition,  complaint,  or  answer,  in  any  matter 

or  proceeding  before  the  Commission*  or  of  any  order,  decision,  or 

opinion  by  the  Commission,  will  be  furnished  upon  application  by 

any  person  or  carrier  desiring  the  same,  upon  payment  of  the  expense 

thereof. 

AFFIDAVITS. 

XII.  Affidavits  to  a  petition,  complaint,  or  answer  may  be  taken 
before  any  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  State  or  Territory,, 
authorized  to  administer  oaths.

To  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission : 

Gentlemen:  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  second 
annual  report  of  the  State  Grain  Inspection  Department  of  Minnesota, 
comprising  the  work  done  at  St,  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  for 
the  crop  year  ending  Sept.  1,  1887. 

I  assumed  the  duties  of  chief  inspector  of  grain  Dec.  1,  1886,  my 
predecessor  turning  over  to  me  the  books,  property  of  the  department r 
and  $11,566.24,  the  amount  shown  by  the  books  to  be  in  his  posses- 
sion; hence  the  work  for  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  was  done 
under  the  direction  of  R.  G.  Burdick,  former  chief  inspector.  I  desire 
to  say  that  I  found  the  work  in  good  running  order,  being  well  sys- 
temized  and  the  inspection  being  promptly  attended  to.  Great  credit 
is  justly  due  Mr.  Burdick  for  this  condition  of  affairs.  Exhibits  A  and 
B,  attached  herewith,  show  the  financial  transactions  for  the  year. 
The  total  receipts  being  $84,873.51,  as  compared  with  $62,471.29  the 
previous  year,  the  expenses  being  $64,781.30,  as  compared  with 
$62,184.09,  leaving  net  earnings  of  $19,642.21  for  the  year. 

This  seems/  like,  and  indeed  is,  a  very  large  net  revenue,  but  it 
■hould  be  remembered  that  the  crop  of  the  past  year  was  very  large, 
exceeding  all  estimates.  It  was  also,  owing  to  the  favorable  season, 
of  a  fine  quality,  making  it  easily  handled,  inspected  and  taken  care 
of,  about  the  same  force  handling  it  as  easy  and  with  less  difficulty, 
than  the  crop  of  the  former  year.  This  surplus  would  prove  very  ben- 
eficial in  case  of  a  short  or  badly  damaged  crop,  thus  enabling  a  suffi- 
cient force  to  be  employed  to  do  the  work  as  it  ought  to  be  done.  It 
also  speaks  well  for  the  force,  as  the  fees  charged  are  no  higher  than 
those  in  force  at  the  time  the  State  assumed  control,  as  established 
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by  the  board  of  trade  of  the  three  cities — St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and 
Duluth — or  as  charged  at  other  points  and  not  as  much  as  at  Chicago, 
the  other  principal  inspection  market,  being  twenty-five  cents  per  car 
here  as  against  thirty-five  cents  there  If  the  receipts  continue  as 
large  the  coming  year  it  is  possible  that  the  surplus,  or  net  earnings, 
will  increase  so  that  the  commission  could  safely  reduce  the  present 
charges  for  inspection.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  the  force 
of  track  inspectors  And  first  assistants  should  receive  better  salaries. 
The  salaries  fixed  were  determined  upon  by  the  commission  wflen  the 
receipts  were  light  and  would  not  warrant  the  paying  of  more.  These 
men  have  to  work  every  day,  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  holidays  and 
Sundays  included,  during  the  busy  season,  comprising  four  or  five 
months  in  the  fall  and  winter,  and  without  doubt  are  the  hardest 
worked  lot  of  men  in  the  employ  of  the  State.  The  work  is  quite  dan- 
gerous, the  men  having  to  do  it  in  the  freight  yards  when  the  cars  are 
being  switched  at  times,  and  the  men  have  to  be  ever  on  their 
guard,  and  with  all  due  care  taken  serious  accidents  sometimes 
happen.  It  also  happens  that  our  best  track  inspectors  leave  the  force 
getting  better  pay  and  easier  work  elsewhere.  On  or  before  the  first 
day  of  January  next  I  purpose  sending  the  commission  a  communica- 
tion more  fully  explaining  my  ideas  regarding  this  matter. 

Exhibit  "  C  "  shows  the  number  of  cars  of  spring  wheat  inspected 
"  on  arrival,"  during  the  crop  year,  at  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Du- 
luth, arranged  by  months  and  roads. 

Exhibit  "D  "  shows  the  number  of  cars  of  spring  wheat  "on  arri- 
val "  for  the  same  time,  arranged  by  months  and  grades. 

Exhibit  "E"  shows  the  "out  inspection"  by  months,  of  carloads, 
at  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  and  of  carloads  and  bushels  at  Duluth. 

Exhibit  *'F"  shows  the  "in  inspection,"  by  carloads,  of  coarse 
grains,  including  winter  wheat,  at  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth, 
for  the  season. 

Exhibit  "G"  shows  the  "out  inspection,"  by  bushels,  of  coarse 
grains,  including  winter  wheat,  during  the  season,  from  Duluth  only, 
none  being  done  at  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis. 

Exhibit  u  H  "  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the  force  employed  in 
the  department  for  the  season. 

An  examination  of  these  exhibits  will  show  the  volume  of  business 
done  and  furnish  information  as  to  the  work  and  expenses  of  the  de 
partment  at  each  of  the  three  cities,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Du- 
luth. 
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The  inspection  and  weighing  of  grain  under  state  authority  can  no 
longer,  in  this  State,  be  called  an  experiment. 

The  law  has  now  been  in  operation  two  years  last  August,  the  pres- 
ent crop  being  the  third  one  handlad  under  its  operation. 

The  wisdom  of  the  measure  has  been  fully  demonstrated,  it  having 
met  the  expectations  of  its  warmest  friends,  and  is  no  longer  receiv- 
ing the  criticism  it  was  at  first  subjected  to.  I  do  not  mean  by  this 
that  no  complaints  are  made,  as  the  very  nature  of  things  would  make 
this  impossible. 

The  only  complaints  worthy  of  mention  arise  over  the  matter  of 
dockage  and  an  alleged  difference  in  grading,  at  times,  as  between 
Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  and  Duluth. 

The  first,  or  dtockage  question,  is  a  very  difficult  one  to  handle,  but 
has  received  careful  attention,  the  very  best  practical  appliances 
known  having  been  procured  to  ascertain  the  actual  amount  of  dirt 
in  a  given  lot  of  grain,  and  the  inspectors  instructed  to  only  dock  it 
what  must  actually  be  cleaned  out  to  make  the  grain  good  enough, 
for  the  grade  fixed.  The  elevator  man  generally  complains  that  the 
dockage  fixed  is  too  low  and  the  man  in  the  country,  the  seller,  or  his 
representative,  that  it  is  too  high. 

A  fair  investigation  of  this  matter  will  convince  the  most  skeptical 
that  the  work  is  honestly  and  conscientiously  done,  and  is,  as  a  whole,, 
as  nearly  fair  to  all  parties  concerned  as  with  the  present  appliances  it 
is  possible.  As  to  the  discrimination  in  grades,  at  the  three  points  re- 
ferred to,  I  can  only  say  there  is  no  intention  upon  my  part,  or,  I  am 
well  satisfied,  upon  the  part  of  any  inspector  of  the  force  to  show  any 
discrimination  whatever  in  favor  of  any  locality,  firm,  or  individual. 

The  work  at  the  three  cities  is  in  direct  charge  of  a  chief  deputy  at 
each  point,  all  working  under  the  same  rules  of  inspection  and  from 
the  same  samples  of  standard  grade.  I  visit  each  one  of  these  places 
as  often  as  my  work  will  permit,  with  a  view  to  keeping  the  grades 
uniform.  These  complaints  are  just  the  opposite,  each  city  complain- 
ing of  a  discrimination  against  it,  which  owing  to  competition  in  the 
markets,  as  between  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  whose  interests  are 
practically  the  same,  the  grain  received  being  mostly  used  in  manu- 
facturing, and  Duluth,  principally  an  export  market,  are  usually 
caused  from  jealousy. 

I  desire  before  closing  to  express  my  high  appreciation  of  the  faith- 
ful work  of  my  chief  deputies  and  the  assistant  inspectors  stationed 
at  each  of  the  three  cities  for  the  manner  in  which  their  services  have 
been  performed  and  my  orders  executed,  each  one  appearing  to  have 
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the  interest  of  the  service  at  heart  and  doing  everything  in  his  power 
to  forward  it,  to  the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  State  weighmasters 
and  their  assistants,  and  to  you,  the  commission,  for  the  able  advice 
given  from  time  to  time,  and  for  affirm  support  in  aiding  me  to  carry 
out  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department.

Paul: 

Gbktlrmbn  : — I  herewith  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  State  Grain 
weighing  department,  of  Duluth,  for  the  crop  year  ending  Aug.  31, 
1887. 

There  is  little  to  be  said  about  the  work  here,  as  everything  has 
been  moving  along  without  friction,  and  with  no  complaints  that  I 
have  heard  of,  of  a  serious  nature. 

There  has  been  but  very  few  shortages,  either  in  cars  or  cargoes. 
Some  cars  have  fallen  short  of  their  original  weight,  I  do  not  doubt, 
and  we  could  not  expect  it  would  be  otherwise,  as  many  of  them  are 
foand  with  apparent  leaks,  they  having  come  from  a  longdistance; 
and  some  of  them  having  been  in  wrecks,  more  or  less  is  liable  to  get 
shaken  out  on  the  road.  As  I  stated  in  my  last  report  to  you,  there  is 
Tery  little  chance  for  the  weighman  to  make  mistakes  here  at  Duluth, 
as  a  car  of  grain  is  almost  invariably  weighed  at  one  draft,  and  the 
State  weighman  and  the  elevator  weighman  are  to  see  to  the  weight 
at  the  same  time. 

There  are  employed  in  the  weighing  department  of  this  place  at  the 
present  time,  eight  assistant  weighmen,  two  clerks,  one  State  weigh- 
master. 

The  most  of  the  assistant  weighmen  have  been  on  the  force  for  two 
years,  and  with  a  single  exception  there  has  been  no  cause  of  complaint 
for  failing  to  be  on  hand  at  their  posts  and  ready  for  duty  at  all  times. 

The  work  in  the  office  since  August  31st  last  has  been  much  more 
laborious  than  heretofore,  owing  to  the  dirty  condition  of  the  new 
crop  of  wheat,  it  requiring  so  much  more  time  to  figure  out  the  dock- 
age than  formerly.  Below  find  statement  of  work  done  by  months, 
tko  statement  showing  receipts  and  expenses  for  same  time.

Minn. 

Gentlehen:  I  herewith  respectfully  submit  a  report  of  the  busi- 
ness transacted  by  the  State  weighing  department  in  Minneapolis, 
Minnesota,  from  Sept.  1,  1886,  to  Aug.  31,  1887. 

Exhibit  "A"  shows  the  number  of  cars  weighed  in  and  out,  salar- 
ies and  expenses  paid. 

We  are  weighing  at  nine  (9)  elevators,  twenty  (20)  mills,  and  three 
(8) railroad  yards,  viz:    M.  &  St.  L.,  C,  M.  &  St  P.,  and  M.  &N.  W. 

Part  of  the  force  of  this  office  perform  night  service  at  such  mills 
as  are  running.  There  is  one  weigher  at  each  railroad  yard  with  an 
assistant  at  the  M.  &  St.  L. 

The  elevators  and  mills  are  scattered  over  such  a  large  territory 
that  the  number  of  the  force  is  larger  than  it  otherwise  would  be. 

The  scales  in  the  railroad  yards  are  known  as  team  scales  and  are  for 
the  purpose  of  weighing  coarse  grain,  hay,  etc.,  shipped  here  to  com- 
mission men  and  sold  on  or  handled  from  track  This  feature  of  the 
weighing  department  is  proving  a  decided  success,  both  for  the  coun- 
try shipper  and  the  commission  men. 

Without  doubt  we  shall  have  scales  in  the  C,  St.  P.,  M.  &0.  Rail- 
way yard  within  a  verv  short  time,  whieh  will  practically  cover  all 
the  roads  bringing  any  amount  of  coarse  grain,  hay,  etc.,  to  this 
market. 

"  For  the  benefit  of  farmers  and  those  interested  it  is  stated  that  as 
soon  as  a  car  of  grain  arrives  at  a  mill  or  elevator  the  grain  is  un- 
loaded from  it  into  a  pit  and  elevated  into  the  hopper  over  the  scales, 
and  there  it  is  weighed  by  two  men,  one  weighing  for  the  State  and 
the  other  for  the  mill  or  elevator.  In  most  cases  the  hopper  is  large 
enough  to  hold  the  ontire  carload.  We  watch  the  scales  carefully  to 
see  that  they  are  kept  in  proper  balance  and  good  order  and  use 
every  possible  means  to  secure  correct  weights.  All  scales  are  care- 
fully inspected  by  the  best  expert  scale  men  we  can  find." 

This  office  is  visited  every  morning  by  men  to  get  State  certificates 
for  weights  of  their  cars,  (certificates  are  issued  free  on  application), 
and  also  by  agents  from  the  railroad  company  looking  up  our  weights 
on  all  cars  of  grain  that  come  in  on  their  separate  roads.  They  want 
the  State  weight  to  settle  freight  bills,  and  those  weights  in  all  cases 
are  taken 'as  satisfactory  to  parties  in  interest. 

With  the  vast  amount  of  property  concentrated  in  the  railroad 
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yards  near  mills  and  elevators  in  this  city  in  the  shape  of  wheat,  it 
seems  to  me  that  there  is  a  necessity  of  more  stringent  rules  with  re- 
gard to  the  handling  and  protection  of  the  same  by  the  railroad  com- 
panies, as  well  as  an  obligation  resting  on  the  municipal  authorities 
to  see  that  such  property  is  protected  by  all  the  safeguards  that  are 
thrown  round  other  kinds  of  merchandise. 

Such  protection  I  do  not  think  is  now  accorded  to  the  wheat  busi- 
ness of  this  city,  and  while  it  may  be  outside  of  my  official  duties  to 
mention  it,  yet  I  am  constrained  so  to  do,  believing  it  my  duty  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  same,  to  the  end  that  some  means  may  be 
devised  whereby  such  property  will  be  protected,  as  we  have  many 
shortages  of  cars  from  elevators  to  mills  in  the  city  where  State 
weights  are  taken  at  both  ends  of  the  line,  that  cannot  be  accounted 
for  except  from  bad  handling  or  pilfering,  or  both  combined. 

The  matter  of  weights  and  weighing  in  the  country  is  one  that  needs 
some  attention,  it  would  seem. 

Shippers  who  send  wheat  and  other  products  to  this  market  some- 
times question  our  weights  because  they  have  weighed  it  when  shipped. 
Now  I  do  not  wish  or  intend  to  question  their  veracity  or  intention  of 
being  correct  and  honest,  but  on  the  other  hand,  simply  to  show  how 
some  of  these  things  are  explained  and  accounted  for,  viz. :  On  inquir- 
ing you  will  find  that  their  scales  have  not  been  inspected  or  looked 
over  by  an  expert  lor  months,  and  it  may  be  for  years.  The  mere  fact 
that  the  scales  balance  is  no  certainty  that  they  are  correct.  Again, 
they  weigh  in  five  or  ten  drafts  and  in  that  way  are  liable  to  errors; 
while  we  weigh  mostly  in  one  draft,  taken  by  two  men,  one  for  the  State 
and  one  for  the  mill  or  elevator.  Another  source  for  errors  in  eleva- 
tors sometimes  happens,  viz.,  leaky  spouts,  grain  mi*s  spouted  or  split 
so  as  part  to  go  in  another  bin,  bad  cooperage,  leaky  cars,  etc,,  etc. 
All  these  things  should  be  carefully  looked  after  at  the  country  end  of 
line,  and  I  am  satisfied  if  this  was  done  by  an  employe  of  the  Railroad . 
and  Warehouse  Commission,  we  should  see  decided  results  from  it.

To  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of  Minnesota : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  second 
annual  report  of  the  warehouse  registrar. 

The  registering  of  grain  receipts,  although  comparatively  a  new 
thing  in  this  State,  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  businessmen  who 
are  interested  to  such  an  extent  that  parties  outside  of  the  cities  of  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  the  only  places  that  the  law  contem- 
plates the  registering  of  these  receipts,  have  found  it  very  difficult  to 
use  grain  receipts  not  registered  for  collateral  and  have  asked  for  the 
benefits  of  registration.  At  Duluth  the  intent  of  the  law  is  being  car- 
ried out,  every  house  being  a  public  house  and  all  receipts  promptly 
registered.  The  system  is  a  success  and  gives  general  satisfaction  to 
all  parties. 

At  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  only  such  receipts  as  parties  are  com- 
pelled to  register  in  order  to  send  them  away  or  to  deposit  at  home  for 
collateral  are  registered. 

Some  of  the  elevators  are  public  and  some  private,  and  those*  that 
do  business  as  public  warehousemen  do  not  register  but  a  small  part 
of  their  receipts,  making  the  work  of  the  registrar  difficult  and  un- 
satisfactory. 

The  law,  in  my  judgment,  should  be  amended  so  as  to  declare  all 
elevators  and  warehouses  at  these  cities  public  ones  and  provide  that 
all  grain  receipts  should  be  registered.  This  would  prove  no  hardship 
to  the  elevator  companies  as  it  takes  but  a  few  minutes  to  register  the 
receipts  when  all  of  the  books  are  in  proper  shape.  The  entire  system 
could  then  be  made  accurate  and  safe,  and  I  believe  if  the  brokers  and 
men  who  deal  in  grain  at  the  chambers  of  commerce  of  these  cities 
would  look  this  matter  up  no  grain  receipt  could  be  delivered  for  any 
purpose  unless  it  bore  the  proper  registration  stamp. 

The  warehouse  and  grain  law  provides  that  the  secretary  of  your 
commission  shall  act  as  warehouse  registrar,  and  the  business  is  there- 
fore in  my  charge;  the  work,  however,  is  in  the  main  performed  by  B 
Porter  and  Frank  Hoel,  the  former  in  charge  at  Duluth  and  the  latter 
at  Minneapolis,  each  being  known  as  assistant  registrar.  I  have  visited 
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these  places  as  often  as  my  duties  as  secretary  of  the  commission 
would  warrant,  to  render  any  assistance  and  advice  at  my  command, 
but  the  present  efficiency  and  standing  of  the  system  is  largely  due  to 
their  efforts. 

In  my  report  of  one  year  ago  I  recommended  that  the  secretary  of 
the  commission  be  relieved  from  any  duties  or  responsibilities  as  to  the 
registering  of  warehouse  receipts,  and  feel  that  I  must  repeat  this  rec- 
ommendation now  in  order  that  it  may  receive,  in  time,  the  attention 
of  those  most  interested.  The  great  amount  of  wheat  handled  at  these 
three  cities— St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth — should  be  argument 
enough  to  call  for  the  supervision  of  the  receipts  issued  by  a  person  in 
direct  charge,  and  by  one  who  could  give  his  full  time  and  attention  to 
the  improving  and  systemizing  of  the  business.  At  Chicago,  where 
less  than  one-fourth  as  much  wheat  is  handled  in  a  year  as  at  these 
cities,  a  competent  person  is  chosen  and  paid  well  for  taking  charge 
of  the  registration  business.  Many  questions  arise  that  should  receive 
careful  study,  and  by  one  drilled  in  the  business  who  has  time  to  fol- 
low results  to  actual  conclusions.  With  State  weighing  of  grain  as 
now  in  force,  the  law  amended  declaring  all  houses  at  St.  Paul,  Min- 
neapolis and  Duluth  public  houses,  and  providing  that  all  grain  re- 
ceipts shall  be  registered,  a  system  of  registration  could  be  established 
which  would  be  perfect  and  make  a  grain  receipt  as  safe  as  a  bank 
draft*  I  can  only  add  that  I  hope  this  subject  will  receive  the  atten- 
tion its  importance  deserves.  Attached  hereto  will  be  found  table* 
showing  the  business  transacted  at  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  prepared 
by  the  men  in  charge  at  those  places.

HISTORY  OF  ORGANIZATION,  CONSTRUCTION,  LEASING  AND  CON- 
SOLIDATION OF  LINES  NOW  OPERATED  BY  YOU,  AND  STATUTES 
AUTHORIZING  THE  SAME. 

Date  of  charter,  January  29, 1874. 

Is  the  charter  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  or  was  the  company  incorporated 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  State  ?  The  St.  Paul  &  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Co. 
was  incorporated  in  1874  (as  the  Western  Railroad  Company  of  Minnesota)  and  has 
been  in  operation  since  1877  from  Brainerd,  on  the  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad,  60)£  miles  to  Sauk  Rapids. 

The  line  from  Sauk  Rapids  to  Minneapolis,  66  miles,  was  opened  for  business 
July  1,  1884,  and  from  Minneapolis  to  St.  Paul  in  February,  1886.  A  double  track 
was  laid  between  the  cities  of  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  the  construction  of  which 
included  a  bridge  1,581  feet  in  length  across  the  Mississippi  rirer  at  Minneapolis 
and  a  tunnel  1,000  feet  in  length  at  St.  Paul,  under  Westminster  street  and  the 
tracks  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  and  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
&  Omaha  Railway  companies. 

The  terminal  improYements  of  the  company  in  and  between  the  cities  of  St.  Paul 
and  Minneapolis  (constructed  and  in  course  of  construction)  comprise  such  facilities 
as  are  necessary  to  accommodate  the  business  of  this  company  and  other  rail- 
road companies  in  said  cities,  also  the  business  pertaining  to  the  trans-conti- 
nental system  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  contemplate  union 
freight  and  passenger  stations,  machine  and  car  shops,  cattle  guards,  slaughter 
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houses,  round  houses,  freight  yards,  with  more  than  sixty  miles  of  track,  and  other 
extensive  facilities. 

The  terminal  properties  comprise  22#  acres  in  Minneapolis  proper,  100  acres  in 
northeast  Minneapolis,  and  380  acres  in  Bt  Paul. 

The  land  grant  of  the  eompany,  amounting  to  about  291,000  acres,  is  located 
along  the  line  of  the  road  between  Brainerd  and  Sauk  Rapids 

The  company  has  no  leased  lines  in  operation. 

The  railway  of  the  company,  with  all  its  terminal  property,  is  leased  for  999  years 
to  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  at  a  net  annual  rental  equal  to  40  per 
cent  of  the  gross  earnings  and  receipts,  free  of  all  taxes.  The  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  company  guarantees  that  this  rental  shall  never  be  less  than  the  interest 
upon  the  bonds  of  the  8t.  Paul  &  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

Dividends  have  been  paid  regularly  upon  the  stock  of  the  company  in  each  and 
every  year  since  July  1, 1879,  when  the  first  dividend  was  paid. 

An  agreement  was  made  with  the  Minneapolis  A  St.  Louis  Railway  Company  on 
the  24th  of  April,  1885,  by  which  that  company  secured  the  right  to  use  the  rail, 
way  between  St  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  it  is  now  running  its  freight  and  pass- 
enger trains  over  the  same* 

On  September  21,  1885,  a  traffic  agreement  was  made  with  the  Minnesota  & 
Northwestern  Railroad  Company  for  the  use  of  the  line  between  St.  Paul  and 
Twentieth  Avenue  South,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Mississippi  river,  in  the  city  of 
Minneapolis,  and  that  company  commenced  the  use  of  said  tracks,  for  its  freight 
traffic  on  the  30th  day  of  August,  1886.
